.'all the Tortures made ufe of in that City, had 
not been fufficient to difcovcr the whole Truth 
of that Affair, nor would they have been able to 
draw more Light from the remaining Prifoners, 
had not the Myftery been unravelled by inter- 
cepted Letters, which were found fewed up in 
the Cloaths of certain Pcrfons. The Czar there- 
fore law himfelf neceflicated to eftabUfh a fe- 
cond High-Court of Jufticc, and to this End 
to convoke the chirfof the Rujftatt Clergy with 
all poffible Speed to Peterjhurgb. They being 
all arrived mjune, and the C^r having befides 
cftabliJhed another Court confifting of fecular 
Perfons, inz. the Minifters, Senators, Gover- 
nors, Generals, and the fuperior Officers of hit 
Guards, his Majefty, fcff eight fevcral Days, 
lay during fome Houts on his Knees, im- 
ploring God, with Abundance of Tears, to In- 
Ipirc him with fuch Thoughts as the Honour of 
his holy Name, and the Welfare of the Rufftan 
Nation required; And fo, on the 25th of /aw 
1718, the Seffions of this Criminal Court were 
opened in the Hall of the Senate, whither his 
Czarifli Majefty repaired, with the whole Body 
«f the Clergy, and the Secular Judges, after 
firft having caufed folemn Service to be per- 
formed in the Church oi ihc Holy Ghoji, to im- 
plore God's Afliftance in this weighty Affair. 
The whole Aflembly having taken their re- 
Ipeftive Places at feverai Tables, the Doors 
and Windows were Jet open in order to give 
■free Admittance to all Sorts of Perfons. Upon 
this the Czarewitz was brought into Court, un- 
der the Guard of four Under-Officers 1 and upon 
his A})pcaniiice, his Majefty made a brief De- 
,k claratioh

claratioQ of the Caufes, why he hadcalled 1718. 
tfacm together, and ordered the following Writ- <-i*-v^O 
logs to be publickly read. 

TH O* the Flight of the Czarewitz^J^/, and 
a Part of his Crimes be already known to 
the whole World, by the Manifefto which was 
pubJiflied of them at Mofiotv, on the Third of 
February of the prefent Year 1 7 1 8, yet there are 
daily difcovered fuch unexpeifted and furprizing 
Attempts, as far furpafs what has been already 
publiihed ; and Ihew with what Bafenefs and 
Villany the Prince endeavoured to impofe upon 
his Sovereign and Father, what grievous Per- 
juries he committed againft God, with the 
imaginary Illnels he feigned, to prevent an In- 
quiry into his ill Praftices, and the Difcovery 
of hu pernicious Intrigues. All this fhall tn 
laid open with Pcrfpicuity and Order, by giv- 
ing a full Account of the Matter from its firft 
Begituiing. 

The Czarewtt2 AlexU had hardly attained 
to the Age of Reafon, before his Czarian Ma- 
jcfty, his Father, employed all Sorts of Means 
to form his Mind for managing the Affiiirs of 
the Government, and to inftruft him in the 
Art of War, as is related in the Manifefto of 
Mofc&vo^ The fame Cares were continued for 
fcveral Years, without any Benefit, or Progrcfs, 
His Majefty expefted his Amendment fi-om Day 
to Day, by a Change of Conduft, and an Al- 
teration of Manners s but obferving the Prince 
oppofed himlelf to all his good Defigns, hede- 
cUrcd to him his Intentions by Writing, and 
demanded of him his laft Refolution. Thus in 
the Year 171 j, on the iiih of OffcJw, upon 
B2 his 
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1718. Ws Return from the Funeral of the Princcft 
(.^.-s^-sj of the Crown, efpoufed to the Czarcwitz, his 
Czarian Majefty went in Perfon to the Prince, 
and gave him the following Writing, 

A DscLARATiON to my Son. 

YOU cannot be ignorant of what alt the 
World is acquainted with, under how fc- 
vere an Opprcflion the People groaned from the 
Sweiijh Yoke, before the Beginning of the prc- 
fent War. 

By the Ufurpation of fo many maritime 
Places, which were neceflary to our State, they 
cut us off from all Commerce with the reft of the 
World,and we faw withRegret, that they had alfo 
caft aVeii before the Eyes of the Clearcft-fighted. 
You know very well what Pains it has coft us 
in the Beginning of this. War, (in which God 
alone has led us, as it were by the Hand, and 
whofe Providence ftill conducts us) to gain Ex- 
perience, and oppofe ourfelves to the Advan- 
tages, which our irreconcileable Enemies had 
gained over us. 

We fubmitted to this Trial with Refignation 
to the Will of God ; not doubting but that ic 
was he who laid ic upon us, till he had 
brought us into a good Way, and we were ac- 
counted worthy to prove by Experience, that 
the fame Enemy before whom we have former- 
ly trembled, could alfo tremble in his Turn, and 
perhaps with a feverer Terror. Thefe are the 
Advantages which, next to the Divine AfTt- 
ftance, we owe to our Labours, and tlie La- 
bours or our faithful and affei^ionate Children, 
our Subjefe of Ruffia. 

But

But whilft I refleft u-pon the Profperity which 
God has heaped upon our Country, if I turn my < 
Eyes upon the fuccceding Generation, my Heart 
is more fill'd with Grief at the future Profpeft, 
than I enjoy Satisfaction for the paft Blefling, 
whillt I c^lerve you, my Son, to rejed all the 
Means that may render you capable of goyern- 
ing well upon my Deceafe. I charge your In- 
capacity upon your Want of Inclination, as you 
cannot excufe yourfelf by any Defe6l in your 
Undcrftanding, or Strength, as tho' God had 
not fevoured you with fufficient Abilities. For 
tho* you are not of the moft,robuft Com- 
plexion in the World, yet you cannot com- 
plain -of a weak Difpofition. 

To talk of the Exercifes of the War is bur- 
thenfome to you, tho' it is by them we have , 
cmeraed from our former Obfcurity, and made ' 
otirlerres known and efteemed by all che Na- 
tions around, us. 

I would not advife you to make War with- 
out a lawhil Caufe ; all that I alk of you is to 
apply yourfelf to learn the Art of War. For 
it is impoflible to govern well without knowing 
the Rules of Military Difcipline, tho' it lhou0 
be no otberwiie ufeful than in the Defence of 
our Country. 

I could lay before your Eyes a great Num- 
ber of Examples, to confirm you in the Truth 
of what I lay ; but I ihall only mention to you 
the Greeks^ with whom we are united in the 
Profeflion of the fame Faith. From whence 
came the Fall of their Empire, unlefs from 
the N^tcd of Arms ? It was Idlenefs and In- 
fjoJence which weakened them, and made them 
JJ3

1718. a Prw to Tyrants, and fubjea to that Slavery 
--'-v^iiJ they nave fo long groaned under. 

You are much miftaken, if you think it is 
fufficicnt for a Prince to have good Generals to 
ad under his Command. All Mens Eyes are 
fixed upon the King 1 his Inclinations are ftu- 
died and purfued, as all the World perceives. 
My Brother, for Inftance, during his Reign, 
was fond of Magnificence in Drcis, and took 
Delight in Hor^s. This was by no means 
the Tafte of the Country ; but the Inclination 
of the Prince foon gained Ground among his 
Subjefls, who are led to imitate him in what 
he loves, as they difregard what he hates. 

If the People are fo eafily given to change 
in an Affair of Pleafure, will ihey not be apt 
to foi^et, in Courfe of Time, and even more 
r eafily abandon the Ufe of Arms, which can- 

not be 'exercifed without fome Latwur and 
Pains, if they are not conftantly inured to it. 

You have no Inclination to learn the Bufi- 
ncfs of War, nor apply yourfelf to it, and confe- 
quently can never poflibly be acquainted with it. 
How then can you command over others, and 
judge of the Reward which they dcfervc who do 
iheirDuty, orpunilhthofewhonegleft it? You 
can do nothing of yourfelf, and will be obliged 
to judge by the Eyes and Affiftance of ano- 
ther, like a helplefs Bird who is fed by its Dam. 

You urge, that your Want of Health will 
not allow you to fupporc the Fatigues of War ; 
but this Excufe is no better than the reft. I 
do not require Fatigues from you ; I fhould 
only be glad to fee fuch an Inclination in you 
which is not in the Power of Sicknefs to pre- 
vent. Enquire of ihofe who lived in my Bro- 
ther's 
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tber*s Reign : His Health was far more indjf^ 
po/ed than ever yours was ; he was utterly un- t 
able to manage a rough Horfe, and could 
- hardly mount one ; but he loved Horfes, and 
fot this Reaibn there never was, and perhaps 
never will be again in the Country, ia fine a 
Stable as he had. 

You fee by this, that Suixc6 does not al- 
ways depend upon Labour, but upon Inclination. 

If you think, that the Af&irs of fonie Princes. 
are attended with Succefs, tho* themfelves be 
not prefent in the War, you are certainly in 
the Right ; but tho* they be not prefent, their 
Inclination is there, and it ts the fiuiine& the^ 
underftand. 

For Inftance, the late King of Frame did 
not always make War in Pcrfon j but every one 
Itnowsbow fond he was of Military Expeditions^ 
and how many glorious Exploits he performed, 
£} that his Campaigns have been named the 
Theatre and School of the World. Nor was hi» 
inclination cosfined onty to Military Affairs ; he 
had Regard alfo to M«hanick Arts, Manufac- 
tures, and other EftabliJhments, which have 
rendered his Kingdom more flourtfhing than 
tbofe of his Neighbours. 

And now, after thefe Remonfbances, I re- 
turn to my Brft SubjeA, which concerns you. , 

1 am a Man, and t^ Confe<^nce mull die y 
and whom fhall I leave behind me to Bnilh 
what, by God's Grace, X have begun, and pre- 
fcrve what, in Part, I have received ? A Man, 
who, like the Sluggard in the Gofpel, hides 
his Talent in the Ground, and neglects to ex- 
ert the Faculties wJiich God has-given him. 

B4 CaJ*, 
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C.»!l to Mind the Obftinacy of your Tem^ 
:r, and the Pcrverfcnefa of your Difpofitimi. 
[ow often have I reproached you with them, 
and even corrcfted you for them? and for - 
how many Years have I defifted from fpeaking 
any longer of them ? But all has been to no 
Purpofe -, and my Reproof have been fruitlefs. 
.1 have only loft my Time and beaten the Air, 
You do Hot fo much as ftrive to grow bet- 
ter, and all your Satisfaftion feems to confift 
in Lazinels and Inaftivity, What you ought to 
be molt alhamed of, as being a real MJfcry, you 
feem to be delighted with, without forefeeing 
the dangerous Confequences attending upon it, 
with Reference both to yourfelf and the whole 
Sate. It is a great Truth St. Paul has taught 
us, when he fays, If a Man cannot govern bis 
cw« Family, bow fiall be be able to govern the 
Cbureb of God. 

After having confidered all thefe Inconve- 
niences, and refleftcd upon them, as I fee I 
have not been able to engage you by any Mo- 
tives to do as you oughr, 1 have judged it con- 
venient to lay before you in Writing this Aft 
of my lad Will, refolving ftill to wait a lit- 
tle longer before I come to a final Execution 
of my Purpofe, to try whether you will amend 
or no v and if not, be afTured that I'll deprive 
you of the SuccelTion, and cut yoU off as an 
unprohtablc Member. 

Do not think, that becaufc I have no other 

Child *, I fay this only with a Dclign to fright 

you. I will certainly do what I fay, if it 

fhall

Mo(t Clement Lord and Father, 

IHave read the Writing your Majefty gave 
me on the 17th of 03ol>ert 17IJ1 after the 
Interment of my late Spoufe. 

I have nothing to reply to it, but that if it 
is your Majefty's PIcafure to deprive me of the 
Succxllion to the Crown of Rujfia, by Reafon 
of my Inability, your Will be done. I even 
earnmly requeft it at your Majefty's Hands, as 
I do not think myfclf fit for the Government. 
My Memory's much weakened, and without it 
there is no Poffibility of managing Af^irs ; 
my Mind and Body are much decayed by the 
Diftcmpcrs to which I have been fubjeft, which 
renders me uncapable of governing lb many 
People, who niuft neceflkrily require a more 
Tigoroos Man at their Head than I am. 

For which Reafon I ftiould not afpire to the 
Sucoeffion of the Crown of Ruffia after you, 
whom God long preferve ; tho' I had no Bro- 
ther, 
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ther, as I have at prefenr, whom I pray Gocf ' 
> alfo to prcferrc. Nor will I ever hereafter lay 
Claim to the Succeflion, as I call God to Wit- 
oels by a folemn Oath ; in Confirmation where- 
of, I write and fign the prefent Lcttec with my 
own Hand. 

I give my Children into your Hands ; and, 
for ray Part, delire no more than a bare Main-- 
tenance fo long as I live, leaving all the tdk- 
» your Confidcration and good Plcafure.

The laft Admonition. 

AS my Ulnels hath hitherto prevented me 
&om letting you know the Refolutions 
I have taken, with Reference to the Anfwer 
you returned to my former Letter, I now fend 
you my Reply. I obfcrve that you there fpeak 
of the SuccefTion, as chough I had need of your 
Confent, to do herein what abfolutely depends 
iqjon my own Will- But whence comes it you 
make no Mention of your voluntary Incapacity, 
and the Averfion you conftantiy exprcls to 
piiblick Af^irs, which I fpoke of in a more 
particular Manner than I did of yoio* unhealthy 
Indifpofttion, though the latter is the only 
Thing you take Notice of ? I Archer exprclled 
my 
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my DiQacis^ftion in yourCondufl for fome 1718. 
Years paft 1 but of this you arc wholly filcnt, ^..^-^v^x. 
thoi^h I ftrongly infifted upon it. From 
whence I judge that my Fatherly Exhortations 
make no ImpreSionupon you % for which Rca- 
fon I have determined to write this Letter to 
you, and it fhall be my laft. For if you thus 
de^He the Advice I give you whilft I am alive, 
what can I crpeft from you after my Death ? 

Can I rely upon your Oath, when I fee that 
your Heart is hardened ? David \a:& laid, that- 
every Man is a Udr. But though at prefcnt 
you fiiould defign to continue faithful to your 
Promifes, your Seducers will hereafter mould 
you to ttwir own Pleafurc, and conftrain you 
to break them. 

As their Lazinefs and Debauchery have de- 
prived them, at prefent, of all Places of Ho- 
nour, their whole Dependence is upon you •» 
and the Regard you have already Ihewn them, 
gives them an Expectation, that you will one 
Day make their Condition better. 

I don't Hnd you make any Acknowledg- 
mwit of the Obli^tion you owe to your Father, 
who gave you Life. Have you aflifted him, 
fince you came to Maturity of Years, hi his 
Labours and Pains? No, certainly the World 
knows you have not. On the other Hand^ 
you blame and abhor whatever Good I have 
been able to do, at the Expence of my Health, 
for the Love I have bore to my People, and 
for their Advantage i and I have all imaginable 
Reafon to believe, that you will deftroy it all, 
in cafe jroq Ihould -furvive me. And thus I ■ 
cannot refolve to let you live as you think lit, 
like an amphibious Creature, that'sneitherFifh 
nor 
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nor Flefti. Either then change your Conduft, 
' and labour to make yourfelf worthy of the Suc- 
ceflion, or take upon you the Monaftick Vow. 
I cannot reft fatisfied with your prefent Beha- 
viour, efpccially, as I 5nd my Health to de- 
cay. As fbon therefore as you fhall have re>- 
ceived this my Letter, let me have your Anfwer 
in Writing, or give it me in Pcrfon ; If not, X 
fhall treat you as a Male&£tor.

His Czarlan Majcfty, before his Departure 
into Foreign Countries, did afterwards vifu the 
Czarewitz at his Houfb, to bid him FareweL 
He found him in Bed, as ihoughjie had been 
fick V and yet he was hardly parted from him, 
before he went to an EnttTtainmcnt with, tlw 
Diack Mcbei Voimu, 

His 
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His Majefty then demanded of him what Re- 
felution he had taken ; and the Czarewitz af- 
firmed to him again with folemn Oaths, call- 
ing God to Witnels, that he was refolved to re- 
tire into a Convent, and that he wt(hed for no- 
thing with a more eager Paflion, than to em- 
brace the Monaftick State. His Majefty re- 
prefented to him the Diflicukies attending upon 
a young Perfon, who Ihould enter intofuch an 
Engagement : That he ought to confider well 
of It before-hand, and not proceed with Rafh- 
nefs and Precipiution, and then fend him his 
Refolulion : Bat it would be much better for 
him to return into the Way his Majefty had 
pointed out to him, than ta become a Monk ; 
and to this End he gave him ftill fix Months 
Time lor^r to confider of it : Upon wtiich fie 
bade him Farewel. 

The fix Months pafs'd, and his Majefty rc- 
«ived no News from the Czarewitz upon this 
Head, which obliged him to fend him a Letter 
under his own Hand from Copenhagen^ by the 
Courier Sopbonor^ dated the 26th of Augufi^ 
1716, in thcfe Terms. 

My Son, 

YOUR firft Letter of the 29th of June, 
and your next of the 30th ofjufyt were 
brought to me. As in them you ipeak only of 
the Condition of your Health, I fend you the 

Srefent Letter to tell you, that 1 demanded your 
Lefoiution upon the Affair of the Succeffion, 
when I bade you Farewe!. You then anfwered 
tne in your ufuat Manner, that you judged 
yourfelf incapable of it, by Reafon of your In- 
firmities ; and that you Ihbuid chufe rather to 
retire 
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_rire intoa-Convent. Ibadeyou ferioufly conli-' 
; derof it again, and then fend me the Refolution 
you (hould take. I have expcfted it for thefc 
Jeven Months, and yet have heard nothing of* 
you concerning it : You have had Time 
enough for Confideration ; and therefore, as 
foon as you fliall receive my Letter, refolve on 
tiie one Side or the other. If you determine 
to apply, and make yourfelf capable of die 
SucceflJon, do not delay to come hidier to me 
within a Week, where you may come foon 
enough to be prefenc at the BuTine^ of the Cam- 
paign : But ii^ you refolve upon the monaftick 
l.ife, let me know where, when, and on what 
Day you will execute your Refolution, that I 
may rcll iktisiied, and know what I have to 
expeft from you. Send me back your final 
Anfwer by the fame Courier that ihall bring 
you my Letter. 

In the firft Place, let me know the Day you 
will fet out from Petersburgh \ and in the fe- 
cond, when you will perform your Vow. I 
again tell you, that I aUblutely infift on it, 
tliat you determine upon fomething ; for 
othcrwife I Ihall judge that you feek only to 
gain Time, to fpend it in your accuftomary 
Lazinefs.

The Czarewitz, in Contempt of his Majcf- 
ty's Orders, made his Efcape by the Way \ 
pretending, when he Mt Petersburgby that he 
was going to attend upon his Majeny ; and as 
he was on his Journey, he wrote him a frau- 
dulenc Leucr^ Mly dated from Konigsbet^, 
' inftcad 
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^nftead of Lmauy to prevent his Father from 
iending any Body aner him, as he exprcfly 
owned in his Coiuelfion. 

Upon the Advice which his Majcf^ received 
of his Elcapc at Amfierdam., he immediattly 
difpaiched the Reftdcnt .^^&tt^' in queft of 
him \ and afterwards ient Mr. Runufixowt Cap- 
tain of the Guard ; and la&lf from Spaay Nlr. 
Talfioit Privy-Counftaior, and Captain of the 
Guard, with the faid Captain Rumanzoiv j by 
whom his Majelly wrote the following letter 
twith his own Hand, on ihe loth of 7"^' ' 7 '7- 

Afy Sen, 

YOUR Difobcdience and Contempt of aj 
Ordo-s are known to all the World. Nei- 
ther Entreaty, nor Corre&iOB, has been able to 
malce you follow my Jnftru£tions i and after hav- 
ing deceived me, wthen 1 laA took my Leave of 
^ou, and defpifed the Oath you then made. 
you have carried your Dilbbedience to the ut- 
moft Length of Excefs by your Flight, and the 
throwingycurfelf, zsa Traytor, under a foreign 
Frotedion -, a Thing hitherto unheard of, not 
ooly in our Family, but even among our Sub- 
je^ of any Confideration, How great an Un> 
eafinefs and Concern have you hcre^r caufed 
yourFather,andwhata5hameluve you brought 
upon yoQr Country ? 

This is the iaft Time I ftiall write to you, to 
let you know chat you have nothing more to 
do than to comply with what Meflicurs TolJIoi 
and Rumansow Iball lay before you from me, 
and fatisfy you to be my Pleafure. 

If you comply with me, J affure you by this 
■ Prefent, and promifc to God, and his Judg- 
ment, 
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ment, that I will not punifli you ; and if you 
} will fubmie to my WiU, and be obedient to 
me now, upon your Returtif I will love you 
more than I have ever done. But if not, 
by Virtue of the Power I have received from 
God, as a Father, I lay upon you my eternal 
Curfe, for the Contempt and O^ces you have 
committed againft your Father; and as your 
Sovereign, I aflure you, that I fhall find Means 
to deal with you under that Capacity, in which, 
I hope that God will afTift me, and take my 
jufl: Defence in Hand. 

Laftly, remember that I have ofiered you no 
Violence in any Thing. Was it requifite that 
I fliould leave it to your free Choice to 
take what Part you plcaftd ? If I had been in- 
clined to force you, had I not Power in my 
Hand to have done it? I need only to com- 
mand, and I fhould have been obey'd.

The Czarewitz wrote the following Letter from 
Naples, to bis Czarian Majefty, on the 41b of 
Oaober, 1717. 

Mt^ Clement Lord and Father, 

I Have received your Majefty's mofl: gracious 
Letter, by Meffieurs Toljloi and Rumanzowy 
in which, as alio by Word of Mouth, I am 
moft gracioudy alTured of Pardon, for having 
fled without your Pcrmiflton, in cafe I return. 
I give you moft hearty Thanks with Tears in 
my Eyes, and own myfelf unworthy of all Fa- 
vour } I throw myfelf at your Feet, and inv 
plorc 
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plore your Clemency, and befeech you to par- 
don my Crimes^ wtu> have deferved all hind t 
of PuDJfhment. £ut I rely upon your gracious 
Affurances ; and fubmitting to your Pleafure, 
Ihall fet out immediately from NapUs, to at- 
tend your Majefty at Peterjburgby with tbofe 
whom your Majcfty has fent. 

Tour mefi bumble and unwertby Servant ^ who 
deferves not to be called your Son, 

Alexis. 

On the 3d of Februarfy of rhe preftnt Year 
1718, the Czarewitt was brought to A/o/^ow by 
MeflieuTs Tolfioi and Rumanzowy and carried 
before hts Czarian Majefty, into the great Hall 
of tbeCaftle, where, in the Prefena of all the 
People, he made ConfcfTion of his voluntary 
Flight, and at the iame Time prefented a 
Writing under his Hand, drawn up in the fol- 
lowing Terms. 

M)^ Clement Lord and Fatber^ 

AFTER having acknowledged myTranf- 
p^flion before you, my Father, and my 
Lord, 1 here prefent you with the Confeflion 
of my Crimes, I fent from Naples, I now far- 
ther confels, that I have tranfgreflcd the Duties 
of a Son and a Subjetft, in flying, and throw- 
ing myfelf under the Emperor's Proteftion, 
and in fuing for his Support. I humbly beg 
your gracious Pardon and Mercy. 

Tour mafi bumble and belplefs Servant^ un* 
iBortby to be tailed your Son,

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His Majcfty then declared to him. That it 
i was his Will he fhould truly declare all the 
Partfculars and Grcumftances of his Efcapc j 
■who had advifed it, with whatever bore any 
Relation to it : That if he told the Truth with- 
out Dilguife, Referve, and Rdlriilion, he 
would grant him his Pardon. But that if he 
did not make a fiill Difcovery, and name all 
the Peribns who were Accomplices of the Faft, 
or fhould conceal any Thing relating to it, the 
Fromife Ihould be void and of no EfFeft. 

Whereupon the Czarewitz promifed and en- 
gaged to his Czarian Majcfty, to declare the 
whole Truth, as before God, without any DiOi- 
mulation ; and he kifled the Holy Gofpcls, 
and the Holy Crofs before the Altar of the Ca- ' 
thcdral Church, in Teftimony of the Fromife 
be had made of a full Difcovery, 

He "then gave his Majefty to underftand in 
the fame Cathedral Church, That he had been 
obliged by the Imperial Court to write three 
Letters, two to the Archbilhops, and one to 
the Senate, upon Account of his leaving the 
Country, the Contents of which ftiall be after- 
wards explained. 

On the 4tb 6f February his Czarian Majefty 

%vrote asfoUows, with reference to the Articles 
given to the Czarewitz. 

AS you received your Pafdon Ycfterday, 
on Condition of difcovering all the Cir- 
cumftanccs of your Efcapc, and whatfocvcr 
relates to it ; and to fuffer Death if you fhould 
conceal or diffemble any Thing j you then ex- 
plained yourielf in fomc Points by Word of 
Moifth. 
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Mouth. But for more SatisfaAion, and for 
your full Difchaige, do it alfo in Writing, in t 
the following Order. 

I. 
Was there any premeditated Deflgn in the 
Anfwer you gave to the Letter you received 
from mc upon the Interment of your Spoufe, 
or in your Reply to what I afterwards wrote 
upon the iameSubjeA? And as you always de- 
fired to go into a Convent, both by your Let- 
ters, and Difcourfe when I took leave of you 
before my Departure from Petcrjburgb, and it 
is now clear that all this was no other than 
Diflimulation on your Side ; tell me with whom 
you contrived it, and who are thofe that 
know you a£ted only with a Defign to de- 
ceive me? 

The Czarewitz gave in the following Anfwer to 
his Czarian Majefty upon ibefe 'Articles, and 
Jigsed it with bis own Hands. 

The Anfwer to tbefirfi andfoUowing Points. 

Mofi Clenunt Lord and Fatber, 

I Communicated and read the Letters I receiv- 
ed fix)m your Majefty, after the Interment 
of my Spoufe, to Alexander Kihn and Nicepborus 
Wafenfki ; and confulted both of them in parti- 
cular. 'Tis poICble they might have Confi- 
dence in each other, however they were confulted 
feparately. 

They advifed me to renounce the SucceflGon, 
and even to demand to be difcharged from it, 
by ReaTon of my bad Health. I was alfo de- 

C 2 fuTOlS 
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firous of it myfeir, and wrote fincercly, and 
y without Anifice, or Ill-meaning. • For why 
Ihould I take that upon me, I was not able to 
bear? 

The fame Perfons alfo advifed me to retire 
into a Convent, and to fay that I was minded, 
by this Means, to difcharge myfelf of the Bur- 
then of the Succcflion. 

They fpokc thus to me, If then is no ether 
Remedy, thefureft Way is to go into a Cottvent, 
as ibis wiU deprive you of the Succeffion, 

They fpoke in the fame Manner upon the 
OccaOon of your taking leave, and told me, 
that to comply with what had been concerted, I 
mufl fay the fame Thing I had written, 
even tho' I had no Defign to put it in Execu- 
tion, as I have already declared by Word of 
Mouth. And as you, my Lord, then told 
me, that 1 ought maturely to confider the 
Defign I declared myfelf refolvcd upon of re- 
tiring into a Monadery, I was in hopes I could 
have delayed the Matter. 

Alsxandck Kikih took a Journey to 
Carl/bad^ not long after your Departure from 
Peterjburgh^ and about a Fortnight before (for 
I was at my Couniry-Houfe when he fet out) 
he told me be was going to feek a Place for me 
fame where or other, and I expefted notice from 
him, as defigning to make my Efcape. 

I have clearly exprefied myfelf upon what 
relates to my Efcape under the third Article 
of my Interrogatory. 

To return to the Time of my firft Anfwer to 
your Letter. 

I was

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I was with Prince Baftle Nolodimerowilz tyiS. 
Zhlgoruki, and with Count Frederick Matwye- V.x^n'-nj 
vHiz Apraxin, before I fetit my Anfwcr to your 
Majefty. ■ , I dcfrred them, when your Majefty 
ipoike to them of me, to perfuade you to de- 
prive me of the Succcflion, and to Jet me live 
upon fome private Eftate, to fpend the reft of 
my Days there. Frederiik Matwyewitz anfweri- 
ed. If your Father Jpeaks of it to me I fhaU give, 
bim that Adince. Prince Eafile faid the lame 
Thtng, adding. Send, bim a tboufand Letters \ 
who knows what will happen, token the Cafe in 
view comes to be FaSi? Tou know the old Pro~ 
verb, Ulita yedett, kolita boudet ; ^e Time 
mill come^ but God knows when. It is not one 
of the Bargains made by the good Men in Times 
paft, that if a Man aid not perform, he wa» 
Mtged to pay for it. 

When I had fent this Letter, Prince Bafilf 
came to me in your Name, to bid melhew him 
the Anfwer your Majefty had wrote. I read, it 
to him, and he laid, I have fpoke of you to 
your Father ■, I believe he will deprive you of 
riie SucceiTion, and he feems to be facisfied with 
your Letter. 

He defired a Minute oF it from me : I read 
it to him, bccaufe he had advifcd me to men- 
tion my Brother in the Terms I did. When I 
had read it, he told me it was well, and he re- 
peated to me the aforcfaid Words, adding. 
Enjoy yourfelf at prefer^, yon have nothing «ow 
farther to do. 

As to Frederick Matwyewitz, I don't remem- 
ber whether 1 (hewal the Letter to him or no j 
but I wrote it in Concert with Kikin and Nice- 
pborus, both apart , having fent them Copies 
- C3 fealcd. 
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fealed up by Bafde Barikof^ becaufe Vsktn living 
' at a Dtftance from me, I had not always an 
Opportunity of convofing with htm \ befides 
that he had given me Notice, there were Spies 
from your Court to obferve who came to vific 
me. When 1 alked him how he knew that, he 
laid that fomc of your Court had told him fo* 
but he did not name them. 

As to Barikef, I cannot lay whether he knew 
what the Letters were he carried from me to 
IGkiriy at leaft I never told hiip ; for I only 
ordered htm to carry them privately to IGkin, 
who always fent them back to me fealed up, 
after he had corrcAed them. 

Kikin advifed m^ to renounce the Succeflion» 
f-iytng, Tott'll be at rf/l xohen you have given uf 
all, which is much better. ■ I know the H^eaknefs 
of your Complexion will not allmo you to carry fa 
heavy Burthen as the Crown : Tou have done iU 
not to give it up yourfelf^ but the Bufinefs is over, 
you have no longer Time to provide a Remedy, 

NicEPHORUs fpokc thus, If^hat fignifies a 
Crown, provided you have your Eafe? 1 confult- 
ed the tame Kikin and Nicephorus, upon my fc- 
cond Letter to. your Majcfty, but without 
fending it to them, or their fending it back to 
mt, fo &- as I remember, becaufe the Time 
was fhort; only I know that ISkin came once 
to me, as I think, and told me, before the 
Letter was yet written, that I ought to retire 
into the Convent. For^ fays he, Tbi Frock is 
]:ot nailed to on^s Head ; one may lay it afide at 
any Time, and hang it on a Hook. He ^her 
adJed, Ail is well at prefent \ who knows what 
may afterwards happen ?

The Difcourfe Nicepborui then had with me 
does not at prcfent come into my Memory: t 
I only remember that he faid. If there's no other 
Expedient y fend for your Confeffor^ and tell bim 
that you are forced to retire into a Moitajiery, be 
may tell it to the ArciMflxp of Refan, that they 
mtn not tbink yoi^rejbavenfor any Crime. 

I followed this Advice of Nicephorus, and 
having fpoke of it to my Confcflbr George, 
Arch-Prieft <rf the Cathedral Church of Peterf- 
iurgb, heanfwfered, I fhaJl teU him at a conve- 
Mteat Time. I afterwards aflced him whether he 
had told him, and he arifwered no ; upon which 
I bad him not mention it for the future. I 
know not what View Nicepboms had in advi- 
fing me to aifl thus ■, but the Conftflbr knew 
nothing of the CtHiferences I held with Ktkint 
nor did I ever enter into any Deliberation with 
him. 

After having Tent my fecond Letter to 
your Majefty, I wrote two others to my 
ConfelTor James and to Jobn Kikin ; I let them 
know that 1 was goingby Force into the Con- 
vent, and defircd they would give the Peribn 
who carried the Letter a certain Sum of Money, 
out of that which they then had of mine in 
their Hands ; I do not remember the Sum. I 
laid to the Girl, whom I fent with the two 
Letters fealed, ^/>S^tt/<^ifif,forIwas thenfick, 
(orry tbefe two Letters to the Perfons tbey are 
addrejfed to, and tbey will give yeu fame A^ney. 
It was the Girl who attended upon me. 

She kept thefe Letters in a fmall Cabinet, 

but flie knew nothing of thofe which I received 

irom your Mwefty, or of my Anfwcrs. I took 

iter with me by Artifice, when I had refolved 

C4 to 
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to make my Efcape. I told her, I ftiould car- 
f ry her only to Riga \ and from thence I brought 
her ferthcr, making her believe, as I did the 
reft of my Attendants, that I had Orders to go 
to Viennat to form an Alliance againft theO/- 
tomattPorle, and that I was obliged to travel 
privately, left the Turks fliould have Notice 
of it ; and this was all the People about me 
knew of the Matter. 

Laftly, Thofe who had any farther Know- 
ledge of my aforefaid Letter to your Majefty; 
are Prince Turifa^ Turuwiiz, Truheskoyt and 
the Czarewitz of Siberia ; but they never (aw the 
Letter itfelf. Prince Trubeshy a£kcd me about 
three Weeks after, ffl>al Letter was that your 
Father gave you, when I was prefent ? Were the 
Contents of it good or bad? I told him the Sub- 
jcft of it, and my Anlwcr. Tou do well, fays 
he, not to lay Qaim to the Succeffwn. There 
are Crojjes atd JffiiSiions in the Midjl of Gran' 
deur and Riches. I anfwercd, he was moft cer- 
tainly In the Right. The Siberian afked me, 
ff^at Letters were thofe which Makaroff ^rwf 16/ 
you ? We all know the Contents of them. He 
told it the fame Day to Prince James Dolgoruki. 
1 owned it (o him, and gave him a Sum of 
Ducats to pay my Miftrefs for her Subfiftence, 
when I fhould be retired into the Convent 1 
but 1 took the Money back fome few Days 
after. The Perfons who knew of it were Nice~ 
phorus Vafenskiy John Ajfonafftef^ and Counfcl- 
!or George. But for the Letters, I do not re- 
member whether I mentioned them to the Con- 
feffor or no -, at leaft he knew nothing of my 
Efcapc.

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Did they not in their Difeourfe, during my 
great IIlocls at Petenhurgb, expreG.an cameft 
Delire to join with you, in cafe I IhouM die.

I never heard any Body fpeak upon that 
Subjc^, whilft you was ill, in cafe you Ihould 
die.

Is it long fince you form'd the Projeft of 
your Efcape, and with whom did you concert 
it > For as you afted fo fuddenly in thb Af- 
&ir> it may be fuppofed that it was premedi- 
tated h)r a long Time. 

Declare openly the whole Matter, with 
whom, and in what Place ; whether by Word 
of Mouth, or Correfpondence by Letter, or 
by what Channel ? 

Farther, by whofe Counfel did you write the 
aforefaid fraudulent Letter by the Way } Who 
aflifted. you in it, and for what'Reafon did you 
write it? and have you not wrote belidesto 
fome other Pcrfon during your Abfence ? 

Answer. 

I have frequently, and at difierent Times, 
difcourfed with the faid A;>m, and efpccialiy 
before I received your Letters, and returned 
my Anfwo- to them. Tlie Purport of our 
Difcoiirfe was as follows : 

That if I once arrived in any Foreign Coun. 
try, wherefoever it was, I flioold continue 
there, tho* it were only to live at quiet, and be 
abfenc from Bufinels. 

Not- 
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1718. Notwithftanding, I was not very hafty to 

0'■^/-NJ execute this Projcd ; but when I fet oat from, 
Carlsbad, Kikin faid to me, 

ff^etiyctt are recovered, write to your Fatberi 
and tell bim you areftUl to take Mediciius liU 
Sprite * '^ y^ ^^ S^ ""^ Holland > and af- 
ter that into Italy, when the Medicines are taken, 
jind thus you may eontime abfentfor two or tbret 
Tears. 

I wrote to him from Carlsbad, to khow whe- 
ther I Ihould proceol or not, in the Manner 
we had agreed upon ; and he niad^me this An- 
fwer, HozD can you do it xoithout your Father's 
Permiffionf Tbu have Cau/e to fear ^ lejlbefieuld 
be angry ; write to bim, and afk fds Leave ; but 
do not forget your own Bufinefs. 

I could not underftand what he meant by 
thcTe Words; and when I had changed tho 
Refolution I had taken of going into Holland, 
and was come back to Petersburgb, I found IG- 
kin there, who was condemned to BaniJhment 
by the Proceedings which were then on Foot 
againft him ; but as be was nctt any longer un- 
der an Arreft, I had an Opportunity of dif- 
couriing with him. He afk«l me. If any one 
had been with me from the Court of France ? I 
told him, / bad feen no Body. He anfwcred, 
Tou was much in the Wrong not to have held a 
Correspondence with the Court o/France, and «- 
tired thither. The King is a Prince of a great 
Soul, and gives ProteSlian to Kings tbemfelves 1 
and it wouM have been no great "Trouble to him to 
have protested you. 

1 aflccd him what he meant in his Letter by 

thofc Words, That I foould not forget my own 

Affairs. He anfwcred, J meant that you _^JOttld 

have 
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hmie retired into Fraace ; pr I durft not write 
plaitdy to you, and you might bavegneffed at my *■ 

MfOlUMg, 

A3 to the laft "Ekapcy which I adually put 
in Execution, I never confultcd with any Bo- 
dy before about it, but having received your 
Letter from Copenhagen, and finding I was at 
Liberty to leave Rj0a, in Confequence of the 
precedit^ Difcourfe with Rkin, I took the 
ReToIution of retiring fomewhere or other, ei- 
ther to the Emperor, or into Tome Republick, 
to Venice or Switzerland^ but I communicated 
my Defign to oo Body % I only let the elder 
Ajfonaffief know that I was refolved to fly into 
fome one of the aforelaid Places without ex- 
plaining precifely whidier, for I had not yet 
abfohitely determined upon it. 

I ^rther told him, that I had formerly 
fpoke with Kikin upon this SubjeA, who had 
probably found me a proper Place of Retire* 
ment, as he was now in thofe Quarters •■, and 
that when I ihould meet him, he would ad- 
vife me what I Ihould do ; and if I did not 
find him, I would go into one or other of the 
Places mentioned. 

I never before that Time had any Difcourfe 
upon this Subje& with the &id John Afftmajfief, 
nor with any other Pcrfon, except Kikin, cither 
by Word or Writing, or after any other Man* 
neri nor was there held a Confultation upon 
any Pretext whatfoever. None of my Dome- 
Hicks, nor any Stranger had the leaft Notice 
of my Efcape, r^cept thofe whom I have 
j\amed above. "J^ Jffonnffief faid to me, 
/ am refolved to keep your Sep-et, but it will he

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a treat Misfortune to us ifymgo away \ conftder 
> "what you do. 

When I met Kikin at Ltbau, and afted him 
whether he had (oimd me a Place, Tes^ faid he, 
Fd have you go to Vienna, to the Emperor s 
tbty will not deliver you up. And thenhetold 
me how he had lived at Vienna, 

I aflced him what Bufinefs had carried hin» 
lo Vienna, whether it was mine, or any other? 
For, laid I, tho' you told me, before my De- 
parture, you would go and feek a Place for 
m:, you never writ me any Thing about ir. 
He anfwered, Jbadho other Bujinefs tbanyours i 
I dtfired Leave of the Czaricnne, Princefs Mary 
Alexewna, to go (o Vienna wpow mji own private 
Bufinefs, and fix ordered me to perfuade Bfofo- 
rofski to return. 

I then aflced him what I fliould do if they 
fenc fome Body to meet me at Dantzick or 
Kon'igsberg. Efcape, fiid he, ahne by Night, or 
at leaft lake with you but one Servant ; let 
what will come of the Baggage, and the refi ; but ^ 
they fhould fend two Perfons to you, ftign yourfelf 
fick, and make one of them go before, wbtlfl yoa 
efcape with the other. 

As to the fraudulent Letter, it was written 
from Libau, by the Advice of Kikin, and dated 
from Konigsberg, that no one might obfcrve 
he had any Hand in it ; for I faw him publicfc- 
ly there. 

The Letter was given to Prince Chaiefski, 
Captain of the Raiment of Semenow, who wa» 
ordered to fend it by the Port ; But the Cap- 
tain knew nothing of our Af&irsj and the 
Dcfign of writing this Letter, was to. prevent 
any 
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1117 PerfoD, by this Mesuu, from being fent 
after me. < 

The fame I^in hrthet made me write a 
Letter to John AJJonaffief^ ihe Elder, as I told 
him that be was acquainted with what we had 
concerted, and with my Efcape, to let him 
know that he fhould follow me, and that I 
had left for him, with the Poft-Mdlerof Z)<i»r- 
zicjt, the Addrefs whither he Ihould come: 
Kkin reafoned thus, If Affonaffiif be no longer 
atPetershurgby this Matter cannot be difcovered 1 
for except we two and him, no Body knows 
any Thing of it : As for me, iays he, I" was ' 
not at Peierthurgh when you let out, and thus 
no SufpiciOD will h.li upon me ^ but if AJj'onaf 
fief continues there, it is to be feared left 
Tomething flaoutd efcape him with fome Bodf 
or other, 

I told him that I did not tkink Agonaffi^ 
would leave the Place -, upon which i&Hn added. 
In this Cafe write him a fccond Letter, imply- 
ing that no Diicourfes ever pafled between you 
and him upon this Matter ; and that you had 
only taken this Refolution as you was upon your 
Journey, and bid hini take your Jewels with 
him, and come after you. 

I do not remember the Kame of the Town, 
where he faid I Ihould write to AJfonaffief to 
join me-, I, fays he, will tell him to Ihew 
your Letter to Prince Memikoff^ as if he dil^ 
covered the Secret to him ; and thus there will 
be no Information made againft hini. 

He ferther bid me write to Prince BaJiUj a 
Letter of Acknowledgment for his Kindncfs, 
which I would endeavour to repay in due Time. 
For^ lays JQtti/r, if any Sufpicion of your Ef- 
cape 
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cape fhould &11 upon me, I will immediateljr 
make Mention of your Letter to Prince BafiUt 
and fity, it appears from thence tliat the Scheme 
had been concerted with him, becaufe you had 
made him Acknowledgments, and that I had 
intercepted your Letter. 

KiKiM took this Letter along with him, 
but I don't know whether he deliver*d it : But 
with the other Letters to AffonaJJiefy he had writ 
alfo to Prince -^i^Trsfitoj^, togivcOrders to^- 
yo»ij^<r/forthePofts, and to difpatch him j and 
that I Ihould alto thank him for having advifed 
mc to take my Miftrcfs along with me. Per- 
haps, fays Kikin^ he will fhew this Letter to 
your Father, and that will bring him into fome 
aufpicion with him. 

As to PrincfMenzikoff', the Cafe was thus : 
When I was with him before my Departure, 
he asked me, where I would leave my Miftrefs ? 
1 told him, [ would take her with me as for as 
Riea, and then fend her back hither, Yoa 
had better, fays he ; take her with you. And in- 
deed, my Intention was, without this, to have 
taken her with me, tho' I faid, I would take 
her no farther than Riga, in order to cover my 
Dcfign of running away. 

It was for this Reafon I did not tell the Truth, 
not even to her, for Fear fomcthing of it Ihould 
fall from her ; and when I mention'd it to Ki- 
ktH, it was upon this he bad me write as above 
to Prince Menzikeff; but the Prince knew no- 
thing of my Defign to efcape, nor was Prints 
Bafite in the leaft acquainted with it. 

After this I took Leave of Kikin, who de- 

fired I would let both him and Ajj'majftef know 

where I was upon my Journey, and that I 

fhould 
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IhouJd write to hJm in thde Terms ; ** That 
** I had Mely palled Dantzick, and without i 
" Danger from the Confederates % and that 1 
** jmrfued my Journey. Write no more, lays 
,** he, we fhall underftand this very well.** 

I followed his Dire^ions, and wrote to 
them from Stargard ; but to remove all Sufpi- 
cion from him, I wrote alfo xo others, wno 
knew nothing of my Defigns con(»tcd with 
Xikin^ nor of my Efcape ; pardcula'rly I wrote 
to liicepborus J^afinski ; to I3teodore Dtthrofi' 
ky-y to uieCraievitzSibmefiy znd to John Ns' 
raskiti^ and all in the lame Terms I ha2 written 
to fobn i that in Cafe m;y Letters were inter- 
cepted, no Sufpicion might be formed from 
them, as they were all alike. 

None of the Perfons mentioned knew any 
Thing of jny Flight except Kikia and Jeba. 

Thefi: Lctten were fent to Riga^ to Peler Ga- 
Htzifif that he might difpatch tnem for Peters- 
burgh J and after this I wrote no more Leners 
into RuJ^, except from Courl&nd and Uvoni*, 
at my own Houfe, upon private AfFiirs j and 
ferther, I wrote to Dubrofski concerning certain 
Books which belonged to me, that he former- 
ly had in his Hands i as alfo certain other 
Moveables that were in bis Keeping. 

This was atl that palTed then. 

Prince Peter Galitzin knew nothing of my 
Efcape. 

Farthtf, I know not whether the Letters in 
Qucftion were received or not, bccaufe no Bo- 
dy wrote to me from Ruffia. 

KiKiH ^her faid. If your Father fends any 

one to perfuade you to return, don't do it ; he'll 

caufe you to be beheaded. I then faid, I am 

glad 
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glad you have found out a Fkce for mc i but if 
my Father had not written to me to come to 
him , how Ihaild I have got off. He anfwer'd. 
You fhould have made as if you had faid that 
you would go to him of yoorfelf, and by this 
Means you m%ht have efcaped« 

IV. 

Did you receive any Lettera during your 
Abfence, or hold an)rCorrcfpondence with any 
Ruffian^ direftly or indireftly ? or have you 
convcrfed any other Way, aiid in what Nfen- 
ner ? Had you no News at all &om Ruffta, nor 
did you know any Thing of the Afiairs of 
the Country, fo fiir as trey relatt to you and 



Answek. 

I had no News whtlft I was upon the Road 
during my Flight, neither from Ruffia nor 
elfewhere i neit&r by Writing, nor Word of 
Mouth, dire£);ly, nor indiredlyi nor by any 
other Ways, either of the Afiairs here, or of 
any Thing elfe, except that I received Advice 
from the Count of Scbonhorn at Ebrmberg : 

FiHl, that Notice was given that I was 
amongfl; them, and that I oi^ht to live pri- 
vate and keep mylelf concealed. 

The fccond Time, when ff^efelo-wjki fpoke 
of me at Vienna. 

I don't exaftly call to Mind to which of 
thefe two Letter* there was joined the Copy of 
another from Ble^er^ importing in Subftance, 
that certain Enquiries had been made after my 
Departure, among my Dotnefticks; and thac 
there was a Mutiny in the Army whkJi is in 
Meck- 
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H^ekienbottrg.y and particularly in the R^- 
ment of Guards, which arc, for the moft Part, * 
made up of the Nobility, that they had a 
Oefign upon the Life of the Czar ; and talked 
of fending the Czarina, with her Son, into thd 
Place where the old Czarina was, in order to 
bring her to Mofcovs^ and place her Son u[>on 
the Throne, when he Ihould be found, it not 
being known what was become of him. 

This Leaer was left behind with my other 
Papers. 

I alfo received another Letter from the Count 
of Scbmbontt upon the Subjcft of my Journey 
from Naplej. 

I never wrote to any Body in Cyphers dur- 
ing my Ablence, nor did I ever receive any 
News, except what I mentioned, and the print- 
ed Gazettes*

When, where, and why was the Greek Pricft 
with you? 

Answer. 
There was no Greet Prieft with me at any 
Time fince my Departure from Petersburgb, 
till the Arrival of Melfiears Toijloi and Ruman- 
zow at Naples.

Answer. 
The Secretary of Count ScbetihorHt whofc 
Name was Kiel^ forced me to write Letters to the ' 
Senate, and to the Archbiihops, when he con- 
duced me to Naples, into the Quarter of the 
Viceroy -, Wtngdrten'& Secretary faying, that I 
ought to write into RuJJia to the faid Perfons, 
becaufe, he faid, they had Advice that I was 
dead -, and others told them that I was taken 
and carried into Siberia : Either therefore, fays 
he, write to them, or we will keep you no 
longer. 

And indeed lie did not go out of my Cham- 
ber till I had written •, and upon this Con- 
rtraint of the Secretary I wrote to the Senate, 
and the two Archbrrfiops of Rojiou and KoU' 
dttz, to the EifcA following ; for i knew very 
little of them. 

" I believe that you, and every one elfe, 
»' have been much furprized at my Departure, 
•' unknown to all the World. The ill 
." Treatment I have received, even to the De- 
*' fign of being confined in a Convent, has 
" obliged me to it ; but God has procured me 
** the Opportunity of retiring to a Diftance. 
** I am under the Proteiftion ofan eminent Per- 
" fon, (I was not permitted to name him) 'till 
•* the Time it fiiall pleafcr God to recal rpe. 
*' In the mean Time, I beg of you not to for- 
" get me, and if any of tiiofe who are defirous 
«* to wipe me out of the Memory of Men, 
** ihaU fprcad a Report that I am dead, or 
.'* raife 
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** raife any other injurious Rumour, give no 
** Credit to it, and difabufe others : For I both I 
** live, and am in good Health, Thanks be to 
** God, and my Benefaftors who proteft me, 
** and who have alfo promifcd not to forfake 
** me, and to affift me in all my Neceflitics. 
** I am, whilft I live, full of all good Wiflica 
*' for you, and the whole Country," 

This was the Subftance of the Letter, but I 
do not exaftly remember it Word for Word. 
As they would not fuffer me to take a Copy 
of it, 1 have only the Letter as I begun to 
write it V but it was not finilhed on that Paper, 
becaufe it was ill written. This Paper was all 
I had, inftead of a foul Copy, It is not writ- 
ten in the fame Terms, but it is the fame 
in Effed: ; it is alfo with my other Papers. 

When I had written this Letter, I gave it to 
the Secretary I fpoke of, who carried it with 
him, without my knowing whither he went. 
He only told me he was going to Vienna^ and 
I was put into the Caftle of 5/. Elme. 

Upon my Arrival at Vienna, I addreflcd my- 
ftlf to the Count de Scbonborti, to demand Pro- 
teftion. He told me he would go the Em- 
peror, and know his Will ; but take care> fays 
nc, that fVefelovoski does not fee you. 

Upon his Return from the Emperor, he faid 
lie was not come to any Refolution, but that he 
had ordered him to talk with Prince Eugene, 
and Count Staremberg, upon this Subjeft. 

After this Conference it was refolvcd to take 
me into Proteftion, and fend me to feme For- 
trels ; the Count ikying to me, What will you 
do at Vienna? You will be known there, and 
efpccially by Wefelowski The Emperor will 
D a not 
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not forfake you, and when there fhall be Occa- 
fion, after your Father's Death, he will alfift 
you in the Recovery of the Throne, with an 
armed Force. I told him I did not a{k fo 
much, * but only that the Emperor would 
grant me his ProteAion, which was the utmoft 
of my Wilhes. 

VIII.

For if you conceal any Thing of what fliall 
be difcovered by any other Means, do not im- 
pute the Confcqucnce of it to mej for you 
was toid Yefterday, that in cafe you concealed 
any Thing, the Pardon granted you ihould be 
null and void. 

A N SWE R. 

I will tell every Thing that has any Relation 
to this Affair. 

Prince Menzikoff gave me a thoufand Du- 
cats, at my Departure from Petershurph \ and 
when I took Leave of the Senators, they alfo 
gave me a thoufand Ducats ; and as they had 
not then fo many Ducats by them, they gave 
me the Sum in two thoufand Roubles. 

I farther borrowed of Ilia Ifaiew five thou- 
fand Ducats in Specie, and two thoufand in cur- 
rent Silver, which an Officer of the Garrifon 
changed into Ducats. 

Neither Prince Metmkoffy nor the SenattM^, 

nor Ufa Ifaiew knew any Thing of my Efcape.

It was Affonaffief 'HtiO advifed me to borrow 
of Uia Ifaiew. What I farther have heard at 
different Times, and from different Perfons, 
which may deferre mention, is as follows : 

I heard the * Czarewitz of Siberia fay thcfc 
Words : Michael Samarin bos told me. That in 
a little 'Time "Things will be changed with you ; 
don*t forget me when you are in your Profperily > 
for all that SzmiiTin Jays, comes to pajs. 

He did nor fay what this Change would br. 

The fame Penon told me, in March, iyi6, 
that there would be a Change on the ifl of 
jiprU; and when I aflced him what Change, he 
faid, cither the Czar would die, or Peter^urgb 
would be overthrown, and that he had feen it 
in a Dream. 

When the Day was pafs'd, I afk'd him why 
nothing had happened ? He told me. This may 
iail out fome Years hence upon this Day. I 
did not fay it would be this Year, only take 
Notice of the ift of April j but as to the Year 
1 know nothing of it. 

Nic£PHORus Vas£nski being cohk from 
Mo/cow to Ihorn, told me he had heard Alex- 
ander Sergewf fay. That the Czar would not 
live above five Years -, but I don't know how 
he knows it.

Ai a Sufplement to the Pointi of the Inttrroga- 
toty given abovey I now declare^ for my Dif- 
cbarge, what before I bad forgotten. 

DISCOURSING with Frederick Du- 
hrofski at ray Departure, I do not re- » 
member what Day it was, he aflced me, * Do 
you go to your Father ? Go for the Love of 
God. I rold him I was taking a Journey, but 
God knew whecher it was to him, or fomewhere 
clfe. He fdid. Several others of your Rank 
have found their Safety in Flight, I believe your 
Relations will not forfake you. 

Simon Naraskin meeting me betwcenA/f- 
tnel znA Konigsherg, faid to mc, You have done 
ill ro come, you might have ftaid where you 
were 1 we, who are &ithful to you, have con*- 
fidered of it, and Kikin wrote to you. 

I told 

' He jy wa iell ihh Hll after tht txecuiim cf lit 
Criminals bt^aa, for far it fieald bt difcovrred tuithaul 
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I told him I coutd not guefs at what he iiKant 
in his Letter. He faid, that at prefent Matters t 
muft go as they were. 

John Assonassief, before my Departure, 
and whilft I was communicating to him my 
DeTign-of ePcaping, brought me the Orders I 
was to fign for my Domeftick Affairs, in order 
to regulate what was to be done during my Ab- 
lence, according to my Cultom when I took 
any Journey. I aflced him, to what Purpofe I 
fhould fign it, when 1 was making my Efcapr. 
Thb, lays he, will ferve to juftify me. He 
alfo propofed to me, to fend my Men and 
Forniture to Copenhagen, to fave Appearances'. 

It was he who advifed me to carry my Mi- 
ftre& with me by Wjiy of Stratagem, as I have 
already mentioned in the preceding Diii:ourfe, 
znd not to tell her, nor any other of my Do- 
pfefticks who went with me, that I had a Dc- 
fign- to fly. 
^ He farther advifed me to bCHTOW upwards 
of five thouland Ducats of lUa Ifaiew. Thia 
appears from the Payments made, and is already: 
mentioned above. 

All this was done by his Advice. 

The Czarewitz wrote with his own Hand in 
hb ConfeQion to the Articles of this Examina- 
tion, drawn up by his Czarian Majefly, the 
Names of fome Perfons who had advifed his 
Efcape, and were acquainted with it, but he 
did not name them all ; for at the fame Time he 
concealed a confiderable Number of them.as alfo 
bis Defign of Rebellion, and Conrpiracy againft 
his Czarian Majefty, his Lord and Father, of 
^ >rhich he did not declare nor difcover anyThin^. 
D 4 Paru- 
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Particularly upon the fourth Article of his 
' Examination, the Czarewitz wrote in his Cbn- 
fellions, as has been mentioned above, thai 
whilft he was ablent, he had received no Let- 
ters from any Perfon, either from Ruffia^ or 
eirewtiere, concerning any Thing, except what 
Count Scbonborn wrote to him at Ehrenberg : 
Firft, that there was Advice he was with them, 
and that he fliould live privately : And ferond- 
ly, when the Refident fVefelowski had fpoken 
of him at Vienna, purfuant to the Orders of the 
Court : That he, the Czarewitz, did not re- 
member to which of thefe two Letters of Count 
Schonhom was joined the Copy of a Letter 
from the Refident Bleyer, implying that there 
had been fome Tumult after his Deparmre, in 
the Army which is in the Country of MeckUn' 
hurg. And farther, he had a Letter from the 
faid Scbonborn, tliat he, the Czarewitz, was to - 
be conveyed to Naples, and that he received no • 
other Letters at Naples. 

However, fince the Papers of the Czarewitz 
were brought hither, there were now found 
Proofs that the Czarewitz had received three 
Letters from the faid Imperial Minifter, Count 
Scbonborn, .znA that in one of tiicm Mention 
was made of an inclofed Sheet, containing 
what was written from Mofiow. The Czare- 
witz however, in his CoDfeflion, had acknow- 
ledged only one Paper inclofed, which was 
joined to Scborborn's Letter, which was written 
in February, and particularly the Copy of Ble- 
yer's Letter, written from Petenburgb i but he 
concealed what was fpccified in Scbonborn*s 
other Letter, ib^y arite from Mofcow, 

This • 
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^ This third Letter of Scboid)orn\ dated the 
a7th of February^ ^f^Tt imports, that the 1 
World began to calk of his being loft ; Tome 
iaying that he had run away by Reafon of his 
Father's Cruelty j others, that he bad been put 
to Death by his Order ; and fome, that he was 
killed byRobbenon the Road; but no Body 
prccifcly knew where he was. That he inclofcd 
out of Curiofity an Account of what was written 
from j^eiershurpb concerning him ; but that they 
advifcd the unfortunate Czarewitz, for his own 
Advantage, to keep him as much concealed as 
might be^ becaufe there would be an exad En- 
quiry into this Affair, when the Oar, his Fa- 
^r, fhould return Irom Amfterdam. 

However, the Czarewitz faid nothing, in his 
Confcffion, of this third Letter, which was fenc 
him with the inclofed from Mofiow. 

The Czarewitz had written in his Confellion, 
that Count Scbtmhrn^s Secretary, one An/, had 
forced him to write to the Senate and the Arch- 
biftiops, when ^e conveyed him to Naples, In 
the Apartment of the Secretory of the Viceroy, 
H^tigarten; that £»/ had laid to htm, If you'll 
not write we will not proteftyouj and that 
he did not leave him till he had written. 

That the Czarewitz being conftraincd by this 
Secreury, had at laft written to the Senate, and 
the two Archbilhops of Roftou and Koudilz, in 
Subftance as is mentioned above, in the Exa- 
mination ; that they had not allowed him to 
uke Minutes of thefe letters, and that there on- 
\y remained a Piece of one of them, 6?f. as in 
the aforefaid Confefilon. 

However, there were found in the PoQenion 

of his Miftre& Afrefinit among the Papers of 

the 
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the Czarewitz, the genuine Minutes written and 
' finifhed with his own Hand, and anfwcr^Ie 
to the Letter he left with the Imperialifts \ and 
the Contents of them were as follows : 

7o the Senate. 

Moji Excellent Senators, 

I Believe you will be tw Ie6 furprized than 
the reft of the World at my leaving my 
Country, without any one's knowing the Place 
of my Rcfidence : Continued ill Treatments and 
Diforders have obliged me to quit my deareft 
Country. There was a Delign to throw me 
into a Convent in the Beginning of the Year 
1716, without my having dene- any Thing 
that may dcferve it; none of you can be igno- 
rant of it, but God of his Mercy has preferved 
me, by otfering me an Opportunity the lall 
Autumn of retiring from my dear Country, and 
you, whom I fhould not have refolved to leave, 
if I had not been reduced to the Circumfiances 
I then found myfelf in. 

I am at prefent eafy imd in good Health, 
under the Proteftion of a certain eminent Per- 
fon, till God, who had preferved me, ihall call 
me back to my dear Country. 

I b^ you would not forfake me then, and 
for the prefent give no Credit to the Reports 
which may be fpread abroad concerning my 
Death, or otherwife, through the Defire they 
have to blot me out of the Memory of Men. 
For God has me in his Keeping, and my Benc- 
feftors will not forlake me. This they have 
promifed me, as alfo to alCll me hereafter in 
Cafe of Need.

Ilm^ine your Holinefs will be as much fur- 
prized as the reft of the World, at my hav- 
ing lek the Country without their Knowledge : 
The continued ill Treatments I have undeferv- 
cdly received have obliged me to it, and I 
was very rear being ftiut up in a Convent. 

I believe that you art not ignorant of it ; the 
Defign was founded by the fame Perfons who 
have treated my Mother in the fame Manner: 
But the great God has been moved by your 
Prayers, and prcferved me, and led me under 
the Proteftion of a great Prince ; I find myfelf 
eafy and in good Health, till it (hall pleafe 
God to bring about my Return ; in this Cafe 
I beg of you not to forlake me at prefent. 

If there is, or has been any Report concern- 
ing me, as tho* I were dead, or any others of 
a like Nature, (for they have a Mind to blot 
me out of the Memory of Men) give no Cre- 
dit to it, and be fo kind as to fatisfy well-in^ 
tentioned Perfona of the contrary ; for I am 
alive, and wiQi all poflible Happinefs to you. 

The Czarewitz, in his Examination, made 
no Mention of the aforefaid Expreffion, in this 
Cafe do not forfake me at prefent y and the Word 
at prefent was twice written and blotted out. 
■ The Imperial Court kept thcfe Letters at 
Vtennat and fo they were not fent to Petersburgb ■, 
but 

*fbuiiaTitUgi^vtnt9Jcrcbh^vpHedciiattlbeirPrimi'rj. 
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but his Czarian Majefty charged the RcTidenc 
t B^efilow'ski to dcnund of the Emperor, the Rca- 
fon why they had forced the Cz^witz. to write 
them, and defired that they would deliver 
them. The Refideni Abraham JVefetowsksi made 
Anfwer to this in hi^ Relation of the 28ch of 
May. 

That upon lus Reprefcntation, Prince Eugene 
had given hira Notice, by Order of the Em- 
peror, that the Vice-Chancellor, Count Scbon- 
bom, had been examined in Prefence of all the 
Miniftry, upon the three Letters of the Czare- 
witz Alexis Petrowitz, and that it appeared in 
EfFea, That the Czarewitz fcnt of himfclf his 
Letters to the Vice -Chancellor to be difpatched 
into Poland^ in order to give Notice of his Re- 
treat } but that thefe Letters had tK>t been 
fent, and were ftill in their Hands ; That they 
had even (hewn them to him feal«i iqi, with- 
out an Infcription, but that they had not reftored 
them to him : Prince Eugene iaying^ That the 
Emperor had never ordered thefe I^ettcrs to be 
demanded cf the Czarewitz, and that it waa 
impofTible Count Scbovborn fhould have forced 
him to it without Orders. 

Afterwards, when the Czarewitz learnt that 
the other Perfons were begun to be examined, 
he prefented his Czarian Majefty with another 
Confcflion in Writing. 

FftEDEfticK. DirfiftOFSKi owned upon Exa- 
mination, That he was acquainted with the 
Flight of the Czarewitz j that he had difcourfed 
with him upon it, and had adviled him to ef- 
cape \ and yet the Czarewitz had concealed Du- 
brofiki in his firft Exainimiion, and declaicd 
he 
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lie knew nothing ofhis tJeiign, or his Confe- 1718. 
rcnccs with Kkin. ^- 

SiMON Naraskih owned upon Examina- 
tion, That having met the Czarewitz between 
Memel and KanigSierg^ he faid to him by IGkirfs 
Order, Tou have done wrong U> come bitbeTj you 
migbt have tarried where you wasj and a long 
Time too. 

When the Proceedings of the Criminal Pro- 
cefs of Sudal wne began on the lOth of Fehru- 
ary^ they brought thither from Reftou D'OJJife^ 
the BUhop of that Town, who confcfled upon 
Examination, feveral Indecencies which he 
charged upon the C2arewna Mary Alextevmat 
and the religious Helen^ who was formerly 
Czarina. 

After all thcfe Examinations were b^an, 
to wit, on the 27th of h'ehuary^ the Czarewitz 
gave in a Writing to his Czarian Majefty, in 
which he confefled, that having met with the 
Jaid Princefc Mary Alexiewna by the Way, he 
difcourfed with bcr concerning his Mother, the 
divorced Czariana ; but he did not then own 
that' the Princefs had any Knowledge of hts 
flight, as he had alfo concealed it in his firfl. 
Confeffio'n, 

John Asiomassief, and Frederick Eharh' 
k^^ accufed the Czarewitz in writing upon their 
Ejomination : The former, that Iw had heard 
his Brother fay, the Czarewitz had fwore he 
would caufe Dame Annijfe To^ei, Prince Mm- 
zikofft and hu Sifter in Law Barbara Arfemef 
to be impaledalive, as he had alfo broke out in- 
to violent ExprdTions againft AJfonaJJief. 

That being one Day in a Pafllon againft the 

great Chancellor Count Golofskin andPrince Tru' 

hetsko^i 
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betskn^ he faid they were the Caule he had 
' married the Princefs of the Crown ; that they 
had tied a devilifh Woman about his Neck ', 
and added, That /letbing but Death fiould binder 
bim from bein£ revenged upon them for it, and 
that be tveuld caufe (be Head of bis Son Alexan- 
der Golofskin to he fixed upon a Pole. 

AssoNAssiEF demanding of the Czarewitz 
how he dared to fpeak fo Loldly, he anfwered, 
/ defpife all the refi, let the Common People 
profpcr. ^ I find a Time when my Father is 
not prefent^ I will whifper fomething in the Ear 
of the Arcbbifhops, which fhall reduce them to Cu- 
rateSy and their Curates to their Parijhioners ; 
/ am Jure they will make me reign^ tho' it fheuld 
be a^ainfi my Inclination. 

That the Czarewitz was alfo wont to fay. 
Think of my IVords, you fhall fee that Pcterf- 
burgh will not continue long. 

And that when the Czarewitz was obliged to 
attend his Czarian Majefty, or be prefent with 
him at any Enteriainment, or fee a Ship 
lanched, he would ufually fay, Thathcfhould 
rather chufe to go to the Gallies, or have a Fe- 
ver, than to be prefent upon thofc Occafions. 

Frzderick. Ebarlakof confefTed, that in 
the Year J715, wliillt the Princefs of the 
Crowi]^was ftill alive, the Czarewitz had faid 
to hil^ in ConBdence, I am forry I did not fol- 
low the Advice of Kikin, and cfcape into 
France ; I Ihould live there more quietly than I 
do at prefent, till my Time was come j I 
Ihould be even better in the Convent of St. Mi' 
chael At Kiovia, or in Prilbn, than lam here. 

The fame Ebarlaiof owned, that the Cza- 
rewitz had often uken Phyfick on purpofe, 
under 
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under Pretence of being indifpoled, when he 
was to take a Journey wjdi his Czarian Majef- * 
ty, that by this Means he might be excufed. 

So that the Czarewitz concealed all this, and 
that Eharlaktf was not at all acquainted with 
his Deflgn to cfcape, w his Conicrcnccs with 
Kikin. 

Then the Miibrfs of the Czarewitz, who 
attended him in his Flight, having been 
broughthitherandexamined, whether tlu Cza- 
rewitz did not write other Letters bcfides the 
Three to the Senate and the Archbifhops, and 
to whom } as alfo if Ihe knew of any other 
Matters relating to him -, and if no Difcourib 
had pafied between them upon his ill Defigns, 
of which he had made no Mention in his Con- 
fcffions : She firft declared by Word of Mouth, 
and afterwards wrote wkh her own Hand as 
follows. 

That after the Three aforementioned Let- 
ters, the Czarewitz wrote in the Fortrefs to an 
Archbifliop in the Ruffian Tongue j that there 
was no Stranger preicnt, only the Ciarewitz 
and her Brother i that this Letter was not wrote 
immediately upon his Arrival at Naples^ but a 
long Time after he was in the Fortrefs ; that 
he fealed the Letter in her Prefence, but Ihe 
did not kifow who the Archbifliop wai whom 
it was addrefled to. 

That he had alfo written Letters to the Em- 
peror againft the Czar ■, and even but a little 
while before the Arrival of Mr. Toijioij in which 
Time an Anfwer might have come. 

That as to the Archbifhops, he had at fome 
Time praifed one of them, whofc Name flie 
did not remember. 

That 
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That the Lettera written to the ArchbUhopj, 

' had been fent with Defign, that they IhouM re- 

ceiTc them privatdy, by round-about Ways, 

that they might not become refponfible for them 

if they were put into their Hands. 

Ttut the Czarewitz had alfo mentioned to 
her the Mutiny of the Army in MeckUnbourg, 
as if he had Jearnt it from the Gazettes^ and 
then told her, there was already a Rebellion in 
the Neighbouring Towns to Mofcow. That thij 
News was brought him diret^iy by Letters, but 
he did not fay from whom ; that be rejoiced at 
it, and would often fay, Tou fee plainly that 
Heai'en interpofes in our Behalf. 

That as to his Efcapc, Ihe had heard him 
fay, that four Perfons were acquainted with it, 
among whom was the Czarewna Mary jSexi- 
ewna ; to whom he faid, I am refolved to hide 
myfelf. That he had alfo given her to undcr- 
ftand, that he purpofed to remove all the old 
Courtiers, and to chufc new ones after his own 
Liking ; but when he heard talk of anyVitions, 
or read in the Gazettes that all was quiet at 
Peter sburgb^ he would fay, This fignifies fome- 
thingy either the Death of my Father y or fomt 
Rebellion. 

That he had faid whilft he was at Ehrenberg^ 
that he purpofed to retire into fome Free Town \ 
and that Dubrefski, or Some other, hadadvifcd 
him to iti but when he had taken the Refolu- 
tion to return to his Father, the fame Day he 
left the Callle of St. Elme^ he had given her 
the Minutes of the Letter he had written to the 
Emperor, which was full of Complaints againfl 
his rather % and that he had a Mind to ihew 
them CO the Viceroy of Naples j but notwith- 
flanding 
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ftinditif he order*d herto burn them, whichfhe 
accordingly did : That all thefe Letters were t 
^rrittcn in the i^ff^as Tongue, and there were 
feveral of them, but the did not know whether 
they were addrcflcd to the Emperor. 

That the Secretary of the Viceroy of Naples^ 
came to him before the Letters were burnt t 
that the Czarewitz fpoke to him feveral Words 
in Germany which the Secretary wrote down, 
.imd filled a whole Sheet *, and that \n all, he 
caiTied away with him five Sheeu of Paper. 

On the Twelfth of May the Czarewitz hav- 
ing been examined hereupon, anfwered as to the 
Declaration oi Afrofini. 

That he had complained to the EmpercH- 
agatnft his Father, but that he had not fent the 
Letter, having only made an Extraft of it ; 
purfuaot to which, he laid before the Secretary 
the Motives of his Efcape, and the Reafons 
why he refufed to return \ that nothing of it re- 
mained in Writing, and the Minutes were 
burnt ■, that he had not writ to the ArchbKhops 
whilft in the Fortrefs. 

That he had fpoke of the Letters to the Arch- 
bifliops, but not In the Scnfe Jfrvfini had decla- 
red \ but had only faid the Letters were to be 
left with the Poft at Petershurgbf and run the 
Rifque of not coming to them ; but ftill that 
they were not to be given into their own 
Hands. 

That as to the Vifions, it might be he had 
fpoke of them in thebefore-mentioned Manner. 

That Dubrofiki and Affonaffief had advife^ 
him to retire into the Free- Towns. 

And that indeed he had order'd her to bum 
the Letters in Queftion.

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J718. He was confronted with Jfrofint, upon Oc- 
t>^-v-s_» cafion of the Points he had contcfted ; and the 
Czarewitz ftill denied what ftie had chai^*d 
him with in her Depofition 1 but Jhe maintain'd 
it to his Face, convinced him of it, and fct it 
down in Writing. 

The fame Day the Czarewitz was examin'd 
upon the preceding Articles; and at laft, after 
many Conviftions, heown'd, 

That he had written to the Emperor, the 
Reafons of his Efcape, and of his Kcfufa] to 
return } but that he did not remember any 
Thing elfe. 

That he had not abfolurely written from the 
Fortrefs to any Archbifhop. 

That he had faid to the Czarina Mary upon 
Occafion of his Flight, / sm refohed to hide 
myfilf; and he own'd he was culpable for not 
having declar'd it in his ConfefHon. 

That as to the Letters to the Archbilhops, 
he had faid, they were to be put into the Poft- 
Office at Petersbifrgb, from whence they might 
come to them as they could : That what he had 
faid ofVifions, Gazettes, and his Father, he 
had raken from the Mouth of the Czarewitz of 
Siberia ; that Duhrofski and jijjbnnjftef were 
the Pcribns that advifcd him to retire into the . 
Free Towns. 

That he had told the Viceroy of Naples, the 
' Motives of his Efcape, and his refufing to re- 
turn. 

The Czarewitz then farther anfwered, upon 
Examination, concerning the Letters he had 
not owned. 

That he had received three Letters from 
Count Schonhorn ; but that in which it was pre- 
tended 
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tended there was a Letter inclofed from 
Mofco-Off widi tiic inclofed Paper itfclf, never ' 
came to his Hands; buthe had received in the 
Letter dated in February^ an inclofed Account 
of -whzt Bleyer Wrote from Petershurghy and 
that there was no Paper inclofed in the Letter 
of April. 

That he had certainly written by Force to 
the Senate and the Archbifhops, and not of hb 
own Inclination j but he did not remember that 
the Expreffion ever was to be found in his Let- 
ter, or that he had faid without my having com- 
■ mitted any Thing to deferve it. That in the ori- 
ginal Letter to the Archbifhops, there was none 
of thefe Words, the fame Perfom -who treated 
my Another in the like Manner. 

That he did not remember why the Words 
itt prefent were twice blotted out. 

That he had concealed Dubrofski with De- 
fign, becaufe he had fpoke of it to him in pri- 
vate -, and for this Rcafon, he was unwilling to 
mention him in his Conlellions. 

That it was thro' Foi^etfulnefs he had not 
declared any Thii^ in relation to Simon Na' 
raskin and IGkin. 

That he had fpoke of his Efcape to the 
Czarewna in thefe Terms, lam refdvedto bide 
fnyfelf; and he own'd himfelf faulty, for not 
tuving declared it in his ConfeOlons, becaufe he 
had Pity of her.

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» He declared upon the Deposition 0/ Asson AS^ 
si£F and Ebarlakof, 

THAT he had fpoken of the common 
People in a Fafllon, and when he was 
drunk. 

That he had not faid what was laid to his 
Charge concerning the Archbifhops. 

That he was in Paflion, when he fcokc of 
Count Golowin^ his Son, and Prince Trubeskoi. 
. That all the World knew he was married 
with his own good Liking, and not by Force. 
That his • Letter to his Father, to defire his 
Leave, was a clear Proof v£ itj and that he 
had written at lealt thirteen upon this SubjeA. 

That what he faid concerning fetershurgby 
he had heard from the Mouth of the Czare- 
wirz of Siberia. 

That it was thro' pure Forgetfulnefs he had 
not mentioned Ebarlakof in his Confeffion ; but 
that indeed he had held the Ditcourfe with him, 
whidi was alledged. 

That he had fomeiimes taken Phyfick by 
Diffimulation, that they might think him in- 
difpofcd 1 and in this he owned himfclf faulty. 

Laftly, The CzarewJcz befought his Czarian 
Majefty to allow him Time to confider and 
write, promifing to fet down whatever fliould 
recur to his Memory . 

His Majefty granted him this Permiflion, 

and declared to him at the fame Time, that 

feeing feveraJ Things had efcaped him in his 

Contcflion, which he had acknowledged atpre- 

fenr,

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fent, he would ^;aia repeat to hitn what bad 
been denounced before : That he was to difco- 
ver all that bore any Relation to this Afiair^ 
tho* he was not queftioncd about it. 

Upon which the Czarewitz prcfented in the 
Month of May ConfelHons figned with his own 
Hand upon this Examination. 

In hisjirft Confession, of the 14/A e/Mzy, £^ 
wrote as follows : 

I Did not feal any Letter before the Arrival 
of M. Toljiei j but the Secretary of the Vice- 
roy having fcnt me a Plan, and the Relation of 
the Seige of Belgrade, had defired to fend them 
back to him fe^ed, that the Captain who was 
with me might not know what they fcnt me, 
becaufc I then tsiffed for a Prifoner ; and there- 
fore I fent the Flan back fealed in>. 

I alfo wrote a Note to the laid Secretary^ 
and do not remember upon what Occafion ; 
but I think it was upon fomething that I wanted. 

The Captain who was with me, ftiewcd mc 
from Time to Time the printed Flans of feveral 
Attacks. 

I knew nothing of the Archbifliop ofRe/an*3 
Sermon, bccaufe 2 had been a long Time ab- 
fent from Me/cow. It was in Pomeranhs as I 
remember, thai I firft heard Prince Bafik Dol~ 
gorukiy or Frederick Glebef fpeak of it. One 
of them laid to me, The Arcbbijbap o^Refan, in 
a Senrwn at Mofcow, has /poke of yoH in very 
had Terms, as if you were turned out ; and the 
Senators have obliged him to give them a Copy of 
the Sermon, 

Ej The 
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The Archbifhop of Refan was ured to write 
; to me fometimes before, and I to him, tbo* 
feldom> except when I h^ urgent Bulinds ; 
Init as foon as I was informed of the Sermon, 
I broke off the Correfpondence, and went no 
more to fee the Archbilhop, neither did I fuf- 
fer him to come to me, that 1 might not give 
Room for Sufpicions. 

I x.o\6: Afrofitti^ that I had written Letters 
purfuant to the DircftifMis of the aforefeid Se- 
cretary i but not to Perfons with whom I had 
any great Correfpondence. / believe, faid I, the 
Senators will Jhew my Letter ; hut I do not be- 
lieve there will be any Informations againji tbent, 
hecaufe of their Nutters ', and tbo' Ibis Jhtmld 
happen, tbey can fay nothing of me, for I never 
made any Overture Is them ef my Efcape j and 
for tbe ArdMfhops, tbo* tbey Jhould burn tbem 
alive, tbey cannot fay I communicated any Thing 
to tbem. 

Tho* I ought to have wrote to the Arch- 
bifliop of Rejaii, as well as the two aforefaid 
Archbifliops, becaufe the Secretary had bid mc 
write to the chief of the Clergy and Laity, and 
yet I did not do it, that no one might think I 
had concerted my Efcape with him ; for I knew 
him more particularly than the reft, and the 
Sufpicions would have been ftrongcr againft 
him and me, becaufe of the Sermon he had 
preached. 

What I wrote concerning my Return into 
my Country, had regard to the Time after my 
Father's Death, and not * during his Life.

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In his ficond CotiFzssiOH, of the iBtb of May, 
be wrote as follows: 

C"1 E N E R A L Baur was in Poland at the 
J Time of my Flighr, with hts Body of 
Troops, and was my particular Friend : I 
thought my Father's Death was near, upon my 
being told that he was it) of^n Epilepfy, as it 
is faid that if People in Years fall into this Di- 
ftcmper, they cannot Jive long; 1 concluded 
that he would at Jeaft die in two Years Time i 
I thought that after his Death I could cafily 
come out of the Emperor*s Territories into Po' 
land, and from Poland with Baur into Uira- 
nia, where I did not doubt but all the World 
would declare for me ; and I believe that the 
Czarewna Mary at Mofio-a^ and feveral of the 
Archbilliops, and even the greateft Part would

Farther, I wasabfolutcly refolved not to re- 
turn fo long as my Father lived, except in 
the Cafe I have done it, to wit, upon my be- 
ing recalled. 

I inifted no one with my Defign in ef- 
caping, neither verbally nor m Writing ; nor 
is there any Perfon that was ar all acquainted 
with if. I have fometimcs faid to Afrofmi, that 
fuch or fuch a one were my Friends •-, but when 
ihe afked me who they were, I told hcr/je did 
not know them.

Tho* I made my firft Confeflion in Writing, 
1 had really forgottei) both this, and what re- 
gards the Czarcwna Mary, upon my having 
difcourfcd with her upon the Defign of my Ef- 
capei and tho* I afterwards recollected it, I was 
afraid to tell it. The Companion I bore to 
the Princefs, was the Motive of my concealing 
her other Difcourfe. 

I do not deny what John Affonafftef has de- 
pofed concerning the Speeches which fell from 
me in a Fit of^Drunkennefs, tho' I do not 
remember it Word for Word \ but I was 
drunk, and when I was in that Condition, I 
commonly faid what came in my Mind, and 
having Confidence in the People that were 
about me, gave no heed to my Difcourfe. 

fbe Suhfiance of the Letter to the ArcbUfiop of 
Kiovia. 

YOUR Holinefs was ignorant of my De- 
parture from J?«^j,bccaufe it is longfince 
1 wrote to you. Inowacquarntyou, thatlleftmy 
Country upon a Refolution that was taken of 
forcing me into a Monaftery. It was this Rcafon 
that obliged me to retire. When God Ihall recal 
me from a Refuge I have found among my 
Bene&dors, to return to you into Rifffiaj I beg 
. ]fou 
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you would receire me ; and for the prefenc. Jet 
cbofe who are delirous to bear of me, know i 
that I am in good Health, and acquaint them 
with the Reafon I had to leave the Country. 

I fent this Letter to Vienna by die Secretary 
of the Viceroy of Naples, but I do not know

The Words at frefent twice written were a 
Slip of tny Pen, for I deiigned to write it but 
once. The Meaning was, that they (hould 
fpread thofe Letters among the People, as I 
thought it might the more engage them to de- 
clare for me, having leen Examples Qf it in 
the printed Gazettes. I then thought it was 
wrong) and therefore blotted it out. 

Artide the Fsurlb. 
When you faw in Bleyer^s Letter that ther& 
was a Revolt in the Army of Mecklenbourgy 
you exprefled your Satis^flion, God does not 
Jttffer Matters to proceed atcording to my Father's 
tVtJbei 1 I fuppofe you had fome Views in re- 
joicing in this Manner, and would have declared 
Sot the Rebels, tho' I was alive. 

Answer. 
When I was informed of the Revolt of the 
Army in Mfcklenboarg, I exprefled my Joy by 
frying) that God did not permit Matters to 
proceed according to my Father's Wiflics. 

If this News had been tnie, and they had 
called ibr me, 1 ihould have joined the Male- 
contents i 
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contents} but Ihad no fbrm'd Dcflgnofg^Hng 1718. 
to join them wkhotit being called ; on the K ~ ' 
oduT Hand, 1 (hould have Been afrud to cdrm 
without it i but if they had Tent for me I Ihould 
have gone. 

I thoiKht they would not fend for me whilH: 
you was living, becaufe their Defign was not to 
remove you, and I never thought that they would 
dethrone yoa whilft you were alive 1 but if 
they had called me even before your Deaths I 
Ihould certainly have gone, if they had been 
ftroi^ enough. 

The Czarewitz confeffed in this laft Anfwcr, 
that he had criminal Defjgns, which he meant 
to execute, even during his Father's Life-time, 
if Occafionofiered. Hia Czarian Majefly or- 
dered McfBcurs Tolfioi and Buturlin, to examine 
him again upon the aforefaid Letters to the 
ArchUlhops, to know in what Senfc, and 
with what View he had written the Words, 
' Dotft forfitke me at prefent. 

JStf Czarewitz aj^rmfd. That 'iwas in the fame 
Senfe be bad expreffed in bis late An^er ; 
and be wrote with bts own Hand tbe/ellowing 
Account : 

May 26th, 1718. 

MEssictrtu TotsTOi and ButurUn have 
demanded of me, by your Order, with 
what View I made uft of the Words atprefenty 
which are found in my Confcflion,when I wrote 
to the Senate and the Archbiihopi not to for- 
i^ me.

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1718.' As I have own'd in my laft ConfeflJon, that' 
I if the Rebels bad at any Time invited me, 
even tbo' it were in your Life-time, I would 
have gone to them J I wrote the Words a/ /ir^- 
fent with a Defign, that when the Matter- 
fhould be publiih'd among the People, they 
might declare in my Favour, either by Solici- 
tations or Menaces. 

Reflections npn the preceding Pieces, 

TH E better to comprehend the Care hia 
Czarian Majcfty has taken to bring back 
the Czarewilz into the right Way, and to make 
him return to ic when he was ^llcn, that he 
might engage him to become worthy of thfr 
Succeflion \ and to let the Publick fee how the 
Czarewitz, on the other Hand, has broke 
through all his Father's Meafures, by the Op- 
poficions he has made to them -, we fhall fct 
the Matter in a ftilj greater Light, tho' it may 
be amply deduced from the preceding Pieces. 

'Tis notorious, by the firft Manifefto which 
was publiih'd upon the Arrival of the Czarewiti 
aC Mofeoxvt and by the Letters his Majefty 
wrote to him, which are infcrted above, with 
what reiterated Soliciutions his Ma)eft;y, his 
Father, exhorted him to make himfelf capable 
and deierving of the SuccelTion ; and yet,' not- 
withftanding, he always flicwM himfelf r&- 
fraftoxy. 

The Czarewitz, in his Reply to the Letter 
which his Czarian Majefty had written to him, 
did not tell him the Reafons why he would 
not take Pains, as his Father defired, to make 
himfelf capable of the SuccelCon : He only 
deceived 
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deceived him with falfe Oaths, by which he 
engaged himfelfto 2 Renunciation of theCrown, ( 
and which he afterwards not only broke, but 
afpired to the Succeflion by ill Prafticcs. 

His Czarian Majefty,who faw into the naughty 
Inclinations of his Son, again exhorted him, by 
other Letters, to form himfelf fw the Govern- 
menti and reprefented to him, to' intimidate 
and engage him to a Compliance with his 
"Will, tnat if this was abfolutely impofl^Ie for 
bim, he fhould then embrace a Monaftick 
State. He plainly faw that the Czarewitz's 
Renunciation of the Sacceflion was no more 
than an Amufement, and altt^ethcr void of 
Sincerity, as afterwards appeared plainly by the 
Confequcnce : For he was fo far from giving a 
clear and pofitive Anfwer to his Ciarian Ma- 
Jelly's Letter, who exhorted him to a Determi- 
nation, that he had ftill recourle to Subterliiges, 
and anfwered only in a vague and undetermi- 
nate Manner, by Oaths and Intt'caties, that he 
might be allowed immediately to mire into 
a Convent ; which, notwithftajiding, were al- 
together ftaudulenc. 

For which Reafon his Majefty advifed him, 
upon his Departure from Petersburgb into 
foreign Countries, when he bid him farewel, 
not to enter fo foon into a Ccmvent, becaufe 
the En^igement was difficult for a young Man 
to obferve, and gave him Hill fix Months Time 
to confider of it ; at the End of which he was 
to write to his _MajeIl;y what Part he would 
take. 

He ufed him thus in hopes that he might 

change his Opinion, and, by a bener Conduct, 

conform to the Will of his Father, and make 

him- 
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himfclfdeferving of the Succefliont by a fcrious 
i Application to his Duty. 

The Czarewitz^ not caring to anfwer any 
Thing at that Time upon this Subjed to his 
Father, pretended to be fick ; but his Majcfiy 
was fcarce gone from him, before he went to an 
Entertainment with Michael Voinou. 

The fix Months pafs*d, and the Czarewitz 
look no Notice of ine Choice he was to make. 

His Majefty> who iaw his Deceit, wrote to 
him again from Copenhagen^ to repeat his Ex- 
hortations concerning the Succeflion ; and or* 
dered him to come to him, that he might learn 
the Bufincfe of War j but that if he defired to 
retire into a Convetit, he requir'd that he would 
make Choice of his Monaftery, fix the Time 
of his Retirement, and write Word back to 
his Majefty, who would neither prcfcribe the 
Time, nor afiign the Place. 

It evidently appears by his Majefly's three 
Letters, which are infertcd above, that he ear- 
neftly wifhed he would make himfelf capable 
of the Succefllon : That he had no Inclination 
to force him to become a Monk, but, on the 
contrary, was defirous to diffuade him from it, 
and left his Choice to his own free Detemina- 
lion. 

The Czarewitz feemingly made Choice of a 
Convent of Iiis own proper Motion : - Howe *t, 
all hjs Promifcs, which were confirmed by fo 
many Oaths, were found deceitful. For it has 
adually appeared, as has been proved above, 
that the Czarewitz aimed at the Succefllon, 
which his Majefty had not only deprived him 
of} but alio forced him, by his powerful Ex- 
hor- 
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hortations, to, pretend to it, by labouring to 
make himfelf worthy of it. * 

But in Contempt of all this, the C^rewitz 
made his Efcape, and took Rcfijge with the 
Emperor, demanding his Aflilbtnce and Pro- 
teftion, to aid and affift him even with an arm'd 
Hand ; and he has faid that the Emperor had 
affur'd him by the Count de Scbonbom, Vicc- 
Chancelior, that he would procure him the 
Ruffian Crown, not only by good Offices, but 
alfo by Force of Arms -, infomuch, that the ' 
Czarewitz not only hoped for his Father's 
Death with Expreffions pf Joy, but alfo fought 
it ; and when he was told there was a Rebel- 
lion rais'd in the Country, he declared his Sa- 
tisfaftion at the News, and was refblved to join 
the Rebels if they had called him, whether his 
Father were living or dead. 

One might convift him from his own Con- 
feflion. That when he wrote in his Anfwcr, 
which he gave to his Father, that his Infirmity 
was fo great he did not defire the Succeflion, 
he told him a manifeft Falfhood, 

He took Phyfick only to appear fick, if 
Mention was made of any Journey he did not 
care to take, as his Father defirol ; when in 
Reality he was perfeftly well, 

Infomuch tlut we may judge by all thefe 
Circumftances, that he aim'd at the Succcflion, 
not in the Manner his Father was defirous to 
leave, it him, namely, in the proper Order, 
but after his own Manner, by foreign Afliftan- 
ces, or the Forces of Rebels, even whilft his 
Father was alive. 

Though theCzarewitz has faid in his laft Con- 

feUion, that his not having own'd his Letter 

from 
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from Naplest to the Metropolitan of Km/ia^ 
I was to be imputed to his Foi^etftilncls', this alfo 
has been found to be abfolutely falfe : For fince 
he has remembred the Farticulats in Matters of 
ferlefcConfequence, which were the Subjedt of 
his Difcourfe with feveral People fome Years 
ago, as appears by his Examination, how 
could he have foi^ot this Circumftance of having 
wrote to the Archbilhops, which is a Point of 
far greater Importance ? 

There appears in this Excufe of Forgetful- 
nefs not only a dired Falfliood, but alfo a very 
malicious Difpofition ; for when Afrofmi had 
maintain'd to his Face that he had writ to the 
Archbilhop from the Fortrefe, and had fealed 
the Lcner in her Prefence, he had a Mind to 
conceal the Bufincfs, by the Pretence of a Plan 
of the Attack of Belgrade, which he fent back 
fealed to the Secretary of the Viceroy of Naples : 
However, he afterwards owned that it was not 
the Plan, but the Letter to the Archbi/hop of 
Kiovia which he had fealed. The Excufe he 
alfo made of having foi^t to own in his firft 
ConfeOion, what ctmcems the Czarewna, Mary 
Alexiewna, Dubrofiki, and Ebarlakofy who were 
acquainted with his Efcape, was alfo a Falfliood, 
- as appears from his having afterwards declared 
he had Compaflion upon the Czarewna. 

It alfo appears by the above-mentioned Re- 
port of the Refident PTefelowskt at Vienna, that 
the Imperialifts did not force the Czarewitz 
to write Letters to the Senate and the Arch- 
bilhops., 

His Czarian Majcfty, in his Letters to the 

Czarewiiz at NapleSy promifed him only his 

gracious Pardon for his Elciape, if he would 

return 
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. return to hitn: He not only pardoned him 
upon his Return, but alfo extended his Favour < 
lb far, as to promife him a general Forgivc- 
nefs for all he had committed, if he would 
make a fincere ConfefHon of all he had done, 
and difcover his Accomplices without any Re- 
fcrve % declaring to him at the fame Time, that 
if he kept back any Thing, or concealed any 
Perfon who was an Accomplice in this Affiiir, 
his Pardon fhould be null and void. 

Yet we have clearly fcen by all the preced- 
ing Pieces, in what Manner the Czarewitz, con- 
temning the paternal Clemency and Pardon he 
had obuin'd, ctxiccaled a great Number of Per- 
fons. Letters, and FaAs, as alfo his pernicious 
Deigns of joining the Rebels, and entering in- 
to their Devices. 

'Tis therefore evident, that he has not only 
had no real Intention of difcovering all his 
Crimes, and making amends by a fincere Re- 
pentance, but that he has alfo difguiled and 
concealed what had palTcd, that he might be 
able to refume again his Defigns for the hirure, 
and renew what hitherto he has not been able 
to effca. 

As they were reading the Matters above re- 
lated, his Czarian Majefty again verbally exa- 
mined the Czarewitz touching all his Crimes

ing the Fear of God befurc our Eyes, and be- 
ing afraid to offend, in like Manner lay our 
Cafe before you, and demand a Remedy of 
you ; for wc (hould be apprelienfive of an eter- 
nal Death, if not knowing perhaps the Nature 
of our Difeafe, we Ihould take upon us to heal 
ourfelves j and the more, as I have fwom by 
the 
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the Judgment aS God, and have promifed tyii. 
my Son Pardon by Writing, and fince by t.^-v—vj 
Word of Moiuh, in cafe he would tell me the 
Truth. 

Tho* our Son has broke through his Pro- 
mifc, and concealed Mattere of the utmoft Im-

BZ,£7'£i!, the Emperor's Rcfidcnt, wrote 
to the Count de Scbonbom, Vice-Chancel- 
lor of the Emperor, that ^rabam Lepukin had 
defired him at Petersburgb to Come to him ;

prefent, and whether he heard any News of

IT was refolvcd with one Confent, before the 
Sentence was pronounced, the Minifteri 
and Senate fhoutd call the Judges appointed for 
this Tribunal, one after another, and hear 
every Man's Opinion from his own Mouth. 

Which having been done, the Minilters in 
like Manner declared each their Sentiment i 
which tho' feparately given, amounnd noc- 
withftanding unanimoufly, and without Con- 
tradition, to one and the fame Judgtnent ; 
declaring by Oath, and upon their Confcience, 
that according to the Laws, Divine, Civil, 
and Military, related above, the Czarewitz was 
wOTthy of Death for the Crimes allcdged and 
proved againft him. 

Upon the above-mentioned Confeflion of the 
Czarewitzconcemingif/ifyfr's Letter, j^rabam 
LopuktH was examined on the ipthof 7««) be- 
fore the Minifters and the Senators, and at firft 
he denied all with folemn Oaths ; but being 
brought into the Chamber of the Torture, he 
owned and declared as follows : That he never 
defined the Rcfident Bleyer to come to him, 
nor was he ever with the Refident ; but that 
meeting together after Autumn, he does not 
certainly remember at what Time, except that 
it was before the Arrival of his Czarian Majef- 
ty, going from Trinity Port to that of Baron 
Scbajjiroffs he the laid Lepukin demanded of 
thcKeM€at,lfl>ereis the Czarewitz at prefent ? 
Js there aiy News of bim f And that Bleyer an- 
fwered. 
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fwercd, // is faid the Czarewitz is witb as in I718. 
the Dominions of bis Imperial M^Jiy, and the '-^'"v'nJ 
Emperor wilt not give brm up. That Lepukia 
repUed to BleyeTt the People here are much con- 
cerned for the Czarewitz, and bis leaving the 
Kingdom may caufe an InfttrreHion in the Empire : 
Tbc RcfidcDt (aid hereupon, and the Emperor 
•will not forfake him infucb a Cafe. 

Thax. he,- Lopultin, had faid thefe Words to 
the Refident of his own Head, and out of the 
Inclination he bore to the Czarewitz ; as was 
alfo what he had formerly talked with the 
Land-Rath of the Government of Cafan, 
named Kanhar Akinfief who, when he was at 
Fetershurgb, being with Lopukin^ they dif- 
courftd together of the Czarewitz, and of his 
being in the Emperor's Dominions ; and that 
they had both faid, The Czarewitz had done 
well in retiring thither, for the Emperor would 
HOC give him up ; and that Kanbar Akinfief had 
faid to the iaid Lopukin^ In our Country it is 
pojfihle fame Diforder may arife upon account of 
the Czarewilz's Flight, oecaufe the People there 
tre very Jimple and ignorant. 

On the 21ft of June, his Czarian Majefty 
ordered the Senators, by the Privy-Counfellor 
Peter Te^oi, to comejnto the Hall ■, where, 
being affembled, the faid Privy-Counfellor laid 
befwe them the following Confideratioris, pra- 
fcnted to his Czarian Majefty by the Clergy, 
and which he was pleafcd to communicate to 
tbem by him.

^\ Eflefting on one Side upon the great Crime 
r\ committed by a Son, who, like Mfahm^ 
has rofe up againft his Father \ and on the 
other upon the Pcrfon offended, who is a Fa- 
ther and a Sovereign *ith abfolute Power over 
his Son \ We dare not venture to touch upon 
an Affair of this Nature by fuch Confidcra- 
tions as belong to us, this Matter relating 
wholly to the Civil Jurifdiftion, and not to 
the Ecclcriadical. Befides that the abfolute 
Power eftablilhed in the Czarian Empire, which 
is a Monarchy, is not to be ftibmitted to the 
Judgment of Subjefts ; the Sovereign having 
full Authority to aft according to his own 
good Plcafure, without the Intervention of any 
Inferiors. 

However, as we are commanded, not by 
way of Judgment, but for Inftrudion only, 
to fearch out fuch Examples and Statutes as are 
applicable to the prefent Cafe ; in conformity 
to the Orders of our Monarch, we of the 
Clergy, whofe Names are under-written, being 
prefcnt in the Imperial Capital City of Peters- 
purgb, have coUeftcd from the Holy Scrip- 
tures, what to us has appeared to be fuitable 
to this dreadful and aftonilhing SubjeA.

St. Chryfoftom, /peaking of the Propbetefs Han- 
nah, the Adotber of Samuel, in bis Jirjt 
Sermon :

" nor is Ihe fo truly a Motherwho has brought 
** a Child into the World, as who has given 
*' him a good Education. Parents themlclves - 
*' will own that it is not Nature^ but Virtue 
*' which makes Fathers : They oft rejeft their 
" Children, and exclude from their Eamily 
" thofe whom they fee to be of corrupt Man- 
*' ncrs 
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'* ners and degenerate Life, and adopt 17 18. 
'• odicrs who are not in the Jeaft related to t^^-v-vJ 
*' them. 

" Can there be any Thing which more de- 
*• ferves our Admiration, than to fee them 
" expel thofe whom they have brought into 
*' the World, and to make their own by Adop- 
*• tion thofe whom they have had no Share in 
*' batting. 

^* We have not (kid this without Reafon, but 
'* to fhew you that the Force of Free-will is 
*• (uperior to the Force of Nature, and that it 
" is the former rather than the latter, which 
" makes Fathers. 

*' See here the wonderful Workings of Di- 
** vine Providence : As on one Side all natural 
** Afieftion towards Children is not deftroyed, 
** lb neither has it fuffered this Affcftion to be 
** unlimitted and unreftrained: For if Parents 
'* were to love their Children without being . 
" led to it by a Neccffity of Nature, and were 
*' only moired by the Confideration of their 
" Probity, and good Behaviour, you would 
** fbon /ee all Order among human Race quite 
*' overthrown, by theExpuIfion ofagreatNum- 
'* ber of Children, whom Sloth and Idlenefs 
" would drive fi-om their Father's Houfes ? On 
" the other Hand, if Providence had in this ■ 
" Cafe laid us under an abfblute SubmilBon to 
*' the Force of Nature, and no Difregard was 
" to be Ihewn to wicked Children, and Fathers 
** were obliged, by the Neceflity which the 
" Law of Nature laid upon them, to pcrfift in 
^* doing well to fuch as had oS^nded them, 
' " and carried their undutiful Treatments to the 
" utmoft Length of Excels, human Nature 
G4 ^ would 
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' would foon be brought to the higheft Pitch 

' of Wickcdnefe. 

*• If therefore at prefent, when ChUdren 
•* cannot altogether rely upon Nature, and they 
*» know that feveral have been driven from 
•* their Father's Houfes, and deprived of their 
** EiUtes, for their Pervcrfity and Depravity 
•* ofManners, do, noiwithftanding, misbehave 
»• themfelves towards their Parents', upon the 
*' Confidence they have in their Love, what 
** fort of Wickednefs would they not commit, 
** if God had not allowed Parents to correct 
•* them, and take Vengeance of them ? 

" For thefc Reafons it has picafcd God that 
*' the Parents Love fliould be founded as well 
** upon the Manners of their Children, as upon 
•* a Neceflity of Nature j that they might par- 
•* don them by natural Inclination, when they 
«* did but lighdy offend, and they might pu- 
** nilh the Depraved and the Incorrigible, mat 
** Indulgence might not lead them to III, if 
•* Nature had ftill the Superiority, and obliged 
** them to carefs them tho' never fo bad. 

" Admire, I befcech you, the Depth of 
** Providence, which commands us to love, 
" and prefcribes Bounds to our AfTcflion. 

We, the Clergy,' have made thefe Extra^ 
from the Holy Scriptures, in Obedience to the 
Order of our Monarch, not in Form of a Sen- 
tence, nor by Way of a Decree, as has been 
already mentioned. This Affair docs not pro- 
perly fall under our Jurifdidion. For who is 
it can make ua Judges over thofe that com- 
nund us ? Or how can the Members govern 
ttie Head ? It is the Head which governs and 
direc'b the Members; Befides, our Jurifdidion 
being 
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being ofa fpiritLialNatuFe, we muftjudgeac- 1718. 
cording to the Spirit, and not according to the K,^-\>'^>J 
Flelh and Blood. The Power of the temporal 
Sword, is not' given to the Church, but ths 
Power of the Tpiritual Sword, which is the 
Word of God. Jefus Chrifi forbad, even the 
prince of the Aperies, to make ufe of the 
Sword, faying to him, put thy Sword into its 
Place ; and he alfo forbid the other Difciples 
to bring Fire from Heaven upon Samaria. 

Jefus Cbrift has been plcafed to teach us, by 
thefe Elxamples, that it does not belong to Ec- 
clefiafticks to guide themfelves by a Spirit of 
Anger, but by a Spirit of Meeknefs ; not to 
condemn any one to Death, or feek his Blood, 
but only to bring him to true Repentance and 
a fpiritual Death, which Is dying to Sin, and 
living to the Lord, as the Apoftlc has expref- 
fed it in his Epiftle to the Remans, Chap. vi. 

We fubmit all this to the moft high Confi- 
deratton of his Imperial Majcfty, with all due 
Obedience, that our Lord may do that which 
is agreeable in his own Eyes: If he will 
punilb him that is fallen accordiog to his 
Actions, and proportionable to the Mea- 
fure of his Crimes, he has before him the Ex- 
amples we have drawn from the Old Teftament. 
If he is inclined to Mercy, he has the Example 
cf Jefus Cbrifi himfclf, who received the pro- 
digal Son, when he returned and repented 1 
-who difmilTed the Woman taken in Adultery, 
that by the Law deferved to be fioned i who pre- 
fers Mercy to SacriBce, aivl (ays, I will have 
Mercy and not Sacrifice, and tells us by the 
Mouth of his ApofUe^ that Mercy rejoiceth 
over Judgment, Jam. ii. 13. He has alfo the 
Example 
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Eiample of Davids who was defirous to fparc 
> Abfalom his Son and Fcrfccutor ; for he charged 
the Captains, who went out againft him, io 
fpare toe young Man Abfalom. The Father 
indeed would have fpared the Son, but Di- 
vine Vengeance would not fuffer it. 

After having briefly deduced what goes be- 
fore, the Heart of the Czar is in the Hand of 
God, and may he chufe the Part lo which the 
Hand of God fliall turn it.

On the i^ib of June, the Mincers and Senaiorj < 
lieing ajfembled in the Chancery of the Senate^ 
the Prwy-CounfeUor^ Peter Tolftoi, laid before 
them the follotuing Declaration of the 
Czarewiiz, in Confirmation of bis CoNrEs- 
siONS of thet^tb of JxiTX, as alfo the criminal 
Examination of bis ConfeJ/hr )a.mes, who 
was degraded from the Ecclefiajiical Dignity. 

ON the ipch otjune 1718, the Czarewitz 
anfwered upon his Examination, that all 
be had confeffed or declared againft thofe he 
accufed in his preceding ConfelTion, and before 
the Senators, was true, and that he had omitted 
nothing, nor concealed any Pcrfon. 

He iarther added. That upon a certain Time 
his Confeflbr the Arch-Prieft James, being 
come to Petersbutvhj he the Czarewiiz had faid 
to him in his Confeffion, / -arifi my Father's 
Death ; and that the Confeflbr anfwered him, 
God wiU pardon yoUj voe wifl} it alfe, 

Tlut being at another Time at Afo/?ow,and 
conlelfing himfelf to his own Conteflbr the 
Archimandrite 5dWfl»i, of the Convent of Da- 
nilo^ he told him in Confefljon, that he had 
not made a fiiU Declaration to his Father upon 
his Examination, but had concealed feveral 
Things from him, and wiOied his Death ; upon 
which ^dr/iiffi anfwered him, God will pardon 
yotty bat you mujt tell the Truth to your Fa- 
ther. 

That he received the Holy Communion after 
both thefe ConfeOions, with the PcrmifliQn of 
his ConfelTors.

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1-719, The hmt Day the forementioned degraded 

' ^ ' J Confeffor JameSy being put to the Torture^ 
and confronted with the Czarewitz Alexis, own- 
ed chat he had laid to him in ConfelTion the 
aforcfeid Words, upon the Queftion put to him 
hj the laid Oinfeflbr, Do you net wijo the Death 
^yeur Father \ and that the Crarewirz anfwer- 
ed. Yes, I wilh it-, and that he, the Confeflbr, 
replied to the Czarewitz, JVe all wiff) it alfo ^ 
but be did not remember any particular Perfon 
vho was deflrous of it ; but becaufe the Care* 
witz was beloved by the People, and that when 
he drank his Health, they called him the Hope 
of the Ruffians^ he, the faid Jamesy had told 
it to the Czarewitz, having heard it from fe- 
veraj Perfons, but without retnembering who 
they were.

I. f 1 1 H O* I was not ignorant, that to be 
X. difbbedient, as I was K> my Father, 
and refufe to do what pleafed him, was oppo- 
fite to the PraAice of Mankind, and was alio 
both a Sin and a Shame ; yet this arole 
from m^ havii^ beea brought up from my In- 
fancy with a Govemefs and her Maids, from 
whom 1 karned nothing but Amufements, and 
Diverfions, and Bigotry, to which I had natu- 
rally an Inclination. 

The Perfons to whom I was intruited, after 
I was removed from my Govemefs, gave me 
no better Inffauftions, particularly Nicepborus 
Fafenski, jilexis Bafilij and the Naraskins. 

My Father being carefiil of ray. Education,' 
and defirous I Ihould apply myfelf to what be- 
came the Son of the C&ir, ordered me to leara 
the German Tongue, and other Sciences, which 
I was very much avcrfe to : I applied myfelf 
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to them in a very negligent Manner, and only 
> to pals away the Time, without Having ever 
had an Inclination to learn any Thing. 

And as my Father, who was then frequent 
with the Army, was at a Dillance from me» 
he ordered the moft ferene Prince Metmkoff to 
have an Eye upon me. Whilft I was with him, 
I was obliged to apply \ but as foon as I was 
out of his Sight, the faid Naraskins and Vafen- 
skiy obferving my Inclination was only bent to 
Bigotry and Idleness, to keep Company with 
Priefts and Monks, and drink with them, they 
not only diverted me from Buflnefs, but took 
a Pleafure in doing as I did. As they had 
been about me from my Infancy, I was accu- 
ftomed to obfervc their Diredions, to fear 
them, and comply with them in every Thing ; 
and thus by Degrees they alienated my Affec- 
tions from my Father, by diverting me with 
PJeafures of this Nature ; fo that by little and 
little, I had not only the military Affiiirs, and 
other Aftions of my Father in Horror, but al- 
fo his Perfon itfelf, which has always made me 
with to be at a Diftance from him. 

Wlien I found myfelf entnifted at Mofcoio 
with the Government of the Empire, finding I 
was at full Liberty, and Mafter of myfelf; in- 
flead of confidering, that my Father had put ic 
into my Hands to train me up, and form me 
for the Succeflion after him, it I would make 
myfelf capable of it ; I gave myfelf up ftill to 
the Pleafures I was additfted to, with the Priefts 
and Monks, and other People of that Tcmper.- 
jilexander Kikin, when he was with me, con- 
ftantly took a great deal of Pains to confirm 
mc jn this diforderly Way of Life. 

My 
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My Father having Compaflion on me, and 
defiring to make me worthy of _ the State to * 
which I was calledi fent me into Foreign Coun- 
tries i but as I was already grown to Man's 
Eflate, and of an advanced Age, I m»de no 
Alteration in my Way of living. 

It is true indeed, my Travels were in fomc' 
Refpefts ufcful to me, but were infufiicient to 
erafe the vicious Habits which had taken fuch 
deep Root in me. 

2. It was this naughty Dilpofition which 
prevented my being apprehcnfive of my Fa- 
ther's Correftion for my Difobedience: I freely 
own'd it, for tho* I was really afraid of him, 
yet it was not with a filial Fear ; I only fought 
for Means to get from him, and was no wife 
concerned to do his Will, of which I here give 
you a plain Inflance. 

When I came back to Petersburgbt xo my 
Father from abroad, he received me in a very 
gracious Manner ; amongft other Things, be 
asked me, whether I had not forgot what I had 
learned, and I told him no : He ordered me to 
bring him my Draughts ; and fearing that he 
would make me defign in his Prefence, as I knew 
nothing of the Matter, I ftudied how to hurt 
my Hand, fo that it Diould be impolCble for 
me to do any Thing at all : I charged a Piftol 
with Bail, and taking it in my Left Hand, I 
let it offagainft the Palm of my Right, with a 
DeTign to have (hot through it ; the Ball mifs'd 
my Hand, but the Powder burnt it fufficiently 
lo wound it} as the Ball entered the Wall of 
my Qofct, it may be feen there ftill. My Fa- 
ther obfervingmy Hand to be wounded, asked 
me how it came \ I told him an evafive Story, 
and 
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and kept the Truth to myfelf: By this Means 
' you may fee that I was afraid of my Father, but 
not with a Blia] Fear. 

3. Astomyhavingdefir*dtheSuccenion,other- 
wiFethan by Obedience, all the World may eaflly 
guefs at the ReaTon \ for when I was once out 
of the good Way, and was refolved to imitate 
my Father in nothing, 1 fought to obtain the 
Siicceflion by any the moft wrongftil Method : 
I was even defirous to come at it by a Foreign 
Afliftance, and if I had got it, and the Em- 
peror would have put in Execution what be 
proniifcd nw, of procuring for me the Crown of 
Ruffiay even with an armed Force, I ihonld 
have fpared nothing to have obtained it 1 for 
InAance, if the Empetor had demanded Ruffian 
Troops in Exchange for hia Service, againft 
any of his Enemies, or large Sums of Money, 
I fhould have done whatever he picaled, and 
given great Prefents to his Minifters and Ge- 
nerals over and above : I would have enter- 
tained at my own Expence the auxiliary 
Troops he fhould have lent me, to put me in 
FolTclIion ^ the Crown of Ru$a \ and, in a 
Word, have thought nothing too much V3 
have obtained my Dcfu'e. - 

S2w Perfons wbofe Names are under- wrilteH, be-

T3 V Virtue of the exprcfs Ordinance of his 
13 Czarian Majetly, figned with his own 
Hand, on the 13th of yawlaft, for the Judg- 
ment of theCzarewitz Alexis Pttrowitz^ for his 
Tranfgreflions and Crimes againft his Father 
and Lord ; the under- written Minifters, Sena- 
tors, States Milititry and Civil, after having 
been aflcmbled feveral Times in the Chamber 
of the Regency of the Senate at Peterjburgb^ 
having heard the Originals and Eztra^s of the 
Teftimonies given againll him, more than 
once read, as alfo his Majefty's Letter of Ex- 
horution to the Czarcwitz, and the Anfwers 
he made to them, written with his own Hand, 
and other Accounts belonging to the Procefi : 
And, in like Manner, the criminal Informa- 
cioos, Coofeflions, and Declarations of the 
Czarewitz, as welt written by his own Hand, 
as made by Word of Mouth to his Father and 
Lord, and before the Pcrfons under-written, 
appointed by Authority of his Czarian Ma- 
jdly, for the BuGnefs of the prefent Judgment : 
They have declared and acknowledged, that 
though, according to the Rights of the Ruffian 
Empire, it has never belong^ to them, being 
natiuully Subjefts to the Sovereign Rule of his 
Czarian Majefty, to take Cognizance of an 
Aflkirof this Nature, which is of fo much Im- 
portance, as to depend folely upon the abfolute 
Will of the Sovereign, whofe Power is derived 
from God atone, and is not limited by any 
Law, yet fubmitting to the faid Ordinance of 
his Czarian Majefty, their Sovereign, who 
grants them tms Liberty, and after ma- 
VOL. in. H ture 
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ture Reflexions, and upon their Confcience as 
' Chriftians, widiout Fear, or Flattery, orRe- 
fpci5t of Pcrfons, having only before diir Eyei 
the divine Laws chat are applicable tothepre- 
Jenc Cafe, as well in the Old as the New "^ef-- 
tament, the holy Scriptures of the Gofpel and 
the Apofllcs, as alfo the Canons and Decrees 
of Councils, the Authority of the Holy Fathers 
and Dolors of the Church -, and farther, being 
inftrmaed by the Confiderations of the Arch- 
biftiops and Clergy, affembled at Petersburgb^ 
by Order of his Czarian Majefty, which are 
tranfcribed above, and correfpond with the 
Laws of all Ruffta^ and particularly theConfii- 
tutions of this Empire, the Military Laws and 
Statutes, and are agreeable to the Laws of fe- 
veral other Nations, and efpecially thofe <^the 
antient Roman and Greek Emperors, and other 
Chriftian Princes ; The Perfons under-written, 
having confulted together, have unanimoufly 
agreed, without Contradiftion, and declared, 
that the Czarewitz, Alexis Petrewitz, is worthy 
of Death, for his aforcfaid Crimes, and capital 
Tranfgreflions, againft his Sovereign and Fa- 
ther, he being the Son and Subjed of his Cza- 
rian Majefty ; infomuch, that tho' his Czarian 
Majefty has promifed to the Czarewitz, in the 
Letter he fent him by M. Toljloiy Privy-Coun- 
fellor, and Rumanzow, Captain of the Guard^ 
dated from Spa^ the loth of July 1717, to 
pardon his Efcapc if he freely and voluntarily 
returned, as the Czarewitz himfclf has thank- 
fully acknowledged in his Anfwer to this Let- 
ter, written from Naples, on the 4th o 0£io~ 
ber^ 1717, where he has fpecified, that he 
thanked his Czarian Majefty for the Pardon 
, which 
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which he had only given for his voluntary 
Flight -, yet has he fince rendered himfelf un- < 
worthy <rt it, by his Oppofition to the Will of 
his Fat^r', and by his other Tranlgreflions, 
which he has renewed and condnued, as is 
Acwn at large in the Manifefto publifhcd by 
his Czarian Majefty» on the T]\\rdoi February 
of this prcfent Year, and bccaufe among other 
Tilings be did not voluntarily return. 

And tho' his Czarian Majefty, upon the 
Arrival of the CzarewJtz at Mofcno, where he 
delivered iii a'ConfefEon of his Crimes in Writ- 
ing, and asked Pardon for them , had pity of him » 
as 'tis natural for a Father to have CompalHon on 
his Son, and at the Audience he gave him on the 
iaid Third Day of February^ he promifed him 
Pardon for all his Tranfgreflions -, his Czarian 
Majefty only made him this Promife with an 
cacprefs Condition, as he declared in Prefence 
of all the World, That he, the Czarewitz, 
(hould declare without any Reftriftion, or Re- 
ferve, all that he had committed and contriv- 
ed till that Day ^inft his Czarian Majefty ; 
and he fliould difcover all the Perfons who Iwd 
been bis Coonfellors and Accomplices, and in 
«neral, all who had been acquainted with his 
Defigns and underhand Dealings; but that if 
he concealed any Perfon or Thing, the pro- 
mifed Pardon fhould be null and void : This 
Condition the Czarewitz then received and ac- 
cepted, at leaft in Appearance, with Tears of 
Acknowledgment, and promifed by Oath to 
declare all without Referve, and in Confirma- 
tion hereof he kiScd the Holy Crofs, and 
the Holy Scriptures, in the Cathedral Church. 
Ha His 
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1 7 1 8. H is Czarlan Majefty alfo confirmed the tame 

O'-v^N.j Things to him the next Day, under his own 

Hand, in the Intem^atories infcited above, 

which he caufed to be given to him, having 

wrote at their Head as follows : 

. ** As you received your Pardon Ycfterday, 
*' on Condition of difcovering all the Circum- 
** ilanccs of your Ercape, and to futfer Death 
*' if you ihould conceal or diffemble any Thing, 
*» you then explained yourfelf in fome Points by 
*• Word of Mouth ; for our further Satisfec- 
*' tion, and your full Difchargc, you muft 
** alfo do it in Writing, in the following Or- 
*' der." 

And at the Conclufion it was alfo wrote, with 
his Czarian Majefty's own Hand, in the feventh 
Article. 

" Declare every Thing that has any Rela- 
" tion to this Af^ir, tho' it be not here pointed 
*' out to you, and clear yourfelf as if you 
*• were at Confeffion j but if you hide or con- 
•' ceal any Thing which Ihall hereafter bcdif- 
*' covered, don't impute the Confequence to 
*' me J for it was Ytflerday declared, before 
•' the whole World, that in this cafe the Par- 
*' don you have received Ihall be null and 
*' void." 

Notwithftanding this, the Czarewia return- 
ed very infincere Anfwers and Confeflions j he 
concealed not only Perfons, but alfo Al&irs of 
Confequence, and grievous Tran%rc(Iions, and 
particularly his Defigns of Rebellion againft 
his Father and Lord, and his ill Practices 
which he had long purfucd, in attempting to 
ufurp the 'Throne of his Father, during his 
Life, by fereral naughty Means and wicked 

;■ ,-: -.. ... : : Pretexts, 
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Prrtexts, founding his Hopes and Wiflies, . for 
the Death of his Father and Lord, upon the ' 
Deckration of the common People in his Fa- 
vour» which he flattered himfclf with. 

Ail this has Cnce been difccvered bycrimi- 
nal Informations, after he had refufed to de- 
clare it of himfelf, as has appeared above. 

Thus it is evident, by all thefe Proceedings of 
the Czarewicz, and the Declarations he has made 
by Word and Writing, and laftly by that of the 
twenty-fecondof 7«w, of the prefent Year, that 
he was not pleafed the Succcffion of the Crown 
flioQld devolve to him by his Father's Death, 
in fuch a Manner as his Father would have left 
it him, according to the Order of Equity, and 
the Ways and Means which God has prclcrib- 
ed i but that he deGred it, and had a Defign to 
obtain tr, even during the Life-time of hi^ 
Lord and Father, contrary to the Will of his 
Czarian Majefty, and in direct Oppofttion to 
his Inclination ; and not only by Infurrection 
and Rebellion, which he expei5ted, but alfo by 
the Afliftance of the Emperor, with a foreign 
Force, which he had flatter'd himfelf to have 
at his own Difpofal, even at the certain Hazard 
of the Kingdom's Ruin, and the Alienation of 
every Thing from the State, that would have 
been demanded of him for that AlTiftance. 

From liencc therefore it appears, that the 
Czarewitz, by concealing all his pernicious 
Defigns, and abundance of Perfons, who held 
Intelligence with him, (as he has done till his 
lafl Examination, and he was fully convifted 
of hb ill pradiccs) had determined to referve 
to himfelf an Opportunity hereafter, when a 
favourable Occafion fhoulii prefent ilfeJf, of rc- 
H 3 fuming 
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\^^%. fuming hb Detigns, and putting in Execution 
.y's/'N^ his horrible Entcrprize, agatnft hu Father and 
Lord, and the whole Empire, 

He has hereby rendered himfelf unworthy of 
the Clemency and Pardon, which were pro- 
miCed himi by his Lord and Father } as be has 
alfo owned himfelf, as well before his Czariaa 
Majefty, as in Prefence of all the States, Ec- 
clenaftical and Civil, and publickly before the 
whole Affcmbly •, and he has alfo declared, 
both by Word and Writing, before the Judges 
appointed by his Ccarian Majefty, whole 
Names are under-written, that all that has 
been faid above was true, and manifefi by the 
EfFeds of it which have appeared. 

Since therefore the aforefaid Laws, Divine 
and Ecclcfiaftical, Civil and Military, and par- 
ticularly the two laft, condemn to Death, with- 
out Mercy, not only thofe whofe Attempts 
> againft their Lord and Father have been de- 
clared by Evidence, or proved by Wridng, 
but even thofe who have confpired only in 
Thought to rebel, or have had a bare Inten- 
tion againft the Life of the Sovereign, to 
ufurp his Empire: What may we think of a 
Deflgn of Rebellion, which has hardly had a 
Parallel in the World, and is joined to an hor- 
rid double Parricide againft his Sovereign, 
Brft, as the Father of his Country, and next 
as his own Father by Nature ? A Father in 
himfdf moft merciful, who has brought up the 
Czarewitz from his Cradle with a more than 
paternal Care, with a Tendernefs and an Affec- 
tion which have fhewn themfelves upon all Oc- 
cafions } who has endeavoured to form him for 
die Government, and inftrui^ him in the Mi- 
litary 
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litary Art with incredible Pains, and indefeti- 
gable Application, that he might render him ^ 
capable and worthy of the Succeflion to fo 
great an Empire. By how much ftronger Rea- 
fbn docs fuch a Deflgn deferve the being put co 
Death? 

It is with an Heart fiill of Affliction, and 
Eyes ftreaming down with Tears, that we, as 
Subjects and Servants, pronounce this Sentence ; 
confidering that it does not belong to us, as 
iuch, to enter into a Judgment of fo great an 
Importance, and particularly to pronounce a 
Sentence againll the Son of the molt mighty and 
merciiiil Czar, our Lord. However, it being 
his Will that we fhould enter into Judgment, 
we declare by thcfe Prefcnts our real Opinion, 
and pronounce this Condemnation, with a Con- 
icience as pure and chriAian, as we think we 
can anfwer it at the terrible, jufl, and impartial 
Judgment of the Great God. 

To conclude. We fubmit this Sentence wc 
now give, and the Condemnation we at pre- 
fent make, to the Sovereign Power, and Will, 
and merciful Review of his Oarian Majefty, 
our moft merciful Monarch.

The Affcmbly of the Clergy, and the Court 
of Secular Judges, having thus declared their 
Opinion in Writing, and pronounced a formal 
Sentence, condemning the Czarcwitz to Death, 
a new Scfljon was held on the fixth of July in 
the Morning, and the Czarcwitz brought o\x% 
of the Fortrefs into Court, under Guard, 
where he was obliged to repeat the ConfelTicip 
of his Crimes, and to hear the Sentence of 
Death figned by the Secular Judges rcsi/i to 
him ; arter which he was wnc ba^k into 
Cuftody. 

The next Day, bcin|[ 'Tburfday the 7th of 
JuJyt early in the Morning, News was brought 
to the Czar, that the violent Paflions of 
his Mind, and the Terrors of Death, had 
thrown the Czarewitz into an Apople£tick 
Fit. About Noon another Mcflcnger brought 
Advice, that the Prince was in great Dan- 
ger of his Life ; Whereupon the Czar fent for 
the principal Perfons of his Court, and caufcd 
them to ftay, till he was informed by a third 
Meflengcr, that the Prince, being paft Hopes, 
could not out-live the Evening, and that he 
longed to fee his Father. Then the Czar, at- 
tended by the forefaid Company, went to fee 
his dying Son, who, at the Sight of his Fa- 
ther, bum into Tears, and, with his Hands 
folded. 
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folded, fpoke to him to this EfFcft : That he 
had grievoully ^nd heinouQy offended the Ma- 
jeftjr of God Almighty, and of the Czar j 
that he hoped not to recover of this Indifpo- 
fition, and even if he fliould, yet he was un- 
worthy of Life ; therefOTC he b«gcd hi* Ma- 
jefty, for God's Sake, only to take from him 
the Curie he laid upon him at Mofcow ; to for- 
give him all his heavy Crimes ; K> impart to 
him his paternal BleOings ; and to caufe Prayers 
to be put up for his Soul. During thefe moving 
Words, the Czar and the whole Company al- 
moft melted away in Tears : His Majefty re- 
turned a pathctick Anfwer, and r^H-efented to 
him in a few Words all the Offences he had 
committed againft him, and then gave him his 
Forgiveneis and Bleflings ; after which they 
parted with abundance of Tears and lamenta- 
tions on both Sides. 

Ac fire in the Evening came a fourth Mef- 
fenger, being M. Oczakoff^ Major of the 
Guards, to acquaint the Czar, that the Czare- 
witz was extremely defirous" once more to fee 
■ his Father : The Czar at firft was unwilling to 
comply with his Son's Requeft ; but was at laft 
perfuaded by the Company, who reprefented 
to his Majefty, how hard it would be to deny 
that Comfort to a Son, who, being on the 
Point of Death, might probably be tortured 
by the Stings of a guilty Confcience s but 
when his Majcfty had juft ftepped into his Sloop 
to go over to the Fortrefs, a fifth Mcflenger 
brought an Account, that the Prince was already TheCrare- 
expired. wiu ^e». 

The very next Day, his Czarilh Majefty 
caufcd the following circular Letter to be fent 
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to his Miniftcn ;U)rotd, urich fome Account of 
I the Czarewkz's Deadi, in order to prerent the 
falfe Reports whidi mighc be fpread about thii 
tragical Event. 

E have let you know, b]r our Rcfcript 
of the 26th of the laft Month, the 
crimiul Steps which our Son Mtxis has taken 
with r^ard to us, namely, his fediciom De- 
tmni, and the intended Revolt ^atnft us his 
lather and Matter \ and that we had fubmitted. 
all that to theConfidention of the Clergy, and 
to the Judgment of our Council, ihc Senate, 
and the States Military and Civil : Who having, 
according to our Will, maturely examined and 
wei^ied this Afiair, they havrf difcovcted 
more and other Circumftances and Letters, by 
which it clearly appears, that he had entertain- 
ed Defigns of Revolting againft ns, and to 
m^ke himfelf Matter ttf our Throne during 
our Life, which is what he has publickly con- 
fetifed before us, afcer he had been convifted : 
So that our faitbfid Eccfcfiaftical Srfjjcfts, 
to the Number of feven Archbifliops, and 
f(air Archimandrites, or Abbots, wiii many 
other Ecclefiafticks of Diftinflion, have pre- 
fented to us their Thoughts, whereby tney 
have acknowledged, that according to the Di- 
vine Law, and the Canons of the Church, he is 
guilty of Death. And the faid Secular Judges, 
eflablifhcd by us, to the Number of one hun- 
dred and twenty-fix Perfons, after having fin- 
ccrely examined and weighed the Enormity of 
the Crimes of our faid Son, pronounced Sen- 
tence by Mouth and by Writing, that accord- 
ing to all Laws Divine and Human our faid 
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Son bad incuntd the Penalty of Death, fub- 171S. 
mittiBg for the lelt the Dccifion to our ar- t.<^*vsj 
bitrary Power, and to our Clemency : Which 
&id Sentence was notified to himjbycour Order. 
And wbiie we were debatmg in our Mind 
betweeo die) natural Motions of paternal 
Clemency An one Side, and the Regard we 
(xight to pay to the PreTervation and the future' 
Security of our Kingdoms on the other, and 
io pomkrating ftill upon what Refc^ution to 
take ID an AfHiir of fo great Difficulty and 
Importance, it pleated the Almighty God, by 
his particular Will, and by his juft Judgment^ 
and by his Mercy, 'to deliver tis out of that 
Hmbarraisment, and to lave our Family and 
Kingdom from the Shame and from the Dan- 
gers, by abridging Yefterday the Life of our 
&id SonjUexis, al& an Illnefs which he fell in- 
to as loon as he had heard the Sentence of Death 
pronounced againft him. That Ulnefs ap- 
peared at firft like an Apoplexy ; but he after- 
wards recovered his Senfes, and received the 
Holy Sacraments as a Chriftian -, and having 
defifcd to fee us, we went to him immediately, 
with all our Couufeltors and Senators ; and 
then he acknowledged and fincerely confefTed 
all his faid Faults and Crimes committed againft 
us, with Tean, and with all the Marks of a 
true Peninent, and begged our Pardon, which 
according to Chriftian and Paternal Duty we 
granted him : After which, on the 7th of July 
at Six in the Evening, he furrendeted his Soul 
to God. Although this be a great Affli^ioa 
to us, we neverthetefs judge ic has happened 
by the particular Providence of God, for the 
Good and Repofe of our Kingdom? ; fo that

Hit FnoenL On the ^t)\of July the Corps of thcCzarewitz, 
being laid inw a Coffin covered with black Vel- 
vet, and a Pall of rkh gold Tiffue fprcad over 
if, was carried from the Fortrefs, attended by 
the Great Chancellor, and fcveral Perfona of 
the firft Rank, to the Church of the Hoh 
^rinity^ where it was laid in State. Four Offi- 
cers of the Guards were in waiting near the ' 
Body, and gave Leave to a vaft Number of 
People, who crowded in, to kils the Hands 
of the Dcceafed. On the lOth of July the 
Corps continued to 'lie In State, and the Pre- 
parations for the Funeral being finifhed, it was 
on the nth in the Evening carried from the 
Church of the Holy "Trinity back to the Fortrefs, 
where it was depofitcd in the new burying 
Vault of the Czarilh Family, and put nextxo 
the Coffin of the Prince's late Confort. The 
Ciar, the Czarina, and the Chicfe of the No- 
bility of the Court, followed in Proceflion. 
The Czar, as well as the reft of the Mpurners, 
carried each a fmall Wax Taper lighted in 
their Hands \ but they wore no Mourning- 
Cloaks, and th& Ladies were only drefled in 
bbck Silks. Thofe who aflifted at the Fune- - 
ral, relate chat the Czar was bathed in Tears 
during the Procelfion and theServiceatChurch, 
where the Prieft had chofe for the Text of his 
Funeral Sermon the Words of David : O my 
Son Abfalom, my Son, my Son Abfahm. 

Various Reports were fpread concerning the 

Death of the Czarewitz, very many not be" 

lieving that he died a natural Death. Some n* 

ported. 
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ported, that be was obliged to take a poifoned 
Draught in his Prifon, and others went fo far t 
as to char^ his Czarifh Majefty with the 
Cruelty of whipping him to Death with his 
own Hands ; twt fure the great Caution with 
which he proceeded againft him, and the ma- 
ny Inftances he gave of his paternal AfFe£tion 
towards him, and his Willir^nefs to excule 
and reclaim him, are fufficient to Ihew the Im- 
probability of his treating him with fuch In- 
humanity, notwithftanding he had confpircd 
againft his Lift > and, what was dearer to him, 
his Country ; that Country, for the Sake of 
which he had often hazarded his Life, and for 
the Improvement of which he had taken more 
Pains, and undertaken more wonderful De- 
figns, than were hardly ever conceived by any 
Prince in the World before him. 

The Cz3lX thought it not improper to endea- 
vour to filcnce any injurious Reports concern- 
ing this Event, and accordingly, complained 
at the Court of Vienna of the Imperial Refi- 
dent at Pelershirgb, for having wrote falfe 
Advices relating to the Differences in his Fa- 
mily, and the pretended Revolt of his Troops 
in Meckltnhourgf and defired the Emperor, 
that the Refident might be recalled : He made 
Inftance, at the lame Time, by his Minifter 
at Vienna, that the Letter wrote by the late 
Czarewitz to his Imperial Majefty, wherein he 
complains of his Father, and calls him Ty- 
rant, might be communicated ', but this was 
declined by the Imperial Court. 

His Czarifli Majefty likewife, having re- 
ceived Information that the Sieur de Bie, the 
Refldeot of the States General at hii Court,

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had given wrong Advices of the AfFaira of 
' Mufcovy, he caured that Minifter to be exa- 
mined, and his Papers feized. The Proceed- 
ings in which Aflair are fully fee forth in the 
following Memorial, prefented on this Occa- 
sion to the States. 

XH E Ambaflador Extraordinary and Ple- 
nipotentiary of his Czarifli Majefty, has 
s to let your High Mightincfles know thac 
hisCzarifliMajcftyhasbeenalongTimeinform- 
ed from good Hands, that your Refident, the 
Sieur de Bie, during all the Time he has been at 
the Court of his Majefty, has always fent, not 
only to his Mailers, but more efpecially to his 
Friends, and particular Correfpondents, News 
of the flendereft Foundation, and made up of 
Reports extremely prejudicial to the Reputation 
and Intereft of his Majefty : It would be in ibme 
Manner tolerable, if the Reports he feni, and the 
prejudicial News he wrote, had been true ; but 
they were either entirely falfe, or capable, by a 
falfe Application, to turn to the Prejudice of the 
Affairs of his Majefty, and to the Encourage- 
ment of his Enemies; as alfo tending to the 
Diminution of that good Harmony that has 
hitherto fubfifted between the Czar and their 
High Mightineffes. 

Among other Things, he often makes men- 
tion in his Letters, of the great Difpofition the 
Subjects of his Czirifh Majefty are in to revolt 
ngainft him ; a Sort of News which is too im- 
ponant not to be fearched into the Bottom. 

Some Copies of his Letters, and lately fome 

of his Original Letters, have fallen into the 

Hands of his Majefty, filled with thefe Sorrs 

- of 
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ofFaUhoods, which are of the greateft Im- 
portance. 

The Circumftances which healledges, would 
make it believed, that Things are upon the Point 
of a general Revplt againft his Czarifh Majefty. 

The faid Refident reprefents as if he was in 
Fear of perilhing there, and that out of that 
Fear he defires to be recalled. 

In other Letters, he makes mention of having 
received fuch Advice from fome of his Friends. 
This is an Afiair of the greateft Confequence. 

His Majefty ought neceflarily to judge, that 
the Refident has Advice of fomc Machinations 
of a Revolt, or at leaft a Communication 
thereupon with fome or other i and for Fear 
that when the Afiair comes to be difcovered, he 
Jhall be queftioned upon it, he has defu-ed his 
Recal ; which is what may be inferred from 
his Letters. 

His Czarifh Majefty therefore cfleeming that 
the faid Refident, by his fufpicious ConduA, 
and by the Communications which he has had, 
according to all Appearance, with his Majef- 
ty*s feditious SubjeAs, is deprived of Privileges 
due to his publick Character, and that he has 
himfelf deprived himfelf thereof ; confidering 
farther, that in Cafe ofa Rebellion, all Delays 
are dangerous, his Majefty has found himfelf 
obliged to take Meafutes, and to order his Mt^ 
nifters to call to them the faid Refident, and to 
declare to him by Word of Mouth all that is 
abovefaid, to let him know all his evil and fuf- 
jJicious Conduft, and to demand of him what 
Ground he had for the Circumftances that are 
found in his Letters. 

In the mean time a Search was caufed to be 
I 2 made 
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made by a Secretary of the Chaf eery into the 
» Papers of the RefidcDt in his Houfe, for the 
better Difcovery of this dangerous Affair. And 
when the Minifters of his Czarifh Majcfty had 
clearly proved to the Refidenl, all his evil 
Praftices, he could not deny them. 

He confeffcd that he had written foch Let- 
ters, faying, that he had relied upon the Inti- 
mations and Advices of fome Pcrfons ; fomc 
whereof he named, but it appeared he conceal- 
ed the Principal. 

But in the mean ijme, he had engaged his 
Word of Honour^ and his Confciencc, that he 
woiild tell the Truth upon all the Points in 
Queftion, which his Majdly ihould propofe to 
him ; fo that although he has merited to be 
kept in Cuflody, till fuch Time as he had accom- 
plilhed his Promife, he was neverthele& immedi- 
ately fet at Liberty, to r^rn to his Houfe,where 
even he may live without any Guard fet upon 
him. And on the contrary. Liberty is given 
to him and allhis Family, and every Body that 
have OccaTion to come to him, to go out and 
in at their Plcafure. 

The Minifters of his Majefty fent the next 
Day, a Secretary of the Chancery to the faid 
Rehdent, according to what had been agreed 
with him, upon Queftions drawn up in Arti- 
cles, and extracted from Letters he had 
written, and from what he had declared by 
word of Mouth. 

The Copy of the Anfwers which he made 
upon thofe Demands by Articles, has been fent 
to the above-mentioned Ambaflador. 

The Refidcnt has acTcnowledged all, except 

his Communications, whereof he would declare 

nothing. 
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nothing, alledging only, that he wrote his Re- 
ports without any evil Intention. 

His Czariih Majefty thinks he has had im- 
jjortant Rcafons to proceed a^inft him more 
rigorouQy, and to detain him in Confinement, 
in Example of what happened laft Year in. 
Er&hnd ; where, upon the like Sufpicion of 
a Revolt, Count Gylltmhourg, Envoy Extra- 
iordinary of the King of Sweden, was arrcftcd, 
put under Guard, ana had all his Papers feized : 
And the Example of their High Mi^htlnefles, 
who arrefted me Plenipotentiary Minilter of 
the King of Sweden^ Baron GortZt with the 
Secretary of the Embafly, Gyllemhourg, who 
-were fcized with all their Papers, and held a 
long Time in Cuftody under a ftrong Guard. 

But through the Delire his Majefty has to 
maintain a good Friendship with their High 
MighttnefTes, he has ordered their Refident to 
be treated with Moderation. And he. having 
engaged his Word of Honour to difcover the 
Perfons, from whom he has received his Ad- 
vices* bis Majefty has left htm upon that Con- 
dition at Libetty, and has ordered to de- 
mand of him once more the Names of thole 
Perfons, the Refiilal whereof has given his 
Majefty juft Occafion of Sufpicion ; and if he 
perftfts in his Rcfufal, his Majefty will be 
. obliged, contrary to his Defire, to put him un- 
der Arreft, till fuch Time as the Anfwer of 
their High Mightinefles (hall arrive ; for there 
Is too much Danger in letting AfBtirs of that 
Nature fall, without fearching into the Bottom 
of them. 

His Majefty orders, for the reft, to afliire 

their High Mightinejfo of the unalterable 

1 3 Fricnd- 
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1718. Fricndlhip that he will conftanily maintain with 
,v— v-N_» this State as forrticrly» and that what has paf- 
fedfhallbc no prejudice to them, the Refiaent 
having drawn upon himfelf thcfc Affairs by 
his ill Conduft, which ought to deftroy the 
Privileges attach'd to his Charafter. 

At the fame Time, the faid Ambaflador is 
ordered to demand of their High Mightinefles, 
not only the Rccal of the faid Rcfident from 
the Court of his Czarifh Majefty, but alfo Sa- 
tisfadion for his Conduft, which has been 
entirely culpable, and to fend, if they think 
fit, another Perfon of Honour and Confidence 
in his Place, which his Majefty will take kind- 
ly, not being able to admit the laid RefidcnC 
any longer to his Courr.

As for the 
rcft» 1 declare in the Sincerity of my Heart, 
before God, his Czarilh Majefty, and all the 
World, that I never had any dangerous of 
difafPc3:ed Correfpondence in the Empire of 
Rjiffia i and that I never, from firft to laft, 
enteruined any with the Ruffian Subjeds about 
the Affairs of the State; and that I always 
prayed to God for the dcfirable Health and 
Prcfervation of his Czarifli Majefly, and that 
my Fears ought to be afcribed to my Pufilla- 
nimity and falfe Reports. At the fame Time 
I am obliged to confefs, that at Mofiow I'found 
the Dutch under very great Apprchenfions, 
wliich incrcafed my Fears. 

To ibis MtMORiAL (be States-General made l&e. 
following Anfwer : 

JugttJI i_5, 1718,, 

THAT their High Mightineffes had no 
other Intention^ than to maintain, fm- 
cercly, the good Friendlhip and Underftand- 
ing wherein they had the Honour to live with 
his Czarifh Majefly, for the mutual Benefit of

That their High 
MighttnelTes do readiljr own, that a Minilter 
may take fo unwarrantable a Liberty in con- 
cerning himfelf in the Affairs of the Prince to 
whom he is fent, and this to the Prejudice ot 
the faid Prince, or his Kingdom and Subjefts, 
that fuch Minifter may thereby forfeit the Pro- 
tection which the I^aw of Nations affords to a 
publick Minifter, when he is acknowledged 
and admitted as fuch ; but tho* their High 
Mightinefles do allow that Maxim, it is never- 
theleJs inconteftible, that fuch a publick Mini- 
fter is refponfible for his Actions only to his 
Lord and Matter, or Lords and Matters who 
fent him, and who alone are his Judges; nor 
is he bound to account for his AAions and 
his Conduft to any other whomfoever. As for 
what is alledged m Relation to Count Gyllem- 
hurg, it is agreeable to what is above faid, 
fince he hath been delivered up, with all his 
Papers, to his Swedifl) Majefty. That the Ex- 
ample of Baron Gortz hath no Relation to the

contrary to theit Intentions, which might be 

Erejudicial to his Majcfty or.hislnterefts; that 
: feeras rather to have entertained wrong 
Notions of fome late Pallagcs, and their Cod- 
iequences, and to have been guilty of Impru- 
dence in writing his Sentiments, than what 
Prince Kurakin charges upon him in the Me- 
morial- communicated to their High Mighti- 
fieffcs, as if he had holden fome dangerous Cor- 
refpondence, or carried on Intrigues to the 
Prejudice of his Majefty. That as their High 
MightinefTes cannot condemn him without a 
Hearing, fo neither will they pretend to ac- 
quit him i but wilt fufpend their Judg- 
ment, till they are better informed of what 
may be laid to his Chai^ -, it being their In- 
tention to caufe a ftrift Examination to be 
made into his CoaduA, and all that may be 
chained upon him, and afterwards to proceed 
againll him, without any Favour or Conni- 
vance, according to Juftice t and thereby to 
give Proofe of the Efteem they have for his 
CzarifhMajefty and hisFriendlhip.

of his great Friendfhtp for their High Mighti- 
nefies, and of his Inclination to cultivate it 
with the State ; and as their H^hMightinefles 
are always ready to aofwer it .on their Parr, 
they have for &aXe Reafons confentcd to recal 
the faid Refident Van Bie, as demanded by 
Prince Kurakin, purfuant to his C^ariih Maje- 
fty*s OnJersj and they will for that End dif- 
patch new Inftru£ttons to the faid Refident to 
osme hither, and deliver thofe Inftruftioiis in- 
to the Hands of Prince Kurakin. That their 
High M'ghtincffcs leave it to his Czarilh Ma- 
jefty to mffer tlie faid Refident to depart or 
not i but their High MighcinelTes hope and ex- 
peft, from the Goodne^ and Equity of his 
Czarilh Majefty, that he will grant to the faid 
Rcfident, his Family Goods, and Ba^age, with 
the neceffary Paflports ro return hither in Safe- 
ty ( that he will caufe his Paper; to be reftored 
to him, or fend them fealed up to their High 
Mightineflb, with what his Czarifh Majefty 
fhall think proper to add to his Charge ; to 
the End that their High Mightincfles may ex- 
amine into their Rcfident*s Conduft, and, if 
they find him guilty, give his Czarilh Majefty 
fuitabic Satisfaftion j and that they may after- 
wards deliberate about fending another Minifter 
to his Czarilh Majefty, to maintain the good 
Friendlhip, for which their High Mightincfles 
Ihall be always ready.

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17 18. Thefe Proceedings of the Czar to ftiile chr 

O'v^^hJ Rumours of the Publick, and his going fo ftr 
as to infringe the Law of Nations on chat Ac- 
count, was not quite agreeable to chat Great, 
jiefs of Mind which he had for che moft Part 
Ihewn on other OccaTions ; but we arc to con- 
fider how tender an Affair this was, and how 
much more it concerned him to juftify his Con- 
duct with regard to a Son and Heir to his 
Crown ctian an/ other Subject. It will not be 
abfolutely neceflary to enter into a particular 
Detail of all the Proceedings againft every Ac- 
complice in this Confpiracy ; but the Difco* 
very being made by Steps from one to chc 
other, at length appeared a large and frightfiil 
Lift of thofe who had engag^ in che horrid 
Defign of deftroying the great Petery and in an 
Inflant overthrowing the glorious Labours rf 
his whole Reign. Perfons were embarked in 
it of all Degrees, of every Age and Sex i and 
chc Czar gave them all up to the Severity of 
the Law ; fome were rack'd, fome beheaded, 
others hanged* and many were impaled alive. 
Thofe who were not condemned to Death, re- 
ceived the Knout, and the Batoags \ and not a 
few were banilhed into Siberia for che mifer- 
able Remainder of their Days. The Prince 
and General Dolgoruki having been deprived of 
the Order of the Elephant, it was remitted back 
to the Court of De/imark, and he himfelf fcnt 
into Exile to Cafan -, but iaefore he departed, he 
obtained an Audience from the Czarina to rake 
his Leave of her, and endeavoured, in a very mo- 
ving Speech, to juftify himfelf from the Crimes 
laid to his Charge ; and at the fame Time told 
her, he had nothing left in the World but the 
Clothes 
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IClothcs upon his Back. Her Majcfiy gave him i^ig. 
a favourable Hearing, and afterwards fcnt him t.y-v'sj 
a Prefent of two hundred Ducats. He left 
Petersburgb in a fliabby black Coat, with a 
long Beard, and every Way in a mean Condi- 
tion, to end his Days on (he Eftate of the 
rich 5/r<jfi»e/ near Ci5/a», from which Province, 
about the fame Time, returned Count Rencbild, 
the Swedijh General, after having been nine 
Years a Prifoncr of War, being taken at the 
femous Battle of Pultowa. ■ He was conduftcd 
to Abo in Fmiand, there to be exchanged for 
the two Ruffian Generals, GoUowin and Truhets- 
koyy taken Prifoners io the Battle of Narva^ ia 
the Year 1702. 

As to the divorced Czarina, Mother of the 
unhappy Czarcwitz, and the Princels A&ry 
jilexownaj^ his Majcfty's half Sifter, they were 
both dofely confined ; the firft in the Caftle 
of Sleutelbourg, formerly Ifotebourg, where no 
one was permitted to fpeak to her, and even 
her Food was conveyed to her thro' a Hole in the ' 
Wall. And the other was ftiut up in a Mona- 
ilcry on the Banks of the Lake Ladoga.

^ H E Grand Injuifition being fintfliod, 
1 which related to the Diforders within 
I his own Dominions, his Czarifli Ma- 
> jcfty had now Leifure to purfue what 
Was proper to be done with regard to his foreign 
Al&irs, and to attend to the Conferences which 
his Minifters and thofc of Sweden had b^;un at 
./^^ but which, as was faid before, had been 
transferred to the lOind of Aland, where the 
King oi Sweden had ordered commodious Apart- 
ments to be built for the Plenipotentiariea. 
Baron Gertz, ieaving Count Gyllemtourg here, 
went to the King of Sweden to know his laft 
Intentions, and returned to Aiandy in the Month 
of Auguji. 

His C2arifh Majefty was then with hu Fleet 
at Hangoe, from whence he went to A^^ to 
be nearer to the Negotiations, and to in- 
fluence them the more.

pared at jSand, for which Purpoft he departed 
at the End of September. The Conferences t 
■were in the mean Time continued with Count 
Gfllemhourg, for Form fake ; and the Czar re- 
lied fo much upon the &ir Promifes which Ba- 
ron Gortz had made him, that he had confcnt- 
cd to exchange General Rencbild^ as before 
mentioned, and fent him back to Sweden. 

The mam Point which the Czar had in View, 
was to keep by i Peace, not only Ingria^ and 
Part of Carelia, but alfo Revel, with EJlboniay 
and RigOf with Livonia. He dcfigned to reftore 
to Sweden only Finlaitd and Caretia, that Part 
excqfficd which was to be difinembered from 
the latter Frorince. 

Baron Goriz, it feems, flattered the Czar 
with thofc Hopes, and expeded to pcrfwade 
the King of Sweden to confent to thofe Ceifions 
in Conlidcrattoe of the Succours by Sea ana 
I..aod which his Czahlh Majefty was to fumilh 
to that King, as well for re-eftabliftiing Slani- 
Jlaus on the Throne of Poland, as for retaking 
from the King^ of Greai-Brita» and Denmark 
what they had taken from the Crown of Swe- 
den. As to thf King of Pruffia, he was to be 
included in the Treaty ; but the Czar, the bet- 
ter to make his own Terms, engaged to pre- 
vail upon his Pra^a*MajcQ:y to reftore Stetint 
with its Diib'idt, for an£^Talenttobe^iven 
him fomewhere elfe. It wlB be rafier to judge 
of ail thefe Views, by reading the Plans con- 
certed between Baron Gortz and M. OJlerman, 
which are here mferted Word for Word, as 
they were found among the Papers of the faid 
Baron, alter his tra^cal Death.

I. rip H E Czar promifcs and takes upon 
\_ himfclf to fee the Treaty of -47/-i;a«- 
fladt ejcecuted according to its literal Senfc, 
lb that the Rcpublick of Poland fhall make 
no farther Difficulty toacknowledge for the fu- 
ture Stanijlaui for their lawful King, and to 
receive him in that Quality. 

To this End, the Czar Hiall fend next Spring 
into Poland, an Army of eighty thouland Men 
at lead. His Swedijh Majdly, to fecond this 
Projeft, Ihall go over to Germany at the lame 
Time with a numerous Army, which Hiall aft 
in Concert with that of the Czar in the fame 
View i and in Cafe any Power ihould concern 
icfelf with the Adairs of Poland^ and endeavour 
to hinderihe re-cftablifhing of the Peace of Alt- 
Ranjladt, their Swedifh and Czari/h Majefties 
engage not to lay down their Arms before King 
Slanijlau! bC aftually replaced on the Throne of 
Poland: They engage to maintain him upon 
it with all their Forces, and to preferve the 
Rcpublick of Poland in the quiet and entire 
Liberty of chufing their King. 

II. His Czarifh Majelly offers hb Media- 
tion between his Sivedi^ Majefly and the King 
of Pruffiay for re-eftablifliing good Intelligence 
between thofe two Princes ; in Confequence 
whereof, his iaid Czarilh Majefty will employ 
all Means for accommodating, in a friendly

And this Alliance with PraJJia Aall be con- 
cluded to the mutual Satis&t^ion of the Parties, 
fwo Months after the Exchange of the Ratifi- 
cations of the Treaty between Sweden and 

III. The Czar not only thinks itjuft, that 
for the confiderable Countries and Provinces 
which the King ot Sweden yields up to bim, 
he fhould have convenient Satisfadion, and an 
Equivalent elfewhere ; but he even obliges 
himfelf to procure them to him t and in cafe 
the King of Sweden thinks an Equivalent cm 
the Side of Norway convenient ior him, the 
Czar will undertake by Force of Arms the 
Execution of this Projcft. 

If the King of Sweden will pafs over into 
Germany ■<nvi\i aBody ofFony TnoufaodMen, 
the Czar (hall join to it Twenty or Twenty-five 
thouland Men of the Army which he (hall have 
in Poland ; he Ihal) maintain them at his own 
Expence, and they fhall adt under the King of^ 
K 3 SwedeH'i 
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Swedetfi Orders, for executii^ the Flan which 
^ he ihall have formed. If any other Powers 
fhould pretend to oppofe it, the Czar engages 
to a£t againft them with all hts Forces ; fti- 
pulating however, that the Equivalent which 
the King of Sweden Ihall take from Deiimari, 
ihall not confift of any Country on this Side €^ 
the Baliiek. 

The Operations at Sea Ihall be made in 
Concert between the two contrafting Powers, 
and the Czar promifes to join all liis Naval 
Forces with thofe of Sweden. 

IV. The Czar promifes and engages to && 
with all his Troops to compel me King of 
England, as Elector, not only to reftorc Bre- 
men and Vebrden to the King of SwedeH^ but

N. B. Baron Gortz has not named thofe 
Ceflions in the Projeft, referring them to die

but ic is evident, by the Line above-mention'd, 
that they were to confift of Part of Carelia^ 
all Efioniay Lhionid^ and Ingr'ta, 

Baron Gortz* s Plan of Execution. 

WHereasit is ftipulated in the Treaty with 
the Czar, that the Peace with PruJJia 
fhall be concluded in fome Manner or other % 
Pruffta mull necefTarily be engaged in this Plan. 

I. Immediately after the Corxlufion of the 
Peace, theKing oi Sweden, the Czar, and theKing 
of Prujfia, (hall endeavour to bring together as 
much Shipping as is neceOary for tranfporting 
forty Thoufand Men, and thofe Ships ftiall be 
in Sweden before the Winter, that they may be 
put in a Condition to ferve for tranfporting 
thofe Forces as foon as the Sea Ihall be open. 

II. In the mean Time, the Czar (hall keep 
in Rcadinefs the Men of War ftipulated by the 
Auxiliary Treaty, to the End Chey may be able 
to join tlic Swedijh Fleet as foon as the Sea fliall 
be open. 

IK. Likewife the Czar (hall take care, that 
the Body of Auxiliary Forces, from twenty 
to twenty-five thoufand Men, defigned for 
Meciienbour^^^ be aftually there before the Ar- 
rival of the Tranfports from Sweden.

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IV. When all thefc Forces Ihall have join'd 
on the other Side, the Body of Ruffians Ihall V

fome Troops from the neighbouring Princes.

Thefe Pieces plainly Ihew, that a Dclign was 
formed for conquering Norway. The Czar, 
according to thefe Plans, was obliged to aflift 
his Swe£Jb Majcfty by Force of Arms in chat 
Expedition ; and the two contraAing Parties 
promifed to unite all their Forces againft Great- 
Britain^ if it fliould intermeddle ; which leem- 
ed to have a View to the Intercft ofthe Pretender, 
andaDefignof attempting an Invafitm in Scot- 
landiTi]m Favour, afterthcConqucftofMro;(y, 
which hehad been fo often put in Hopes of. 

The fore-mentioned Plans feem to be 
framed by the Ahtfiovite Court ; for it is cer- 
tain that the King of Sweden was refolved to 
infift on the Refticution of Livonia and EjSh(h 
nia, and was very far from being witling to 
yield up to the Czxr the imporunt Place of 
Revel. But the Ofar, who had a Mind to 
keep all his Conquefts> except Finland, caufed 
the faid Plans to be drawn up to his own 
Liking by M. C^erman., and then gave them 
in Trml to Baron GortZy in Hopes that the 
Confideration of the powerful Afliftance by 
Sea and Land, which he offered to the King 
oiSwedeny for procuring him the Reftitucion 
of what the other Northern Allies with-held 
from him, and for reftoring Stamjkus, would 
be enough to prevail with him to confent Co the 
extraordinary Ccflions he demanded of him. Ic 
was known that Baron Gortz^ when he left jiland 
to go to the King of Sweden, gave the Ruffian 
PlcnipoKntiaries to underfUndj that he was 
noc 
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not wichout Hopes of perfWading his Swedijb 
Mijcfty to accept the Flans, vhidi he was car- 
fying to him from the Czar. 

During the Time that ihefc Projeils were m 
~Agitation> the Czar's Refident at London con- 
anucd to propofe Plans of Operations againft 
Swedetit and to profcfs his CzariQi Majefty'a 
Defire of living with the King of Great- 
Britain in the moft ftrift Friendlhip ; which 
Proteftations were the Caufe of fending the 
Refident Jefferyes to Petersburg. 

He fet out from London in Offeher : Admi-* 
ral Nbrritf who was ftill in the Balttck with 
his Squadron, had Orders to go with Mr. Jef- 
feryes to die Czar's Court •, but when the Re- 
fident arrived at Copenhagen^ on the nth of 
Novemiert he found that Admiral Norris had 
failed with his Fleet fome Days before to re- 
turn to Et^landt which obliged him to continue 
his Journey alone to Peterspurrb, where he did 
notarrive tjcfore theijth of7<i»«iin», 1719. 

His Inftrudtions were the moft moderate 
' that could be. He had Orders to make the 
' moft obliging Remrn to the Advances made ^^ 
by the Refident ^^^&wj*(, and todedarcthat,*/ 
as to the Plans of Operations, they chiefly re- 
^rded the Crown of Denmark, feeing it lay 
moft expofed, and was threaten'd on the Part of 
the King of Sweden with an Invafion in Norway, 
However, the Refident was to intimate, 
that it was not eafy to concert with the C2ar 
the Operations for pufliingon the War againft 
Sweden^ at the Time when thofc two lowers 
were a^hially negotiating together at Aland, 
and when all Europe was expecting every Mo- 
ment to hear that their Peace was made. 

Doubt- 
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1718. DoubtleJs, ic mull be allowed, that his Bri- 
\./^ysj tanttick Majefty could noc explain himfelf upon 
the Plans of Operations, if it be confidered 
that he was well informed, that on the Czar's 
Part Concern were demanded of him in Wri- 
ting only to produce them to the Sxoeiijb Pleni- 
potentiaries at jUani^ and thereby to deter-, 
mine their Mailer to content to a feparate 
Peace, for which his Czarilh Majcfty ioi^;^ 
fo ardently. 

The Refident Jefferyes had Orders alfo, mo- 
deftly to complain of the good Reception the

and had lately conliderably augmented thor 
Pay, for encouraging them to^y in his Ser* 
vice : The Refident was likcwife to complain, 
that the Char's Miniiler at Farts had done his 
utmoft Endeavours to divert the Regent from

^ Time Prince Kurakin^ in his Station^ cm- 
ployed the moft prefling Inftances to hin- 
der the States General from acceding to it, 
and was labouring to form Engagements be- 
tween his Court and thatof ^^lUff. 
The Czar re- The Czar, in the mean Time, keptcxaftly 
wmtoi-rt^r/- ^ijjj jhg j^j^g ,jf Sweden, the Promife he had 
"^ ' made to Baron Gortz, nottodifturbhis Majcf- 

ty during his Expedition a^inll Norway \ and 
having undertaken nothing m his Sea-Campaign^ 
returned to Petershourgb on the ijth of Septevt' 
ber-, where he found the Czarina delivered of 
a Princefs, who was named Natalia. His 
Majefty ordering his Veflcis to Cronjloty and 
Preparations being made to lay them up and 
unman them, there was no Doubt made but

the Peace was as good as concluded between 
Jiu^a and Sweden. 

The King of Denmark, who faw the Storm 
he was threatened with, coming upon him* 
caufed the moft cameft Inftances to be made to 
the Czar for his Afllftance on fo prelling an 
Occafion, either by Ships or by Subfidies, or 
by a DiverCon in Old Sweden. Bur all was 
equally refufed, and the King of Sweden was 
fo well aHured that his Czarifh Majefty would 
fufpend all Operations, that he fent for his Ba- 
talltcm of Guards, and great Fart of the Garri- 
Ibn of Slockbolnty to the Frontiers of Norway^ 
kavingOW Sweden entirely unprovided. 

Baron Gorix, after a very Ihort Stay at 
Alandy let out again from thence, to go to the 
King hisMafter a third Time ; and it was not 
queftioned but this third Journey would give the 
finilhing Stroke to the fepara'tc Peace, when all 
Hopes of it were blafted by the Death of the The Death of 
K:m%oS Sweden, which happened in the Night ^^8 of 
between the 29th and 30th of November O. S. "^ 
at Frederick /holly a Town of Norway, fituatcd 
near the Bay of Denmark, at the Mouth of the 
River Ttfiendal^ between the Towns of Babus 
and ^fo. His Majefty had already taken the 
Fort of Guldenlew, which would have foon 
made him Mailer of the Place, altho* bravely 
defended by the Governor. He went about 
nine o'clock at Night to vifit the Trenches, 
and ftanding with his Body expofed to a Bat- 
tery of Cannon pointed direaly againft the 
Place where he ilood, a heavy Ball of half a 
Pound ftriick him on the Right Temple, and 
made a large Hole In his Head, which lay on 
the 
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the Parapet, with the Left Eye beaten in, and 
> the Right out of its Socket. 

Thus ended, in thethirty-fixth Yearof his 
Age, the rapid Courfe of that moft extraordi- 
nary PriiKe, Charles Xll. whofe Intrepidinr 
and Prefence of Mind in all Dangers, made 
him perform fuch Exploits, as the Relation of 
them will hardly gain Credit with Pofterity. 
Patience of Labour, Temperance in Living, 
Modefty in Sucoefs, and Liberality to hii 
Friends, were Virtues he poffeffed in the higheft 
Degree ; but his Rafhneis and Obftinacy were 
Failings that coft his own Country as much, or 
more, than his Enemies. If he bad been 
more prudent and lefs implacable, he mighC 
not perhaps haTC been cut off in the Flower 
of his Age, but have lived a happy, as welt 
as a glorious Monarch. 

The Death of Charles entirely changed the 
Face of Affairs in the North. Baron Goriz, 
who was not yet informed of the King's Death, 
was arredcd as he was going to fcek him at the 
Sicgt pi Fredervkjhall. He had drawn i^n 
himfelf the Hatred of all the Nation, by the 
pernicious Council he had given their King, 
and by the Haughtinels with which he bad 
treated the Nobles, to whofe Refenlment be 
foon fell a Sacrifice, being by them condemn- 
ed to the' Scaffold, where he died with great 
T*^ ^T^^ Refolution. The Sentence pronounced upon 
Got^ him,was to be beheaded by the common Hang- 

man, and to have his Cbrpfe buried under the 
Gallows. Having heard this Sentence with great 
Compofure, he laid he had prepared for Death 
fix feveral Days, but bad not expected the laft 
Part of his Sentence, which he thought too 
hard. 
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hard. He was anfwcred by no body, except a 
Cblone], Son-in- Law of the late Count Prtw, > 
oneof his Jud^, who faid to him, The Evils 
you have done to this Ksngdomy and which you 
tbrtatesed ftiR to bring upon ity fall now ttpem 
your own Head. The Baron not deigning to 
make him any RQpIy> looked upon him with 
Scorn, and fo he was curled back to his Pri- 
fonintheTown-Houfe, and went from chence 
to the Block. A little b^re his Execution 
he made his own Epitaph, in thefe Words : 

Mors Regiit Piaei in Regem, efi Mors mfo. 
Tie Kittys Death-, and my Loyalty to him, are the 
Occafions of my Death. 

Several Penons, who where in the Confidence 
of Goriz^ were likewife arrefted, and an Offi- 
cer was difpatched at the fame Time to Altttd^ 
CO feize on Secretary Starke, and all bis Pa- 
pers I by which the Mufeovites were apprifed 
of the Death of the King of Sweden , and that 
the Army had proclaimed Ulrica, his Sifter, 
Queen. This News for fome Time confoun- 
dra the C^ar, who law all his Prc^eAsof Ceflion 
and Peace overthrown, which M. Overman 
concerted with Gortz \ but his Difquietudcs 
were dillipated as foon as he rcflefted on the 
mifer^te Condition to which Sweden was re- 
duced, by the many thoufand Men Hie had-loft 
in Norvjay, and by the Divifions that muft 
arife in the very Bolbm of the State, at a Con- 
junfture when Ihe would find hcrielf without 
Fleets, without Money, without Com, and 
without Allies. But the Re-union of Men's 
Minds in Favour of the new Queen, and the 
Refolotion of the States to raife four Annies, 
and fit out a good Fkct, left hnn in no Hopes, 
bvc 
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but by making a confiderable £>erccnt into the 
f the vfiry Heart of Sweden ; uolefs that Nation, 
intimidated by the Frofpicd of a Continuance 
of that War, which had been already too long 
and too bloody, Jhould confent to receive thofe 
Laws he intended to impofe upon it ; and to 
leave a Door open for this Purpofe, his Cza- 
rifh Ma^clly fignified his Defire, that the Con- 
grels 01 jSand might go on. 
Man Execa- ^"^ ™ ^^ mean Time fcveral others Perfons 
tionttPttm- concerned in the late Czarewitz's Treafon, were 
itmrgb.oaM- putAkkly executed sxPeierrburgb. The firft 
OTwrftlw yif^ Mrabam Fedrowiiz Lopucbin^ Brother to 
Confpiiacy! ^^^ '^^ repudiated Czarina Ottokefa : The next 
was James Pufitnoi, the Czarewitz's Cbnfeffor % 
Jvan yfjjonaffieff his Matter of the Horfe and 
Confident ; followed by Duhrosku a Gentle- 
man of his Court ; I'diflm;, the Steward of his 
Houlhold, andfourmoreof hisServants. The 
iirft five had their Heads cut off, and the others 
had the Kjtout given them ; but one had alfo 
his Tongue cut out, and his Nofe cut off*. 
The Bodies of thofe who had been beheaded,' 
lay expofed for fome Days in the Market- 
place, with rfieir Heads under their Anns j and 
then they were twifted upon Wheels. 

Immediately afterthis Execution, his Czariih 

Majefty went to his Council of War, lately 

eftablilhed, and which were then fitting, being 

called together on the Occafion, to whom he 

' made the following Speech.

*' T Do DOC believe there is a Man among 

X you, who does not know by the Light 

•r Nature, and by the Knowledge he has 

acquired 
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acquired io the AfTainof the World, that the 
two firft and principal Duties of him whom < 
God has appointed to govern Kin^oms and 
whole Nations are, to protcA his Subjeds 
againft the publick Enemy, by leading in Pei^ 
ion his Armies to Battle in Time of War ; and 
to maintain Domellick Peace among his Peo- 
ple, by rendering fpeedy and impartial Juftice 
to every one, and by punifhing Offences in 
Perfons <^ the moft elevated Condition, by 
their Birth or Fortune, as duly as in the mean- 
eft Peafant. You know what I have done from 
CheB^inniflg of my Reign till now, with refpefk

^ Power God has given me, to fct afide all 
the Confideracions and all the Regards In the 
World when Juftice is to be done, and when 
the Safety of my People, and the Good of the 
State require my doing it without Delay, and with 
Rigour, You have/een me punifli the Crimes 
of a Son, who was ungrateful, an Hypocrite, 
perverfe and ill-defigning, beyond all that can 
be Imagined, and of thofe who were Accom- 
plices in his Wickednefs : And I hope I havQ 
thereby fecurcd my main Work, which is to 
render the Ruffian Empire for ever powcrfiil 
and formidable, and all my Dominions flou- .., 
Tifliing. A Work which has coft me fo much 
Toil, and my Subjects fo much Blood, and fo 
great Treafures, and which the firft Year after 
my Deceafe would have been utterly over- 
turned, and trampled under Foot, if I had not 
taken care of it in the Manner I have done. 
This great Affair being, by the Grace of God, 
concluded, it is Time! fliould turn my Atten- 
Vot. III. L "00 
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tion to the reprefTuig the Infolencc of thofe 
^ who have dared to abufe the Fever which I 
gave them to govern the Provinces of my Em- 
pire, and their Inhabitants^ in the Quality of 
, my Lieutenants ; feveral of whom, in Viola- 
tion of their Oaths, have fet their Feet on the 
Necks of my poor People, and have enriched 
themfclvcs at the Ezpcnce of their Sweat, and 
of their Blood. Now as the People have, .in 
my Opinion, too well deferved, (by all they 
have been obliged tO fiirnilh in Recruits, in 
Horfes» in Money, and in Provifions, to iup- 
port my jaft Caufe againft the Enemy with 
whom I Mve been eighteen Years at War, and 
to fupply my other preHing Occafions^ that I 
fhould intcrpofe for their Relief againft thofe 
Blood-fuckera ; I have refolved to eftablilh a 
Tribunal, of which my General of Foot, 
Adam AdamewUx WeiAe^ whom I have never 
yet found faulty in any Thing, ftiall be PreG- 
dent \ the Lieutenant-Generals Bulterliit and 
Scblippenhacbj the Major-Generals GaUtczin and 
Jagofcbinsky, and the Brigadiers Wolkoff and 
Uftaffoid, fhall be Afleflbra. This Tribunal 
Ihall examine ftridJy the Managenient and 
Behaviour of the Perfons whofc Names I fiiall 
give them, in the Adminiftration of their Of- 
fices, and ihall pronounce Sentence againft thofe 
who ftull be found Criminals. I hope the 
eflabliJhing this Tribunal will prove a Means 
to reftrain every one for the future within the 
Duties of his Employment, and to induce 
them to execute in the beft Manner, the 
Powers with which they (hall be intruft- 
ed.*»

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Prince Msnnhff being accufcd before this 
new Councillor C]&affiitfr^y«^/«, i, Ofhav- ' 
ing prtfcrrcd his own Advantage to that of his 
" Maftcr, in the Government of Ingria i a. Of 
having connived at the Commerce^ in contra- 
band Goods, catticd on by the Brothers Sohf- 
f^; and 3. Of having maintained for feme 
Time a fecrct Corrcipondence with a Minifter 
of Sweden \ thai Prince was found guilty, and, 
having fubmitted to the Sentence of the Court, 
delivered up his Sword, and went to his own 
Houfe, to be there under Confinement, till his 
Malefty's Pleafure Ihould be known. 

Prince Dotgoruki was the next that was cal- 
led ; but this old HJMS pleaded his own Caufe 
with fo much Eloquence, that the Judges 
riiought fit to make Report to the Czar before 
diey gave Sentence. 

■ The Grand Admiral, Count Apraxitiy was 
found guilty of Frauds and EmbezzJcments in 
vifhialling and paying the Fleet; and as, after 
he was feized, the Ciar took" from him the 
Order of St. Andrew^ it was believed he would 
have been capitally punilbed. 

The Senator yf/i^fftH^i, Brother of the Admi- 
ia], and formerly Dire^or-General of the Salt- 
works, Was accufed of concealing, and convert- . 
ing to his own Profit, a hundred thouTand Crowns 
ft Year of their Produce. 

Several others were likewife called to Ac- 
count, and found guilty, and when every 
Body expected that fevere Punifhments would 
be inflided on them, the Czar was prevailed

The Englijh Jacobites were fuppofed to have 
loll a gw>d Friend in this Gentleman ; but ic 
wasfaid, that his Relation, Sa Harry Stirling^ 
under Pretence of claiming the Dolor's Effc£&i 
was well received at the Court of Ruffian and 
had the Care of the Pretender's ABairs in his 
Stead.

dred more, to the new Monaftery of St. Mex- 
ander Netvsky^ fevcn Werfts from Peterjburght 
where the fiody was depofitai on the Fourth 
oS January t '/'S* 

On the 15th Day of the Ome Month, Mf. 

Jefftryesy the Britijh Rcfident, arrived at Peters' 

Dur^y and a few Days after had an Audience 

*/ of the Czar, to whom he made a Speech in the 

German Tongue, to this Eiieft : 

" That the King of Greai-Britaia had or- 
dered him to make his Majefty the moft fincere 
and friendly Compliments on his Part, and to 
acquaint him how entirely the King his Matter 
was fatisficd with the Rg)refentations, which 
M. fVeJfelowikiy his Czariih Majefty's Refident 
a:theCourtof(?rfd/-jBr;/aw, had from Time 
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to Time made in his Name. , That nothing 
could be more acceptable to the King his t 
Mafter, than the AlTurances his Czarifli Ma- 
jefty mA given him by his faid Minifter, 
that he would explain himfctf in fuch a Manner 
as Ihotild demonftrate his fincere Intentions tc( 
maintain a perfeA Friendfhip and good Under- 
ending with him. That, for that Reafon, 
his Britannick Majeftj had refolved to fend Sir 
Johf NorriSy with the Chara6ter of Envoy Ex- 
traordinaryt to his Czarifh Majefty ; but that 
he [Mr. Jeferyes] had been detained fo long. 
by contrary winds, that Sir John Nerris was 
j^ed firom the Sound fome Days before his Ar- 
rival at Copenhagen. That the King his Ma- 
fter, being infbnncd of this Difappointment, 
and being unwilling to let flip any of the Ad- 
vances made by his Czarifh Majdly, had fent 
Orders to him to continue his Journey, and 
to of>en the InftruAions defigned for Sir John 
Norris j purfuant to which Inftruftions, he was 
not only to return his Czarilh Majeily Thanks, 
for the obliging Declaration he had been pleafed 
to make by his before-mentioned Refident a^ 
the Britijh Court ; but likewife to alTure his 
Ciariih Majcfty of the pcrfeft Efteem the King 
his Mailer had for his Peribn ; and that his 
Majefty had nothing more at Heart than to 
dtablifli an entire Confidence, and to enter 
into Eng^igements of the moll fincere and laft-r 
ing Friendfhip with his Czarifh Majefty.'^ 

The Czar anfwered in the Ruffian Language, 
That he thanked his Britilb Majefty for the 
AlTurances he gave him of his Friendship » 
and that he would endeavour to cultivate it on 
bis Part, to the utmoft of his Power.

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In the Beginning of February his Czarilh 
Majefly ordered Cbunfellor Ofterman to come 
to Peteriburgb for new Inftrucftions, and the 
Conferences went on between M. Bruce and 
Qiunt GylUmhourg\ but Ofterman was not fent 
back to Aland tilfthe B^inning of jiprily when 
the Queen of Sweden was come to a Refolution 
of nami ng Baron Liiienfted to fupply the Place of 
Baron Gortz^ ac the Congre&, where he arriv- 
ed in the Month of June. 

Id the mean Time his Czarilh Majefty, hav- 
ing been at OlonitZy to drink the Waters of 
that Place, by which he found much Benefit, 
went to Ladoga^ fituatcd on the Mouth of the 
River Jf^elkofoy which he had rebuilt, and made 
a very large City from an inconfiderable Vil- 
lage i his Dcfign in which was to have a Caftle 
there, and a Magazine of Provifions, for the 
Ufe and Convenience of a prodigious Multi- 
tude of People, which he had drawn from fe- 
veral Parts of his Empire, to cut a Canal as 
A new Canal fai" as Slutelhourg^ and make a Commumcation 
of Communi- between the River IVolkofa and the Neva, and 
^Mn thl** f*'"*'^y prei'cnt the dangerous Paflige of tbc 
WBliafa and ^^^ Ladoga^ in crofling which above a hun- 
the Niva. dred Ships were loft every Year one with ano- 
ther. In this Undertaking there were employed, 
at this Time, about twelve thoufand Men, and 
a great many more afterwards j by which wo 
may fee how continually, and, in how extcnfive 
a Manner, his Thoughts were employed for 
the Improvement of his Country. 

His Czarilh Majefty, upon his Return to 
Pitenhurgb, in the Beginning oi Marcby be- 
ing informed of a Treaty concluded between 
the Emperor, the King of Crsat-Britatn, as 
Eledtor 
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Eleftor of Hanmert and the King of Poland, 
took it fo very ill of the laft of thofe Princes, - - ,

Powers, by making ufe of div%rs ^fe Reports 
and foiled Suppoutions, charging us with a 
Defign to tear from the Kingdom of Poland, 
not only the tetchy of Courlandt but other 
Prorinces alfo, and to rend the whole King- 
dom, as likewife to excite War and Commo- 
tion in the Empire ; infmuating, that the 
keeping our Forces in Poland^ fhewed we had 
fiich deep Defigns as were contrary to the Inte- 
reft of the Emperor and other Powers, with 
other Matters of the like Nature. In the fame 
Manner your Majdty's Conful at the Ottoman 
Porte, fpreads the like Reports of us there, and 
^Ximpts the Porte to a War againft us. Wc 
are likewife informed, that fuch Fropofitions 
have been made at Warfava to the 'Tartarian 
Envoy by your Majefty's Minifters, in order 
to incite the Cham of Crim, Tariary to invade 
our Dominions. 

The Advices we have received of all this 

^e ib Ib-ong, that we cannot help believing 

L 4 fiich, 
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fuch hoftUe Behaviour agaiaft us muft be occa- 
I fioncd by your Majdly's Order, tho' we never 
gave the kaft Occaiion for it, nor deferved fuch. 
Ulage at your Hand ; for the good Offices we 
have done to your Majcfty from the Time of 
your Elediion to the Crown of Poland, and 
fuice your re-afliiming it, tof which the ]ate Pa- 
cification, after the General Confederacy in Po- 
land, is a frefh and plain Inlbnce) are too well 
known not only to your Majefiy, but to all 
Europe. 

And as we are entirely ignorant of wh« has 
given Birth to fuch invidious RcBedtions againft 
us, which are a mere Impofture, contrivol by 
the faid General to impofe upc»i your Majefty t 
we protell before Almighty God, and all the 
World, that we are innocent of them, forai^ 
much as we never intended to withdraw the 
Dutchy of Courland from the former Frocedlion 
of the Republick, but rather, by Treaty with 
the King of Pruffia, engaged to maintain a 
Country fitgated between the Dominions of us 
both, under the Sovereignty of its own Prince, 
and the Protedion of the Kingdom of Po- 
landy nor permit it to become fubjedt to any 
other Power. 

As for what relates to the pretended difmem- 
bring of other Provinces from Poland^ and di- 
viding that Kingdom, fuch a Dcfign certainly ne- 
ver enter'd into our Thoughts j and your Majcfly 
knows how many and advantageous Offers were 
rnade to us upon that Head, ever fince the Begin- 
ning of our Reign, which we always rejcfted, 
declaring and protefting.that neither we ourfelvci. 
prctenJed to any Part of the Kingdom, nor 
would fuffer another to take any Part of it.; 
So 
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So much the lefs therefore are we witling to 
fufier tiiat it be divided, fubdued, or that an 
ffe^itary Succeffion be fet up in it agairift ' 
the Will of the State, ; a Thing we can never 
permit, both by Reafon of the Friendftiip, 
and the aodent and late Alliances we have 
with that neigUsouring Kingdom, and in Con- 
fideration of oar own Intcreft. Yet, for all 
this fincerc, friendly, and well-meaning Con- 
duft, we have met with no other Return than 
thole invidious Refleftrons. Whoever is but 
%, little verfcd in Politicks and Affairs of State, 
may eafily difcem, that there was no fairer 
Opportunity of executing any Dcfign we might 
have had upon Poland^ than when, upon the 
Viftory we obtained near PuUowa^ all was left 
to our Power and Difpofttion ; and had we 
had a Mind at that Time, when your Majefty 
had abdicated the Crown, to place another in* 
ftead of the expelled Stamfiaus Lefcimk^, on the 
Throne of Poland, (for doing which great 
Application was made to us) it had been eafy 
for us to do as we pleafed, and confult our own 
Profit : But with what Zeal and Magnanimity 
we cfpoufed the Interdt of your Majefty's 
Fcrfon, fo injurioufly treated, and aflifted you 
in the mounting the Throne of Poland again, 
is plain to all the World ; nor can we believe 
th^ it has already efcaped your Majefty's 
Monory. 

What relates to our Forces continuing in or 
lecuming to Poland^ the Reafon why the Body 
of our Troops, marching from MfckUnhourg to 
our Dominions, had Orders on the Frontiers 
of the' Republick to return back, wu becaufe 
we heard that the Agreeroeiu we had made 
with 
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with the City of DoHtsieky purfuanc to whidt 
I thatCitywastofitout,tnyourMajcfty'sNainc, 
certain Privateers for the cximmcm Imereft of 
the Allies, and againft their aiinmon Enemy, 
the King of Sweden, had been difappTDvcd, 
which is a great Injury to us, and N^left of 
us, though it was concluded with your Ma- 
jcfty's Confent and ApprobaticMi, and that your 
Majefty had engaged to us to give JjcAvt to 
thofc of Danlzick to perform that Agreement. 
Yet they were forbid to fit out thofc Privateers, 
notwithltanding^ by vertue of our Alliances, 
with your Majsfty and the Republick, aji 
Manner of Dam^ ought to be done to the 
Enemy where-ever Occahon offers ; inftead of 
which, by permitting thofc of Danlzick to car- 
ry to the Enemy's Dominions Money, Provi- 
fion, and Ammunition, the Enemy is actually 
fupptied with warlike Scores and Neceflaries 
for Life, which we cannot conftrue otherwifc 
tlwn to be dcfigned to our Prejudice and Da- 
mage. Another Reafon why our Forces were 
to continue in Poland wzs, becaufe we had Re- 
ports, fupported by weighty Ar^ments, that 
the States of the Republick were to be com-r 
pelled, in the Diet of GroiJ/ro, tonameaSuc- 
ccflbr and Heir to the Crown ; an Affair to 
which we never will confent. And 3s we have 
made it our Care to maintain the Liberties and 
Rights of the Republick on many Occafions, 
wifli the Hazard of our own Perfon, and the 
Lives of our Subjefts, we declare hereby, that 
we will do the fame for the future. Yet, when 
your Majefty and the Republick defired us, by. 
Letters fent ftom the Diet at Grodno^ to caufe 
our Forces to evacuate their Territories, wa 

C<»ld6- 
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Coodefeended, without any Delay, by returning 
iarisfeftory Anfwers to every Particular alledgM f 
i n thofe Letters relating to this Aflair and 
folding Orders to our Forces to march out 
of the Kingdom, which they are a£tual]y 
doing. 

Concerning the falfe Afperfion and Imputa- 
tion, as if we had manifelced our ill Intentions 
againft the Emperor and the Empire, we afTurc 
your Majefty alfo in this Point, that we ne- 
ver had fuch Thoughts ; but rather have al- 
ways been ftudious how to cultivate Friend- 
ship and good Correfpondence with his Impe- 
rial Majefty, and to tie thofe Bands ftill lafter 
by all poflible Methods, being ftill willing to 
continue in the iame Difpolition. Of which 
our good Intention, and that we never aimed 
at any Thing in the Empire, we can alledge 
3S an evident Proof, tiut when, upon your 
Majefty's Requifitifm, we marched our Army 
into the Territories of the Empire, and took 
the Fortrefs of Stetin and other Places j yet we 
kept none of them in our FolTetTion, to do 
which we had a favourable Oppormnity in that 
Junfture, but delivered them up into the 
Hands of our Confederates, as being Part of 
the Empire j nor did our Army remain any 
longer in the faid Territories, than till Satis- 
faftion was made to us for the Expenccs of 
that Expedition. Confequently, confldering 
the prcfent Pofture of the Emperor's Affairs, 
by which both his Hands are left free, there is 
much lefs Room now than there was at thatTime 
tofufpeift a Defign of any Hoftilities againft his 
Imperial Majefty, the Empire, or any other 
Power 
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i^jp. Power ftill mwe remote from our DomF- 
(^^.-^^,-^j nions. 

Having thus made out to your Majefty, thac 
thofe Reports fpread againft us are groundlefs 
. and deceitful Qmb'ivances, we proceed to de- 
fire your Majcfty, as a Brother and Friend, to. 
have Regard not only to the many Marks we 
have given you of a ready Friendnnp> and 
oinftant Afledion, but alfo to the Eng^ement* 
yoia" Majefty is under, both l^ the Trcart of a 
perpetual Peace concluded with one oi your 
Majcfty's Predeceflbrs, of' glorious Memory, 
in the Year 1606, and by the Treaties of Al- 
liance concluded with tout Majefty and the Re- 
publick againft the King of Sweden, to deftfl: 
from fuch Undertakings, and to put a Stop ta 
the Negotiations that are carried on againft us,'

cuted and obferved both xm Engagements, and 
Idle late Convention made at DaMzick betweea 
tour Minifters and thofc of your Majefty, who 
- were there at that Time^ and afterwards fign'd 
at Crodno on your Majefty's Part, by which 
the &id General FUmmii^, having communi- 
<a.tcd to your Majefty all the Particulars, both 
of the Treaty we were ficgotiating with Frames 
and of the N^tiatlons in the IlUnd of j^lanJ^ 
even before uiey were begun % and the faid 
Negotiations being begun and carried on, not 
only with your Majelty's Confeoc, but with 
your Advice and Concurrence, by the Barons 
Manteuffel and Lofiy your Majefhf's MiniflCTs 
both here and at Berlin : Therefore we defire 
your Majefty to be pleafed confidently to com- 
municate to us what is negotiating at Viennat 
and to .let us know whether any Thing has 
been propofed or concluded there to our Pre- 
judice, to the End we may, in Time, take 
our Meafurcs accordingly. But in cafe your 
Majefty Ihould rcfufe to give us the Satisfac- 
tion of acquainting us with that N^otiatton, 
according to the Tenor of the ^jovefaid Trea- 
ties, and Ihould fecretly go on with it, or 
bring it to a Condufion, we muft look upon 
fucb a Proceeding as an open Rupture and In- 
fringement of the Treaties fubCfting between 
us, and oppofe it by competent Meamres^ We 
have ordered Prince Dol^oruki, our Ambafla-

The King of Poland's Anfmer to the Czar's 
Letter. 

"TheKngof ** 'T'HE whole Kingdom has been filled 
P'liaJ'i An- X. with Copies of your Czarifli Majcflry'a 
g^""^^ late I^etter, difperfed and made publicfc in a 
Manner contrary to Cuftom and the Nature 
of true Friendihip, before the Original was 
delivered to us by Prince DolgoruH : This 
ihould juftly have given us Reafon to fufpeft 
it was done defignedly and mallcioufly, in or- 
der to difturb the Publick Peace, to create 
Jcaloufy, and to break the ftrift Union that 
IS between us and the States of the Republick ; 
though we are confident our juft Aftions and 
fiiicere Intentions towards the Republick, (whofe 
Liberty we always have endeavour*d to pre- 
fcrve untouch'd, and accordingly have rejected 
all Advices that have been given us to the con- 
trary) will render inefFcftual thofe Artifices 
and Attempts tending to diflblve that Union 
between us and the Republick. We were of 
Opinion, that after fo many fincere Explana- 
tions which we have given to your Czarift Ma- 
jelhr'a Ambaflador, both by Word of Mouth 
and by Writing, and of which we have fflven 
real Proofs, and after the DetefHon ot the 
Falfehood of what has been contrived in former 
Times, your Majefty ought n(» to give Ear 
nor 
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n6r Otdit K> the like Reports, the Falfliood 
of which is fo evident, that it difcovers itfelf ^ 
without any Proof. For, as to our Minifter, 
Count Flemmittg, and his N^otiations at the 
Court of Vienna^ all that has been done was 
with our Knowledge, and by ourDireAion, as 
appears by his Reports to us, and to the Scna- 
wrs and Minifters of the Republick now here 
aOembled, of which a Copy has been given to 
your Majefty's Ambaflador. This may be 
fufficient to clear us from all finifter Interpreta- 
tions, and to direA and difpofe your Czarifli 
Majefty to Ihew us more Refpeft for the fu- 
ture, that we may not have Reafon to look 
upon fuch indecent Behaviour as hoftite, and 
be forced to obviate it with the Affiftance of 
our Friends in due Manner. For neither your 
CzariOi Majefty, nor any body elfe, can blame 
us for endeavouring to maintain a good Friend- 
fliip and mutual Benevolence, not only with 
the Emperor and the King of Great-Brttaint 
but with all the Powers of the World befides, 
ftff our and our Kingdom's Prcfervaiion, and 
the maintaining of its Laws and Liberties i 
that with their Help and Afliftance, we may 
be in a Condition to rcfift all Attempts tending 
to the Introduftion of Abfolute Power and He- 
reditary Succeflion, or the Subverfion of the 
Conftitution of Poland in whatfover Manner. 
The Perfon we have (ent to QntftantinopUy does 
not n^otiate any Thing relating to our pub- 
lick At^irs, but is there toaflift, with his Ad- 
vice, the Merchants of our Dominions, and to 
buy feveral Goods of our Houfhold ;' nor does 
he pretend to excite the Ottoman Porte againfl 
your Czaiifli Majefty, nor to fprcad any preju- 
dicial 
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xyi^<. dicial Reports againft you, unlefs, peHia|if, 
x.^^'sj he is afitcd, Whether your Czarifh Majcfty't 
Troops continue ilill in Poland f Then cer- 
tainly it cannot be taken amils, if he ihould 
relate how grievoiu this is to all the Orders of 
the Kingdom. Neither have the Senaton and 
Miniften of State, in their late Conference 
held at Warfavi with the Ttu-tiuiaH Envoy, 
made any Propofals to him reladng to an In- 
vafion of your Czarilh Majdly's Dominion ( 
but when he, of his own Motion, and without 
being alked, offered in the Name of the Cban 
of Crim Tartary, to aflift the R^ublick with 
ten thouland Men, againft all who fhouJd 
threaten to invade it in a hoftile Manner, he 
was anfwer*d, that we did not defire thofe 
Auxiliaries ftiould enter our Territories •, but 
that in cafe of inevitable NeceOityj it would 
be more acceptable to us they fhould be em- 
ployed to make a Diverfion in the Enemy's 
Country : Yet nothing pofitive was concluded, 
nor was he charged wiui any CommiOkHi re- 
lating to that Affair when hie rcturn'd Home, 
except only in the faid Cafe of Neceffity, as 
your Czarilh Majefty will Qnd more at lai^ 
explain'd in the Account given to Prince DeU 
goruki, from our Chancery, relating to that Con- 
. ierence, and the Anfwer we return'd, by which 
your Czarifh Mi^efty will be convinc'd, that 
we, on our Fart, fuice the B^ianing of our 
Reign, never did, nor will do for the iiiture, 
cither we ourfelves, or by our Minifters, any 
Thing pre}udicial to your Czarilh Majefty, or 
contrary to our Friendffiip, founded iqioa 
Neif^bbourhood, and ftrcngthen'd by Alliances^ 
provided your pzarilh Majefty will, on your 
Fart, 
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Part, rtciprbcdlly fulfil all the Cbriditions at- 1719. 
pftlfed in the CoftVentionS between ib ; and K/^-'^~<J 
efjjttially feftbre Limhia and Courland, two 
Pfovincft Jhcorpdrate with the Republick of 
Poland from antieht I^imta, nor intermeddle, 
Uftder any Pretence, iri the Affair of Courland ; 
which Datchy, after the Deceafe of the prefcnt

provided alfo your Gzarifh Majcfty will with- 
drtw vouf Troops oat of all the Provinces of 
flie Kingdom, efpecially out of Courland \ 

tive Satisftiftion tor the Iryjuries and Preten- 
ofts, bothpublick and private, fo often repre- 
sented by our Mimfters ; pay the many Mil- 
lions ftipulated by Treatifcj, but unpiid yet, 
and reftore what has been extorted by your 
Majcfly's Forces frorfi' the City of Dantzitk, 
and the Territories of the Republick, contrary 
CO Treaties 1 forbear exciting Mifundcrftand- 
ings and Differences between us and the States 
of the Republick, and promote the Liberty 
and Safety of the Republick, not with fmooth 
^ords and fair Promifes, but in' reality, as 
Vre do, and' are dclirous to do ; nor give Cre- ' ' 

dit to, or dil^minaie Rumours, apt to raife 
intelUne Commotions, as if we ever had had a 
Mind to eftabliih an Hereditary SuccclTion In 
the Kingdom of Poland^ or to do any Thing 
contrary to the Welfare of the Republick j your 
Czarifh Majcfty knowing well enough, by your 
own Experience, that we always abhorred ihofe 
Projefts, when they were traitoroully fuggefled 
to us, and will ever abhor them. As we al- 
ways prefervc a' thankful Remembrance of the 
Vol. Ill; M Good- 
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Good-will your Ciarifh Majefty has fliewn » 
us, fo we can hardly fuppofc the Affedion we 
have on all Occafions cipreffcd towards you, 
will ever efcapc your Czanfli Majefty's MemOr 
ry. As for the feveral Treaties alledged by 
your Majefty, wc are entirely perfuaded we 
have rcligioufly performed them in every Ar- 
ticle, nor ever refufcd or n^lcfted to perform 
all that is exprefled in the laid Treaties ; tho* 
your Majefty was pleafed to conceal from us 
what you were negotiating and concluding in 
France, notwithftanding which, you defired us 
blindfbldly to approve and fubfcribe the Articles 
of that Treaty without having feen and examin- 
ed them, which we abfolutely refufed. Wc 
were atfo unacquainted with the Negotiation in 
the IHand oi jllandy of which we had no other 
Notice, than that a certain Treaty was n^o- 
■tiating there. Concerning your Czarilh Ma- 
jefty's Pretenfions on the City of Dantzick, we 
have already given to many Anfwers upon that 
~ Head, that we muft refer to them, adding on- 
ly, that wc do not know that either wc, or the 
Senators then prefent at Danlzuk, or our Mi- 
jiifters of State, have given any Confent to the 
faid City's fitting out the Privateers demanded 
of them, nor could we enjoin or prohibit the 
fame to the faid City. 

To conclude : As we expeft your Czarilh 
Majefty will aft for the future in a more agree- 
able Manner in Matters relating to our com- 
mon Concerns, and forbear whatever may be 
bitter and grating j fo we wilh nothing more, 
than that by fo indecent a Treatment, and by 
Affronts for which no Satisfeftion is made, wc 
may sot be forced againft our WilJ to employ 
proper 
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proper Means for our Sdf-defence, andtheSe- 1719. 
ciAily of the Dominions God has committed V.^"v-n^ 
to our Care. On the Contrary, if the Condi- 
tions mentioned above be obferved, nothing 
fhall be dearer or more acceptable to us, than 
a fincere Union, and conltam Friendfhip with 
your Czarifii Majefty, as you may furely de- 
pend on ours ; for through the Happinels of 
the Times, and the AITiftance of our Friends, 
wehave now attained to that Stiength, as to be 
able timely and couragioully to oppofe all In- 
folts, with which ill-minded Ferfons may 
threaten us, t^c.

«' T_T E R Sacred Royal Majefty was pleafed 
X JL fo caufe to be laid before her, what 
his Excellency, in his abovcfaid Memorial, has 
reprefented at lai^, in the Name of his Sacred 
Royal Majefty, the King of Great-Britain^ 
touching the great Loflcs which his Subjects 
have fuEfered for fome Years paft, not only by ths 
intercepting in Sweden of many of their Ships, 
but likewifc by the Prohibition of free Cbm- 
merce with the Ports of Sweden pofleffed by 
the Czar j his Excellency's Dcfire thereupon, 
that her Sacred Royal Majefty would be pleafed 
to give her neceflary Ordfers, that without fur- 
ther Delay, Enquiry may be made, and an 
Account taken, of the Damages which the faid 
&ubje.As have fiiftained, and that juft Satisfac- 
tion may be made them j and ejpecially that 
the Prohibition of free Navigation to the fatd 
Ports 
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ports taken by the Czar, from her faid Koyal 
Majefty and her Kingdom, may be repealed < 
and annull'd \ as ^fo njs E\ceIIency*s pecla- 
ration of his Sacred Royal Majefly of Great-. 
Britaitf% Difpofition, to caufe the Subjects and 
Inhabitants of the Kingdom of Sweden to be 
treated, on all Occafions, according to Equity 
and Jufticc, to unite the two Kingdoms by 
i^w firmcft Bands of Friendfhip, and to pror 
mote Commerce between them. 

Thefe very friendly Propofals were extreme-

Orders that the Ships of the InhabitanjB of 
Gnat-Britain, bound to the faid Ports, be not 
any more molefted in their Voyage } her Sacred 
Royal Majeftjf affuredly trufting that his Sacred ■ 
Royal Majefty of Great -Britain viiW not permit 
any of his Subjed^ to abule the Liberty of Com- 
rnerce thus granted va them, to the Detriment of 
the Kingdom oi Sweden. 

For the reft, her Sacred Royal Majefty will 
moft gladly take all Opportunities to give new 
Proofs of her Friendfliip for his Sacred Rpyat 
Majefty of Great-Britain^ and will always con- 
tinue to treat his ExceJlencyj the Lord M^i- 
fter PJenipotentiary, with all Royal Favour and 
Good-will." " 

Having firft adjufted the Affeirs of' Com- 
merce and Navigation, the Minifttts of the 
^ King of Great- Briiaitit with ihofc of 5w^<^«ff, 
entered into a double Treaty, the fiift contain- 
ing a Renovation of the Alliance between Great- 
Britain and Sweden, and the other between her 
Xwecijh Majefty and the Eleftor of Hanover. 
By thefe Treaties Bremen and Ferden were to 
remain with the King of Great-Britain, for a 
Million of Crowns to be paid upon tfce Ratifi- 
cation 
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catioa of them -, and in cafe the War (bould 
continue in the North, his Britatmuk Majcfly t 
obliged himfelf not only to pay an annual Sub- 
fidy of three hundred thoufand Crowns to Swe- 
4en, but to zGt vith hi» Force againft the 
Czar, and to procure for Stotden the ReftitiH 
tion of her FrDvioces, aod of his States to the 
Duke of Hdjiein. A Aort Time after the King 
of Prujfia, by the Example of England, and 
for the CeOion ofSietin and its Diilrifb, made 
aTreaty with the Queen cti Sweden^ very much 
the lame with that of the King of Great-Bri- 
iiUn, enga^g himfelf as fooD as poflible to 
procure the Peace of the North. 

His Czarilh'Majefty, before he was thorough- 
ly acquainted with thefc K^otiations, rightly 
confidering how great a Check the Maritime 
powers might be to his Defigns, endeavoured 
lo keq) £uc with them* by communicating 
the following Declaration to their Minifters. 

*' TXT E». Peter I. by the Grace of God, 
VV Czar and abfolute Monarch of all 
Ruffia, &c. do by thefe Prefents make known, 
that nocwithflanding.by our Declaration of the 
\y^of April 1719, which we fent to all our 
Miniilers rcfiding in fbreign Courts, to be there 
made publick, we have declared to all the 
Powers, and particularly to Greai'Brilain and J 
Holland, that we were willing to grant free 
Commerce to alt the Forts and Dominions of 
the Crown of Sweden, upon the lame and fuch 
like Conditions as that Crown Ihoutd grant for 
our Ports and Dominions i we had hoped, that 
the faid Crown, baring more need ot it at this 
prcfent Jundure than we, would willingly have 
con- 
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confented to the fame ; but we had found, con-. 
' trary to all Expcftatlon, that according to its 
ufual Prafticc, that Crown hath fhewed little 
R^ard to it; having granted the fame to 
none but the Subjeds of the Lords the Slates-, 
General^ for a very Ihort Term, and, accord- 
ing to the Advice we have received, upon hard 
Conditions, which tend to the producing te- ■ 
dious Confcquences : And as for England, it 
has not granted to it any Freedom of Com- 
merce, nor to the other Powers concerned. Fot 
this Reafon we have thought fit, as well to 
make the World fenfible of our Moderation, as 
particularly of the AfFcftion wc bear to»the two 
Nations of Great-Britain and the United Pro- 
vinceSy and notwith(bnding the Obflinacy and 
Artifices of the Swedes, to grant to the afore-, 
faid two Nations, and to all their Ships, en-. 
tire Liberty of Commerce In all Places and 
Ports of the Crown of Sweden ; provided that 
the aforefaid Ships be furnilhed by the two 
aforefaid Powers, with Pafles and C^ficates 
in due Form, according to the marine R^;u- 
Jations. It is moreover permittai them to car- 
ry thither all Sorts of Goods that are not con- 
traband, and that a^ not ot the Number of 
ihofc herc-under fpecified. In Purfuance where- 
of, wc have fent our Orders to our High- Ad- 
miral, and to the other Admirals and Com- 
manders of the Men of War, Frigates, an^ 
Privateers, for them, when they have examin- 
ed and found their Pafles, Certificates, and 
other Documents, free from Errors, and agree- 
able to the Marine Regulations, to permit them, 
to pafs freely, and without detaining, much 
lets uking them.

Mr. Admiral, 
" \X7E ^^^ received Adyice imm England 
V\ and other Places, . that his Majefiy, 
the King of Great-Britain^ has fent you with 
a Sqindron of Men of War into the BaUUk^ to 
execute fpnie CpnunilTion. Nevertheleis, tho* 
we are in Alliance with his BrUamkk Majefty,- 
as Eledor of Brunjipick, in Relation to tho 
prefeot Northern War, and that we are there- 
in joined in one corannoQ Int;erelt, they have 
been fo iar from concerting with us the Ope- 
larions of this Campaign againll; the common 
Enemy, that they have not fo much as given 
us the leaft Intimation of the fending this 
Squadron. You know yourfelf, Sir, that it 
was never omitted for the Time paft to give us 
Notice upon the like Occafions i and this In- 
novation adminiftering to us Caufe of Sufpicion, 
we have thought it requiiice, 'for preventing 
all the c^gerous Confeqaences that mi^bt en- 
fijc, to write to you by the Bearer of this Let- 
ter, and in Friendlhip to require of you, that 
before you draw near to our Fleet, and to our 
Dominions, you declare to us in Writing up- 
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on what Defign you have been fent into thtfc 
I Seas with your Squadron ; what has been given 
you in Commiflion ; and particularly wl^ther 
it is not to commit fome Hoftility a^inft us» 
our Fleet, or the Places that are under our 
Dominion ; and finally, whether you hare Or* 
ders to aft towards us as a Friend, or other- 
wife. 

We cannot, at the fame Time, forbear de- 
claring to you, that unlefs you give a pofitive 
Anfwer in Writing to all thefc Points, and a 
Declaration, with fuch Aflurances as are ppo- 
pcr ; and that if you draw near to our Fleet, 
with your Squ^ron, or to the Countries or 
Places under our Dominion, without giving us 
your Declaration, we fliall think ourfelves 
obliged to look upon your Silence as an Indi- 
cation of fome ill Intentions, and to believe 
that you are intruded with a dangerous Defign 
a^nfl; us, our Fleet, and our DomiBtonsj and 
we ihall be obliged to take fuch Meafures 
againft the fame, for our Safety, as ftiall be 
convenient, according to the Right of Wan 
On the other Hand, we here declare, and fo- 
lemnly protcft on our Word, that on our Part we 
neither have had, nor have any ill Intention 
againft ]m,Brilannick Majefty, and againft the 
Crown of Great-Britain, nor againft any other 
Power -, and that our Defign is no other, than 
to put in Execution the warlike Operations 
we have projeftcd againft Sweden^ barely to 
oblige the &mc to confent to a reafonable 
Peace.

the SwedeSy contrary to Alliances and Treaties, 
did rob us of feveral Countries and Provinces 
that always bclong'd to our Crown j yet we 
never defign'd tob^JnaWar on that Account, 
if we had not been obliged to it by a new Af- 
froM to us in Pcrfon, and by the crafty De- 
figna formed againft our Lift, by the Governor 
General the Count de Dalbergy when we paffcd 
through the City of Riga with pur Embalfy 
deligned to foreign Courts, efpecially fince af- 
ter having demanded ju(l Satisfadion, as well 
by the Ambafiadors tlwn refiding at our Court, 
as by other Potentates, we could obtain none % 
and that moreover, on the contrary, the Court 
a^ Sweden had formed a very infolcnt Refolu- 
tion, which was infinuated to us by the Sieur 
KfupercronOy Relident of Sweden at our Court, 
containing a Refufal of our Demands, as if 
our Accufations were unjud, notwithftanding 
the Proofs we ourfelves had given of them to 
the Ambafladore of Sweden., both by Word of 
Mouth and Writing, that they might repre- 
fcnt them to his Svoedifi Majcfty i and tho' the 
Vol. III.

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1719. War was afterwards commenced toFCvengedie 
,i„^'%,-\j Injury done bs, we did both in our Profperity 
.aiid Adverfity, and even till now, always lig- 
<i»(y our J^eTire -of Peace with the Crown of 
■Sweden, and did fufficiently fbtw our Modera- 
tion by the Propofals we made, according to 
4he -Conjunfture of Time; but till laft Year it 
was isipoOible lor us to obtain any N^oda- 
«ioa, and much lels a Peace, becaufe his Swe- 
Jr^ Majefty had no Inclination to it; and 
while we ftaid in Holland, we were informed 
of his Majefty's peaceful Intentions by feveral 
of hlsMinifters; firft by Secretary Prw, after- 
wards by General fuelling, and at laft by Ba- 
ron Gortz, who propofed the Hie of jiland to us 
as the Place of Congrefs % we immediately con- 
iented to it, and did thereunto alfo dtfpofe our 
fditWul Ally the King of i*«^tf , and tho' we did 
invite our other Allies, we could not periuade 
them to fend their Minifters to the faid Negotia- 
tions, becaufe they were -not inclined to it. 

Notwithftanding all this, in the Beginning 
of <7l^, we fcnt our Minjfters to the faid 
Congrefs, who treated with his Sv3tdifl} Ma* 
jelly's Plenipotentiaries (and continued fo 10 
do till his Death) where we granted fuch ad- 
vantageous Conditions to the Crown of Swt- 
iden, as, notwithftanding his Majefty's known 
Inclinations for War, made fuch an Impreflion 
upon him, that we fhould undoubtedly, in a 
little Time, have concluded a folemn Peace on 
bothSidcs, and likewife a more ftrift Alliance 
betwixt the two Crowns, had the Conferences 
(COntioued fome Weeks k>ngcr, and not been 
interrupted by the fatal E)eath of his Swedijb 
Majefl/. Farther, to fet our fiocere intentions 
for 
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for a Peace in a clearer Light, iho' we had 
agreed to no Ceflation of Arms with his S-WC' l 
difi Majcfty, and by Confequence were at Li- 
berty to carry on the War i and tho' we were 
in a Condition laft Summer to embark with an 
Army of thirty thoufand Men, and to land in 
the Heart of Sweden^ and perhaps to enter as 
far as the Capital, for which we had the faireft 
Occafion, being informed that the Swedes had 
made no Preparations, either by Land or Sea, 
to refift: us, we could not .however think of it, 
for this Reafon oniy, that we might not give 
the Swedifi Nation an Occafion to fufpeft, that 
under Colour oJ a N^oiiaiion for Peace, 
wedefignedthe Ruin of that Kingdom} for it 
was our fincere Intention, not only to efta- 
blilh a laftlng Peace and Amity with that Na- 
tion, but alfo CO procure them perpetual Ad- 
vantages in Comerce, equal to thofe of our 
own Nation. And the' we had very particu- 
lar Advice both of the Death of his Swedijh 
Majefty, and the Diforders which happened 
dimng the Election of her prefent Majefty ; 
as alfo of the Lofs which the Swedijh Troops 
fuffiired in their Retreat from Norway •, and 
tho' we alfo very well knew that Sweden had 
nM taken the ieaft Precaution to hinder an In- 
vafion by our Army ; befides that, during the 
Winter, the Ice was fo ftrong betwixt Sweden 
and Fittlandt that we couid have fafely marched 
over our Army and Artillery ; and that farther, 
our Troops, with Artillery, Provifion, and 
Ammunition, were ready at Abo for that End i 
we not only forbore it for the Reafons above- 
mendoned, but alfo gave exprefs Orders to our 
Troops to undertake nothing, except two or 
N a three 
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1719. three fmall Parties that were detached to view 
^..^-v'-nJ the inward State of that Kingdom, in firm 
Expeftation that the new Ktszncy oi Sweden^ 
and all good Patriots of that Kingdom, would 
employ their utmoft Endeavours to advance the 
Safety and Profperity of their Country, by re- 
newing theNegotiations,andconcludingafpeedy 
Peace : Therefore we gave Aflurances, by our 
Minifl:ers at jllatid, of our conllant Inclination 
for Peace, both to Count Gyllemhourg^ the Swe^ 
dijh Plenipotentiary to her prefent Majcfty, and 
the States of the Kingdom, before the Death of 
the King, and her Acceflion to the Throne 
were notiBed to us -,' upon which that Miniller 
gave us the like Aflurance by Word of Mouth, 
as hcrMajefty did in Writing, and that Baron 
LUlienJied ii}oii\d be fent to the Congrefs as her 
firft Plenipotentiary in the Place of Baron Gortz; 
and Count Gyllemhourg aflbred us, that the faid 
Plenipotentiary would come without f^il to 
Jlnna by the Beginning of Jprilj to renew the 
Conferences, and conclude the Peace. We had 
the lefs Reafon Co doubt ir, fince notwtthftand- 
ing the great Inclination which the late King 
of S'Wf den, of ever glorious Memory, had al- 
ways for War, moftofthe Conditions betwixt 
us were afhially agreed on in his Life-time 1 fo 
that, confidering our Succefs, and the State, of 
Affairs at that Time, the Kingdom of Sweden 
would have obtained great Advantages, fince 
that Crown might not only have thereby 
recovered feveral Countries and Towns, but 
have alfo obtained other confiderable Ad- 
vantages ; but though we ftaid till yune 
without undertaking the leaft Hoftilicies, 
thofe Affurances on the Part of Sweden 
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were not made good, nor could we expcft the 1719. 
raid Minifter would be fent to Aland \ for u-x-y-^ 
G>unt GylUn^ourg prefented, by Order of her 
Majcfty, a Declaration in Writing to our Mi- 
nifters, by which it appearM fufficiently, that 
the Crown of Sweden had no Inclinations 
to Peace, biit rather to continue the War, 
fince Jhe had demanded of us the Reftoration 
of atmoft all the Provinces which we had con- 
quer*d from her during this War, without any 
previous Negotiation 1 and, on the contrary, 
not only refufed to fend a Minifter to Aland, 
but* threatened us with breaking off the Con- 
grels, and prolonging the War ; and alfo made 
feveral frivolous Pretexts againft admitting the 
Minifter whom our faithful Ally, the King of 
Pruffidi had deputed to the Congrefs, notwith- 
ftanding_ he was fent thither under the Afiu- 
rances of his late Majefty of Sweden^ of ever 
glorious Memory. Befides, the Swedes have 
enter'd into particular Negotiations with other 
Powers, frorii whom they can fear no Danger in 
TimeofWar,norcxpeft Profit inTime of Peace, 
to the Exclufion of us, and alfo with Threats 
to ulte all forts of dangerous Meafures againft us ; 
and ihe ftill endeavours to amufe us, by prolong- 
ing the Congrefs at^/<;»f/, without any N^otia- 
tions. Upon the whole ; as we perceive all 
the Deflgns of Sw/denyVie find ourfelves obliged, 
after invoking the Divine Afliltance, to have 
Recourfe to Arms, and to order our Troops to 
invade Sweden, not with a View to conquer or 
take any more of her Dominions, but only to 
obtain thedefired Peace, which we with for on 
the lame Conditions as before, and demand no- 
N 3 thing 
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\j\o. thing further of the Crown of Swedetty but 
t>«*v*\J ^"^ rather more willing to yield feme of thofc 
Conquefts already in our Hands : Therefore, 
we declare, that in cafe the Crown of Sweden 
(hew no Inclination to a Peace with us, we 
fhall then be obliged to undertake and con- 
tinue, with God's Afliftance, the moft vigorous 
War, even in the Heart of the Kingdom : 
And alfo in this Cafe, we proteft, before God 
and all the World, againft all the Calamities 
that may thereby happen to the Subje£ts of the 
faid Kingdom, and efpecially againft the inno- 
cent Blood which may be ftied after the Publi- 
cation of this our fincere Defign \ and to this 
we take the Almighty to Witnefs, and charge 
it upon thofe who, by Paflion or Self-Intereft, 
have cndeavour'd to hinder the Cbnclufion of 
a Peace betwixt us. We hope then that the 
Great God will continue to fupport our Arms 
in this Enterprize, as he has done formerly •, 
and we have ordered that this Manifefto be 
publilhed and made known b> all the Subjects 
of that Crown, that they may take falucwy 
Methods and Councils to ward off their im- 
pending Ruin, which cannot be avoided but 
by their concluding a Peace with us. In the 
mean Time, as on our Part we have always 
been ready, fo we are ftill, to conclude a Peace 
as above, on reafonable Conditions, and in 
that Cafe immediately to ceafeall Hoftilities.

The Queen of Sweden was no fooner inform- 
ed of the Reafons for publilhing this Writing, 
than 
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than fte anfwer'd it by a Counter-Manifefto r 
wherein flic endeavoured to flicw, that what ' 
his Czarifli Majefly had fet forth and dlfperfcd 
over the Kingdom of Sweden, at the fame 
Time that his Troops were puttit^ aM ta Jire 
and Sword on the Coafts of that Kingdom^ 
had no other View In it than to attribute the 
War, and thofe Obfl:acles which prevented » 
foUd P e ac e , ta Caufes that were nothing lels 
than rea> y her Majefly not doubting but her' 
Subjed:s would very eafily fee through the Ar- 
tifice of that Writing, which came from her 
arowed Enemy to make falfe Impreflions oif 
them, and breed Diffidence and Difcord ■, and 
perfuaded herfelf, that they were convinced c^ 
her DifpoGtions to procure Repofe and Safety 
to her Kingdom by a good Pbace ; but tbar 
what had hitherto prevented it, was that|r by 
the Conditions offered to her, which were called 
advantageous, the Czar was for referving to- 
himfelf all that he had taken from Sweden^ 
except Finlandy and upon that Footing to en- 
ter into Friendfliip with her ; althou^ it was 
he himfelf who had firft undermken- the War,, 
contrary to the Faith of Treaties and his Word 
given, and had continued it all along with the 
ucmoft Severity ; having burnt and plunder'd 
many Places, even while the Negotiations of 
P&ace were going on, as well before as after 
the Arrival of the Plenipotentiary Cfiermtniy 
to deprefs the Courage of her Majefty's Sub- 
je£b, to prefcribe Laws to her, and to oblige 
her to fubmit to them. Her Majefly left her 
Subje£b to judge what they were to expeft fron> 
the Proximity of iuch a Neighbour, who was 
in a Condition to penetrate even into the H/:arc 
N 4 «£ 
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lyrp. of the Kingdom whh his furious Arms ; and 
' if it •would not be more honourable for them, 
as brave Patriots, to follow the Stq)S of their 
valiant Anceftors, than fuSer themfclves CD be 
amufed by the vain Promifes of their Enemio, 
and draw upon themfelvcs a Yoke, whidi, in 
the End; would prove mcaz infupportable than 
Death itfclf. 

It was high Time, indeed, to think of op- 
pofing the Rjifftans^ who had already ruined 
fcvcral Maritime Places in Sweden j their Ex- 
pedition being conducted in the following 
Manner : Admiral Jpraxin having held a 
Council of War at the IfUnd of Capely took 
his Courfe. in Purfuance thereof, towards the 
Daelder IJleSy making by the Way feveral con- 
fiderable Perfons Prifoners ; and upon Intelli- 
gence he received from divers Parts, he judged 
it would be moft for the Czar's Service tor him 
to leave Stockholm upon his Left, and to return 
to the chief Copper-Mines, which he ruined, 
and burnt the Woods on that Side, t(^ether 
with feveral Gentlemens Seats. Captain Sha- 
vjitty who had been cruizing with nine Men of 
War off Slockhoinit reported, upon his rejoining 
the Fleet, that he law continual Fires in all 
the Iflands upon that Coaft s and that having 
fee fome Men on Shore in them, the Peafants 
ran away, leaving fuch Plenty of Cattle, that 
they had diflributed fcven hundred Oxen and 
Calves among twenty Galleys, and in that 
Proportion ; but that there was in all Places 
a great Scarcity of Bread, the Country-People 
having little other Nourilhment than Fifli and 
Milk, tlieir Bread being made chieBy of Roots 
and Greens, with very little Meal. The Ad- 
miral 
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mlral arrivecl with his FlceC in very good 
Condition at Landfort on the lyth of Julyt ' 
having taken upon his Rout two Shijps laden 
with Com, and bound to Stockholm from Ks- 
tiinsberg ; that he was rtfolved to go the next 
Day to Souib-'TeUe-, and that, in the mean 
Time, he had detached fifty Cojfacks of the 
CavaJry, who advanced within a League and 
a half of Stockholm, defeated an Out-Guard of 
Swedes, and brought back with them a Corpo- 
ral of the Guards, who had the Title of Ma- 
jor, and eight of his Men. 

As all tlus was but the Prelude to the gene- 
ral Defcent intended by the RiiffianSy the He^ 
ttditary Prince of Hejfe-Cajfel went to H^ax- 
holm with Count Ducker, afterwards made Field- 
Marfhal General, to give ncccilary Orders : 
They perceived from the Coaft of Suyder-Arm 
fome Ruffian Gallies, detached from the Fleet 
to examine the Entrance of the Seheeren. They 
learnt alfo^ by the Report of a Defertcr, that 
the C^ar had above forty thoufand Men a- 
board, that were deflgned to make an Invafion 
in the Kingdom. His Royal Highnefs there- 
fore departed for Ja«a, wl^rc the Army was 
form^, confiftinc of fourteen thoufand Foot, 
and fix thoulana Horfe. Three Days after, 
they had Advice that a great Number of Ruf 
fian Gallics were feen on the Coafl: of Romau' 
fen, dx)ve Noorder-Telge* The Night follow- 
ing the Regiment of Foot-Guards marched to- 
wards Stockholmy and were followed by fome 
others that were to encamp at Stok-Sutid, about 
half a League from that Capital. The next 
Day, in the Afternoon, News was brought 
tbat the Rifffians, having landed fome of 
their 
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Vp,%. their People in thelftand, had carried ^way the 
^•^^/'N^^ Cattle, burnt the Lord's Houfe, and that they 
had done die fame at Qrwen~Haven. Soon af- 
ter thoy were perceived near Ofier-Kamngen^ 
widiin riiree Leagues of Stoekbolm, having 
burnt Duir/cOt the Country-Seat of M. HopkeH^ 
Secretary of State. Upon which a Detach- 
ment was fent on that Side to prevent their' 
penetrating any farther % but the RuJJiam con- 
tinued to ravage the Country^ and burn the- 
Houfes along the Scbterm .-They divided their 
Gallies into three Squadrons ; one of which, 
went between Noord and Suder-Telgey another 
lo the Coaft of Geefie, and the third towards 
Nikoping- On the 17th of the fame Month of 
July, aT)etachment of CeJJ'acks and of Cavalry 
landed at Sandmary and advanced as &r as- 
U^efierbaning^ four Leagues from Siockholm<f 
where, meeting with twelve Swedijb Troopers*, 
who had been fent out to reconnoitre^ they put 
them to Flight, and killed thctp Captain. 
Another Party going on Shore, burnt Bo^ with 
the fine Hoi^e of Count feffin^ within two 
Leagues of the Capital. The Prince of Hejff 
coming thither with fome Troops from the 
Camp at 'Tuna, the Rujftam were obliged to- 
- retire : His Royal Highnels returning into the- 
City at Night, it very much recovered the 
Spirits of the Inhabitants, who were extremely 
a/armed to fee the Enemy fo near their Walls- 
The Prince went the next Day to Carelsierg 
. to the Queen his Spoufe, to give an Account 
of what palTed. Ic was known at the fame 
Time, that Admiral Norris was arrived in the 
Road of Cepeabagen with a large Squadreii of 
Engliftt' 
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Englijh Veflcls, from -whence the Swedes had 1715. 
Hopes of a fevourable Diverfion. < 

In the mean Time, the Ruffian Fleet advanced 
on the 28th as fer as the Mouth of the River 
fJS Stociholmy with a Defign to furprize nine- 
teen Barks l(»ded with Provifions for the City : 
They took, five, but the reft efcaped under the 
Cannon of Fort Dalero, The 29th they burnt 
VageGiro, Jkfalmce, SaK Sand, ff^ajly^ Brate- 
Uim, Furftahelm, and HeretnbrOy befidcs feve- 
ral Churches and Houfes, the Inhabitants of 
which, and among them many EcclefialtickS} 
laved themfelves in the Capital. On the 30th 
his Royal Highnefs the Prince of Ueffe-Caffel 
caufed his Army to advance towards the Sea,, 
and took up his Quarters at Jours-Holm^ about 
a League and a halt from the City. The Ruf- 
fians feni towards the North, and burnt feveral 
Towns and Villages, and among the reft the 
whole Ifland of Soderoen, and all the Pariih of 
Boertillesy with all the Works that depended 
upon it ; tlie Towns of Ofikammer and Ore- 
grund, and the Parifh of Hokoywud. As it 
was in thpfe Places that the moft confiderable 
Iron Mines of the Kingdom lay, the Ruin of 
them was almoft an irreparable Lofs to the 
Swedes : They did not fpare even the Lands of 
Tborao, belonging to M. Rumpf, the Refident 
of the States General of the United Provinces. 
On the firft of j1ugu(l two ihoufand Ruffians 
landed at Ofterwick, near the Suder-telget 
and obliged a fmall Detachment of Swedijb 
Troops to retire, with the Lofs of three or 
four Men. The Enemy thought the Ruffians 
had a Defign to land all their Forces at that 
Place i but they only fet Fire to the Town of 
Suder-

Suder-Telge, of which one half was reduced to 
* Athes, and at the Approach of a Regiment of 
Horfe, that was fent to attack them, they re- 
tired to their Gallies. On the ul the Ruffians 
burnt feveral other Towns and Houfes about 
Suder- TelgCt and endeavoured efpecially to fee- 
Fire to the Woods to ruin the Mine-Worlcs. 
Some of the Rufftau Troops that had landed 
near tofa^ were repulfcd, atid feveral of their 
Men taken Prifoncrs. Others went into Ofiro- 
gotbia^ where they did irreparable Damage. 

On the Northern Coaft they burnt Furfte- 
nar and Ortula^ where there were Mines of 
great Confequence. In the Night between the 
6th and 7th they took a little Fort near Niko- 
ping, defended only by thirty Men : They af- 
terwards burnt the Town, chat was well peo- 
pled, and carried on a confiderable Trade. 
Five thoofand Ruffians, a little after, ' fcized on 
Lofsta, which was a Mine from whence the 
bcft Iron in the whole Kingdom was taken : 
They carried thirteen thoufand Tons of it on 
Boanl their Gallies, and afterwards ruined the 
Works. The Inhabitants, of Norkoping under- 
ftanding how the Town of Nikoping had been 
ufed, chofc to fet Fire themfelves to their own 
Town, after they had drawn out their beft Ef- 
fefts, to hindet the Ruffians from making any 
Advantage of the reft. 

It would be difficult to enter Into an exaft 
Detail of all the Executions of the Ruffian 
Treops at this Time ; but we muft content 
our idves with the Accounts publilhed at 
Petenburgb by Order of the Czar, to eternize 
the Memory of them. According to the 
Calculations made there. Admiral Apraxin^ for 
his 
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his. Part, had burnt and deftroyed fix good 1719. 
Towns, eleven Caftles or Palaces of Brick, one O'-s'-Nj 
hundred and nine of Wood, belonging to 
Noblemen, eight hundred twenty-fix Villages 
and Hamlets, three Mills and ten Magazines, 
two Mines of Copper, five of Iron, &c. 

Major-General Lejfy, on his Part, had re- 
duced to Aihes two Towns, twenty-one Ca* 
ftks or Noblemcns Houfes, five hundred and 
thirty-five Villages and Hamlets, forty Mills, 
fixteen Magazines, and nine Mines of Iron, 
for one of which, it was faid, the Swedes had 
offered three hundred thoufand Rix Dollars, to 
fave it from Ruin. They deftroy'd the Cim 
and Forage, and killed all the Catde and 
Horfes tlut they could not carry off with 
them. They put on Board their Veflels all the 
Iron they were able, and the reft, to the num- 
ber of eighty thoufand Bars, they threw into 
the Sea. 

The Dcfign of the Czar,, in all rfiefe Burn- 
ings and Dcvafiations, was to bring the Court 
ot Sweden, as before obferved, to accept of 
ibch Conditions as he was willing to impofe 
upon it. To which Purpofe, he fcnt Coun- 
fellor Ojlerman thither, charged with a Com- 
miflion to make the hardeft Propofitions. It 
was not judged proper to admit him into Stock- 
holm, before they were informed with the Con- 
tents of his Inftru^Hons. He ftopt about half 
a League irom the City, whither the Court of 
' Sweden having fent fome Minifters to him, , 
they found that, agreeable to the Projcdl of 
Peace of Aland, he demanded nothing lefs 
than the abfolute Ceflion of Eftbonia, In^ria, 
and of Carelia, comprifing the Towns ot Re- 
vel, 
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vel, Wj^rgbt Narva, and Kecktbolmi and 
' the CeOion of Ltvonia for fcHty Years, thtf 
Czar being willing, for the prcunt, to rEftore 
only Finland. 

Thefe Proportions were rcje^edwith Scorn ■, 
the Congrefs of jtland broke up, the Minifters 
retired, and the EngUJb Squadron, which, till 
then, had remained in the Road of Copenbageiti 
failed towards the Ports of Sweden % but found 
that the Ruffians had retired to their own Har- 
bours eight Days before. 

The Ruffians were highly difpleafed that a 
Report had been fpread Abroad, that their 
Fleet retired upon Advice of the Conjunaion 
of the Brilijb and Swedijb Fleets i aiid there- 
fore publi(h*d, in fevcral Parts of Europe, the 
following Account, which, they faid, had been 
firfl of all printed at Revel. 

A true Relation of the Return of the Ruf- 
fian fleet to Revel and Crondot, taken 
in autbentick Journals, and publijhed to 
certfule the falfe Reports of thofe that etroythe 
Glory of bis Czartjb Majejiys Arms, and 
bad fpread a Report, as if the fatd Heet bad 
fled upon tbe Advice k the jtnning of ibe Eng- 
Jith and Swedifti Meets. 

BE F O R E the Beginning of the laft Cam- 
paign, and likewife before his Czarifh 
Majcfty's Fleet fct out from Oonflot, they had 
the News there of an Engiijh Squadron being 
fent to the haltick, under the Command of Ad- 
miral Norris. 

His Majefty alfo had Advice, that the faid 

Admiral had Orders, in Concert with die 

Svsedes, 
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Svoedei^ to (mpofe the Ruffian Fleet, in its Ope- 171P. 
jation againit Sweden. i 

This occafioned his Czarifh Majefty to take 
fome Precautions, and to fend Orders to Mr. 
Wejelowsh, his Relident in England^ to inform 
•himfelf of the Ma.tter : His Majcfty aJfo, that 
no Tinne might be loft, wrote himfelf to the 
dkid AdmirS Norris the tenth of Jmie lalt 
■from Crotifloif and lent his -Letters by the Lieu- 
tenant Count Gollowin. 

But, in the mean Time, hia Majefty being 
on the Way with both his Fleets towards the 
jQe of Aland, detach'd from thence his High 
Admiral Coani Apraxin ^ with the Flotilla oc 
Gallies, towards ^ Scbeertn oi Swedtn, to be- 
g^n the Opoattons of the War *, and with the 
Men of War, after his Majefty had convoy'd 
the other, he return'd, and came to an Anchor 
at the laid Ifles of Abland. N. B. It was not 
till the 35th of July, Old Stile, that his Ma- 
jefty recciv'd an Anfwcr to the faid Letter, by 
which it is evident, there appeared no Manner 
ef Def^n of Hoftiltty. 

The 7th of Augufi^ M. OJiermany Miniftcr 
and Plenipotentiary of his Czarifti Majefty, 
who had been fent into Sweden^ return'd with 
a Letter horn the Queen of Sweden^ and made 
his Report of the preOing Inftances which that 
Frinccfs made to bis Czarifh Majefty, to put a 
Stop to his Hoftilities, in order to forward the 
Peace. 

Upon thefe Inftances, the gth of the fame 
Month, his Majefty, after having called a 
Council, fent Orders to his faid High Admiral 
to ceafe the Hoftiliaes, and return with the 
Fleet to Lamelandy as well in Confideration of 
, the 
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the Entreaties of the Queen of Sweden^ as alfo 
> becaule the Seafon was too far advanced ; and 
his High Admiral execfuted thofe Orders the 
19th, 

After this, his Majefty calling a General 
Council, it was refolrcd therdn, for the Rea- 
fon abovefaid* to put an End to the Cam- 
paign \ and having agreed for the Difixjlitions 
for laying up the Gallies in feveral Forts, he 
gave them Orders to fail to their refpefkive 
Ports with the firft fitir Wind, the Grand FJeet 
fctting-Sail alfo on the 21ft 6i Aupifi for Re- 
veU and his Czarilh Majefty parted the iatne 
Day with fome Gallies for Pttersburgb. 

The fame Day, after his Czarifli Majdty's 
Departing, one Fart of the Gallies failed for 
Jboi others for Reaeh and others remained 
fome Time at Lanuhnd, to obferve the 
Enemy. 

All thefe Things pafied, without having the 
Icaft Advice of the Approach of the EngUflj 
Fleet to the Aflifbnce of the Svotdett lefs h^ 
they Notice of fuch a Defign, and 1^ of all, 
that there was a Treaty on Foot for that Pur- 
pofe between Swedtn and England. 

In the mean Time, his Czarilh Majefty's 
Fleet arrived in the Road of Revel the 33d of 
Jugufi i they met in the Way, at the Ifle of 
Nargen-, Lieutenant Count GelUwin^ who had 
been lent, as before, and was returning in a 
Hooker to Copenhagen ; He came away from 
thence the lift, with the News only ttiat Ad- 
miral Norris was fail'd to Bornbelm, but with- 
out any Account of his Deftgn. 

It was not til! after the Arrival of the Rff- 

fiaa Fleet at Revel^ that they had the firft 

News 
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News of Admiral Norris's being at Sea i and 
his Czarifh Maj'cfty received not that Account ^ 
till the nythf when G>unt Gollowin atme to 
his Majefty at the Iflcs of Berefow, and brought 
him the fame Account : Thcfe Advices were 
farther confirm'd feme Time after from the 
Ruffian Ambaflador at Copenhagen, the Prince 
Dolgorukiy who fent it by one of his Servants 
with a nimble Frigate exprefs : He inform'd 
, his Czarifli Majefty, among other Things, of 
the joining Sir John Norris by feveral crther 
Men of War from England. 

This Frigate of Prince Dolgoruki pafled by 
the Iflcs of Aland the 23d of Auguft^ not 
meeUDg the Ri0an Fleet, which was that very 
Day arrived- at Revel: H): flay'd there feme 
Time after, according to his Czarifli Majefly's 
Orders. 

In a word, the Seafon being far advanced, 
his Czariih Majefty fent Orders, diat half the 
Fleet (hould a>me to Cron/Iot^ where they ar- 
rived the J4th of SeplembeTt the other half re- 
maining in the Port of Revel. 

After this his Czarifli Majefty receiv'd Ad- 
vice from feveral difFerent Places, that the 
King of England had made a feparate Peace, 
and a Defenfive Alliance with the Queen of 
Sweden % but to this Day no Notice has been 
given either by his Britannkk Majefty's Mini- 
ncr at the Ruffian Court, or by any other 
Channel. 

But the i8th of September^ Letters from his 
Czarifli Majcfty's Plenipotentiary at Jland^ 
dated the loth of the fame Month, brought an 
Account, that a Swedijh Brigantine had brought 
thither an Englijh Gentleman, whofc Name

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1710. ^msBerkeUy, who being lent to, die next Day 
T after his Arrival, had totd them, that he was 
fent by die Lord Carteret^ the Eitgli/b Ambaf- 
fador at Stockholm, and Admiral Norris, with 
fome Letters for his Czarifh Majcfty, defiring 
them that they would give him DifpaKrhes to- 
wards Petersburgb, or that they would take the 
Letters he had brought, and forward them to 
his Czarlih Majefty. 

That hereupon the faid Plenipotentiary 
asked him. If he had any MeOage to deli- 
ver to his Czarifh Majefty by Word of Mouth > 
To which he had anfwer'd, that he had no- 
thing in Commiflion but to deliver the faid 
Letters j that this obliged them to ask him. 
What were the Contents of the faid Letters ? 
and that he had given them Copies of them, 
both in Englijb and Fremb : That feeing by the 
Contents of the faid Letters, that as well the 
Ambaflador, as the Admiral, had treated him 
in fo unufual a Manner, and fo fiill of Pride, 
they durft not take upon them to forward the 
faid Gentleman to his Czarifh Majefty, nor to 
receive his Letters ; and that after chey had 
given him thb Anfwer, they returned him 
in Safety to Sweden, to the Englijh Ambaf- 
lador, with a Letter fignifying the fame. 

Thus it appears, by all that had been faid, 
that the Inftances or the Queen rof Sweden, 
and the Scafon being fo far advanced, have 
been the only Reafons which had determined 
his Czarilh Majefty to put an End, for this 
Year, to the Operations of the War, and to 
bring back his Forces into his Ports s and that 
the Conjunftion of the Englifli and Swedijh 
Ships'could not contribute any Thing to that 
Refolu- 
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Refolurign, feeing they had no Knowledge of it 1710. 
till after the whole Ruffian Fleet was fo return'd. L/"V^V/ 

Notwithftanding this Account above, pub- 
lilh'd by the Ruffians.^ it was generally thought 
that the Approach of the Britijh Fleet was the 
Occafion of their Retreat. It was on the 26th 
of Augujl that Sir John Norris arrived at the 
Lablers: The next Day the Prince of Hejfe 
and the Lord Carteret paid him a Vifit on 
Board ; and on the 3d 01 September the Queen 
herfelf, and the whole Court, went on Board,' 
and were magnificently entertain'd by the Ad" 
miral at Dinner ; after which there was a Ball, 
in which her Majdly danced. The Admiral 
was received with great Honoura at the City of 
Stockholm^ where, without doubt, his Prelence 
was very agreeable to the Swedes, whofe Coun- 
try was in fuch Diftrels. On the 8:h of the 
fame Month Mr. Berieley, Son of the Lord 
Berieley of Slrattonj fet out from Stockholm 
with the Lttters before-mentioned, ftom the 
Lord Carteret and Sir John Norrisy to 
the Czar, offering his Britannick Majefly's 
Mediation, for making Peace between his 
Czarifh Majefty and the Queen of Sweden % 
the ContenO of which were as follow :

Trade of his Subjafts, as well as to g^ve Weight 
and Support to his Mediation; and that nis 
Majelly has taken Mcafures with the moft 
Chriflian King, and his other Allies, among 
which Sweden is comprifed, not only to pro- 
cure to his Mediation the Succels his Majefty 
ought to expeft from it, but fpecdily to put an 
End to the War, which has lb long difturbed 
the North.

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Upon this Anfwer being given, the Sicurs 
yefferitt and W^er received Orders to leave I 
the Court of Pelershurgb, and retire to Dant- 
zick : Which was enough to (hew the King 
of Englan^s Difpofition to the Czar. Befidca, 
his Czariih Maiefty had Iearn*d that Adnniral 
Norrii had Orders to join Sweden in oppofing 
the Operations of the Rujfian Fleet : Where- 
upon the Czar caijfed all the Engliftt Merchants 
in his Dominions to be arrefted, and threatened 
to confifcate all their ESefls, which amounted 
to above fifty Millions, if the Briiifi Nation 
made War upon him : And at the lame Time, 
to caft all the filame on the Court of Great- 
Britain, his Czariih Majefty declared his Inten- 
tions to King George I, by the following Me- 
morial, which was prefenRd t^ his Refident 
Wefelozoiki.

Your Majefty 
obliged your fclf Hkewift by that Treaty, to 
fupport, as King of Ei^landt his Czarilfa Ms- 
jclty's Interell, and to fecond his DeJigos on 
all Occafions -, as his CzariiH Majefty obliged 
himfelf on his Part, by the fame Treaty, to 
procure to your Majefty the PoflefGon of the 
, Dutchies of Bremen and Verien. 

HisCzarifh Majefty has fiuthhiUy performed 
the Conditions on his Part, and your Ma- 
jefty has had the Benefit of them, by theAc- 
• quifitioQ of the Dutchy of BretiuHy and of the 
Principality of Verden \ which your Majefty 
could never hav^ obtained, had not his Czarilh 
Majefty employed all his C^res, and moft ear- 
neft Sollicitations with his Majefty the King of 
Denmark, to induce him to diveft himfelf, in 
Favour of your Majefty, of fo Suable a Con- 
queft. 

It cannot be difowned, that thofe Sollida- 
tions were efitAuaJ. His Danifii Majdiy did 
not condefcend thereto but merely out of Re- 
gard to his Czarilh Majefty, which has added to 
your Majefty's Dominions in Germany a PoflcT- 
lion very much to your Convenience. 

Thefe evident Prooft which his Czarifh Ma- 
jefty has given to your Majefty of the Sincerity 
of his Intentions for your Intereft, Sire, and 
for the a^randizing of your Family, might 
well make his Czarifli Majefty hope for fomc 
Acknowledgment on the Part of your Majefty.

Nothing was more natural than toexped lyxa. 
from your Majefty at leaft a Rerurn, by the o^-v-x^ 
Teljgious Obfervajice of the fame Treaty which 
produced you fuch confiderable Advantages. 

But, Sire, his Czarifh Majefty Ends himfelf 
entirety fruftratcd of his Hopes, and it is with 
great Omcem he lees himfelf obliged to make 
now, by this prefent Memorial, Reprefenta- 
tions to your Majefty on the Manner wherein 
your Majefty has fcparated yourfdf from his 
Alliance, and how little Caufe his Czarifh Ma- 
jefty has given for being thus dealt with. 

Your Majefty was not fatished wich making 
Peace for yourfelf, CKclufive of the Czar my 
Mafter; you alfo drew off, from the Alliance 
they had with him, his Pruffian Majefty, and 
his Majefty the King of Polandy as Eleftor of 
Saxmiy \ your Majefty has included them in 
that fcparate Peace, and has made, as King of 
Great-Britain., with the Queen of Sweden^ an 
Alliance, by which you have engaged to give 
her Afliftancc, by Subfidics of Money, and by 
a good Number of Men of War againft his 
C^rifli Majefty. 

■ The Kings of GrM/-5ri/-!«ff, your Majefty's 
Fredeoeflbrs, have at all I'imes Jet a Value up- 
on the Friendthip and good Underftanding 
eftablifliod between the Crowns of Great-Ruffta 
and Great' Britain, in Confideration of the con- 
fiderable Advantages accruing to their King- 
doms, by a Commerce gainful to their Sub- 
jcfts. 

King f^illiam had Engagements with the 

Crown of Sweden, adually to give it Afliftance 

by Virtue of a Treaty of defcnfivc Alliance ; 

yet nothing was able to determine him to declare 

againft 
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1719. againft h'ls Czarifh Majefty at the Beginning of 
•-v^N-^ the prefent Northern War. 

That great Prince, who was fenfibk it was 
for the Giood and Intereft of his Kingdoms, to 
preferve good Intelligence with Great-Ruffidy 
Kept him^lf within the Bounds of good Oflkes^ 
which he employed for the Pacification of the 
North ^ and it is not to be doubted but they 
would have proved effeftual, had the Crown 
of Sweden fhewn the (ame good Dilpofition to 
it which that Prince found in his CzarifH Ma- 
jefty. 

Queen AmCy of glonous Memory, trod in- 
tholeSteps, fo fiiH of WiiSom and Prudence \ 
tho* flie interpofed by good Offices in Favour 
of the Ducal Houfe of Helfieiiit yet fhe never 
went out of amicable Paths. All the World 
that made a found Judgment of it, i^phoded 
her, and her Kingdoms had the Benefit 
of it. 

If the Princes who wore the Crown (^Great- 
Britain before your Majefty, and who had no 
particular Obligation to the Czar my Mafter, 
aid yet carry fo fair with him, merely in Con- 
fidcration of the Advantage and true Intcreft 
which the Britijh Nation tound in a good Ccm*- 
refpondence with the Ruffian Empire ; had not 
his Czarifh Majefty good Grounds to expefl 
that your Majefty, the wonhy Sucoeflbr of 
thofe great Monarchs, would not djfdaia to 
imitate them, and would follow their Exam- 
ples ? Seeing fo many perfona] Reafons which 
your Majefty has, and which your Prcdeccffors 
had not, to cultivate a good Frtendfhip with 
his Csarifh Majefty, might ferve as power- 
fiil 
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Ful Motives to induce your Majefly to endea- 
vour to furpafs them in that Refpcil. 

His Czarifli Majefty had the greater Reaibn 
to czped: it. Sire, not only as he never gave 
you Caufe on his Fart, to deviate from Maxims 
which the Kings, your Majeft/s Prcdeceflbrs, 
judgnl good, and which they thought fit to 
praftifc towards his CzariA Majefty ; but be- 
caufe, on the contrary, would your Majefty 
but refleA a little upon it, you will find that 
the ConduA which hts Czarifh Majefty has con- 
ftantly obfervcd towards your Majefty, has 
proved very uleful to you, and might have 
convinced you of the Sincerity of his good In- 
teiKions towards your Majefty. 

May it pleafe your Majefty to recolleA all 
the Advances which the Czar, my auguft Ma- 
fter, has made for ftrengthening and cementing 
a-new^the antient Union between the twoCrowns 
of Great-RuJJia and Great-Britain^ by more 
clofe and ftrong Tics. 

When your Majefty, in the Year 1716, de- 
fired that hu Czarifti Majefty would be pleafed 
to fold his Ambaftkdor, Prince Kurakin, to 
London^ wfth what Readinefs did the Czar my 
Mafter enter into your Majefty's View ? And , 
did he not do all was pofiiblefor him, to com- 
ply with your Majefty's Defires, when you 
caufed to be propofoi to him, by one of the 
Chief of the Engii/h Miniftry at that Time, a 
Projeft of a Treaty of perpetual defenfivc Al- 
liance, and of Guarantee for the Succeftion of 
the Britifi} Crown eftablilhed in the Protcftant 
Line, and of another Treaty of Commerce and 
Navigation, by which your Majefty, and the 
Briti^ . 
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Bnti/b Nation, were to reap ibiid and pcrpetutt 
% Advantages ? 

The Remembrance of all that p^fied at that 
Time, and on that Occafion, as well in Ejig-. 
■ ifind as in Holland, is ftill fe ftelh, that it is 
needlefs to repeat aJ^ the Particulars: The 
principal' Minillera your Majefty has at thts- 
Time are not ignorant of them ; they have 
been often employed to afliire his Czarifh Ma- 
jcfty's Minifters of your Majefty's DeTtre to 
bring fo good and beneficial a Work to its 
Conclufion, and to perfcft it. His Czarifh 
Majefly did equally wifh it, and Ihewed all) 
the Condefcenfion that could be cj^dexl iron* 
him. 

Yet diis Work, fo eameftly defired at fitlJi 
by your Majefly, which would have procured 
fiich folid Advants^es to.the Britijb Niuion, and 
i^ive ^ven thenv fuch s> valuable Preference in. 
iiheir Commerce ta all other NadonSy remained 
imperfeft. 

The Intercft of the Nobility of Meeklem- 
bourg came acrofs: That Intereft^ fo foreign to 
the Crown of Great- Britain, created Incidents^ 
which din^ated aU the Appearances of a hap- 
py Succe& of that Negotiation. 

It was tni this that all the Earneftnels which 
had been Inewn^ for making Alliances with., 
his Czarilh Majefty, came to be cool, and to 
be changpd all on a fudden into Difguft, Ani^ 
mofity, and Hatred. 

Your Majefty's Minifters were foon obferved 
tQ Bll foreign Courts with fmifter Tnlttua- 
tions, to a£t againft his Czarifti Majefty's In- 
tereft, and to put all Manner of ^fe InterpK- 
tations on his Intentions. Great Pains weie 
taken 
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taken to draw off his Friends, and to raifc him 
Hnemies. What Means wo-e not ufed to em- 
fcroil his Czariih Majefly with the Coun of 
J^enna, and to divert the Court of Denmark 
from the Meafures then uken with his Czarifh 
Majefty, for the Operation of War againft 
Sweden? And in 1716, when his CzarifeMai^ 
jefly was at Co^^n&^^ff, wasitnot brought to the 
Point of caufing Admiral iyorm to aft hoftilely 
againft his Czarifli Majefty*8 Fleet, and againft 
fus Land Forces, if his Dani/b M^efty would 
only have confented to it ? 

Pretences wa<e to be found out for palliating 
ib great a Change of Conduft, and fo extraor- 
dinary a Proceeding toward his Czarifli Ma- 
jefty, to difpcrfe the Pablick to believe diere 
were ftrong Reafons for uling him fo, it was 
' rumour*d among the Britifl) Nation ; and pre^ 
tended to be ^lieved, that his Czarifli Ma- 
jefty hejd Correfpondence with the Pretender, 
fox placing him on the Throne of Great-Bri- 
tain. 

All the AiTanncts, Sire, which his Czarifh 
Majefty caufcd (o be given to your Majefty, 
by the Memorial which I had the Honour ta 
prefent to you in 1717, might have convinced 
your Majefty, and all the reafonable World, 
that this Defign was nevcf in his Thoi^hts^ 
and that thefc Imputations were falfe and 
groundlels. 

When any Advances were made from that 
Quarter, his Czarifli Majfefty rejefted them 
with Firmnefs, even without returning An- 
fwers, and without permitting his Minifters to 
enter into any Communication with the Adhe- 
rents of that Ferfon, 

But 
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lyig. But to take away all Colour of Sufpicions* 
O-tv-xJ of what Nature foever they were, his Majefty 
was pleafed to overlook the Prejudice which 
the ConduA obfcrvcd towards him for ibme 
Time had done to his ABairs, and to forget 
the Injury that had been offered to his IniMri- 
ty and Magnanimity: He facriBccd his Reloit- 
ments to the Delirc he had to prelerve a good 
Harmony between the Crowns o^ Great- Raffia 
and Great-Britain ; and he ollered your Ma- 
jefty to terminate with you* all the Diflnrences 
there might be between you, and to re-efta- 
blilh a mutual Confidence and good Correfpon- 
dence. 

Your Majefty knows that his Czarifh Ma- 
jefty's Privy-Counfellor of State, M. Tolfim, 
repaired to your Majefty at Hanover with riiat 
CommiBion : That the Steps and O^rs his 
Czarifh Majefty made, for renewing the Negp- 
tiacions of Alliance, were confiderable, and that 
nothing could have been capable to hinder the 
happy Succelsof them, had not the lame In- 
tereft of theNobilily of Meckienbourg deftroyed 
the apparent Probability there was ofaccom- 
ptifhing it. 

The Czar, my auguft Matter, conceived 
new Hopes of forming a good and folid Union 
between the two Monarchies, when your Ma- 
jefty fent to htm, during his Stay in Holland, 
Mr. fVbitwortfo and Admiral NorrtSt yourMi- 
nifters Plenipotentiary ; but his Czarifli M^e- 
fty's Minifters had lurdly entered into Confer- 
ence with thofe of your Majefty when thefc 
Hopes vanifhed, becaufe they owned ihey had 
no Propofitions to make ; and when his Czarilh 
Majefty's Minifters made fomc, which tended 
t<i 
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tt> re-eftablilh a good Harmony, and a perfe£t 
and fincere Ailiance, your Majefty's Minifters < 
contented themfelvcs with taking thofe Propofals 
ad r^erenduMy declaring, that they were not 
furnilhed with Orders on that Subje£l. 

At the fame Time his Czarifti Majefty re- 
ceived Advices, which explained to him what 
might be the Motives of the Procedures ob- 
ferved towards him \ he was informed of the 
fecret N^otiations fet on Foot by fome of your 
Majefty's Miniflers, for a feparace Peace with 
Sweden : This difpofcd his Czarilh Majefty to 
hearken likewife, on his Part, to the Propo- 
lititHis which fome Minifters <^ Sweden, who 
were at that Time in HoHand, made, for enter- 
ing upon a Ncgoriation of Peace. 

Their. M^j^^i^) ^^'^ Kings of Poland and 
PruJ^a, had then the lame Views, and they 
alTured his Czarlfh Majefty, that they would 
take Meafures in Concert with him, for the 
common Good. Their Difpofitions engaged 
his Czarilh Majefty to explain himfelt on the 
Propofitions of Sweden ; and, to Ihew that he 
was difpofcd to enter into a Negociation, a 
Place for the Congrefs was lettled, which was 
the We ofMand. 

His Czarilh Majefty, who had always in 
View a general Peace, communicated the Refo- 
lution of the late King oi Sweden, as foon as he, 
had received it, as well to your Majefty, by 
your Rcfident M. JVeber^ as to his Majefty 
the King of Dffflffwrt, by his Envoy Extraor- 
dinary at Petersburg, alTuring your Majefty 
chat your Mtniftcrs mould be admitted to this 
Congrels, if you were difpofcd to enter into 
this 
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1719. this N^otiation Jointly with his Czarifii M^ 

The Czar, my Maftcr, not feeing in your 
Majcfty any Inclination to come, into it, and 
finding on the Contrary, that the feparate Ne- 
gotiations begun in SuftJin were preimcd to 
h, his Cfarim Majefty could not forbear cau- 
fing the Con^ft of /Hand to be opened* and 
continuing afterwards the Negotiations for 
Peace, jointly with his Prufftan Majefty. 

The Affair had been ended loi^ ago, *hile 
the King of Sweden was alive, could his Czarifh 
Maiefty have refolvcd to abandon his Allies^ 
and to enter into Meafures which Were pro- 
pofed to him againft your Majefty. 

But good Faith, which his CzariiS Majefty 
cfteems a principal Virtue in a great Monarchy 
his Steadinefs in maintaining the' Alliances he 
had contraftcd, made him. abfolutely rejeA 
thofc Meafures : He chofe rather to Gicrifice all 
the Advantages he might have reaped from 
them, than expofe himfelfto the Reproach df 
having ever^ in the Couric of his Reign, de- 
lerced his Allies, and been wanting to hts Trea* 
ties t he therefore preferred the Continuance 
of the War to a clandcftine and feparate 
Peace. 

His Czarilh Majefty has fince that Time 
caufcd new Offers to be nude to your Ma- 
K'fty, as well by his oWn Minifters, as by thofe 
of your M.ijefty, for re-eftablilhing good Cor- 
rcfpondence and Union* and taking common 
Mcafures: 

He offered even to break .off the Congrefi 

at Alandy as foon as any Difpofition fliould 

appear 
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appear in your Majefty for renewing a fincere 
Friendfhip. * 

Thcfe Advances made by his Czarjfh Majc- 
fly, had no better Succefs than fo many others 
which hod preceded them : They were received 
with Gsldnefs and Indifference. 

The Confidcration of the Proceedings and 
Integrity of hisCzariJhMajeAy, moved foreign 
Princes, who were well aflcfted to the com- 
mon Good, to intcrpofe their good Offices for 
the re-efiablirtiing good Intelligence between 
the Czar, my auguft Mafter, and your Ma- 
jefty. 

With this View his Royal Highnefs the 
Duke of Orleans^ R^ent of France^ caufed 
fome Propofitions to be made laft Winter to 
his CzariA Majefty, who inftantly received 
them with Joy \ and to Ihew that he was in 
the beft Difpofition to bring them to a Con- 
chiQon, hcfcnt to hisMinifters in France^ full 
Powers for entering irtfo N^otiation upon that 
Subject. But the Offtr of thofe Prbpofitions 
was hailJIy made, when they were likewife let 
drop ^;ain, and it was obferred that your Ma- 
jefty was not inclined to them. 

His Czarilh Majefty thoi^ht that this Affair 
was putting upon a good Foot again, when 
your Majefty fent your Refidcnt, Mr. Jffferyest 
to his Majefty*s Court ; and when your Majefty 
afibred 'that Court, by. me, that he was to 
make Propo&ls of Alliance: But they were 
very much furprized tiicre, when, inftead of 
making jny himlclf, he asked, at his Arrival, 
what thofe were that they h^ to make to him. 

His Czarilh Majefty had a Right to pretend 
and require, that the Promife mSiz him ftiould 

Vol. IIL P be 
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be made good ; and that fince Afliirances had 
» been given him that the faid Minifter came 
to propofe, he ought to do it by fome Over- 
ture. 

However, his Majefly was pleafed ta pa& 
over that Difficulty, and to give a new Proof 
of the Sincerity of his Intentions for the cfta- 
blifhing a folid Alliance beween thp two 
Crowns of Great-Ruffia and Great-BrUaitu, he 
ordered his Miniftcrs to put into the Hand of 
your Majeft/s laid Refideni, a Projeft of a dc- 
Jenfive Alliance and Guaranty, conformable to 
that which had been fet on Foot in the Year 
1716. 
Could there be clearer and ftronger Proofs 
f given than thefe, that his Czarilh Majdty had 
no Defign, nor fo much as the Thought to 
undertake any Thing againfl your Majefly's 
Government ? Since, far from doing any Thing 
tending that Way, he fought only to. attach 
himfelf to your Majdly, and to enter into En- 
gagements with you for the furcr Eftablilh- 
mcnt of your Throne, and for fccuring it to 
your Royal Poftcrlty. 

Yer, Sire, tho' your Majefty's Refident fent 
that Projeft to your Court, fo far was it from 
being looked upon with any Regard, that not 
fo much as an Anfwcr was returned to it ; and 
his Czarifli Majefty, inftead of being made fen- 
fibie of your Majefty's being inclined to make 
a Return to all thefe Advances made by his 
Czarifli Majrfty, for reftoring good Harmony, 
received credible Advices from feveral Parts, ' 
that the numerous Squadron fent by your Ma- 
jefty into the Ballick, under the Command of 
Admiral Norris, was dcfigncd to fuccour Sive- 
den. 
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dettt and to turn againft his Czarifh Ma- 1710. 
jefty. . ^ ^-/A. 

The News of a Defign fo contrary to your 
Majefty's fing^ements, furprized his CzariJh 
Majefty i he could not perfuade himfclf that 
he had any Thing like it to fear from an Ally 
on whom he had heaped fo many Benefits, nor 
from the Naval Force oi Great- Britain^ with 
which his Czarifli Majefty, and his glorious 
Anceftors, have always maintained an inviola- 
ble Friendthip, and moft ftritft Correfpondence. 

But calling to Mind what had happened on- 
oihcr Occafions, he judged, that for fecuring 
himfclf from alt Surprize, Prudence required 
that fuch important Advices (hould not be neg- 
Icfted } and he fent Orders to the underwritten 
Minifter, to inform himfclf at your Majefty's 
Court, what the faid Squadron was defigned 
for, and whether it was true, that Admiral 
Norrii had Orders fo contrary to what were to 
be expefted from a Prince allied with his 
Czarifh Majefty ? 

His Ciarifli Majefty's Fleet was then ready 
to put to Sea: His Czarifli Majefty wrote to 
that Admiral, defiring him to own plainly 
what his Orders and Defigns were i declaring 
to him, that if he could not afture his Majefty, 
by Writing, that he would undertake nothing 
againft him and his Fleet, he (hould forbear 
approaching with his Squadron the Coalts and 
Fleet of his Czarifli Majefty. 

Your Majefty's Secretary ofSiate, Mr. CraggSy 
ftrongly aflurcd the underwritten Minifter, that 
the Admiral had no Orders to aft in a hoftile 
Manner againft his Czarifli Majefty i to whom 
the Ctid Admiral alfo wrote, on his Part, from 
P 3 Cepen- 
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Copmhaeen to the lame Purpofe, though in 
» Terms lefs clear. 

In the mean Time, the Campaij^ being 
ended, his Czarifh Majefty, upon his Return 
to Petersburgb^ received Advias, that purfuant 
to your Majefty's new Engagements contraftcd 
with Swede/ty Admiral Norris had aftually On- 
ders to join eighteen of his Men of War to the 
Swedifi Fleet, and to aft againft his Czarilh 
Majefty. Accordingly, that Enrlijb Squadron 
thus combined with the Swcdifi^ did tail to- 
«vards the Scberen of Sweden, but it was too 
late to execute their Defign : The advanced 
Seafon had already put aii End to the Opera- 
tions of his CzariOi Majefty'i Campaign ; he 
was returned to his own Harbours with his 
Fleet and Gallies. 

His Czarifh Majefty was infbrmed foon after* 
by his Plenipotentiaries at the Congrels <^ 
Jlandy of the Letters which your Majefty's 
Ambaflador in Sweden^ the Lord Carteret, 
and Admiral Norris, had written for offerir^ 
him your Mediation, and of his Plenipotentia- 
rics' Reafons for fending them bock : They 
came from Minifters whohad no manner <» 
Credentials to his Czarilh Majefty, and were 
drawn up in imperious Terms, which were 
not proper to be ufed to a great Monarch. 

Your Majefty, who fo well knows what is 
due to Sovereigns when any Thing is to be 
treated with them, may judge, by all that 
pHflcd on that Occafion, whether the Manner 
in which your Majefty's Minifters treated his 
Czarifli Majefty, when they offered him your 
Mediation, Sire, was agreeable to the Fricnd- 
ihip which has fubfiftcd at all Times between 
the 
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the Crowns of Great-Ruffia and Great-Britain \ 
and whether a Mediation, offered with Circum- 
ftances fo little equitable, can be looked upon 
as impartial ? 

To tell a Sovereign with a Sort of Command 
and Threatening, as your Majcfty's Minifters 
wrote to his Czarilh Majefty, that he muft 
make an End of the War, to put himfelf into a 
Condition to obtain by that Means a reafonable ^ 
Peace ; and to propofe to him the Mediation 
of a Power, at the fame Time that he is given 
to underitand, that the fanf>e Power had enter- 
ed into an Alliance, and thatj in Concert with 
his Enemy, he has taken Meafures againft him *, 
this is not to endeavour to engage him to 
Peace, it is rather fecking Pretences for a Rup- 
ture, and threatening him with it. 

His Czarifli Majefty cannot believe your 
Majefty has thefe Views : They are too oppo- 
iite to the true Intereft of Great-Britain^ and to 
the Idea the Czar, my moft auguft Mafter, has of 
your Majcfty's Equity and Magnanimity. 

It docs not appear what Motives are of Im- 
portance enough for breaking at this Time, 
without any juft and lawful Reafbn, the antienc 
Tics of Friendlhip between the two Crowns, 
and the good CorreTpondence maintained and 
cultivated in all Times with mutual Care. 

Thofe Ties have always proved to the Br/- 
tijh Nation a Source of confiderable Advan- 
tages in their Commerce. Wars interrupt the 
Courfe and Security of it ; publick Calamities 
and infinite Evik are the inevitable Confe- 
quenccs of Wars, 

His CzariJh Majefty is defirous to prevent 

them by all the Means that depend upon him ; 

P 3 my 
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my moft auguft Mailer is ftill in the fame 
Difpolition in which he has always been, in- 
violably to maintain a good Underftanding with 
your Majefty, and the Crown of Great-Britain, 
and to cultivate its FriendJhip. 

He has not yet given it any Pretext for com- 
mitting Hoftilities againll him, and he declares 
that he will never commit any on his Part, 
unlefs he be openly declared and a£ted againft, 
which his Czarifli Majefty hopes wiS not 
happen. 

His Majefty expcfts with Impatience, to be 
informed of the Refolution your Majefty will 
be pleafed to fignify upon this Memorial which 
I have the Honour to prelent you, to the End 
my auguft Matter may know what he has to 
expcA on the Part of your Royal M^fty.

his German Chancery j and as for the others, he 
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has commanded me to return the Anfwer follow- 
ing. 

His Majefty has ever made it his Care and 
Application to follow the Maxima of his Royal 
Predeceffors, thofe principally which tend to 
the maintaining of Peace and Fricndlhip be- 
tween him and the other Potentates oiEurepe^ 
and to the cultivating Commerce with them, 
for mutual Advantages. 

His Majefty has Ihewn, in particular, a fin- 
cere Defire to live in Amity with the Czar, 
altho' the Crown of Great-Britain had no for- 
mal Engagements with that Prince i and one 
may well afcribe to the Advances his Majefty 
has made to gain the Czar's Friendfliip, the 
Refentmcnt of the late King of Sweden againft 
his Majefty, the Effcfts of which have ap* 
pear'd on feveral Occafions. 

'Twas in order to eftablilh a good Corre- 
Ipondence with the Czar on a fol id Foundation, 
that his Majefty defir'd to make with him a 
Treaty of Qimmerce. 

'Tis true, Prince Kiirakiit repaired hither for 
that Negotiation, about the B^inning of the 
Year 1716; but inftead of making fuitable 
Rewrns to his Majefty's Advances, there were 
fhrted feveral Difficulties too tedious to be re- 
lated in this .Place ; and in particular, the 
King's Subjefls were denied the Liberty of 
trading at Cafan and Afiracan ; a Privilege 
which had been granted them by his Czarilh 
Majefty's Predeccflbrs : But what chieBy ren- 
der'd this Negotiation fruitlefs was, that the 
Czar would never come into this Treaty pf 
Commerce, unlcfs an Alliance were concluded 
at the lame Time, which was to extend fo far, 
P4 ai 
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as inevitably to engage Great Britain in a Rup< 
turc with the Crown of Sweden, its antieqt 
Ally ; vhofe Deftruftion is equally inconfifteat 
with the Peace aad the Balance of Euri^, 
and with the Support of the Proteftanc Reli- 
gion ; to which his Majcfty, both in regard 
to Confcience, and to Rcafon of Sute, is under 
fo many Obligations to contribute with all his 
Power. 

The feventh Article * of that Alliance, which 
is fct here in the Margin, (hews that there was 
demanded of his Majefty, not only the Gua- 
rantee of fo many Provinces which the Czar 
has conquer'd from Sweden^ (without a great 
Part whereof it-is impoHible for that Crown to 
fubfin-j] but that they infifted alfo on the Af- 
fiftance of a Briiijh Fleet, to aft direftly againft 
Swedai, and even that that Fleet ihouid be

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under the Command of the Czar and his Ad< 
mirals ; which, with r^;ard to Great Britain, 
was the moft imprafticablc and the moil odious 
Thing in the World : So that 'tis evident his 
Majefty could not enter into any fuch Engage- ' 
mcnts, without rendering all Peace and Agree- 
ment with Sweden utterly impolfible ; fince he 
rouft have guaranteed to the Czar Provinces, 
which that Crown can never give up ; and be- 
fides, his Majefty would thereby nave drawn 
upon himfclf the Powers concerned in the Pre- 
fervation of Sweden, and thofe which are ob- 
liged to it by their Alliances and Guarantees i 
the Fricndfhip of which Powers was moreover 
fo neceflary to the King, in order to bring 
about, in Concert with them, the great Schemes 
he had formed for the Tranquillity of Europe. 
Let any one jodge, whether his Majefty, how 
defirous foever he might be to fecure the Czar's 
Friendfhip, could purchafe it at fo dear a 
Rate. 

It was for thefe Caufes the Negociation of 
a Treaty of Commerce in the Month of 
FAruary, I7i6» mifcarried, and not on Ac- 
count of the Affair of Mecklenhourg, which 
did not happen till the Month of OHober foU 
lowing. Whatever Share the King might 
have m this laft mentioned Affair, asEleftor, 
he did not intemeddle in it as King. Sir John 
Nerris made no Attempt either againft the 
Czar's Fl«t, or againft his Land Forces •, no 
Concert was framed for that Purpofe i and the 
Meaning of the Writer of the Memorial is 
not to be underftood, when he infmuates that 
Admiral ^drrf J was juft going to aA in an hoftile 
Manner againft the Czar's Fleet, then at Co- 
penbagen. 
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1719. penbagen. An Imputation of this Nature^. 
1>'~S'''N-' ought never to be advanced without fufficienr 
Proof; and if the Czar entertained any fuch 
Sufpicion, it can be founded on no Fa<^ that 
ever came to the Knowledge of his Majefty, 
or any of his Mlnifters : It ought rather to be 
believed, that this Affectation of inCnuating 
fuch Jcaloufies in the Memorial, isonpurpofe 
to divert the Reader's Attention from the De- 
figns which the Czar's Conduft, at that time, 
gave juft Grounds to fufpeft him of. For if 
It be true that he had fuch Views, and that 
being in the moft intimate Alliance with the 
King of Denmark^ he yet had projeded no 
kfs, than to pofle^ himfelf of the Seundj and 
of Copenhagen (inftead of a Defcent upon Scbo- 
nen^ with which the World had beenamufed 
for fcveral Months,) it is natural that he ftiould 
endeavour to put the Public upon a wrong 
Scent, and to turn the BiaG of their Thoughts 
by Recriminations, that have no manner of 
Poundation. Now if the Czar really had 
fuch Intentions, it is poflible he was kept from 
bringing them to EfFefl:, by a juft Apprehen- 
fion that his Majefty's Fleet might oppofe 
.them, which it would infallibly have done ia 
fuch a Cafe : And might not the Czar's Re*. 
fentment, at the Difappointment of To vaft a 
Project, by the Fear of a Brilijh Fleet^have been 
the Caufe of his being fo much cftranged from 
his Majefty ever fince that time? For from 
tlicnce may be dated the Commencement ot 
that Animofity, which on fo many Occafions 
he has ftiewn againtt his Majefty. 

This appeared foon after, when by the Let- 
ters tliat pall between. Count Gyllembourg and 
Baroa 
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"Baron Gortz, it was difcovercd, thattheCzar 1710. , 
was incenfed againft his Majefty, to fuch a De- xy^f^KJ 
gree, that he thought in good earnefl: of a 
Reconciliation widi the King of Sweden^ of 
making a feparate Peace with him, and of 
afllifing the Pretender at the fame timet to 
poflefj himfelf of the Throne of Great Britain \ 
and in Truth, whatever A0iirances of the 
contrary were given in the Memorial of 1717, 
the Czar's Conduft, ever fincc, feems to have 
been entirely fuited to fuch a Scheme. The 
Negociations of one Jerntgany and of Sir 
Hugh Palter/on, Brother-in-Law to the late 
Lord Afar, with the Ruffian Miniftry, while 
the Czar was in Holland, are not unknown j 
no more than are the Intrigues of that Minif- 
try, both with the late Duke of Ormonde 
whiJft he iay Incognito at Mittawj and with 
Sir Harry Slerling, and the faid jferneggn at 
Petersburgh j nor the Correipondence, which, 
by Means of the Perfon laft named, was fet- 
tled between the Czar and the Court of 
Spain. 

It appeared publickly, that the Czar gave 
all Manner of Protection and Encouragement 
ro a great Number of his Majcfty's Rebel . 
Subje£ls. It is well known that the Confer- 
ences at jiland, which were fet on Foot with- 
out his Majefty's Knowledge, had their Rife 
from an Interview with Baron Gortz at Looy 
in Augufl, 1717. That Minifter's Papers have 
difcovcred the Defign of thofc Conferences i 
and that the Invafion of Scotland was immedi- 
ately to follow the Conqueft of Norway j fo 
that it is not ftrange the Czar ihould take no 
Care to prevent the Lois of that Country, or 
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to fuccour his Ally the King of Bmm^rky ira 
J fo preinng an Eztgence : In fliort, it is fuf-^ 
ficiently Known, that the Czar caufed repeat- 
ed Propofals to be made to the Court of Spam, 
to bring them into- an Offenfllve Alliance 
againft his Majefty in Favour of the Pre- 
tender. 

The King, not yet difcouraged by fucb 
Proceedings, endeavoured by all kind of 
Means, to gain the Czar's FriendlHtp. He 
did for that Purpofc fend to him in Auguft^ 
1717* Admiral Norris and Mr. fVitwortby both 
known, and, as hts Majefty thought, accep- 
table to him -, but the Whole was again fee 
" afide, by propofing on his Part that Alliance, 
in which it was known the King could never 
enter, and which was made the more imprac- 
ticable, by the Condition they continued to in- 
fert in it, that the Britijh Squadron ftionld be 
under the Command of the Czar's Admirals. 

Though as Things flood, his Majefty had 
Rcafon to believe that the Memorial which 
was preftntcd to him by the Refident in Sum- 
mer, 1718, making mention of the Czar*s In-, 
clination to live in Ffiendfliip with him, was 
no more than an Artifice to cover the Negoti- 
ations and Intrigues before mentioned ; yet 
that nothing might be wanting on his Part, he 
look Occafion from thence, to fend Mr. Jef- 
feryes his Refident to Petersburg^ and even or- 
dered Admiral Norris to go tnicher likewife i 
but the Admiral being failed from the Balluk, 
on hb Return to England^ before Mr. Jefferyes 
arrived at Copenhagen^ he proceeded on his 
Journey without him. He omitted nothing 
that might bring to efFcft the good Difpofi- 
tion 
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tion he had been aflured he fhould find in the 
Czar i but thofe AfTurances foon appeared to be < 
a further Amufement : For inflrou of making 
any Fropolals to him, he was asked what }m 
had to offer ? And when he fpoke of re-efta- 
blifhir^ antient Friendthip, and of concluding 
a Treaty of Commerce, he was told i^t an 
Alliance maft firft be thought of, and a Flan 
lettled for the Operations of a War. i^inft 
Sweden ; which Propofal, it was well known, 
could never be admitted by BritiP Minif- 
ters. 

The Defigns concerted at Aland with Baron 
Gffr/3, being at length entirely overthrown, 
by the King of Sweaer^i Death j the Ciar not )/ 
finding in the Frincefs, who fucceeded him, 
any Difpofiiiorl to purfue fuch unjuft and dan- 
gerous Schemes, refolved to compel her to it 
by Force, and by fuch violent utremities as 
are fcarce to be ptrallePd. Being full of this 
Imagination, he was alarmed at tne Fleet his 
Majefty was obliged to fend yearly into the 
Bauick, to protca the Trade of his Subjefts: 
He demanded in an imperious and threaKning 
Manner, upon what Defign this was done ■, and 
he wrote to Admiral Norns in fuchX-anguage, 
as the Crown of GreAt Britain has not been 
ufed to. 
However the King made no other Retura 
. to all thefc Proceedings, but mild Appliuti» 
ons and Offers of his Mediation by the Lord 
Carteret and Admiral Norris j whiJft the Czar 
would not fo much as receive their Letters on 
this Subjeft, on Pretence that they had oo 
Credenttab to him ; an Objection which none 
of the other Powers, engaged in the War againft 
Swdettf 
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1710. Sweden, ,had ftarted, thoi^h their Cale was 
^^sfsj exaiftly the fame. 

To avoid whatever might exafperatc, noth- 
ing Oiall be faid here of the ill Treatment of 
his Majefty's Subjefts in fhe Czar's Dominions, 
of Britijb Seamen forced to fcrve on board the 
Ruffian Fleet, of Artificers denied the Li- 
berty of returning to their Country, of Mer- 
chants confined without Caufe, and of Ships 
and Cai^oes feized, and confifcated without 
Law or JoftJce. 

His Majefty ftill pcrfifts in the fame Sen^ 
timents of Moderation towards the Czar, de- 
firing to live in Friendfliip and good Corref- 
pondence with him, and to be able to incline 
hini to reftore Tranquillity in the North. With 
this View, he again ofiin^ hb Mediation, hop- 
ing the Czar will not be the only Prince in 
Europe that oppofes fo juft and ialutary a De- 
fign. It may t>e faid that nothing can be more 
fuitable to his Intcreft, fince this is propofcd 
to be attained by procuring a Peace, that will 
fecure to him a> confiderable Part of his Con- 
quells. His Majcfly hopes that fo knowing 
a Prince as the Czar, will not only moderate 
his Pretenfions for the Advancement of the 
Peace in general ■■, but will likewife diftinguiOi, 
that it is more becoming his Prudence, to fe- 
cure to himfelf by good Treaties, and by the 
Confent of other great Powers, fuch confide- 
rable Trafts of Land, the Ceffion of which, it 
is hoped, may be procured from the Crown 
of Sweden, than to expofe the Fruits of all 
his happy Succefs to the Events of a War, in 
which he will Hand alone. Sweden neithef 
ojght nor can yield up Revel to him j but tho' 
the 
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■the Czar fliould reftore that Plact, he would 
fitll remain polfcfTed of other Forts, and of a t 
\z&. Ejctent of Territory along the CoaAs of 
thc;BaWf*Sea. 

The Complaifance which the King is willing 
to ihew. In being the Mediator of a Treaty 
that ihould procure fuch Advantage to the 
Czar, is an invincible Proof of the Difpofition 
his Majelly is in to live in Amity with him ; 
and if the Publick fhould find any ^ult in fuch 
a Conduft, 'twould be, that in the Opinion of 
many, that Complaifance is carried too far. 
If after fuch Offers, the Czar perflfts in his 
iUnwillingnefs to reftore Revel, he will there- 
by only alarm all the other Powers, and unite 
nioft of them againft him. 

The King's fincere Defire to fee a general 
Peace eftablilhed, and his Earneftnefs to re- 
new for that End his former Union -with the 
C^r, induce his Majcfty, upon thi$ Occaiion, 
to offer him friendly Advice, and to exhort 
him to give a ferious Attention to it. 

If unhappily, and contrary to all Expeftali- 
on, thefe Advances and good Intentions of his 
Majelly fhould, through the Czar's Refufal, 
be inelfeftual ; and that the King, by Virtue . 
of his Engagements -witli Swede?}, which he is 
refolved to ftand by, fhould find himfelf 
obliged to enter upon Meafurcs difagreeable to 
the Czar, he will Citisfy himfelf with having 
omined nothing on his Parr, that might pre- 
vent the grievous Conlequences which may 
enfue.

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His M^efty has ordered Anfwer to be re^* 
_ turned to the Memorial prefcnted by the.Refi- 
B <?**!:' dent Wejfelowiki^ as &r as that Memorkl con* 
^^"^ " cerns him, in the Quality of Elcftor. That 
he was very much furprtzed to fee the Re- 
proaches contained in tt, bccauTe he has not 
defcrvcd them from his CzariJh Majefty, 
whofe Friendihtp he has always cultivated very 
carefully, as well before as twx his AccclTion 
u>the Crown. 

It is not his Majefty who has deviated ftom 
the Treaty of 171 5; on the contrary, it bhis 
Czarifh "Majefty who has departed from it, fee- 
ing nothing could be more againft it, than his 
coming to eftablilh bimfelf in the Empire with 
an Army, and 10 poflTcls himfclf of Provinces 
contiguous to his Majefty's Dominions in Ger^ 
many. It may be remembred, that his Ma- 
jefty obfcrving the Ruffian Troops in Afeck- 
lenheurg, a Magazine formed at Reftock for 
their SubOftance, and the Country ruined by 
their Exaftions, difchai^ed towards his Czarilh 
Majefty the Office of a Friend and an Ally, 
by caufing to' be reprefented to him the Preju- 
dice he was doing himfelf by fucha Proceed' 
ing, and the Danger he was in, by 'drawing 
upon himlelf the Head and the Members of 
the Empire. 

Thole who confider the Rank which his 
Majefty holds, as well in the E^npire as in 
the Circle, and the Intercft he had in the Tran- 
quillity of his Neighbourhood, will doubtlefi. 
judge, that fuch Inftances were not only 
founded in Jufttoe and Elquity, but likewifc 
that his Majdly could not avoid making them, 
and that he was obliged to it by all Manner <^ 
Reafons, 
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Rcafbfis. Accordingly, it was much wondered 
It did not produce any Effcft, and that the 
Czar's Minifters fhould feek only to gain Time, 
andtoamufc the World with illufory Promi- 
fes of a March of their Mailer's Troops, with- 
out ever fiijing a Term for that March. It 
even appeared plainly, that thofe Inftances of 
(he King gave rife to that Animofity of the 
Czar againft his Majcfty, which has fince broke 
out on fo many Occafions. One EfFcift of it 
Was tlie Interview which the Czar and his Mi- 
riders had at Loo, with Baron GortZy who had 
been newly difmiffed from his Confinement at 
'jlrnbeim ; feeing that Baron was then intrufted 
to bring about a feparate Peace between the 
CzAr and the King of Sweden. His Czarifti 
Majefty did not only not communicate that 
Interview at all to the" King, but when the 
Refident Pf^eher fpoke of it a linlc after to his 
Minifters at Pelerjburgb, they thought fit to 
deny it . And yet it was that Interview which 
gave Birth to the Congrefs at Aland, which- 
was formed without his Majefty's Knowledge j 
infomuch, that when M. Ofterman fet out to 
go ihithet' in the Month of January I718, he 
denied the Matter with Oaths to the Refident 
Weber, and afilired him he was going to Mof- 
f«u, where his Cz;iri(h Majefty then was. The 
Czar would never admit his Majcfty's Minifter 
to the Conferences at Aland, nor impart to 
him what was treating there ; nor will this be 
wondered at, if it be confidered, that his Cza- 
rifti Majefty was framing Plans there,' the Drift 
'of which was no lefs than to unite his Forces 
with rhofc of the King of S's-ederty for carry- 
Q_ ing 
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ing the War into his Majefty's Dominions in 
I Germany^ and for invading Scotland after the 
Conqueft of Norway. It was the Interview at 
Loo, and feveral other liifpicious Proceedings 
of the Czar, that induced his Majefty to fend 
into Sweden the Giuncellor Scbrader^ to en- 
deavour to difcover, whether there was any 
Ground for the Rumours which were fpread 
of a fepamte Peace, ready to be concluded be- 
tween his Czarifii Majefty and Sweden. It is 
affirmed in the Memorial, that thofe fecrct 
Negociations of his Majefty, determined the ■ 
Czar to form the Congrefs at jiland ; whereas 
it is publickly well known, that the Czar's 
two Plenipotentiaries let out from Peierjhurgb 
. in the Middle of the Month oXJanuary 1718, 
and Counfcllor Schroder did not begin his Jour- 
ney till the Month of March the fame Year. 
His Stay at Lunden in Schonen was but for 
three Weeks, and he did not fee the King of 
Sweden, who was then at Slromjlat. The Death 
of that King happening ac the End of the 
Year 1718, his Czarifii Majefty took there- 
upon a Reiblacion to make the utmoft Efforts 
to opprefs Sweden, and force it to accept the 
Conditions which he fliould pleafe to prelcrjbe. 
No Man is ignorant of the Ravages and Burn- 
ings which lie caufed to be made for gaining 
his Point. He fent M. OJierman to S/ock- 
bolm, inftruiftcd to promote exorbitant Terms : 
But if his Czarilh Majefty .did then employ 
both Force and Negotiation, it was only for 
procuring his own feparate Peace. His Bri- 
tantiick Majefty's Interefts were no part of the 
Queftion ; on the contrary, tiic Bufinefs in 
Hand

Hand was, after the Conclufion of ihe Czar's 
Peace wirh Sweden^ to take Meafurcs witK that t. 
Crown for coming into the Empire with uni- 
■ ted Forces, and recovering for the Swedes what 
they had loft there. 

In this Situatioiij or to fpeak more proper- 
ly, in this Extremity, his Britannick Majefty 
thought it time at lail to look to himfelf, and 
hinder the Ruin of a Proreftant Kingdom, in 
uniting with it by Alliances. But this was 
done without proceeding to any HoftiJiiies a- 
gainft his Czarlfh Majcfly. On the contrary, 
the King offered him his Mediation, which 
he had the more Right to do, becaufe Great 
Britain was never engaged with the War in the 
. North, and becaufe this Mediation had been 
accepted by the Queen q^ Sweden. 

It is manitcft, therefore, that if the King 
has prevented the Czar, by his Treaty with 
Sivedeiiy he was authorized, not to fay forced 
to do it, by the many Proceedings of that 
Prince, who had for fo long a Time been treat- 
ing of Peace, in Exclufion of his Majefty, in 
a publick Congrefs formed without his Con- 
fent, and was on the Point of putting Sweden 
under a Yoke. His Majefty's Brittjb Mini- 
fters will take care to fct forth, in the An- 
fwer which they will deliver to the Refident, 
hisMajcfty*sjuft Caufes of Complaint, in the 
Quality of King of Great Britain. 

In the mean Time, it depends wholly on 
the Czar to re-eftablilh entirely Friendlhip and 
good Intelligence, and to let the Troubles of 
the North ceale, by making Ule of a Media- 
tion, which has no other Aim than to put an 
0^3 end 
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1719. end to them, and in their Room to fettle Peaa 
V'-^v'-s.J and Tranquillity. Done at St. Jamei'i the 
' 2ift of January 1720. 

Thefc Anfwets were not without a Reply 
from the Czar j but Order of Time obliges us 
The Czar ba- to refer that to the Clofc of the next Year. 
S^ut^lSi ^" Czarifli Majcfty, ever watchful over 
the Welfare of his People, this Year ordered 
that Pelt of Society, the Jefuits, to be baniflied 
his Dominions. Thefc reverend Fathers, who 
• have an admirable Art of getting into all 
' Places where they can have any Profpeft of 
Gain, had fpared no Pains to introduce them- 
fclves into RuJJia^ where the great Superftition 
of the People was like to prove an inexhaulli- 
bJe Fund for ecclefiaftical Exactions : They had 
found Means to get a Recommendation from 
the Emperor \ but there being at this Time a 
Coldnefs between the Courts of Petershurgb 
and Vienna, his Czarilh Majefty caufed the fol- 
lowing Order to be affixed at the Door of the 
Roman Catholick Church ; 

HIS Czarifh Mnjefty having always main- 
tained good Friendlhip with the Imperial 
Court, till the Imperial Refiaent Pieyer, began a 
dangerous Cotrcfpondence with the Rujjian Sub- 
jects, his Majelty found it necefTary to defire he. 
might be recalled i which being doneaccording- 
]y, the faid Refident was allowed to Itay four 
Weeks and above at Pettrsburgh, and to continue 
his Correfpondence ; whereas on the contrary* 
the Ruffian Refidcnr at Vienna, Wejfelotvjky^ and 
the Agent at Brejlawt were obliged infbntly to 
fctire out of the Emperor's Dominions \ which 
unfriendly 
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unfriendly Behaviour of the Imperial Court has 
induced his CzariJh Majefty to ufe RepriGils ; and ' 
therefore ail Jefuits areearneftly commanded, 
by Virtue of thefe Letters Patents, to quit the 
Bujftan Dominions within four Days after 
having Notice given them, the World being 
fufficicntly apprized of their dangerous Machi- 
nations, and how common it is for them to 
meddle with political Affairs. 

After, this Treatment, Pofterity is not to 
expeft that the writing Jefuits will beftow any 
Encomiums on this wife Monarch \ who, in 
the Midft of the molt important Affairs, did 
not n^le<^ to improvt even the Diverfions of 
his Court, and this Tfear caufed feveral Af- 
Icmblies to be opened at Peienhurgb^ and had 
the following Regulations printed in lYitRuf- 
J^an Tongue, 

Regulations for keeping JJfemblies at Peterfburgh. 

Assembly is a French Term, which cannot Sets up Af- 
be rendered in Ruffian in one Word ; It femblies at 
fignifies a Number of Perfons meeting toge- ^'"^fi"'^i^ 
ther, either for Diverfion, or to ulk about 
their own Affairs, Friends may fee each other 
on that Occafion, to confer together on Bufi- 
nefi or other Subjects % to enquire after dome- 
ftick and foreign News, and fo to pafs their 
Time. After what Manner he wiHIiave thofe 
Affemblies ' kept, may be learned from what 
follows. 

1. The Perfon at whofe Houfe the Aflem- 
bly is to be in the Evening, is to hang out a

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Bill or other Sign, to give Notice to all Per- 
' Tons of either Sex. 

II. The Affcmbly Ihali not begin fooncr 
than four or five in the Afternoon, nor conti- 
nue later than ten at Night. 

III. The Maftcr of the Houfe is not obli- 
ged to go to meet his Guefts, to condu6t them 
out, or to entertain them \ but though himfclf 
is exempt from waiting on them, he oi^ht to 
find Chairs, Candles, Drink, and all the Ne- 
cefTaries afked tor ; as alfo, to provide for all 
Sores of Gaming, and what belongs thereto. 

IV. No cenain Hour is fixed for any Bo- 
dy's coming or going i it is fuiHcient if one 
make his Appearance in the Aflembly, 

v. It is left to every one's Liberty to fit, 
walk, or play, jull as he likes ; nor (hall any 
body hinder him, ' or take Exception at wh« 
he does, on Pain of emptying xk&great EagU, 
fa Bowl filled with Wine and Brandy] : As for 
the reft, it b enough to falute at coming and 
going. 

VI. Perfons of Rank, as for Inftance, No- 
blemen, and fuperior Officers i likewifc Mer- 
chants of Note, and Hcad-Mafters (by which 
are chiefly underftood. Ship-builders) Perfons 
employed in the Chancery, and their Wives 
and Children, fhall have Libeny of frequenting 
the Aflemblics. 

VIL A particular Place Ihall be affigned to 
the Footmen (thofe of the Houfe excepted) 
that there may be fufficicnt Room in the Apart- 
ments defigned for the Aflembly. 

At thefe Aflemblies there is dancing in one 
, Room,playingatCards in another, or Draughts, 
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or Chefs, in which laft Game the meaneft Ruf- 
fians excel i in a third Room there is com- < 
monly Company fmoking, and difcourfing 
together ; and in the fourth are Ladies and 
Gentlemen^, diverting themifelves wich Quc- 
ftions and Commands, Crofs-purpofcs, and 
fuch like little Plays that promote good Hu- 
mour and Langhter. Although none of the 
Company arc obliged to drink more Wine 
or Brandy than what they alk for, except on 
tranfgrefling the eAablifhed Rules or Laws of 
the Affembly, which happens very often i 
, yet there are many Ruffians^ who lay hold of 
that Opportunity of making much of them- 
felves at other Mens Coft, and look upon 
AJJ'emhUti as one of the moft laudable of the 
late Czar's Innovations. It fells to the Turn 
of every great Man of the Court to keep an 
Affembly once in a Winter at Icafl: ; and if 
the Czar pitches upon a particular Perfon for 
it. Notice is given to him by the Matter {rf" 
the Pdke. 

Plays and Opera's are now brought to fomo 
tolerable D^ree of Perfeftion at Petersburgh, 
but were performe4 in a very rude and auk- 
ward Manner in the Czar Peter's Time, who 
had no Reli/h for Entertainments of that kind ; 
but, however, was for encouraging them, aa 
he thought they might help to foTten the na- 
tural Morofenefs of his People.

End of the Second Booh 
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Prince 0/ Heffe-Caffel to the Throne 1 ivbo is 
deftrou: of Peace, The Swcdifh yice-jidmiral 
attach the Czar's Fleet and is beaten. A Naval 
Triumph at Pctcrsburgh on that Account. The 
Ruifians commit great Ravages in Sweden. 
The Czar makes fame Propofalsfor a Sufpenfion 
of Arms, and an Exchange of Prifoners, ivbicb 
are rejected ; upon which be continues his Pre- 
farations for the fVar. Receives the Duke of 
Holftein under bis ProteHion. Offers to ae- 
cept of the Mediation of France. A Congrefs 
is appointed at Nicftadt in Finland. ■ The Czar 
fends a netu Chart of tbe Cafpian-Sea to the 
Rayal Academy at Paris. Peace concluded be- 
tveeen Ruflia and Sweden. Tbe Swcdiffi Pri- 
foners fet at JJberly. The Czar is requefied to 
take upon him the Title of Emperor. Afolemji 
Tbankjgiving for tbe Peace. 

ITH the New -Tear his Czarifh 
I Mdjefty b^n' to make new Frepa- 
J rations for the Campaign, feeing him- 
> felf abandoned by all his Allies, and 
forced to maintain alone the War with Sweden^ 
fupported by an Engl^ Fleet, favoured by 
the Kings of Pruffia and Denmark., and ready 
to make her Peace with Poland. Thefe Pre- 
parations began with calling tc^ther a very 
confiderable Army on the Side of Finland, and 
endeavouring with a numerous Fleet to make 
hinifelf Mafter of the Botbnick-Gulpb. 

The Diet of Poland being affembied, fcnt the 
Palatine of Mazcvia Ambaffador to his Czarifh 
Majefty, with Inilruftions to demand Satisfac- 
tion for the Damages done to feveral Provinces 
by the Mardics and Counter-marches of the 
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Ruffian Troops •, by the Contributions they had 
mifed -, the Horfcs and Cattle they had carried ' 
off, and other Exa^ions, of which hisCzarifh 
Majefty had ordered Informations to be given, 
that he might punifh the Officers who had done 
or fufFcred thefe Diforders. He likewife rc- 
prefented, that the Republick had carried their 
Patience as fer as poffible, by contenting them- 
felves only to make their Complaints, while 
the Nobility were for getting on Horfeback, 
to rid themfeives of the Injuries that were done 
them by the Ruffians. 

The Czar, who had fome Pretcnfions on 
Poland that he did not care to relinquiHi, and 
who knew, on the other Side, the Intercft 
which the Emperor took in the AftairsofKing 
jiugujlus, was obliged to aift with great Cau- 
tion, for fear the Poles ftiould alfo think of re- 
conciling themfeives to Sweden, in which Cafe 
they might unite their Arms againft Ruffiia^ 
and infifl: on the jR,eftitution of Courland and 
Livonia. He left the Management of this im- 
portant N^otiation to Prince Dolgorukit who 
had been many Years Ambaflador in Poland: 
This Minifter had therefore feverri Conferences 
with the Deputies of thcNobility, approved of by 
the King and the Senate. He gave them to yndcr- 
ftand, that the Czar his Mafter was very well in- 
clined to enter into an Union and gocjd Intelli- 
gence w ith Poland-; but he defired firft, to know 
•whether the Letters that were fent in Anfwer to his 
were approved of by the Body of the Repubiick.,/ime 
they were infucb Terms as looked like a Declara- 
tion of IVar \ Secondly, Whether the Treaty con- 
eluded at Vienna, between the Emperor and the 
King of Poland, vjas made by Cenfent of the 
Repub' 
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Repuhlici. He afterwards demanded, that the 
' City o( Dantzick iHouM be obliged to execiirc 
the Treaty made with the R^ency, by which 
Jhe was engaged to furnifli a certain Number 
of Frigates to join the Naval Forces of the 
Czar. 

The Deputies anfwered to the firft Queftion, 
that it was publickly known, that at tKe lame 
Time that it was not judged proper to conti- 
nue any longer the kit; Diet at Grodno, but 
that their Deliberations fliould be transferred 
to the Diet of H^arfasv, it was reiblved that 
the King, the Primate in the Name of the Se- 
nators, and the Marefchal of the Nuncios in the 
Name of the Nobility, fhould write to his 
Czarilh Majefty as they had done : That thofe 
Letters contained nothing like a Declaration of 
War, but only a neceffary Remonflrance, that if 
thei2»^a«Troopsftil] remained in theKingdom» 
(»ntrary to the repeated Promifes of their being 
recalled, the Republick would be obliged to 
take proper Meafures to prevent the entire Ruin 
of fo many Provinces. That they were bound 
to pfoted the City of DaMztck, which the Czar 
had laid under fuch heavy Contributions -, and 
that they could explain themfelves no other- 
wife on the Affairs of Ceurlandy than by repre- 
fenting the antient Right of the Crown, which 
they were refolved to maintain. 

To the fecond Queftion he anfwered, that 
the Republick had no Knowledge of the Trea- 
ty concluded at Vtertna ; but as it was made 
fince the Diet of Grodno, they could have no 
P« in it: But that if the King, as Eleftor of 
Saxary^ had concluded any particular Treaty, 
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he had a. Right to it without rendering any 
Account to the Republick. » 

That as to his Czarilh Majefty's Demaod, 
with r^ard to the City of Dantzick ; as the 
Kings of Poland had always left them in hUl 
FolTeflion of their Liberties and Privileges, 
and as the Republick had maintained no naval 
ForceSi nor ever obliged' the Subjefts ot mari- 
time Towns to arm any Veflelsfor them, they 
could not oblige the Citizens of Dantzick to 
make an Armament for the Czar. That if 
this was imp(?rted by any particular Treaty 
with the City,, there had been already great Dif- 
ficulties on that Article^ which ought to be ex- 
amined. 

In fliort, after many reciprocal Deduftions 
iof the Complaints on both Sides, the Deputies 
declared, ttut the Republick were refolved to 
make Ufe of the good Difpofitions, of the 
Queen of Sweden towards a Peace ; her Swed- 
ijh Majcfty haying already made fomc Advan- 
ces to the King of Poland \ and that the Re- 
publick invited his Czarilh Majefty to conclude 
a Peace at the fame Tinie, or discharge them 
from their Alliance; thqr offered him their 
Mediation, and alUired his Majefty» that they 
ihould be always deHrous to maintain a llrtt^ 
Friendlhip with him. 

The PaJatine of Mazmiia made hts pubJick 
Entry into Petenhurgb^ on the 5th of March. 
The Ceremony was very magnificent, and on 
the 7th he had an Audience of his Czarifh 
Majefty, before whofe Throne he made a 
Speech. 

To felicitate' him on the Succeft of his 

Arms over the common Enemy, and to 

affiire 
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1720. afTure him of the conlbnc and inviolable 
V>-v*»ifc/ Amity of the King of Poland and the Repub* 
lick. 

This Minifter had fevcral Conferences with 
ihofe of his Czarilh Majefty, "who, to cut all 
Ihort, told him, that their Mafter could noc 
renounce his Prctenfions to Courlaad, nor 
yield Livonia to the Republick -, that the City 
of Dantzick muft execute the Conventions made 
with the i^tf^on Generals ; and that the Coun- 
cit of Finances (hould examine into what was 
due from his Czarifli Majtfty to the Republick, 
and from the Republick to his Majefty. 

While this paffed at Pttersburgb, the Treaty 
of Peace concluded with the KAng o{ Prufia, 
was figned at Stockholm, and another was car- 
TjjcQuj^of rying on with the King of Denmark. The 
yiufit»r<Jigns States of the Kingdom of Sweden affembled, 
her Crown to and the Queen, by a Generofity of which there 
herHufbifld. jj^yg jj^^ fp„ Examples, took the Crown 
from her own Head, to place it ori that of the 
Hereditary Prince of HeJJe-CaJfel, her Royal 
Confort; who was crowned, to the general 
Satisfaction of all their Subjefts. All thefe 
Meafures tended little to Peace with the Czar 1 
on the contrary, the King of Great-Britain^ 
now as firmly united with the Regent of 
France, as with the Crown of Sweden, had en- 
gaged him to pay the Subfidics which were due 
to it from the moft Chriftian King ; fo that at 
[be Time when Sweden was at the lowcft Ebb 
of Credit, ihe received fix hundred thoiifand 
Crowns from the Court of France^ with A ITuran- 
ces that theSubfidy, for the future, Ihould be 
regularly paid : This Succour, joined to thofc 
ot England and Hanover-, made the Swedes 
take 
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take frdh Courage, and give his Czarifh Ma- 
jefty to underftand, that he was not to expeft ^ 
Peace, unlefs he could bring them to it by 
Force 1 which occafioned him to make new 
Efforts, by rc-affembling his Troops in Fi»~ 
land, augmenting his Fleet, and niaking all 
Preparations to be in the Field before his 
Enemy. 

In the mean Time the Czar*s Refident, Bef- The Czir*s 
tuch^y prefentcd a Memorial to his Britamick Miniftw pre- 
Majefty, which was a Reply to the woAn-^*^^ 
fwersofhis Majefty, (one as King of Grw/- KingofGrtor 
Britain, and the other as ¥M&OT<ii Hanover,) Britain. 
to the Memorial of H^ejfelowski : In this Piece 
there is a Recital of the whole Tranfadions of , 
rhe War in the North, from the firft B^in- 
ningof it to that Time ; and his CzariJh Ma- 
jefty undertakes to juftify every Seep he had 
taken in the whole Prt^refs of it : But the Re- 
flexions that were made, in this Memorial, 
on the Britip Minifters, pretending that they 
were in an Intereft different from that of their 
own Country, and the little Refped that is 
paid therein to \as' Britannick Majefty, were ■ 
Rcafons for giving no other Anfwer to it, than p^ jj ,j,^ 
an Order to M. Beftucbef to depart the King- ted ta depait 
dom. that Kingdom. 

After the Meafures which the Court of 
Great-Britain had taken the Year before, it 
was to be expefted that they would let no 
Time (lip, in puftiing on the Point they had 
in View : Accordingly, as foon as the Scafon 
of the Year permiiced, the Britijh Fleet ar- ^ ^j^* 
rived in the Sound, under the Command of Sir inihc5iwn/. 
John Norris, who was ordered to join the Swe- 
dijb Fleet, in Support of the Mediation, which

Sweden., as be had Succeeded before In the Peace 
which was juft then concliKled betweeo Stoe- 
dett and Denmark ; For this Reafon, Admiral 
NorriSt before he weighed Anchor in the 
Ka^ of Cope/ib^en^ wrote the followit^ Let- 
ter to Prince Doigomkiy the Ambaffador of

Thii, 
Sir, b what I would beg of you to reprefent t 
to his Czarifh Majefty, with the Afliirances of 
my moil humble Refpefb ; and that I fbould 
think myfelf eztreamly honoured, to receive 
his Orders on this Occafion, t?c." , 

Prince Dolgoruki made the following An- 
wer to the Brilifl} Admiral : 

SIR, 
•' T Received the Letter you fcnt me thii Prince Ddga- 

X Morning by your Secretary, by which I un- rKkPi Anfwer. 
derftand, that the King your Mafter has fent 
you into thefe Seas with a Squadron, to pro- 
cure Peace between the Czar my Mailer and 
the Crown of Sweden. All that I can an- 
fwer to it is, that his Czarilh Majefty has 
nothing more at Heart than Peace and Repofe, 
of which he has given vifible and ftiining 
' Prooft daring the whole Courfe of the War. 
But as Sweden has not had the fame Sentiments, 
the Continuation of the War can be attributed 
only to her. As to what you fignify touch- 
ing the Place and Method of Treating of this 
Peace, as I am not informed of his Majefty's

Behind the Intrenchments of j4&o, in Fm- 
iandt an Army was formed of eighty thoufand 
Men, befides the flying Camp that was in other 
Parts of that PrOvintc j and his Czarifh Ma- 
jefty, who would never allow himfelf to be a 
Moment idle, went from Petersbutvb to Cron- 
p(, and from that Fortrefs to Revel, to haften 
the Equipment of his Fleet and Gallics, which 
were in fo fine Order, and fo great Number, 
that the Palatine of Mazovia, at his Audience 
of Leave, could not foriicar cxpreffing his Ad- 
miration of them, in the Speedi which he made 
to his Majefty, much to the following Pur-. 
pofe:

and other magnificent Edifices, are on the o- 
ther. We, who are ocular Wicnefles of themj 
fliall not fail to recount thefe Wonders in our 
town Country. The King will Jiear the Re- 
port of them with fo much the more Satis&c- 
tion, as we ihall return to give him Hopes, 
that your Majefty will always maintaJh the 
Treaties you are entered into with him \ and 
above all, for our own Parts, we Ihalt never 
foi^t, but preferre an eternal Acknowledg'* 
ment of the Favoutt yoii have vouchfafed to 
fliew us. 

When this AiiibalTadof went away, ihtfre AnOffictrw- 
arrived at Pttershurgb an Adjutant- General rives from 
from the new King of Sweden, named Marc ^^p* ^

fent of the Queen his Spoufe, and of the States 
of the Kingdom, was afcended the Throne of 
Sweden ; that his Majefty had a particular E- 
fteem for hisCzarifli Majefty, with whom ii? who is dtii- 
vety earneftly defired to conclude a firm and «»» to con- - 
i^ing Peace, and maintain a conftant Friend- ^^"^ * ^^"• 
Ihip, and good Neighbourhood, to which he 
was willing to contribute all that was in his 
R a Power. 
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Power. The Czar anrwered, to theft Profef- 

fions of Fricndfliip and Efteem, that he hear- 
tily widicd the King of Sweden Joy, on his 
Acceflion to the Throne, and thanked him 
for his Notification of it to him ; and faid, 
that as he was always very far from being a- 

fainft concluding a lafting Peace with Sweden^ 
^ had Aill the fame Inclinations to it, pix>vi- 
ded his Sxvedijh Majefty would alfo come "to a 
firm Rcfofution on that Point. 

The Swedijh Officer, IVirlemherg, was kept 
for fomc Time at Petersburgb, that he might 
be Witnefi to the Preparations that were mak- 
ing, and of the Strength of his Czarlfh Ma- 
jefty, without the Alliuancc of the AUics, who 
were fellen off. His Majefty ordered him to 
be fliewn his Docks, Yards, Ships, and Gal- 
lies, his Palaces, and Part of his Troops ; and 
having admitted him to a private Audience, 
and given him his Anfwer to the King of 
Swedet^s Letter, ordered a Difpatch of the 
necefiiiry Pafiports. 
The S'wtd^ On the 7ch of Mgufi, the Swe£Jb Vice- 
^''^th^'"' Admiral, in the BaltUk, approaching with his 
Cwr's Fleet S^u^dron to reconnoitre the Fleet of his Cza- 
and u beaten, rim Majefty, commanded by Prince Gs/kzik, 
which was under Ameland, and not thinking 
the Number of Ships fo large as it was, judg- 
ed it proper to attack them ; and one of his 
Gallics coming too near the Coaft, touched on 
. a Rock, where it ftruck, and was taken by 
two Ruffian Gallics, as was another that ran 
aground ; this oblio;ed the Swedes to ftand a- 
loofi and afterwards, by the continual firing 
of the Ruffians to retreat, with the Lofs of 
two Frigates taken from them, and the other 
two 
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VHti ^ftened op the Sand-Buiks \ fo that thetie 
was. ta^en from them, on this Occafioh, one * 
hundred %nd fifty Piecos <:£ Cannon, four hun- 
dred Men, Sailors, iti good Health, two hun- 
dred were killed, and three hundred wounded. 
The four Frigates were afterwards carried in 
Tr^tnph to Beteribur^b •> at which Ceremony, A Naval 
his Czarilh Majefty, and the Carina, being J""^*'»* 
Kturned to their Capital, from a fmall Tour J^J^aST 
they had made to IVybourg, were prefent, and 
the Show was e]thibiKd with the greater Pomp 
that was -poflible, becaufe no Vidories were 
fo much prized by the Czar as thofe that he 
gained at Sea, which he hoped would encourage 
hb Subjects to apply themfelves to maritime 
Affairs. 

The Proceflton was in the following Manner : 
Three Rnjfian Gallies advanced firlt as &r as 
the Bridge of the ^rimtj Church, where they 
landed a Piirc of the Swedijb Prifoners; the 
four Veflels taken from the Enemy came next, 
and caft Anchor before the Bridge, being faluted 
by the Artillery of two Fprtrefles, which fired 
as many Times as there were Guns taken in 
thefc VcHcls. Thcfe were followed by three 
other Rt^an Gallies, that landed the reft of the 
Swedijb Prifoners. When all the Prifoners were 
brought tf^echer upon the Bridge, on which 
were potted feme Companies of the Pnobrazin- 
ski Guards, they were carried to the Pyra< 
mid, ereded on this Occafion, painted with 
fcveral Devices, Mottoes, t?e. and afterwards 
led by the Colleges and Shops, and then led to 
the Fortrefe. This Ovation ended with fine 
Fire-works in die Evening, Balls, and Mafque- 
rades, 4nd ^ molt fplendid Enteruinmeni, 
R 3 which 
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1 7?o. which the Czar gave to the Nobility and Gentry 
t^^"v-Vj for that and the two following Days, and In 
which the Mock-Czar and the Mock-Patriarch 
performed their Parts, according to their dif- 
ferent Charafters. There was Hkewtfe a Mc- 
da! ftruck on Account of this Viftory, on one 
Side of which was the Buft of his Czari/h Ma- 
jefty, and on the Reverie the Reprcfentarion of 
a Naval Fight, and this Infcription •. Prudence 
and Valour furmount ell Obftacles. His Majcfty 
alfo, to encourage his Subjects in doing their 
Duty, when the like Opportunities offered, 
made a Prefent to Prince Galiczin of a Sword 
fct with Diamonds, valued ac thirty thoufand 
Florins, and diftributcd a Sum of Money to 
the fame Amount among thofe Officers and Sol- 
diers who had fignalized their Valour. 

The Laiid Forces remained not inaftivethis 
while! Prince Gd/jVz(fl had in vain atternpted 
an Invaflon in Sweden as foon as the Froft 
broke, and advanced with his Gallies as far as 
jiland, from whence he fent Brigadier Famer- 
dins, who came back without doing any thing, 
being prevented from pafling the Botbnick- 
Gulpb by the Ice : However, this Expedition 
was not aJtt^ther ufclefs, finVe it drew on that 
Side all the Attention of the Enemy, and 
thereby favoured the Execution of another De- 
■ fign, with which the Prince charged Brigadier 
Mengden, who embarked at IVafa^ on the 
Galiies, with about five thoufand Men, with 
■whom he failed direftly for the new Town of 
Uma in Lapland. Ar his Approach the Swedes 
immediately retired, and the Ccjfacks, who firft 
landed, took' four Officers and feveral Soldiers, 
that were in an advanced Foft> Frifoners. 
The 
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The Ruffians afterwards fct fire "to the new 1720. 
Town, in which there were feveral Magazines, O'^^^'^v^ 
and, penetrating into the Country on both Sides, oflhc^^^ 
burnt ind deftroyed two Gentlemen's Country- in S^tdm. 
Seats; forty-one Vilhges, containing above a 
thou(and Houfes ; feventeen Mills, one hun- 
dred and thirteen Magazines, and other Build-, 
ings. Alter this Expedition, the Detachment- 
returned to Wdfa^ loaded with Spoil, and with- 
out fuflfering the lealt Lois. The Sviedes on 
their Side, made a Defcent on the I(le ofNar- 
gen, but did no great Damage there. 

During thefe Hbftilities his Czarilh Majefty, Th^ Czar 
to return the. Compliment he had received from *™^'^.^^ 
the King of S'vjedrx, named Adjutant -General Il%)ngR,tulMB 
Ropfartzoff to go to Stoekbolm, to felicitate his MajtAy on 
that Prince on his AcceiEon to the Throne, '•'» Acceffion 
and to Jet him know how true an Eftecm he '<> "'•t1«»m» 
had always had for his Perfon, and how ear- 
neftly he defired to find in him the fame In- 
clination to Peace that he had himfelf. Be- 
fides this CommilSon, he had Orders, if he 
found a fevourable Opportunity, topropofean 
Exctunge of Prifoners, and a Sufpenfion of 
Arms for the Winter Seafon. 

This Envoy was received at Stockholm with as 
much Spkndor as that of his Swedtjh Majefty at 
fetershurgh : When he had delivered his Com- 
miflion, he was anfwered in the nwft gracious 
Terms ; he afterwards made the particular Pro- who makes 
pofitions with which he was charged to Count fonw Profof ils 
Hem, Prefidcnt of the Chancery v but without J'J^"J."J>"'- 
Succefs; for the Count anfwered him, that the ^'^^^^ 
King could not confent to an Exchange of change of Pri-

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which he had no Inftniftioos : Aa to the Su- 
' fpenfion of Arms, the Swedes thoi^ht it need- 
le^ fince the Winter always put a Stop^ as the 
Count laid, va all Hoftilides in the Nordi % 
but certainljr in this he was mudi miftaken, for 
how often hai it been fccn that the Ruffians and 
Sviedes took Advantage of the Ice •> the firit to 
pais the Botbnick-Gulpb, die other to crols 
the Sound. The Swedifl) Mioifter added> that 
even if the Armiftice required Ihould be agreed 
to* it would be of no Ufe till the Prelimina- 
ries of Peace were fettled, Ronunzoff had no 
Inftruftions to go fo fiir, but anfwered wileljr 
that the Amiiftice might not only give Room for 
Overtures of Peace, but even terminate that 
great Work; adding, that another Means ta 
contribute towards it would be to re-efiablifli a 
Corrcfpondence of Leaers direftly betweeo 
Ruffia and Sweden \ but he fuccecdod no better 
in this laft Proportion than in the two former, 
which plainly flicwed how little Inclination 
that Court had for Peace, fince tt rehifed fo 
obftinately to enter into any Meafures that 
might condace to it. Nevcnhclcfs, M, Roman- 
zo^ hzd all imaginable Refpcft fhewn to him, 
and as the Czar had kept M. ff^trtemherg fome 
Time at Petershurgby carrying him with him 
wherever the Court went, the fame Honours 
were done in Sweden to M. Romaazi^, who al- 
always nude one in the Court Parties of Plea- 
fure. 

The Seafon of the Year now forced Admiral 
Norrit to think of leaving the BaUickt where 
it may be £ud he had done much by fufftring 
the Ruffians to do notbaig. His Czarifh Ma- 
jefty, who did not doubt, on one Side, bat

^cing his Enemies \ for which Reafon he put . 

upon the Stocks at once eight or ten Ships of 

the Line, of fixt/ or eighty Guns each; and 

was fo vigilant in feeing the Work carried on, 

that they were all ready and fit for Service the 

next Swnmer; but, as we fhall fee by what 

follows, there was no need of them. 

This was not the only Care which employed and then tnma 
the Mind of the Czar,- who, being perfuaded his Thonghb 
that the War could not laft k)i^, turned tootherAfSi" 
his Thoughts on making Difcoverics on the ^^fh^" 
Coaft of the Tartarian-Sea ; on eftablifliing a ^pin:, 
good Uoderftanding with the Emporor of China, 
and ■ above all, on bringing to Perfection the 
Dtfcoveries and Works bcg^ in the Mines of 
.Siberia. Thofe whom he employed in thefe 
Works .were able to afliire his Majefty, that 
he had many and very rich Mines of Gold, 
Silver, Copper, and liad in his Dominions, 
and t^ the ASays that had been made of the 
Ores, it was demonftrable that thirty or tbrty 
per Cent. Profit might be made by them. 
His Czarlih Majefty made very wife and pru- 
dent Regulations for carrying on thefe Worksi, 
and fcnt for jble Workmen irom England, 
Hungary^ and Sweden, to be employed in them. 
The 
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The Czar was- again, at the Clofc of thi* 
Year, as in the laft, attacked with a violent 
Fit of the Cholick, which made his Life^almoft 
dc^aired of; but Heaven ftill prefcrved him to 
ascomplifti the great Work, of Peace, to con- 
firm his Conquefts, an4 iarther to eftablifli the 
nreful Regulations he had made in his Em- 
pire. 

M. Stamkty the Minifler of the Duke of 
Holfiein^ had been fome Time at Petersburgh : 
This Prince being Son of the cldeft Sifter of 
the late King of Sweden, [Charles XIL] pre- 
tended a Right to the Crown preferably to the 
Princcfs Ulrica, who was the younger Sifter ; 
but befide a Law which took from him all 
Claim to it, on Account of his Mother's hav- 
ing married a foreign Prince, the Statts of 
Sweden had refumed their antient Right of 
clefting their Kings, by which that of Heredi- 
tary Succefljon was aboliHied ; bst the Duke of 
Holftein did not care to fubmit to this, yet faw 
himfclf fet at a ftill greater Diftancc from the 
Throne, by the Ceflion which the Queen had 
made of the Crown to the Prince of Hejfe, her 
Husband : Neverthelcfs, he had a Party in 
Sweden, of whofe good Difpofitions towards hira 
ke was wilHng to take Advantage, but had not 
Strength enough to alTord them much AfEftance 
himfclf; and on the other Hand, the King of 
Denmark had jiift taken from him the Dutchy 
of Slefwick, which was guaranty'd to him by 
the King oi England. In this Embarraffment 
he was advifcd to have Rccourfe to the Czar, 
who was the Enemy of Sweden, had but little 
Reafon to be plcafed with the King of Z)/»- 
marky as he bad lately made a fepaiate Peace 
with 
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with that Nation, and who had been fo much 
offended at Uw Conduft of the King of Great- \ 
Britaitiy that he delired nothing more than 
an Opportunicy of Ihewing his Rcfentmeat. 
M. Stamke made the moft of all thefe Circum> 
ftanccs, to obtain the powerful Protection of 
the Court of Ruffia for the Prince his Mafkr, 
who waited at Breflaw to learn the Succefs of 
this Negotiation. All thefe ReafonS, with the The Dnke <^ 
Companion his CzarifhMajefty had for the un- fl^w« aken 
fonunate Circumftances of this Prince, who was S?-^^^***' 
defigned by Charles for his Succeffor, the 
Eftecm he had for the late Duke his Father, 
and a Dcfire of repairing the Injuries done to 
one of his Anceftors, by a Predeceffor of his 
Majefty, made him determine very foon to 
afford him his Proteftion, and for the firft 
Proof of it, fent him a hundred thoufand 
Crowns, and an Invkation to come &om Bre- 
Jlaw to Riga. 

Nothing could be more happy than the Pro- 1711. 
fpcft of Af^irs in the Beginning of the Year 
1721, fince all Things tended towards Peace. 
The Journey of Adjutant-General Romanzxff 
was fo &r from being ufelefs, that it may be 
faid to have produced the great Work: The 
Talents he was Mailer of, as well to perfuade 
as to negotiate, had been already experienced 
in the BuQnefs of the Czarewitz Alexis Petro- 
vntz, and he being thoroughly informed of his 
Sovereign's Inclination to Peace, knew how to 
make it appear to Count /?er«, that the Czar's 
moftfenfibleAfili&ion was,that hefhould becon- 
ftraincd to ravage, to pillage, and ruin the Pro- 
vinces of Sweden, to oblige the King to accept of 
the reafonableTerms he offered him. It is true that 
he 
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I7>i* he rcAed here on gwerd Tegmsi vichooB 
f coming to Pamcubn » twt ajthough the Swedes 
had ac firft refufed to grant a Sufpeofion of 
Arms, or to agree to ao Exchange of Prifo- 
nera, yet they a&erwards kindly roceiTcd 
Prince A£j«nki, who was fciic to tbcm, after 
the Return oi M. Rjitniuaoff, wkh Propofitions 
for fettling a Cartel. This Step cJT his Czarifti 
Majefiy convinced the Sviedijb Miniftry of the 
Siocxrity of that Prince, who being on the 
conquerii^ Side, and gaining contintul Ad- 
vanc^cs QTcr them^ did not feem under any 
Neccdity of courting his Enetnies to nuke 
Peace : But Pitbr's Greatnels of Soul was 
not con&ned to the ordinary Maxims of Policy » 
he faw, in the mtdft of hia Conqucftst that 
his People wanted l^ace, and was refolved to 
undertaKc any thing to procure it for them t 
he thought there was nothing mean in asking 
for Peace, when he was realty endeavouring 
to beftow it on a Hatioa that ftood more m 
need of it than himfetf. Prince Mifirski, on 
his Return to Pelersburgb, was immediately 
followed by M. Dablman^ the Swtdf/b Adju- 
tant General, who, under Pretence of fet- 
tling the Terms of the Cartel in the lame 
Manner as he had done in Devmark, took 
an Opportunity to fpeak of a Peace, and let 
it be underftood that if his Czarifh Majefty 
would continue the Armiftice for the whole 
Year, the King of Sweden would readily come 
into it. The Czar, who had already made 
Preparations, and regulated the Operations for 
the Campaign, apprehended that this might be 
only a Trap laid for him -, and judged, with 
good Reafon, that a SufpcnAon of Arms for 
a whole 
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a whole Y&ir Would be giving fo much Time 
to his Enemies to take frefh Meafutres, to make t 
flew Alliances, and to augment their Forces, 
that thereby they might become more powerful 
than ever ; and fo the Peace, inflead of being 
forwarded, by thofe Means might be ttie longer 
dclay'd : And therefore he re^ed the Propo- 
lition •, but let the Swedijb Minifter know at 
the fame Time, that he was not againfl accept- 
ing the Mediation of Prance^ which M. Cam- O&rs » «- 
preiotiy the Mlnlfter bf that Crown at Stock- ^^.^l,"^. 
holm, had in fome fort offered to him. This"^"'"** 
Declaration Was enough -, the Court of Sweden 
were no fooner Informed of it, than they caufed 
M. Camprtdon to fet out for Petefsburgbt to 
know what were the Propofitions of his Czarilh 
Majefty. This Minifter found the Ruffian 
Monarch in the lame Difpofition he was ixfbre 
the Congrefs of Aland j although any other Wlereupon 
Prince would have taken OccafiOn, from the*^^^JJ^^ 
Advantages gained fince that Time, from the niae^*Lw * 
Ejcpence which the Obfttnacy of his Enepiiies ihiin 'Steci&>i» 
had put him to, and from the Diminution oi^Pttrti»rgb. 
their Strength, to have infifted on higher 
Terms ; but his Czarifh Majefty adted with 
more Gcnerofity : He propofed to M. Camprt- 
don the fame Conditions with which M. Ojier- 
man was charged when he fent him to Stock- 
bolm, and the iame that he had propoled to 
the King of Great- Britain.

It was during the Time of this Negpciatton^ 
that the Czar received the agreeable News from 
ConftantiKefUj that his Minifter there had 
changed the laft Treaty concluded with the 
Porte into a Treaty for a perpetual Peace ; 
The Ratifications of which were immediately 
difpatched, and the fooner, becaufe hb Majefty 
was juft then informed of the Grand Signior's 
Orders to the Cham ofTariary, to ftop the Incur- 
fions of his People into the Ruffian Provinces, 
or that they were not to expcft his Highnefi's 
Proteftion. 

As to the Treaty with Sweden, his Czarifh 
Majefty could not but apprehend that the Britijh 
Minifters would do what they could to o[n>ofe 
it i for which Rcafon he refolved, by a refined 
Stroke in Politicks, to endeavour to fow a Dif- 
fention between that Nation and her Miniftcrs, 
whom, he pretended, were entirely governed 
by the Miniftcrs of Hanover, whofe Intereft, 
he would have had it thought,^ they had alone 
at Heart ; and with this View published th& 
following Ordinance : 

*' fT is notorious in what an unjufl and dif- 
Y obliging Manner our Refident iwas fent 
back from the Court of Great-Britain ; Which 
being fo great and fenfiblc an Affront, tt would 
naturally have engaged us to have made Repri- 
fals, according totheCuftom of other Princes, 
but that we faw very plainly, that this was 
done without any Regard to the Intereft of 
Ev^land, and only in taVour of that of Hano- 
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Tiw, for which the Minifters of Great-Britain 
not only negled the Tricndfliip of Foreign i 
towers, but even fpare hot their own Gjuntry, 
in what the moll nearly and fenfibly concern it. 
It is fo^r this Reafon, that we are unwilling that 
any Damage Ihould accrue froiti thence to the 
Engltjh Nation, who had no Share Jn this un- 
juft Proceeding s and therefore we allow all Se- 
curity to that Nation, and full Power to trade 
to all Parts of our Dominions.*' 
' The Rcfleftions thrown upon the Britijh 
Minifters were fo fully refuted in the Anfwer 
formerly given to the Memorial of M. H^ef- 
felowiki, tluit it feemed a litde furpriztng that 
his Czarifti Majefty ihould again revive them ; 
aa was the great Refentment which he exprefled 
at his Minifter, M. Bejlecbufs being fcnt away 
from the Court of Greal-Briiain^ "which is no 
unufual Thing, when publick Minifters do not 
keep within the Boumu of that Refped): which 
is due to the Powcts to whom they are fent. 
But, to fay no more of this, the Plenipoten- 
tiaries on both Sides were foon after named, 
and ordered to repair to Nei/iadt. The King The Plenip?^ 
of Sweden named Count Lilienjied and General tentiariet 
Stromfield, and the Czar committed his Affairs "^«*- 
to General Bruce and the Privy-Counfellor 
Ofiermant whom he honoured with the Tide of 
Baron. 

It was about this Time, that the' Czar ex- 
amined into the Diforders that were crept in- 
to the Offices for the Receipt of Money in his 
Dominions, where, noiwithftanding there 
were fcveral hundred Infpeilors, he was able 
to make fuch a Reformation, as was not only 
a great Eafe to his People, but to gain above 
a hun- 
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' 172U A hundred thoufand Roubles a Year to the lot' 
v^p^^-sj penal Trcaftiry, At the fame Time alfo, the 
general Tariff was prepared, which was after- 
wards introduced into all the Pom of JRuJJa : 
But no Bulineis more employed his Majefty's 
Care, than to pcrfcft the Canal that was begpui 
below LadtgOt and was to make a Communi- 
cation between the BaHiekSez and the River 
H^olga^ which falling into the Cd^ids-Sea, he 
was in hopes would enable him to open a Trade 
with China, the Indies^ and Perfta^ and fup- 
pty them with European Commodidcs ; but as 
this was a Work that required larger Sums of 
Money than could be well fpared in a Time of 
War, it was one ftrong Motive, among ma- 
ny others, to make him dcTire the AccompUfh' 
menc of his pacifick Meafuies ; to the mean 
time he fent ten thoufand Dragoons, and as 
many Calmuch to aflift in the Undertaking. 
Some Time before this, he had fent certain

The Librarian being introduced into 
the Academy by M. de Vlfie^ the King of 
Franc^i Gc(^raphcr, and prefenting his Let- 
ters, they were read by M. de FonteneUe, Se- 
cretary to the Academy j atttr which, the Mar- 
quife dt CroiJJyy at that Time Prcfident, made 
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a bandfome Speech id the Name of all the 171X. 
Members, to return Thanks to his C^ahfh t^ 
Majefly for the Honour he had done them ;

The Czar 
made fome Ihort Stay at Riga^ regulating feve- 
ral Things, with Refpeft to the Inhabitants of 
Lrvonia, both Nobles and Peafants : His Ma- 
jeft^fent, at the fame Time, Ordersinto Cour- 
land, as well for thofe Troops that were alrea- 
dy there, as for thofe that were expcAed j by 
which tht Polanders perceived that they were 
not likely to recover that Province with fo 
much Eafe as they had hoped for. 

M. Campredon, the i^ri?«fi Minifter, having 
pafled thro' Stockholm to Pttershurgb, had fevc-r 
ral Conferences with the Minifters of his Czn-r 
rilh Majefty, in which he omitted nothing that 
could be done, to procure a SufpenTion of Arms 
for 
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for that Year-, but for the Reafons before fi'i?- 
en, the Czarwould not be brought toconfent to 
it: He was given to underftand, that his Cza- 
rilh Majeity's Refolution was abfolutely fixed \ 
that he would reftore to Sweden all that was 
taken from it, except Ingria and Livonia, com- 
prehending Eftbonia, Carelia^ and the City of 
fVyboiir^, and the Diftrift oi Helfing^ord % that 
his Majcfty would abate Nothing of thefe Ar- 
ticles, but if the Swedes were willing on thefe 
Conditions, the Conferences might begin % 
that they faw what was demanded on his Side, 
and therefore the Sufpcnfion would be ufelefs i 
for if the King of Sweden would enter into a 
Treaty bona Fide, the Peace might be loon, 
concluded. The Plenipotentiaries accordingly The Ccmorefi 
very foon repaired to Niejiadf, where the Con- oi«wdatAi>/ 
fercnccs were immediately begun, but not " " 
time enough to prevent the Rujfian Troops 
from making fome Prt^refsin Sweden. 

Lieutenant- General Zi^, who commanded 
in Finland, fet fail from Aland, on the 27th 
of May^ and arrived the next Day on the Coaft 
of Sweden, before a Place called Efihun, in the 
Neighbourhood of Gevel, where he landed f^^JifS^ 
the Troops he had on board his Galiies, con- jiam in jJi- 
filling of five Thoufand regular Men, and Jta. 
three nundred and feventy CoJ/acks. He marched 
At firft along the Coaft towards Sunderham, 
and Lukwikjbam, and afterwards as far as Uma^ 
which is above a hundred Swedijh Leagues, 
where he met with very little Rcfillance, hav- 
ing in all but eleven Men killed or wounded by 
the Swedes, who had about a hundred Men kil- 
led, and forty fcven taken Frifoners. He took 
frpm them one Standard, four Colours, two 
S ,2 Pieces 
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1731. Pieces of Bnifs Cannon, and five of Iron ; three 
\^^>C\J Trumpets, and ten Kettle- Dnims ; he alfo took 
and burnt fix new Galliea, two Merchant Men, 
and twcnnr-fivc cwher Veflfcls ; in which they 
found, bcudet other Goods, four hundred ninety 
fevcn Muskets, and about four tboufand Ells of 
Linnen-Cloth : He burnt a Magazine of Aims 
and Ammunition, ruined a ManuUftory of Mus- 
kets, two Iron Fot^es, and thirteen Mills-; and 
burnt and deftroyed four Towns, five hundred 
and nine Hamlets, ninety-eight Pariflies, three 
hundred and thirty-four Bamis, fcfr , The Towns 
were Zundtrbam^ Gudminkjwaldf 'Sumvaldy and 
Emjland. 

This Expedition alarmed all Sweden i but 
the Czar, who dcfired nothing more than to 
fpare the Blood of his Subjeds, caufcd the Su- 
ipenfion of Arms to be publiihed as foon as he 
received Advice that his Plenipotentiaries had 
agreed to it, after having fetiJed the Prelimi-

refufti certain Advantages to the Swedes^ that 
were capable of making them fome Amends 
for the Injuries he had done them. This 
Readinefs on both Sides of coming into Mea- 
fures with each other, foon put an End to 
tljeir Conferences, by figning a Treaty, of 
which the following were the Articles.

The Swedifl) Plenipotentiaries endeavoured 
to have the Kingof Great-Britain included in 
the Treaty, as Eleftor of Hanover ; and on 
that Condition, the Ruffian Plenipotentiaries 

5>ropofed that the Dukes of Holftein and M^ck- 
emhurg fliould be comprehended in it; but 
after fome Debates in the Brft Conferences, 
wherein the Duke of Ho^ein's Affairs were 
mentioned, the Swedes dechred they could not 
treat of any Thing concerning that Prince, 
and fo rejefted the Propofition j which made 
the Ruffians do the fame with rcfpcft 10 the 
Elector of Hanover, and the Bufinefs was men- 
tioned no more. 

What Joy the Conclufion of this Peace gave The Condur 
his Czarith Majefty, may be gueffcd at, by the fion of the 
Proftifion with which he celebrated the Publi- ^"jj^ 
cation of it, not only at Petersburgb and Mof- 1™*' ^^"*^ 
eowy but in all the Courts where he had any 
Minilters, to whom he made large Remittances 
to make publick Feafb and Rejoicings on the 

Occafion. The Ruffian Plenipotentiaries were 
loaded with Favours and Prefents, nor were 

thofe of Svaeden forgot 1 his Majefty giving

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1711. ten t}iou&nd Roubles to the firft, eight thou- 
O'^^'^K.' fand to the fecond, and two thouland to the 
Secretary of theEmbafly. 

The News of the Peace was carried from 
one End of the RuJJian Empire to the other. 
The S'w*£fi 'wiA Orders to fet all the Swfdijh Prtfoners, in 
Prifonenin Siberia and other remote Prdvinces, at Liber- 
liuiw*''*' ^'* **"' **'' Czariih Majefty figniHcd to them, 
'^' that as it was very Hkely that the Swedes would, 
dtsbuid Fare of their Forces, and that pcifhaps 
they would find nto Entertainment in their own 
Country, he was willing to give them the 
fame Rank in his Ttoog% as diey had in the 
Service of Sweden i but that they flioald be 
obliged to make a Declaration of then* accept- 
ing any fuch Offer before the chief Officers of 
their own Nation, who were to return home, 
and other Commiflioncrs, that it might not.be 
fatd, that he had detained them cmKrary to 
their Will, and the Terms 1^ (he Treaty. His 
The Crar*! Majefty's Gcnerofity went fo fer, as to give 
GCTcrofity to Letters of Recommendation to fevtral of thofc, 
wbofc Valour and Fidelity to their King and 
Country he had been a Witnefe to ; and the 
King of Sweden paid fuch regard to thofe Re- 
commendations, that, among others, he rnifed 
Rear-Admirail Ehrenfiboild to the Rank pf Ad- 
miral on that Account j and his Czariih Ma- 
jefty, on the Departure of that brave Prifoncr, 
made him a Prcfent of his Picture fet with 
Diamonds. 

His Majefty fent Orders to the Governor of 
Ri£a^ to grant a Church to the reformed Pro- 
teftants in that City, for the publick Excrcife 
of their Religion, which they could never ob- 
tain in the Time of the Swedijh Govcramenc 1 
and 
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and gave them other Priyil^es, to encourage ij^ii. 
Foreigners of the fame Communion to come t. 
and fettle there. He reftored to the Uvoniaiu 
the-Frivjl^es they had been deprived of in the 
tiro Jaft Reigns, and for the Defence of which 
the unhappy Count Palkul, whole tragical 
Story I have related in the fiift Volume of this 
"Work, nwy be faid to have died a Martyr. 
He made other Ordinances, which gave the 
Nobles and People a great Idea of the Mildnefi 
of his Goyernment ; and to fuch as preferred 
any other to his, he gave free Liberty to retire 
to any other Place. 

Seventeen hundred Ruffian Prifoners were 
now fent back from Sweden^ whor great Re- 
joicii^ Were made on Account of the happy 
Conclufion of the Peace, which, tho* dear bought, 
was a valuable Purchale to them, fince it put 
■an End to that War which had almofl brought 
Chem to the Brink of Deftruftion. 
. His Czarifh Majefty, on his Part, appointed 
the Twenty-fecond oSOBoinr as a Day of pub- 
lick Thankfgiving for the Peace }» but a few 
Days before he went to the Senate, and made 
a Speech to the following Purport : 

" That (ince it had pleafed God to heap lb 
** many fileffings on him during the laft bur- 
»* thenfome and tedious War, and at length 
*' to grant him a Peace fo glorious, and fo ad- 
** vantageous for the whokEmpirer he thought 
** it but a Piece of Juftice in him to do the 
•* Nation fome Favour in Acknowledgment of 
** the Mercies he had mxifed at the Hand 
*' of God ; and that he could not better acquit 
'*' himfelf of this Duty, than by pubtilbin^ a 
*' general Amnefty diroughouc the Empire, 
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1721. *' not only for fuch^ whofe Crimes have de- 
'0'*v->J " ferved arbitrary Punifhment, or who are 
*' already under Sentence, upon Account of 
« the publick Debts, and have not wherewithaJ 
»' to pay them ; and by forgiving poor Sub- 
*' jefts the Arrears of old Taxes, which they 
** have not hitherto paid, by Reafon of their 
•' Infolvcncy, which Arrears amount to fevc- 
*' ral Millions, from the Beginning of the laft 
♦« War to the Year 1718." 
' The Senate having thereupon moft humbly 
thanked his Czarilh Majefty for his paternsd 
Qemency and Tendernefs, Orders were imme- 
diately difpatched to all Parts of the Empire, 
to fet all Perfons at Liberty confined in Pri- 
fons, or on Board the Galleys, to the iid of 
03d>fr inclufively, either for Debts, or for 
Crimes of High-Treafon. 

On the 20th of OSlober the Senate, after 
mature Deliberation with the Clergy, rcfolvcd, 
in the Name of the whoJc Ruffian Empire, 
*' Moft humbly to thank his Majefty for the 
" Fatherly Care and Pains, with which he 
" had applied himfelf to the Advancement of 
" the Happinefc and Profpcrity of the Elm- 
*' pire, ever fince he had held the Reins of 
" Government j but efpecially during the laft 
<< War, in which, by his fole Direction, he 
** had put his Dominions into fo formidable a 
** Condition, and acquired the Nation fomuch 
«« Glory in the Eyes of all the World ; and 
** to intreat him that he would be pleafcd, as 
** a Token of his Subjects Acknowledgment 
*' for the fame, to accept, after the Example 
" of other Monarchs, the Titles of Father of 
.** his Country t Emperor of all Ruffia, and 
, " Peter 
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'* Peter the Great." For this Purpofe, Prince 1721 
Menzikoff was fent to his Majefty with a Let- 0^-N,.-.ij 
ter from the Senate, praying hitn, in the His CzarjA

Majefty fent Word by the Prince, that be 
fijould be glad to /peak wtlb fame of the Members 
of the Senate about it. And accordingly the 
Senators, accompanied by the Archbiftiops 
of Novogrod and Pleskow, Vice - Prefidents 
of the Synod, waited on him, and re- 
newed their Requeft ; but he feemed a long 
Time in Sufpcnce, whether or no he (hould 
accept their Offer, and, for certain Reafons, 
dcfired to be excufed ; but the Senators, t?c. 
very earneftly repeating their Inftances to the 
contrary, he at length condefccnded to accept 
thofe Titles, and they were conferred upon 
him in the Manner following.

Then the Archbifhop of Pleskow made an 
Harangue, in which he rehearfed all the glo- 
rious Exploits of his Majefty, and the Favours 
he had neaped upon his Empire and Subjefts 
during 
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1721, during his Reign ; adding, at the fame Trm^v 
S*i'*VN-i that he juftly deferved the AppcIIwions of 
Father of bis Country., and the Great. When, 
his Haran^ was ended, the Seiucc advanced 
to his Majelly in a Body, and the Count Gol- 
lofkiHy Great Chancellor.'>nude the following 
Speech to him in the Rjiffian Langiu^, in the 
Name trf" all the States of the Empire.

Then the whole Senate thrice repeated, Long 
live Petir ibe Greets' Father ^ bis Country^ 
t.TiA'EiHfB.tuax cf ail Russia; and the whole 
AlTembiy teftified their Apptufe by the Sound 
of Trumpets and Kettle^Dnurs : At the fame 
Time tw Cannon were difcharged from the 
Ramparts, the Admiralty, and a hundred and 
twenty-five Gallies that arrived the fame Day 
with twenty-tlwee ihoufend Foot Soldiers, who 
lud been till then in fiiiiand, under the Com- 
mand 
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tnand of Prince Galiczin. This was followed 
by a Salvo of the fmall Arms of feme Batalli- 
ons of the Guards, that were drawn up in a 
Line near the Church -, as alfo of the Troops 
that were on board the faid Gallies and other 
fmallVeflels. The Subftance of his Imperii] 
Majefty's Anfwer to the Speech was this : 

" FtrJI, That he heartily defircd the Nation 
" would acknowledge the Goodnefs of the 
" Great God, for his Mercies vouchfaied during 
** the late War, and by the Treaty of Peace 
*' concluded with the Crown of Sweden. Se- 
*' condly^ That he would render all poOible 
*' Thanks to God, and while they enjoy Peace, 
** not lay afide Military Exercifes, left what 
*' has happened to the Greek Monarchy fliould 
** happen again. And Tbirdlyy That they 
*' would lay the publick Good to Heart, and 
*' make a profitable Ufe of the Advantages 
" which God hath been pleafed to put into 
*' their Hands, for making Commerce flou- 
" rifh, and for eafing the Nation." 

The Senate then making a profound Reve- 
rence, and thanking his Majefly for fo gracious 
and paternal an Exhortation, gave Thanks to 
-God in Prayer, which was followed by a fecond 
Salvo of the Cannon and fmall Arms i after 
which a Chapter was read out of one of the 
Gofpe]s,andtheMetropoliun of i?(f2ij» kneeling, 
recited the Lord's Prayer with a loud Voice, 
and the Service ended. Their Imperial M»- 
jefties were faluted going out of the Church, 
with the Acclamations of the People, and a 
third Difcharge of the great and fmall Arms. 

After this the Senate went in a Body to con- 
gratulate the Emprefs and the Imperial Prin- 
cefTes \ 
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ccffcs ; who very graciouflj' thanked them. 1731. 
The Emperor and Emprefs went from thence 1-^-n^*sj 
to the Hal! of the Senate, where the Duke of 
Holfidn waited with all his Retinue, as well as 
all the foreign Minifters, who every one of them 
congratulated them on their Entrance into the 
Hall. Then Prince Menzik$ff, Count ApraxiHy 
and the Secretary of the Senate, declared the 
Advancement of feveral Land and Sea-Officers ; 
after which the Aflembly fat down to Table, 
where above a tlioufand rerfbns of both Sexes 
were entertained. 

The Conduits in the Street ran with Wme ; 
an Ox was roafted whole, and ftuf^ with 
Fowls for the Populace ; and the Night con- 
cluded widi Illuminations and fine Fire-works, 
which were lighted about nine o'Gock, as 
foon as the Ball was over in the great f^all. 
But the Rejoicmgs continued at PeSersburgh 
for fifteen Days, in which was one of ihofc 
grand Mafquerades that the whole Court had a 
Part in, and which was rq)eated every Day for 
five or fix times. 

I Ihall conclude the third Book of this Vo- 
lume, at this remarkable Period of Time, 
when an End was put to the cruel and deftruftiv£ 
War, which had now raged about twenty Years 
in the North ; and when this great Prince was 
invefted with thofe Titles that were fo juftly 
due to his Power, and the glorious Deeds he 
had performed for his Country.

In a Letter wrote to the Czar, on the 26th of 
February, from the Court of Denmark, it was 
faid, that his Danijb Majefty could not be in- 
duced to believe, that his Czarilh Majefty 
would fo lightly efteem the Alliance and good 
Friendlhip fubfifting between the two Nations, ■ 
as to infift upon a Pretenfion fo little maintain- 
able, and to deftroy for the lake pf that, the 
Harmony and good Intelligence till then pre- 
ferved between them. 

The Ruffian Monarch, who was always in- 
tent on whatever could promote the Trade of 
his Subjects, and which this Exemption he 
had demanded of the Danes would have been 
a great Encouragement to, contrived at the 
liimc Time, a new Method for preftrving hjs 
Ships from rptting, and keeping thpm in good 
Repair without any Chaige % and that was to, 
allow the trading Cities of his Dominions, a 
certain Number of his Ships for carrying on 
their Commerce, upon Condition, that the 
Merchants Ihould fit them out at their Chai^. 
By this Difpofition, the City of Riga was to 
have ten Ships, and the other Towns in Pro- 
portion. 
The Trade The Emperor of Ruffia having found his. 
rtiiioved from Defign of transferring the Commerce q^ Arch- 
H0^h """ff^' '° PiUrshurgb impraflible, during the 
'•^ ■* ■ Continuance of the War, now all Obftades 
were removed by the Peace of Neijladt, re- 
newed the Orders he had formerly given for 
that Purpofe, The Merchants could not help 
murmuring at being thus forced to change their 
Settlement j but his Majefty made them amends 
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in fome Sort, by ordering the CommifTioners 
of Trade to prepare convenient Store-houfcs 
and Lodgings for them. 

This Regulation wa^ followed by another 
very different, but very worthy of the fincere 
Piety of this great Monarch, who being tho- 
roughly perfuaded of the many Evils that ac- / 
company Error and Superftition, and of the 

freat Advantages to be drawn from the pure The Bibl« 
ountain of true Religion, thought that one tranflated int 
of thefirft Ufes he ought to make of the Lei- J]^^'"' 
fure he now enjoyed by the Peace, fiiould be ^'^^' 
to procure to his People, plunged by the 
Crimes and Remiflhefs of iJieir Clergy, or 
rather by their antient Laws, into the niolt pro- 
found Ignorance in the Articles of Religion^ 
the Lights which might be received from read- 
ing the Holy Scriptures i for which Reafon 
he caufed the Bible to be printed ac Amfter- 
dam in Holland, in fuch a Manner, that every 
one might write at the Side of each Verfe fuch 
Notes as fliould be m?ide by thofe Divines who 
Were to be choftn to make a Commentary there- 
on : He ordered thefe Books to be fold at a low 
Price to his People, and that every Father of a 
Family ftiould have at leaft, one Exemplar, 
that he might learn from thence the Grounds of 
the Religion he was to teach his Children. He 
likewife cxprefsly commanded all the Clergy in 
his Dominions to preach, for the future, after 
die Method ufcd in the polite Parts of Europe, 
and to advance nothing but what was conform- 
able to the Scriptures, and molt univerfally re- 
ceived Tradition. 

After having made fo many ufefiil Regula- 
tions, fince tlw Ratification of the Treaty Of

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172I. Peace, his Imperial Majefly refolved to go and 

t-^^.^*N^ (hare Part of the publick Joy with his faithful 

"^^ flX""^ Subje(fb at Mofcow, where it was likewife ne- 

nukes am- ceffiiry to reform fomc Things.

*^' were made for the fame. His Majcfty went 

from Petersburgb on the 21ft of December , 

followed by the Emprefs, the whole Court, and. 

all the foreign Minifters. He arrived at Afo/- 

f ow on the 25th, but did not enter the City till 

the itjch, that every thing might be got 

ready. 

On the Day appointed for his Majefty's 
publick Entry, he put himfelf at the Head of 
the Preobrazinski Regiment of Guards, as their 
Colonel, being proceeded by a Company of 
Grenadiers, and followed by two Lieutenant- 
Colonels of the Guards, viz. Prince Menzikoff 
and M. Bouturlifi : Afterwards marched four 
Majors, followed by eight Captains in the firft 
Rank, and eight Captain -Lieutenants in the 
fecond 1 after thefe, came fixteen Colours, car- 
ried in two Ranks. The reft of the Officers 
were pofted near their Companies, according 
to their fevcral Stations. The Preobrazinki 
Regiment was followed by the fecond Regi- 
ment of Guards, which marched in the fame 
Order, and then by four other Raiments, 
viz. ihofe of In^ria, JJlracaijy Le Fort and 
Beulinki. 

The Emperor being arrived with his Train 

at the firft triumphal Arch, which was ereded 

in the Street of Twer, he was receiv.ed with 

the Sound of Trumpets, Drums, and a Dif- 

charge 
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chargeof the Artillery. His Imperial Majef- 1721. 
ty went through the Part of the City called Be- K^^^/^sj 
loigorod to Kirai ; all the Guns of the Towers 
and Ramparts firing at the fame Time, and 
the Bells of all the Churches ringing. When 
he was come to the fecond triumphal Arch, he 
was complemented by the Archbifhop of No- 
vogorod, Vice-Prefident of the Synod, at the 
Bead of the fccuUr and regular Clergy, in the 
following Speech. 

*' T71ORASMUCH as by the Divine 
*« J/ Blefling, and by your nioft fignal Ac- 
*' tions, your Imperial Majefty*s high Renown 
** and Glory are far advanced above all the 
*t Virtues and Beauties of Rhctorick : We the

** minution. Neverthelefs, we take the Li- 
'* berty to make our moft humble Congratula- 
♦* tions ro your Imperial Majefty : May you 
•» tafte the incorruptible Fruits of your La- 
*' bours, in perfeift Health, for many Years 
•' to come, and bring up your Children to be 
*' Fathers of their Country ! We alfo unani- 
" moufly wilh that your moft happy Succeflbrs, 
*' defccndcd from your Imperial Blood, may, 
*' to Perpetuity, produce Fruits of Virtues, 
'• equal to thofc of your Imperial Majefty." 

The Emperor received thb Compliment ve- 
ry gracioufly, and diverted himfelf for fome 
Hours with hearing Concerts of Vood and 
Inftrumental Mufick, performed by divers 
young Students, who &ng in various Foreign 
Lan* 
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jyii. Languages, in Prefencc of the Duke oi Hoi-- 
t,,-^,,-vj fein, chc Senators, and all the Generals. The 
The Begin- Words of this Mufick taken from Genefis, 
mngofMu- Qhap^ jj^ ^ ,5. from Pfdm ii. v. la Pjdm 
** " ^■*"'- xix. V. iO. Pfalm-axu v. 8. Pfalmcu. v. 3. 
Pfalm cxli. v. 1. from St. Malbfu;, Chap. xvii. 
/ V. 4. and trom the firft Epiftle of St. Peter, 
I Chap. ii..v. 17. were the firft Airs with Notes 
to them that were ever feen printed in Rujfta.. 
After this, his Imperial Majefty proceeded to 
the third triumphal Arch,'credl:ed by Order of 
Prince Meniakoff:, and after having ftopped 
there a while, to latisfy the Curiofity of the 
Populace, who gave inexpreflible Demonftra- 
tions of their Joy, he continued his March up- 
wards, the fourth triumphal Arch, ercdted by 
the Magiftrates. There he was received by Uic 
Prince7ro»iwiti,PrefidentoftheMagiftracy, and 
by the whole Body of the Magiftrates, accom- 
panied bya greatNumber ofeminentMerchants. 
His Imperial Majefty declared to them his great' 
Sitisfadion, and aflui'cd them of his Favour 
and Proteflion.

alfo upon Pain of Peath and Cbnfifcation of ^r 1»» Succef- 
thcir Eftates, except ihofe of die Kingdoms of '^■ 
Jfiracan and Siberia, who, living at too great 
a Diftance from the Court, were cxcufed pay- 
ing their Attendance, and allowed to fubfcribe 
before their refpeftive Governors. 

All People very readily took the Oath re- 
quired, and eagerly prefftd to fubfcribe to the 
Will of their Emperor, well aflured that he 
would make Choice of n^ one but what was 
worthy to fucceed him, and capable of fupport- 
ing the Dignity he intended him for : But they 
were in the Dark as to the Name of the Per- 
fon, tho' moft Men believed it was Prince Nn-^ 
r/tiki"* a near Relation to the Emperor, who 
had 
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had lived fomc Years at Amjlerdam, where he- 
' learned the Mathematicks, Navigation, and 
the Art of Ship-building i and from thence 
had gone into Enrlandy France, Ilaly, and 
Germany, and continued in thofc feveral Parts. 
a fufiicient Time to learn their Languages, 
Cuftoms, and Policy, Every Body allowed 
that he had a great Genius, and all the Quali- 
ties to be wilhed (or in a Prince, and wirhal, 
that he was fo well convinced of the Wifdom of 
the Meafures the Czar had taken, that no Bo- 
dy was more proper to purfue the fame Views, 
and pcrfeft what that Prince had fo glorioufly 
b^un ; But, however, we fhall find that tht& 
was not the Siicceffor his Imperial Majcfty had 
deftined to 'inherit the Crown oi Rujfm. 

The Aft of SuccelTion declared ieveral Mo- 
tives, deduced from Scripture and Reafon, 
which had induced the Emperor Peter to 
take the Refolution he had. His Majefty 
therein declared, that both obliged a Prince to 
exclude from his Succeflion a Perfon who is ei- 
ther incapable of governing a great Nation, 
and go before them to fight in their Battles, or 
has fuch vicious Inclinations, that there may 
be Reafon to fear, that he would be the Tyrant 
inftead of the Father of his People : He aJfo de- 
clared, lliat he was fo entirely perfuaded of this 
Duty in a Sovereign, that if the Perfon he dc- 
figned for his SuccefTor, fhould forger himlelf 
upon that Account, grow proud,vicious and in- 
folent, and in Ihort, did not anfwer his Expecta- 
tion, he would exclude him, and chuie a more 
worthy Perfon to fill the Throne after his De- 
ceafe.

pared for new Conqucfts, which the Troubles t^f-^-^sj 
in the Eaft, and the Peaie he had juft conclu- 
ded with Sweden, gave him an Opportunity to 
make,

f{a ever fmce the Year 1694, when he fucceed- o^'*"* '^^^ 
ed his Father Schab Salman 111 and was an ef- "'^ '*">■ 
feminate Prince, brought up in the Haram, 
whieh is the fame as the Seraglio in Turkey : 
Ignorant of the Art of Reigning, and indul- 
ging himfcif in a (lothful Indolence, and the 
Pleafures of Peace, he was a King only in 
Name, whilft his Grand Vizier had all the 
Power, and governed as he thought fit. Dur- 
ing the Time he was on the Throne of Per- 
fia, the TariarSfiheMogulj, and the Arabs, made 
feveral Irruptions into his Provinces, and were 
only driven thence by the Fora of his Money, 
which had conftani Charms to draw them into 
frefli Invafions, that their Departuremight.be 
purchafed by the fame Means. It was of this 
Prince that the Emperor Peter, had obtained 
a free Paflage for the Ruffian Caravans to Chi- 
na, and with whom the laft Treaty of Com- 
merce was concluded, on the Faith of which 
the Ruffian Merchants had vcnmred to travel 
crofs Perfia. 

Candahar is an important City, on the 
Frontiers of Perfia, on the Side of MoFoliftan; 
it is the Capital of a large Province, inhabit- 
ed by a foreign Nation, which the famous Ta- 
merlane had tranfported thither formerly from 
Scbirvan, antientiy called the Great Mania, 
from whence the People retained the Name of 
J^bvam, from Albania, the Armenians ufingto 
change 
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1712. change the L into Gb^ and the B into V. The 
V.-^^v-Nj City of Candabar and the Jlgbvans had theit 
particular Prince's Vaflals and Tributaries to the 
King of Perjia, till the Time of Scbab-Sejiy 
Grandfon to the Great Scbab-Abas, who forced 
Mimerdan-KaH^ Prince of Candabar, to put it 
under the Protcftion of the M(^ul, to avoid 
his own Death, and it was not recover'd till 
the Year 1 6 to, by Scbab-Ahas II. Since which 
Time, Candabar and the Jgbvam *ere' put 
under the Govcfnment of fome Pefftan Lord, 
who ruled the Province. The laft was Georgi- 
Kmj Prince of Georgia, whom Hujfein-Scbab 
lent as an Exile to govern Candabar. There 
was at that Time in the City a certain Man 
named Myrr-lVeis, who Was CbieUntar, or 
Gatherer of the Tribute to be paid to the 
King. 

He cxercifed this lucrative Employment 
with a Noblenefs of Mind, a Difinterednels 
and Lenity that gained him the AI!ed:ion& 
of all SofK of People. He poffeffed great 
Wealth, which he made no ufe of, but 
to do good Offices. Prince Georgi-Kan no 
I'ooner perceived this Management, than he 
imagined there was fome Defign in it, and in- 
formed the Court of his Sufpicions. Myrr^ 
iVt-'u was fent for to I/paban, where his fine 
Parts enabled him very foon to'make many 
Friends, and to difcovcr the Wcaknefs of a • 
Court quite immcrfed in Softnefs and Pleafures. 
There is no need of entering into a Detail of 
all his Intrigues at the Court of Huffein ', let ic 
fulHce, that he found Means to be lent back to 
Candabar with fome Authority, where he 
was no fooner returned, but be aSaflinated 
Prince 
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Prince Georgi-Kant* and forccdthe j^bvans to 1722, 
revolt. L/'Vn^ 

It was thus he raifed himfelf to the Sove- 
reign Power, which he preferved till the Time 
of his Death [in the Year 1717,] without the 
Court of fer/ia's being able, with all its Ef- 
forts, to reduce him to Obedience. He was fuc- 
ceedcd by his Brother ,whofe Name is unknown 1 
and he, being more pacifick in his Nature, 
endeavoured to perfuade the Grandees to make 
Peace with the Schah-Hujfem, but to no Pur- 
pofe ; and while he was labouring to bring 
this about, was alTaflinated in his Chamber 
by Myrr-Magbvmd, his Nephew, and Son of 
'^yrr-Weii^ who was then but eighteen Years 
of Age. It was this Myrr-Magbmtid, known 
in -Europe by the falfe Name of Myrr4f''eiSy 
who caufed a Revolution in Perfia, the moft 
aftoniQiing that is to be met with in Hiftory, 

Myrr-Jliagbmud began to augment hisForces, 
by conflraining the J^bvans ot the Province of 
Uajarai to uke his Part i thefe jigbvans were 
feparated from thofc of Candabar by their Re- 
ligion, the one being Rafi, and the other 
Sumi.-f 

There is no Occafion for giving a particular 
Account of all the Battles fought by Myrr- ■ 
M4gbmud, nor of the Vidories he gained till 
he made himfelf himfelf Mafter of JGrma/iy 
the Capital of a fine Province ; which, with 
Jfpaban and Candabar, make a Triangle.

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Huffein-Schab now began to confider what 
» might be the Confcqucrccs of the Revolt he 
had negleded, and againll which he had not 
made ufc of all the Forces in his Power, or 
had very ill cmploy'd them, leaving the Di- 
reftion of his Afiuirs to wretched Eunuchs, 
who would have rendcr'd the beft-concertcd 
Defigns abortive : But at this Time he gave 
the Command of his numerous Army to 
Jjufti- Alt-Kan, Brother-in-Law to xhcAibsmat- 
Doulet, or Prime Minifter. This Man was 
an experienced Officer, who firft Ihewed the 
^gbvans that they were ro be conquer'd and 
bratcn, and hardly appeared before Kirman, 
which the Rebels had taken by the Treachery 
of the Outers, or Gaurs, a Remnant of the 
ancient Perfians who ftill adored the Fire, 
but he retook that important Place, and chafed 
Myrr-Magbmud and his Agbvam even to the 
Walls of Candahar, which he would alio have 
reduced to the Obedience of Htijein, if he had 
had neceflary Provifioiis, and the Houlcs of 
that City had not been plunder'd on purpofe to 
take away all Subfiftencc from his Army, 
which was done by Myrr-Magbmud and. the 
Agbvans. He would alfo have given a good 
Account of the Revolters the next Year, if, 
during the Time that he affcmblcd his Army 
under Cbiras, his Enemies had not found 
Means to blacken him and his Brother-in-Law, 
the Aikmat-Doulfi, and render them odious to 
the weak tiujfein, who, without examining into 
any Thing, caufcd the Eyes of his Prime Mini- 
fter to be pulled out, and his General, Lufii- 
jiH-KaHt to be put under an Arreft, though 
they were both innocent of all the Crimes that 
were 
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T¥cre laid to their Charge. The Lois of thefc 
two great Men was wnat firit raifed the For> \ 
tune of Myrr-Magbmud, and was the Ruin of 
Schab-Huffein and all Perfia. After the Dif- 
grace of Lufti-Mi-Kan^ Myrr-Magbmid, hav- 
ing DO other Pcrfon to fear, left Candahar^ re- 
took KirmaMy and, making hixnfelf Allies in 
all the Places round about him, he advanced 
towards Iffahan with an Army of fifty or fixiy 
thoufand Fighting Men ; but confifting of 
above a hundred Thoufand, !f we reckon all 
his Domeftick Servants and others that fol- 
lowed hitn. 

The Revolt of the Aghvam fet a' &tal Exam- 
ple, that was foon followed by others, cfpe- 
cially by the Lejgians, a People about Mount 
Caueafuiy on the Weft of the Cafpian Sea, and 
to whom the Per/tans ufed to pay an annual 
Tribute, which had been negledtcd for fome 
Years by the Eunuchs mifapplying the Funds 
defigncd for that Purpofe. Th5e LefpanSt 
feeing the Diforders which the Revolt of Myrr- 
Magbmud had caufed throughout the Kingdom, 
came down from their Mountains, and cnter'd 
Scbirvan^ one of the richeft Provinces of all 
Perfta \ they pillaged the Country, and took 
Szamacbi, where they put all to the Sword, 
and among the reft, about three hundred Ruf- 
fianSy who were come thither on Affairs of 
Trade, thefe they maffacrcd, and feized on 
their EffeiJts, in which was above a Million of 
Money. 

Whilft this pafled in the North of Perfta^ 
Myrr-Magbmud made daily Prt^refs towards 
the South.

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It would be fuperfluous in this Place, to re* 
' late all that was done by this new CromweUt in 
lefs than a Year, always under the Pretence of 
bringing to Rcafon the Enemies of the Scbab^ 
to whom \v: conftantly gave fudi &lfe Accounts, 
as engaged him to put to Death his beft Friendl, 
whom he rcnder'd fufpefted by him. At 
length, with the Alcoran in one Hand and his 
Sc>'met2r in the other, he cried aloud for no- 
thing but Juftice, and the Dcftruftirai of 
Heredcks. He came even to the Gates of 
Ij'pahan, where, taking off the Nfask, he at- 
tacked the Sihab htmfclf, and obliged him to 
declare him his firft Minifter and Frotcdor of 
Perfiat making the moll violent and obftinate 
War upon the Prince, his Mailer. It is v^ 
neceflary that the Reader fhould know thus 
much of thofc Fafts, which were the Reafons 
for the Ruffian Emperor's carrying his Arms 
into Perfta^ at a Time when he was defirous of 
giving Peace to his Country. The iJtf^an Mer- 
chants, pilbgcd and maflacred by the Rebel Lej^ 
giam in Szamacht, and the Caravan from Cbtna 
treated in the iame Manner by the Ushecksy 
■who were Allies of the Ufurpcr, were likewife 
powerful Motives to induce the Emperor Peter 
to fend an Ambaffador into Pfrfia^ to carry 
the Complaints ol the Outrages either to the 
Scbab-HuJJei»y if it was true that Myrr-Me^b' 
mud was only his Genera lifTimo, as was given 
out, or to Myrr-Maghmud himfelf, if he was en- 
tcr'd into Perfia as an Enemy, fincc the Ruf- 
fians had no Mifundcrftanding with the Emir 
of Cajuiabary or his Subjects. 

The Ruffian Ambalfedor found, P^r^a in 
a Confufign that is not to be defcrib*d j there- 
fore 
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fore he went diredly to the Camp of Myrr- 1722. 
Magbmudi whom Fortune and Viftory obfc- t-i^'^'-sj 

3uk)u(ly followed. He had Audience imme- 
iately i for however ambitious this Rebel was, 
and what great Titles foevcr he affefted, he 
was always fret of Acccfs. The Ambafiador 
declared to him the Subjeft of his Commiffion, 
remonftrating to him, that as his Troops joined 
with the Uibecks had maflaored, without any 
Heafon, the StibjeAs of theEmperar, hisMa- 
fter, and had robbed them of the Merchandize 
wid Treafures that they had brought out of 
Cbina^ the Empcrof of Ruffia having no Qjjar- 
rel with thofe of Candabar^ could not but look 
upon fuch a Violence as contrary to the Law <rf 
Nations, and therefore has a Right to detnan,d 
a proper Satisfadtion. 

Afyrr- ASagbmud he^Ltd thefe Complaints, and 
anfwer'd the Ri^ffian Ambafiador, that kx 
himfelf, he defired nothing more than to main- 
tain a good Underftanding with the Czar, his 
Mafter, who had been defcribed to him as a 
Prince as ingenious and prudent, as he was va- 
liant and warlike i but that he would advife 
him, if he intended to fend any more Cara- 
vans to Cbinaj to make an Alliance with the 
Tartars^ and efpecially with the Great Cbam^ 
and to ftipulate for the Liberty of pafTing 
through ttieir Country and the neighbouring 
Provinces, or elfe to fend a good Body of 
Troops to efcorc thofc Caravans ; as he had 
heard that thofe States, whofc Subjects traded 
to the Tndiei by Sea, convoy*d their Merchant- 
Ships by a Number of Men of War -, and, in 
a Word, he told the An^lladbr, that be 
U 1 could 
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could noc prefcribe Laws to the Usbeekst his 
t Allies. 

As foon as the Emperor was inforitied of 
this infolent Anfwcr, he mve Clrdcrs in all the 
Eaftern Provinces of hisl)otninions, as in the 
Kingdoms of Siberia, Ca/an, Bulgaria and 
Afiracan, to affemble his Troops ; nc armed 
the Cefacks and the Calmucki, and built at 
The Czar ji/tracan^ and along the Wolga, Barks, Gallie5» 
ptepweiforin ^^^ fuch Other ncccffary Veflels, as he judged 
S^SS.*" ^^ ^^^^^^ '^^^ Occafion for in an Expeditioo 
^ 'JM' pjj jjjg Caftan Sea, of which he, at that Time, 
focmcd the Defign, and which the Peace of 
J^ieftadt had put him in a Condition to exe- 
cute. 

The Contempt with which M^rr-M^bmud 
had received aod fcni back his Ambafiador, and 
the Mallacre of his People at Szamacbi^ and 
, elfewherc, were not all that excited the Ruffian 
Monarch to this Undertaking. The Arm Efta- 
blittiment of a ufeful Commerce was what he 
had always confider*d as the Bafis of the Gran- 
deur and Power of his Empire, and that was 
the great Spring of all his Enterprizes. Ic 
was with this View, that he had built the City 
of Petersburgb ; with this View he preferved 
the Provinces of Livonia and Carelia ; with 
this View he fet out upon his Travels j and 
with this View he had founded all the Coafts of 
the Cafpian Sea, of which he had caufedthe 
exafl: Plan or Chart to be made we have al- 
ready mention^ and given the Reader a Draught 
of, wherein he may view the Situation of moft 
of the Places that the Emperor of Rujia con- 
quered in this Expedition. 

The 
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The Pretext which the Emperor made ufe of 
to examine this Sea with fo much Exaftnefs ^ 
was, that he might difcover the Mouth of the 
River Daria, and go up to its Source ; for this 
bringing much Gold with its Stream, hethoughc 
he Ihould be able to difcover Mines of this 
rich Metal, over which the River pafled, if it 
was not brought from the Fountain-Head itfelf. 
Thofe who werf charged with this Commifiion, 
not only brought back Gold, but reported 
that when they went a(hore, and were got 
about a hundred and fifty Leagues to the 
North- Eaft, they found a great Stone Building 
above half cover'd with Sand, the Architeifturc 
of which was almofl like that of the Ruins of an- 
cient Perfepolis v and that entering it, they found 
Preffes of a black hard fort of Wood, containing 
near three thoufand Volumes, bound in the Form 
of large Quarto's, which they intended to have 
brought with them ; but the fuperftitious Peo- 
ple of the Country oppofed it, for Fear that 
the StruAure, which they looked upon as a, fa- 
cred Monument, Ihould be profanwl, hy their 
fuffering any Thing to be carried out of it *, 
neverthelets, the Mufcevites found Means to 
convey away three Volumes, which they 
brought to the City of Peteriburgb. TKc 
Books found in thefe Ruins were large Sheets 
of a very thick Paper, fuppofed to be made 
of Conon, or the Bark of Trees, laid over 
with two Varniflics one above the other, one 
blue, and the other black, as appeared in fbme 
Places that were a little fcaled. The Charac-r 
ters fcemed well Ihaped, were not joined to- 
gether, and were painted in white. Th? 
Lmes were writtea horizontally \ but being ^1 
U 3. ' of 
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of an equal Length, ic could n<» be deter> 
' mined whether they ran from the Left to the 
Right, alter the Manner of the Eurepeam and 
Jniians \ or from the Right to the Left, like the 
Hebrews and Arabians. Though it was trac 
yet known from what Nation thofe Charafters 
were derived, there was Ground to belieye they 
came from the Calmucks and Moguls ID the 
Weftward of China^ which is the mc»c pro- 
bable, becaufe the Country of the Caimucks., in 
the thirteenth, fourteenth and fifteenth Centu- 
ries, was the Ctntre of two large Empires, 
under the Succeffors of Gingbiskan and Tamer- 
lane; among which Princes there were fome 
very learned, whofe Works in A0ronomy and 
Geography were held in very great Eftecm in 
Europe. Befidei the Difcovery of this Library, 
which the Czar looked upon as a precious Trca- 
fure, the Peafants in the Neighbourhood of the 
Ruins that inclofed it, produced feveral Statues 
in Brafs, which they had found in the Middle 
of the Woods, in the Buryin^Placcs of the 
Calmucks, and among thofe which the Czar 
repofited in his own Cabinet, was a Reman 
General crowned with Laurel i two other Fi- 

fures of Men on Horfeback, with Armour 
ke that worn in the Weft in the twelfth and 
thirteenth Centuries; feveral Indian Idols, and 
among them, two of the famous Goddefs 
known in China, by the Name of Pouja, and 
in Thibet, by that of Manippe. The People 
of "Tartar^, China, Siam, and the Indians, wor- 
ftiip her as the Mother of one of their Prophets, 
who lived fix hundred Years before Jefus 
Chrifl ■, and in China, is called Foe ; in Tar- 
tary, Ogouskan i in-Siam, SommoHa-KodoHi and 
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in India, Mmdda. The Siamefe., who pay him 
the Homage of a Deity, dare their publick < 
Writings from the Epoch of his Death ; which 
precedes die Chriftian ^ra Eve hundred and 
forty-five Years. 

From what has been faid, it is eafy to imagine. The Emperor 
that, altho' Myr'Magbmud had not behaved of-^^"*' 
with the InJblence he did, his Imperial Maje- ^ X^' 
fty would never have wanted a Pretence to have ^nny himfclf 
tranfported his Army to the Frontiers oTPerfia^ iaPerfii. 
which he was now refolved to command in 
Perfon, and which confifted of above a hundred 
thoutand Men, among whom were no le(s than 
thirty-three thouland of thole warlike Troops 
which had been in every Campaign during the 
War with Sweden. 

His Imperial Majefty before he left Mofcow Makes leveral 
for this Expedition, Iwving been again feized R^:^^"^ 
with a violent Fit of the ChoUck, had, for«^^^ 
fear of an Accident, caufed a Will, written en- 
tirety with his own Hand, and particularly ap- 
pointing his SuccelTor, to be placed among 
the Records of the Empire -, he changed the 
Prcfidents of the greateft Part of the Colleges, 
eftablilhed a Council of R^ency, in which 
Prince Meaxikoff prefided, and made many 
other neccflary Regulations. He a!fo con- Calb a Gene- 
voked a General Synod, all the Members '^l Sywd. 
of which obliged themfelves, by feveral moft 
folemn Oaths, to declare their molt fincere 
Sentiments, as dictated by their own Hearts, 
according to the belt of dicir Knowledge and 
Underftafidingin the Scripture, to conform to 
the Regulations which Jhould be there made. 
They fwore in the fame moft folemn Manner, 
that they would acknowledge themfelves to be, 
U4 as 
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as they were obliged, both by Duty and Con- 
' fcimce, the faithful Subje£ts and Servants c^ 
the Emperor Peter the Firft, who was their 
nacuralt true, and lawful Sovereign ; and after 
him, of whomfocver his Majefty, by his abfo- 
lute and indifputable Authority, fhould declare 
his SuccefTor in his Will \ and that they would 
venture their Lives and Fortunes in his Servicr, 
and would difcover any eviJ Defign againft his 
Perfon or Government, as foon as any fuch 
ffaould come to their Knowledge. 

The Perfon who took this Oath, kifTed the 
Words whidi were written, and a Crofs that 
was offered to him ; and then fubfcribed them 
with his Name. 

The Emperor Peter having thus caufed 
himfelf to be acknowledged Sovereign PondfT, 
or Chief of the Ruffian Church, and of Confe- 
quencc firft Prefident of th* Synod, he opened 
it, after he had publifhed a Declaration, the 
Preamble of which was as follows : 

We Peter, the Firft, hy the Divine Grace^ 
Emperor of all Ruffia, (^c. among the many 
Cares, which the Empire committed to us by the 
Almighty, requires for the good Government of our 
Kingdoms and Conquejls, we have caft our Eyet 
on the fpiritual Slate thereof; and finding many 
Diforders and Irregularities, we fiiould think our- 
filves wanting in our Duly, and guilty of Ingra- ■ 
tilude, if, after we have jo bappUy fucceedea, by 
kis holy and gracious Affiftance, in regulating our 
Military and Civil, --^e Jhould negle£I the Spiritual 
Stale, Sec. 

Having declared in general Terms, the Mo- 
tives ifiat induced him to cfUblilh the Synod, 
he proceeded to enumerate tnany Abufes and 
Supcr- 
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Supcrftitions, and to fliew the Ncccffity of 
having them enquired into and remedied ; and v 
to remove the Caufe, by dM;rading and lop- 
ping off from the Service of we Church, fuch 
Friefts and Monks as had introduced or encou- 
raged them, through Intereft or Ignorance, 
forbidding any Ferfon to be admittol to the 
Priefthood for the Time to come, who kul 
not Qualities requiTite for it, who was not well 
rrad in the Holy Scriptures, the Fathers, Ca- 
nons, and Ecctcfiaftical Hiftory, whofe Life 
was not exemplary, and who was not as cam* 
ble as deOrous to undeceive the People. To 
this End, he ordered the EUabltlhment of 
Coll^;es and Seminaries in the capital Cities of 
Rujia, as there were in other Chriftian Coun- 
tries. 

He caufed an Enquiry to be made into the 
Revenues of the Church, which were found to 
be very ridi ; but the common People feemed 
Co be much difpleaied, that in Purfuance of the 
Regulations concerning Divine Service, which 
were chiefly compofM by the Czar himfelf, 
the little Chapels were all abolifiied, and the 
Images that ftood in Niches therein expofed in 
the StrecK. 

The Nobility of the lower Order having 
made Complaints of their being oppreffed by 
the Nobility of higher Rank, his Imperial 
Majefty, before he fet out on his intended Ex- 
pedition, eftabliihed an High Commiflion-Court 
to examine into thofe Grievances, and to fee 
them redrefled. At Length the Emperor and s«j oot with 
Emprefs of Ru//ia went from Mofiow, on the the Emprefi 
a4tn of Mayy for Celemna, with Dcfign to from Ab/nw. 
centinoc their Voyage to AJlracan by Water. 
The 
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The Grand-Admiral Apraxin, Lteuoenant-Gc- 
' neral Buturlint Prince Tnibeskn, the Hofpodar 
Demetrius CoHtemir, and the Privy-CounfcUor 
Totfloif were gone before. It was at Cehnna 
that the Envoy of the Statei^Getieral came i» 
notil^ to his Imperial Majcfty the Refolation 
he had received from their High-Mightineflcs, 
by which they recognized the Title ot Emperor 
given to his Majcfty by the Senate. The Em- 
peror made his Acknowledgments to the Mini- 
fter, and declared to him in Return the parti- 
cular Orders he had given, that the Ships of 
Holland Ihould be expedited preferably to thofe 
of all other Nations. 

While this Monarch was g<ung to begin a 
War at fb great a Dlftance, and of fuch Im- 
poruncet his Fleet and his Troops did not 
remain idle on the Side of Poland and Pnt^a, 
Admiral Gordoa put to Sea with the Fleet, 
while the Troops afTcmbled in Courland, Livo- 
tiia, and the Uirain ^ not with the View of un- 
dertaking any Thjng, but to check the Defigns 
that any neighbouring Princes might have of 
forming Projcfts to take Advantage of the Em- 
peror's Abfence. 

The Turks were no fooner informed of the 
Preparations that were making in AJiracan and 
the other Eoftern Provinces or the Ruffian Em- 

£ire, but they cook Umbrage at them ; the 
afliaws who commanded on the Frontiers of 
Perfia, and of Gur^ftan or Georgia^ gave Ad- 
vice to the Porte, tlut the Emperor of ^ajfii had 
formed a Project to fubdue the laft named Pro- 
vince, in which Cafe above four hundred thou- 
land Muflulmans would Bill into Slavery i and 
that it was eafy to forefee that the chief Vkw of 
that 
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that Prince was to make himlelf Mafter of the tytii. 
CafpoH-Sta, The Grand- Vizier made thefe \.y>t'>^ 
Sufpidons known to the Ruffian Minifler at 
CoHfiaMtintple^ and fent an Aga to his Imperial 
Czariflj MajiKly to diflliadc him 5om the En- 
terprize, and to penetrate into his Defigni. 
Thi Emperor upon this informed the Subfime 
Port* of the infblent Behaviour of theRebel Myrr- 
Magbmudy whofe Progrefs was the more to be 
feand, as he had difcovered fo much Pride and 
AmtHtion, and whofe rudeTreatment of him, 
in the Ptrlbn of his Minilter, he was deter- 
mined to revenge ^ but the better to make his 
Intentions known to the ^urks and Ptrfians^ he 
caufed the following Manifeftb to be publilhed, 
and diftributed ail along the Borders of ctu 
Ca^aa-Sfa, before he began his Expedition. 

•** T TIS Imperial Majcfty of HuJ^a hasTheErowror 
XX thought proper to caufe Notice to be ''""■'»"»"'- 
given to all the Inhabitonts of the Kingdom of JftS'S^ 
Ferjiay the fiiithhil Subjcfts of the Sophi, asal-BordenoftlL 
fo to all others under his Protection, that his Ca^aa-Su. 
Imperial Majefty is arrived on the Perjian 
Frontiers with his Land and Sea- Forces, not 
with any Intention to reduce fome Provinces 
of that Kingdom to his Obedience, but only to 
maintain the lawful Poflclfor of them on his 
Throne, and to defend him powerfully, toge- 
ther with his feithfiil Subjefts, againft the Ty- 
ranny of Myrr-Magbmud^ and alfo to draw 
Satis^&ion from the faid h^rr-M»gbmud and 
his Tartars^ for the Mifchiefs and Robberies by 
them committed within the RuJJiaH Empire, 
' and for feveral other Matters. As by this 
may be mantfdtly feen his Imperial Majefty's 
good 
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good Intentions, he graciouOjr warns all Per- 
^ fons who yet continue under the Command of 
Myrr-Magbmud, Tyrannick. Chief of the Re- 
bel TartarSy to abandon immediately his Army, 
to return to their lawiul Sovereign, and pay 
that Fidelity and Obedience to him which they 
ought ; and fuch Perfons who hereafter flull be 
taken perilling in their Difloyalty and Rebel- 
lion, may be alTured of receiving no Mercy or 
Faidon, Moreover^ we have given Order to 
our Troops, under fevere Pains, not to do any 
Violence, nor to pillage, to burn, or to com- 
mit the leaft Dilbrder on the Frontiers oiPerfia^ 
or againft any of the Inhabitants and Subjeds 
of tlut Kingdom." 

In Ihort the Scbab Hujfeiny drove 6'om his 
Capital by Myrr-Maghmud^ had fent three Ez- 
preffes fucceflively to his Imperial Majefty, ta 
implore his Afliftance, on Conditions too ad- 
vantageous to the Rufftanij for fo wife a Prinw 
as Pkter ton^left.

17th, At Three in the Afternoon, our J^tny 
came 10 the PaiEige at the Rirer Soulalu i there 
we made two FerrieSj one upon four foail 
Boats, the other opon three : Towards Even- 
ing the Governor of CorsB^ AU^ey CMtdy 
and the Governor of Aitay^ Suuoh Mabmet, 
came to wak upon the Czar, The firft broi^ 
fix hundred Waggons for the Baggage, drawn 
by Oxen, and one hundred and tmy Oxen for 
the Soldiers Subfiftence, beftdes three Bne Per- 
ftan Horfcs, with exceeding rich Furniture, for 
his CzariOi Majcfty: The fecond likcvife 
brought one hundred Oxen for the Sohliers> 
and fix Perfian Horfcs for the Czar. 

1 8th, This Morning, at Seven o'Clock, the 
Van-guard crofled the River by Means of the two 
Ferries : But towards Noon a great Stwm arofc 
and occalioned a Flood, which obliged us to 
change our Ground.

This 
Tranfport-Servicc was very diffioilt, becaufc 
the Ferries could ferve only for Men, Artillery, 
B^gage, Provifion, and Ammamtion, but not 
being able to get near enough the Shore, the 
Men were forced ta go up co the Waift in 
Water: The Horfes, Oxen, Camels, Wag- 
gons, and Chaifes were all fwam over, 

22d, The Van-guard and Body of the Army 
b<gan their March, being preceded by Briga- 
dier Wetteran, with half the Cavalry and Cof- 
fockst who were under his Command. The 
Rear- guard was ordered to ftay for the reft, 
who were fent back to the Intrenchmcnt for 
Provifions. 

At eight fFerJls or Miles Diftance from the 
River of Soulake we came to a Brook, which 
we got over upon Fafcines. We croflfed after- 
waros the Mountains of 7ariUy aod palTed thac 
Night within eight Miles of that City. We 
were in great Want of Water almofl during this 
whole March. 

Being arrived the i^d within five Miles of 
Tarkuy the Cbefcal came out to meet us, and 
condutEled us to the City: At three Miles 
Diftance from it we faw the Ruins of a great 
Oty, which extended from the Mountains to 
the Sea-fide. 

a6th. Letters came this Day from the Go- 
vernor of Derbent, and other Officers of that 
City, acquainting us, that they had received 
ivith great Satieudtion the Manifcfto's we had 
fcnt them i cxpreffing their Joy at the Czar's 
Arrival, and alTuring, that they would look 
upon 
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172a. upon all fuch of their Inhabitants to be Trai- 
) tors, who fhould oppofe his Majcfty's Troops- 

27ih, We marched towards the little River 
Manau twenty-five Miles from Tarku. 

18th, We pafled this River, and afterwards 
that of 3ourdc-^/z/,upon which we found a firi(%e 
of Stone : We faw on the Mountains of tlus 
Place feveral Foundations, which were probably 
the Remains of an antient City. At Night we 
came to old Etnnac. 

25Kh, This Night we encamped near the 
little River Mtei, in Sultan Vnaenicl^i Domi- 
nions. 

30th, Three Cojfach were fent to the Inha- 
bitants, to require them to fend a Deputation oa 
their Part in ordtp to a Conference, and to re- 
ceive fuch Orders as fhould be given them ; 
but the Guide being returned, told us they had 
been very ill received, and that the three C^ 
facks had made their Efcape. About Three in 
the Afternoon the Sultan came and attacked our 
Cejacksy and afterwards advanced towards the 
Dragoons-, but our Men put them prefently 
to Flight, killed fix hundred, and took thirty- 
nine Prifoncrs. The Sultan's RcCdencc was 
plundered and burnt ; fix other Villages had 
likewife the fame Fate, and there we found our 
three Cefacks inhumanly maflacrced 1 upon 
which the Prifoners were put to the Rack, 
There were among them fome Pcrfons of Di- 
ftindion : Th^ declared that they did not 
know the Caule of that Cruelty, but faid it 
was done by Order of the Sultan himfelf. The 
Enemies Number was ten thoufand. 

September ift. This Day one and twenty of 

the Prifoners were put to Death by Wajr of 

Reprilkl» 
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Reprifal for the Murder of our three Coffacks, 
Another Prifoner had his Nofe and Ears cut * 
off, and was fent to carry a Letter to the Ene- 
my, reproaching them for their Cruelty. We 
Jay at Night near the River of Bouge Bagam, 
over which we laid two Bridges, one of Ektats, 
the other of Fafcinca : Here the Infantry paffed 
over ; the Horfc marched along the Sea-fide» 
becaufe the Mouth of the River is block'd up 
with Sand, under which it empties itfelf im- 
perceptibly. 

3. We marched forwards, and encamp'd 
near the River of Darhacb. A Letter came 
from the Inhabitants of Baku, lignifying their 
Joy at the Czar's Arrival in the Province of 
Schirvati, ardently dcftring to commit them- 
felvcs to his Majefty's Protedion, and to be 
deiivcr'd from the Rebels, who had taken 
Arms ^inft the Sophi of Perfta^ and againll 
whom they had defended themfelves for two 
Years paft. 

3. We drew near to the Gardens of Derhent ; 
the Governor came out of the City to meet the 
Czar, and at his Entrance preicnted him with 
the Keys. The Army marched through the 
Ciry under a triple Salvo of all the Artillery ; 
afterwards we went and encamp'd by the Sca- 
flde : We found in Derhent a hundred old Iron 
Guns, and fixty Brafs, with a great Quantity 
of Ammunition. 

The Ruffians were received with as much 
Joy in this City, as if they came to deliver 
their own Troops from fome Siege. His Im- 
perial Majefty ftay'd there fome Time, lo give 
nccefiarjr Orders, and in the mean Time, the 
Army marched towards the River Adillukenti,

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fifteen Werfts from Derheta., without meedng 
> an Enemy. But the Provifions which they 
had brought with them, but for one Month 
only, being almofl: fpent, and it being impofli- 
ble to have any brought to them by the Caf~ 
fian Sea in a Seafon lo 5ir advancco, his Ma- 
jefty made this River the Boundary of his Con- 
quefts for this Year, and, having left a ftrong 
Garrifon in Derbent^ returned to Aftracan ; but 
in his Way thither meeting, near the RiVer 
Soal/ad, a Place much more commodious than 
that near Acragattt where the Ruffians had 
caft up their firil Intrenchments, his Imperial 
Majeftv ordered a Fortrefs to be eredcd, to 
which he gave the Name of the Hely Cro/s. 

On the twenty-fifth of September^ /he Em- 
peror detached ten thoufand Cogacks and four 
thoufand Calmucks^ under the Command of 
IwoM Krafnos Jetraiki, to ravage the Territo- 
ries of the Perfian lymei and Sultan Mabmut 
of Utemfibofy by Way of Rcprifal for their 
harrafling the Ruffian Troops in their March : 
The next Day the Coffads and Calmucks join- 
ing the BougtuiieSf immediately fell into their 
Territories, and after having entirely routed 
them, put a great Number of the Rebels to 
the Sword, and took near four hundred Prifo- 
ners ; when they returned happily, on the 30th 
of the fame Month, to the Intrenchments his 
Ruffian Majefty had ordered to be caft up in 
the Defile near the Bay of Acnfgait, from 
whence he fent back his Horfc by Land, and 
re-imbarked on Board his Fleet in the Ca/pias 
Sea, with his [nfantry, for AJlracan. 

During this Expedition, the Rebel Myrt- 

J^a^hmitd did aU that was in bis PoK^r to 

crofi 
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croft the Defigns of the Rujfiam ; he had en- 
gaged the oeighbouring Tartars to harrafs them 
in their March, and was advanced himfelf to- 
wards Gbilan with a Body of Troops, which 
arrived too late for the Czar to come to an En- 
gagement with them : But the Generals whom 
he had left at Derhenl, having got together 
the Calmuchs, GpJackS, and Tartars^ that were 
near, and^ fupporting ;hem with their regular 
Troops, fell with fuch Fury upon the wearied 
Army of the Rebels, that they were foon put 
to Flight : Some of the Cbams, or Princes, who 
had feemed to fubmit, changed their Conduct, 
as foon as they thought the Emperor at a Dif- 
tance ; others fought the Proteftion oftheRufr 
Jtans i and all Things continued in that fluc- 
tuating Condition which is ufual among People - 
fo inconftant as the Tartars and Terfidm. 

Their Imperial Majefties being returned to 
Mojcom^ entered that City in Triumph, every 
body meeting their vit^orious Sovereign with 
the loudeft Acdamations of Joy. There was 
carried on a Cuftiion, in a pompous Manner be- 
fore him, the Silver Key of the City of Drt-J 
htnt^ which had been , prefented to him when 
he enter'd that Place ; and as it was the com- 
mon Opinion that that City had been built by 
Alexander the Greaty the following Infcription 
was put upon one of the Triumphal Arches 
ertfted in Honour of the Viilor.

The Power of the RuJJianSy which was (hewn 

in fubduing fo great a Part of the Country, 

Xi and 
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1722- md efpccially Derhent^ the Key of Perfiay be- 
gan (bmewhat to difmay Myrr-Maghmud : He 
Had a great Number of Elnemies in the Bofom 
of Perfiay who now law through the Veil of 
his Hypocrify ; and the Perfianiy always faith- 
ful to their Kings, could not forgive his having 
dcthron'd and drove away Huffeiitt whofe Fate 
they were ignorant of : Some faid he was dead i 
others, that he was concealed'in a llrong Caftle ; 
and fomc, that he had been taken Prifoner by 
the 'Turks. In Ihort, this Rebel could not 
confide in his Tartariy who dtfapprovcd his 
Ambition ; he therefore endeavoured to pro- 
cure a ftrongcr Support from Conftantinoplej 
whither he fent an Ambaflador to the Grand 
Signior, to whom he was to remonftrate, that 
both the Glory and Religion of the MufTulmans 
were incercftcd in oppofing the Rujftan Con- 
quetls \ that as the Czar had already fubdued 
bazejian and Scbtrva/i, he would not ftop on 
fo feir a Road, but ccrt4inly the next Summer 
throw his Arnis into Georgia, where there were 
feveral Chriftian Princes who would lend him 
a helping Hand, that they might be able to 
withdraw themfelves from the Dominion of 
the Turks j and laftly, that he had been in- 
formed, that the Ruffians enter'd Perfta at the 
Defire of Hujfein, who had promifed to yield 
to them all they Ihould conquer on the Borders 
of the Cafpian Sea. The Perfian Amballador 
acquitted himfelf perfeftly well of this Com- 
miffion, and efpecially as he was charged with 
magnificent Prefents for the Minifters of the 
Porte. The Janizaries and the common Peo- 
ile had, for a lo.ig Time, breath'd nothing 
ut War I the Mufti was a declar'd Enemy to 
the 
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the Ruffians ; old Dowlet-Gerbau juft fet upon 
the Throne of the Crimea^ dcfircd nothing t 
more than an Opportunity of IhewJng the Ha- 
tred he bore them : There was only the Grand 
Vizier who was for Peace, and he dared not 
exprcfs himfcif openly, for Fear of irritating 
the oppoftce Party ; for which Reafon, while 
all imaginable Preparations were making for 
War, he fent an AmbaOador to the Emperor 1723. 
(rf Rufftdj to be informed of his DeCgns, and 
whether or not he intended to pu(h his Con- The Tarh 
quefts farther on the C<j//)w» Sea. The Em- g^"^ 
peror anfwefd, that the Porte had approv'd of 5^^^'*" 
his having Recourfe to Arms, to take Ven- 
geance for the Infults offered, and the Injuries 
done to him and his Subjefb, by the Rebel 
Myrr-]^gbmud and his Allies •, that the Ruf 
Jians had undertaken nothing agatnft the Do- 
minions of his Highncfs i and, in a Word, 
that he was Qncerely difpofed to a faithftjl Ob- 
fervation of the laft Treaty of Peace. 

But notwiihflanding the Grand Signior feemM 
well fatisfyd for the prefent, with this Anfwer 
of his Imperial Ruffian Majefty i yet, that all 
the Blame might be laid on him, if a War 
Ihould enfue,' and to comply with the Ii^ipor- 
tunitics of the Prince of Dfigejian^ who had 
lately thrown himfelf under the Proteftion of 
the Porte, the Grand Vizier caufcd the follow- 
ing Manifefto to be publilhed, and communi- 
cated to the Foreign Minifters. 

" TT is very well known, that the Emperor 
^ of Rk^a caufcd it to be declared to the 
Sublime Porfe, at the B^inning of the laft Year, 
1722, chat he intended to fet out for jura-

cant in (^^cr to purfue his Enemr, the Per- 
) fi&n Rebel Ai^rr-MagbmuSL, and declare War 
^dnft him : But the Graiid Sulcan heard af- 
terwards, that the fatd Emperor was come widi 
a great Army before the City of DerhaUy 
called Demir-Capit and feveral other Places 
in that Neighbourhood, wJuch heretofore were 
dependent on the SubUmf Porte^ and, by Occa- 
fion of the Wars in Europe^ kul been retalten 
by the Perfians and other Princes ; infomuch 
that the faid Emperor fpoiled Ftagi Damity the 
Prince of Dageftatt^ and of Derbe/U, a fcithfiil 
MufTulman, of his rightful Principality i which 
necefBtated, this Prince to have Elecourfe to the 
Grand Signior's PtoteAion, demanding his 
powerful Succour againft the Ru^ans, as 
againft People that never had any Rigtu in 
that Principality, upon Condition and pFomile 
of yielding to the Grand Sultan, as his owa 
Property and Demefne, and to. hold of his 
Sublime Higlinefs, by Fakh and Hoa)age3, all 
that he could re-conquer by the Porte's Af- 
fiftance, or force the Perfians to yield to thepi. 
Moreover, the Grand. Signtos having delit;e- 
rated upon this Offer and. Requefl:, took the 
faid Prince, according to the Laws of his Em- 
pire, under his High Imperial ProteAion, ho- 
nouring him with the Hor&-Tails and wiA 
Banners, (as is prafliifed widi the Cham of 
Crim Tartary) and alfo with the Tide of Cham 
of his now-ioft Principality of Derbent. Thw 
in Purfuance of this AcknowJedgment, the 
Grand Sulan is rcfolvai to procure the &id 
Prince his Re-eftabiifliment in his Dominions, 
Titles, and Dignity, and therein to maintain 
him i as alfo to confervc Peace with the Ri^»

fian Emperor, provided that prefiminarily he 
abandons his Oanqocfts, feeing that the tnoft < 
High Porte will not, nor cannot fuffer, that a 
faithful Muffiilman fhould in any Manner bemo- 
lefted, or unjuftly grieved by Chriftians ; and 
the rather, there being in tl>e Principality of 
Derbent a great Mofque, built formerly by an 
ancient Vizier, Aii Fafca. For which Rea- 
fons it is manifeft, that if the Ruffian Etnperc^ 
has any Intention to preferve Peace with the 
Sublime Porte^ he will do well to order the faid 
Principality to be reftored to the defpoikc^ 
Cham." 

The Grand Signior, in order to ihew that 
he really intended to deckre War with J2«^a, 
caufed the Inclinations of the Emperor ot the 
Weft to be founded, and an Enquiry to be 
made, whether or not he was under any En- 
gagements, in cafe of a Rupture, to take Arms 
tn Favour of the Ruffian Emperor. On this 
Occafion the Emperor Charles did a very fta- 
fonable Service to the Ri0an Monarch, by 
aiTuring the Turk^ that his Interefts were fo 
ftrongly united to thofe of the Emperor of 
Ruffia, that if he was attacked, he Ihould be 
obliged to march to his Afliftance. The. 
Grand Vizier made his Ufe of this, to mode- 
rate the Precipitation of thofe who had already 
prepared a Declaration of War againft the ■/ 
Ruffians ; but nothing went farther towards 
obliging the Sultan to renounce his Deflgn of 
breaking with the Czar, than the good Offices The good 
of the Marquis ^ Bonac, the Ambaflador of J|^^^^ 
France^ who reprefented to the Porte, that the \^^^^ ™' 
Saltan had no Reafon to complain of the Em- 
X 4 ' peror 
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peror ofRuffia, fince he had not carried the War 
' to the Frontiers of P*r/(fl, but with his Participa- 
tion and' good Liking, and to revenge fuchln- 
fults as no So vereign Prince could fufftr with Im- 
punity i that he lud adted in nothing contrary 
to the Treaty of Peace fubfifting between him 
and the Sublime Porte ; that the Qiam i^F*-- 
Damity who had juft then put himfelf under 
the Proteftion of his Highncfs, was a Tribu- 
tary of PerfiOj and a Partizan of Myrr-Magb- 
mud, who had notre^cIaimedtheProtefltonof 
the Porte, till after he was drove out of his 
Country for his Infidelity : Laftly, that if the - 
Porte took Umbrage at the Conquefts of the " 
Emperor of Ruffia, he was perfoftiy difpofed 
not to pufh them any farther ; although he had 
already a confiderable Number of Forces af- 
fcmbled on the Frontiers of Perfia, to fuccour 
the Scbaby his Ally, who had implored his 
Aflifliance againft a ^ithlefs and rebellious 
Subjcft. 

This AITurance of the Czar's pulhing his 
Conquefts no farther, which was all that the 
Porte required, made them lend an Ear to the 
/friendly Offices of M. de Bonac, and appear 
/ fatisfy'd without the immediate R^ftitution of 
Derbent, as had been demanded in the Mani- 
feflro above. 

During this Negotiation, the People of Gbi- 
lan, a "Province of Perfta bordering on ScWr- 
van and the Cafpian Sea, where Myrr-^Magb-' 
mud had ravaged all the Country, to prevent the 
Ruffians having any Subfiftence, and of Con- 
fcquence, to flop their Progrefs into Perfia^ 
had implored the Proteftion of Ruffia^ and 
fubmitted themfclvcs, of their own Accord, to 
his

his Imperial CzariHi Majefty. This News 
altoailhing the Bafhaws, who commanded in 
the neighbouring Provinces, that of Erzerum 
JnformKl the P^r/f ofit, with fuch Circum- 
ftances, as made it believed that the Ruffians- 
had a Delign upon all Georgia. This Advice 
had like to have overtum'd all that Monficur 
^ Bonac had been doing i but an Amballador 
from the dethroned Sckabj who arrived at that 
Time, to Implore the Affiftance of the Porte 
againft the Usurper Myrr-Migbmudy and the 
Afllirances of the Ruffian Minifter, that his 
Mafter ftiould hilfil the Promifes of the French 
Amballkdor, put a Stop at Confiantinople to all 
Thoughts but of maintaining Peace with Ruf- 
fta ; to which End, Orders were fent not only 
to the Balhaws of the Frontier-Places, but 
even to the Cham of Crim Tartary j in fhoit, 
the Grand Signior employed againft Perfia 
itfelfthe great Preparations he had been making; 
fince fo favourable an Occafion offered to reco- 
ver what the Turks had formerly pofleilcd be- 
yond the EuprbtUes. 

How imporunc foever thefe Aflairs, and 
how much of his Attention they required, 
as well as n> maintain a fufHcient rorce on the 
Frontiers of Poland and Finland ; yet did not 
thefe prevent the Ruffian Emperor from having 
3 watchful Eye on the State of his Aflatrs at 
home; for no fooner wa^ he returned, after 
a Year*s Abfcnce from Mofeow and Petershurgby 
than he made a Difcovery of frefh Criminals } 
and fome of the principal Perfons of the Re- 
gency were found guilty of ConcuQions, and 
coDdemoed to ievere PunilbmenQ. 

.BaroD 
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BarotT Sebafirofj Vice-Chancdlor^ Farourito 
' of his Majcfty, and firft Minifter, was arrcfted, 
and pot to the ^eftion. It was commanded 
by a publick Ordinaace, that whoever knew 
amy dnng concern!i^ the Matten laid to his 
'"wedinp Ctrarge, fliould declare them upon Pain d 
s&^ Death. The ProccG agamft him was foon 
*^^" ' ended, when he -rns conritfted of the five fd- 
lowirrg Articles, tft. That he had given to 
his Brother a CharaSer and Appointments an- 
known to the EiAperof and the Scoate. sd. 
That he had Cig^xd and given out Orders un- 
known to the Senate, wkhout having them regif- 
tered. 3d, That being Dh-eflor ot the Pods, 
he had, of his own Authority, augmented the 
Poftage of Lettcn, and refervcd the Money to 
himfclf. 4th, That he had concealed two 
hundred thouland Ducats in ^>ecie, and to 
the Value of fevftnty Thoufand nWre in Jew- 
els, belonging to Prince Ge^arin, attho* he 
himfclf had (igned the Order of the Emperor, 
which obliged every one, whoknewof any of 
the EfFeAs of that Criminal, to difcover them. 
5th, That he had ufed opprobrious Language 
to ^me of the Senators in fiill Senate, which 
was forbid on Pain of Deadi. 
The Evening before the Sentence was to be 

?ut in Execution againft this Mimfter, the 
'eople were advertifed of it, by Sound of 
Trumpet, fo that great Crowds were aflembled 
by nineo' Clock in the Morning, before the 
Senate-Houfe, when Baron Scbafiroff was led 
to the Scaffold, accompanied by two Priefls, 
who, for two Days tc^ether, had been prepa- 
ring him for Death. His Sentence was. read 
aloud to him, which he beard with great Re- 
Iignauon > 
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fignation ; and having put his Head tm the 
Block, the Inftant the Executioner lifted up t 
the Ax, a Herald, appointed by the Emperor, 
cried out, Mercy to toe Crimnalfor bis Ljfe by 
Command of bis Imperial- Majefiy. Upon which 
he was taken 0? the ScaHbld, and carried back 
to the Prifon of the Preobrazifuki. The Em- 
peror, in ConQderation of hh paft Services, 
changed his Sentence of Death into that of per- 
petual Banilhment into Siberia, with ConBfca- 
tion of his Eftateand Goods. Ottier Crimi- 
nals, as IQrioff, Secretary of the Senate, Ma- 
jor-General Pifareff^^ and the Baron's Secretary, 
were diSerentiy puniOied by the Knout, or 
ctherwife. ^ 

Monficur de la Motraye gives the following 
Account of Baron Schafireff^ asd the Occafion 
o/chis fcvere Sentence pafled upotvhim. " Bafoq 
*' Scbafiroff, iaith he, was generally allowed 
*' to be the mcA able Minifter that Peter I. 
** ever had. He was the principal Perfon-inall 
*' Ruffia for the Knowledge of foreign aswell as 
** domeftick A^rs,. and as much efteemed by 
" that Empew», as Prince Metaikoff was b<^. 
'^ loved by him. But he was one of thofe 
** who endeavoured the moll vigorouQy, and 
*' evenjpubliekly, foralongTime, todeftroy 
** that Favourite } but the Attempt ended in 
*' his own Ruin. They had in 1733, fovio- 
*' lent a Difj^te with each other, that the 
*' Czar could not avoid takingamore particu- 
*< lar Notice of it tharrof any of their former 
** DiSerences. The Baron accufed the Prince 
*' to his Face, of the moft flagrant Extor- 
*** tions for his own Proflt, which appeared fo 
*' evident fronv the Proofe he gave, and the 
'* Com-

**■ Complaints of the injured Parties, that the 
*• Czar gave the Knout to the Prince with hi* 
*■'■ own Hand : But in Conlideration of his ex- 
" traordinary Talents for raifing Monies, which 
'* he wanted for the Execution of his great De- 
'* figns, he ftill continued him in Favour. The 
" Prince rcmonftrated to his Majefty in fo pa- 
" thecick a Manner, that whatever he had rai- 
** fed upon his Subjefb, was not only at his 
" Service, but all that himfelfpoffefled, which 
" he confcfled was owing to his Majefty'S 
" Bounty, was likcwifc at his Difbofal ; that 
•' the Czar embraced him very affcftionately 
** and kiBcd him, and, in a Manner, askea 
*' his Pardon. The Prince, to revenge 
•• himfelf the more advantageoufty of the Ba- 
*' ron, who was very rich, e^ecially in ready 
*' Money, which was his greateft Crime s ac-* 
** cufcd him, in his Tiim, of embezding the

tan, i^inft the next Campaign, took the (..^-v^-v^ 
Route of Petenburgb in the Beginning oi'^^^' 
Marcb^ whither the Emprefs and all the Court JZ^^iJ* *' 
followed him \ but before his Departure, he 
fent Orders to the Ruffian EccteHafticks in that 
City, to compofeall Differences between them- 
felves and the reformed Clergy, before his Arri- 
val there ; oiherwifc he would feverely punifli 
tiK Authors of their Divifions, he being firm- 
ly refolrcd to take all Proteftant Families under 
his Proieftion^ and to give Proofi of his Bene- 
volence to fuch as were already there, or that 
might hereafter fettle there^ This fliews how - 
firmly he maintained his Power over die Cler- 
gy, no mean Conqoeft in a Prince! And is 
^jceable to what I hare related in the former 
Part of this Hiftory, concerning what he faid 
at a Conference with Sir Gilbert HeiSbcote and 
other Merchants of the Eafl-Land Company. 
The words he foolte, tho* to the fame Import, 
were not cxaftly as 1 have there given them, 
but thefe : When 1 return to my own Country^ 
you Jbali fee J will make my Priefis preach 
what I pUttfe. This I have been informed 
of, fince the firft Volume of this Work was 
printed, by a Gentleman who has more than 
once heard the Words repeated by Sir Gilbert 
Heatbcote himfclf. 

His Majcfty was no fooner arrived at Peters- Reviews his 
burghj'^zn he went to vifit the Docks and Ship- Navj. 
Yards, to fee bimfelf the Condition his Ships 
were in, of which he intended to put a niimer- 
ous Squadron to Sea the following Summer, 
that he might conftantly keep his Marine in 
play. He had moreover, it is faid, other

Li^-vN^ dud c^ the Court f£ Dnmark, which had not 
only ^ndoRcd him to ntalte a fepafate Peace 
with SwfJeMy butjffaa in Ibme Manner leagued 
with the King of EwgloMd. Hit M^efty had 
fiEcn himlclf the Court of Denmarkt and was 
acquainted with her Genius and Miniftry, which 
nwde him fcem refbtved to puHuc the Matter 
he had » Difpute with her. He had two Pre- 
tenfions on tiat Crovn ; one was the Reftitu- 
ijpn of the Dominions taken from the Duke of 
H^tiu i the odier, the Freedom of his Shifis in 
rtie Sound: The Rt^ffiati Emperor imi^ined 
that he now £iw a fevourable' Opportunicy to 
ftrike this double Bk>w •, for if he beat the Da- 
nijb Squadron, built by his Example, or by 
Way of Precaution, nothing could hinder hit 
making a Defcent in Jutland znd Holftein: But 
be this as it may, by this Management he 
obliged Denmark B> run into Aich Expences 
every Year» as rery much drained their Colfen. 
' In the Review that' his Imperial Majefty 
made of his Navy, be ftMUid feveral Finks and 
Ships of BiHthen that had been taken from tiie 
Swedes in the laft War, to which he joined 
others built in the Ports of Livomaf and diCbi- 
Gim Ship* buted them among the Cities of Petersburgb^ 

tiS ^'^» ■'^'^' ^*>*«"2'' ^^ ""'s o*"" conquer- 

ed Places, in order to have them always em- 
ployed in Trade, and tranfportii^ Merchan- 
dizes to foreign Countries, and in bringing 
home others from thence. Twelve Men were 
to be conlUntly kept in pay on board each 
Ship, eight being to be fumifhed by his Im- 
perial Majefty, and the other four by the Ma- 
Sk'^i'^^^i ^^^ w^^ ^ maintain the whole Num- 
ber: 
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ha : But in Cafe one of the Ships g^ven bjr 
his Majefty Ihouid be loft, or become unfit for < 
Narigation, the Magiftrates were bound to 
provide a new Ship, in Lieu dteret^, of the 
fame Kind and Burthen. By this Courfe, and 
-other like proper Mediods, his Imperial Ma- 
^efty hoped to aoo^om his People, \>j little 
and litde, )» the Ufe of the Sea, and the Af- 
fairs of Commerce. 

Not long after their Imperial Magefties Re- 
turn to Feteriburfb, died, in the fixtielh Year Princefi Mw? 
<lf her Age, the Princefs Mary ^exowtia. Sifter ^y^P^""' 
to his Majefty, whom he buried with very great ^ 

Pomp, sltho' her Condu& had not been fuch as 
could create any Love or Efteem in him. 

The States of Sweden being affembled, to 
relate many impomnt Af&irs ^ Govern- 
ment, hi) Imperial Majefty advifed the Duke 
of HtljieiH to fend M. Bajewkx his Miniftcr 
thither, to pian^^e his Intcrefts in that King- 
dom, which the Bj^an Minifters had Orders 
to fupport. That Prince had no longer any 
Oaim to the SuoceJBon by Hereditary Right, 
fuch Right having been abolilhed on the Daatti 
^ICbanet XII. and the Crown made elective 
for th& future, if the prefent Queen fliould die 
without Iffue of her own Body ; but the Duke 
of Hoi^dn flattered himlelf that the SwedeSt 
who had always cherilhed the Blood of their 
Kings, would prefer him to any other, if the 
Throne fhould become vacant; and as one 
good Step towards it, he moved the States at .j^ -q,^ ^ 
this Time to acknowledge him as next of Kin H(Jfitin^ 
to her prefent Majefty, and to allow him the mandstheTi- ■ 
Title oS Royal Highnefs. The Secret Commit- ^'fjT^ 
tee, to whoTe Examination this was referred, ^ -^ 
made 
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made a Report, " That having coaGdered 
' ** that Affiur with all poffibic Attention, and 
V weighed the Reafons both for and againft it, 
*' they had found it to be grounded on fo many 
'* Motives and Reafons, (which woe not pro- 
*' per to be declared in fiiU AfTembly by Rea- 
*' fon of their Delicacy) that it cannot diStsi^ 
** the Eftates and the King from granting the 
" faid Title to the Duke oi Holjiein \ and thac 
** in cafe it were refolved by the Affembly, it 
** might neverthelefs be referred to the King, 
** ana to the Senate, to be treated upon as a 
*' foreimi Matter." 

Thb Repmi occafioned great Debates : Sonne 
were for having the Buiinels determined on the 
Spot \ but that being oppofed by moft of fhe 
Nobility, the farther Confideration of it was 
put off to the Morrow ; when the King and 
Queen wrote ' each of them a Letter to the 
States, fignifying their great Surprize, that 
they Ihould appear fo ready to give the Title 
of Royal Highne/s to the Dukcof Xfo^«». Their 
Majefties declared at the fame Time, thac they 
could never confent to it, for the Reafons al- 
ledged in their letters. Upon this there arofe 
warmer Debates than before, and not being 
able then to come to a final Refolucion, it was 
judged convenient to invite the Senate in a 
Body to a Conference, two Ihys after, with 
the Secret Committee, to deliberate conjointly 
on this Affair, and give their Opinion after- 
wards to the Aflcmbly. The Senate, meeting 
on the Day appointed at the Chamber of the 
Nobility, toot the proper Oaths of Secrecy, 
and then entered into Conference with the Se- 
cret Committee, and were at it from Eight 
o'clock 
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o'clock In the Morning till pall eight at Night, 
without Interruption. A few Days after the t 
States being re-aflcmbled, the Opinion of the 
Senate was read to them, containing in Sub- 
ftance, " That having maturely weighed and 
** conjfidered the Reafons for and agatnft this 
*' Affair by the Secret Committee, the Senate 
<( could not enough commend the inde&tiga- 
*' ble Zeal of the laid Committee, nor in Cbn- 
'* fcicncc difpcnfc from conforming to its Opi- 
*' nion 't declaring that it was pofTible, without 
** Prejudice to the Honour and Prerogative of 
** their Majefties, to give the Title of Royal 
'* Higbnefs to the Dukeof /fo^»«; being fer- 
** ther of Opinion, it could contribute only to 
»* the Honour, to the Profpcrity, and to the- 
*' Security of the Kingdom." 

After reading this Report in Prefence of the 
whole Body of the Nobility, it was refolved 
without Oppofition, to give to the Duke the 
Titltoi Royal Higbnefs nSoKiiid. Thb Aflcm- 
bty afterwards appointed a Deputation to ligni- 
fy this Refolution to the other three Bodies of 
States, who confented to it immediately, except 
the Body of Peafants, who anfwered that they 
would conlider of it ; but foon after gave their 
Confent, in like Manner with the other three 
States. 

The Emperor of Ruffia was very much 
pleafed with the Succefs of this Nc^^iation, 
in regard- to the Duke of Holjtein^ whom he 
intended for one of the Imperial Princeflcs. 
And as Stoedtn had now recognized his own 
Title of Empbror, as well as Pruffia, he 
thought it could no longer be reftifed by the 
King of Denmark, for which Reafon he lent

I. That the King of Denmark Ihould ac- 
knowledge hiin as Emperor.

III. That his Dani/h Majefty fliould re- 
eftablilh the Duke of Hofteinm dte Pofleflion 
of alt his Dominions, and refbore to lutn the 
Fortrefs of TenniiigtM in the Cooditka it aftu* 
ally was, 

Thefe Deoiands were fu[^rCed t^Otden 

given to the Admirals to forward the Elquip- 
ment of the Ruffitut Fleer, as well «t Croi^ot 
as at Revel ; infomuch that the Dana again 
expe&ed to be attacked. They araied* and 
put themfelves to great Expences afneib, .elpe- 
cially as it was reported that the Czar wotdd 
command hts Floet in Perfon. Accordingly 
he went by Cronjkt to Revel, and embarked 
on Board his Fleet ; which being provided • 
with all Things neceflary, fee fail in Prcfence 
of the whole Court and all the Foreign Mioi- 
fters. It confifted of twenty Men of War, 
befides Gullies : But his Imperial Majefty de- 
ceived the Expeilation of all the Spcculatifts, 
and contented himfclf withexerdfing his Navy, 
as he had done the Year bciore, remaiouig but 
a few Days at Sea, without going out of the 
Gulph or Finland^ and then returned, on the 
8 th of Jugujiy to Peter shurgb. 

Very foon after his Return, all the Grandees, 

the Foreign MinJfters, and io ihon, all Fer- 

fons 
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ibfts of DiftifiiSion were invited by his Majefty 
to come to Petersboff^ his Houfc of Pleaifure, 
in order to CEjcbmte a Fcaft of an extraordi- 
nary Kind. Petersboff lies on the South Coaft 
between Cronjlet and Petershurgb, and next to 
OroHgenbaum., tlie Houfe of the late Prince 
Menzikoff, is one of the bell Buildings in 
Ruffla. 

It has been before cd)rerred, in the firfl: 
Volume of this Hiftory, Page 6&j that when 
the Emperor Pbtzb. b^n, in his Youth, to 
take a Fancy to Strangers and their Cuftoms, 
he (hewed particularly an curaordinary Incli- 
nation to every Thing concerning Navi^tion, 
the Elements of which he learned in diverting 
himfelf with failing on the Periflausky Lake 
with fome of his Favourites. At that Time 
it was hardly known what a Man of War was 
at Mofio-m-, or in any Part of Ruffta, except at 
.Arcbangeli where the Englijb and Dutch bad 
fome Ships ; but, for the Diverfion of the 
young Czar, a little Veflel was built, which 
had, in Miniature, the Form of all the Parts 
and Rigging of a Man of War. It was this 
linle Vcifel that Brfi infpired him with the No- 
tion of eftabliftiing a Ship- Yard at Veronis^ 
and was the Spinning of that formidable 
Navy which firft fliewcd itfelf in the Black- 
Sea ax. the Siege <^ Azopb ; and which after- 
wards tranfported into the Gulph of Ftnlatidt 
after the Conqueft of Narva and Revel, pro- 
duced a Fleet in Rujfia, able to put out to Sea 
with fixty Ships of the Line of Battle, without 
reckoning Frigates, Galliots, and Galeafles. 
Their Gallics are without Number, of which 
Y a fix 
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fix or e^ht hundred can be brought together 
; on any Occafion. 

In the laft Voyage his Imperial Majefty made 
from Petersburgb to Mofiow, he caufcd a Fri- 
gate of his own Building to be brought to this 
laft City, to ihew his People j and that, by 
comparing that with their Barks, and the little 
Skiff he firft built, which was ftill prcfervcd, 
ihey might have a perfed Notion of the great 
Improvements he had made in his Navy. Af- 
ter the Perfian Expedition, when his Imperial 
Majefty retum*d to Petersburg, he caufni this 
little Skiff to be tranfportea thither, with a 
Refolution of preferving it, "as a Monument, 
to Poftcrity, that might (hew in what Condi- 
tion he found his Marine, and to what Perfec- 
tion he had brought it. His Majefty took this 
rn. n r Occafion to give an Entertainment to his Court, 
cnUon of*tlie whicTi was called. The Confecration of the Lit- 
LiTTLB TLE Grandsire ; forthat was the Name he 
Ckandsire. gave to the Skiff. 

, He 'condufted theUltle Grandfire, as it were, 
in Triumph to Cronjlot, which may be looked 
upon as the Centre of the Ruffian Admiralty. 
His Imperial Majefty invited all the Foreign 
Miniftcrs to this Solemnity, by fending them 
Notice, that they wonld find Yachts at their Dif- 
pofal in the little Fitret that was brought toge- 
ther for that Purpofe. On the ftventeenth of 
Auguft^\K fct fail to Petersburgh, to convoy the 
Link Gran^fire to Cronjkt, whither it was 
tranfported on a Galliot. The Veflels were 
all obliged to drop Anchor at the Mouth of the 
River Neva, and wait there all Night on ac- 
count of the contrary Wind ; but the ne« 
Morning his Imperial Majefty arrived before 
CronJIoU 
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Cronjlot, where, being accompanied by the 

grincipal Officers of his Navy, he went on 
oa'rd the Galliot on which was the Litde 
Grandftrc't and after having remained there 
feme Time, he ordered the Galliot to caft An- 
chor, and the other Veflels of the Flotilla to 
be ranged in the Port of the Merchant- 
Men. [ 

On the Twenty-third the Emperor ordered, 
that t!ic Fleet, conliftirg of twenty-leven Men 
of War, (hould be difpofed in Form of an 
Amphitheatre-, after which his Imperial Ma- 
jefty went into the little Skiff, named the Lit- 
tle Grandftre, being accompanied by the Great 
Admiral Jpraxin, who performed the Office of 
Quartcr-NiUfter, and by Admiral Cruys, and 
the Vice- Admirals Syvers, Gordon^ and Menzi- 
koffy who ferved for Rowers ; after which the 
SitifF being towed by two Shallops, and mov- 
ing for fome Time on the Sea, returned to the 
View of the Fleet, being faluted by a general 
Pifcharge of three thoufand Guns, and in paf- 
fing in Review by the Ships of the Fleet, every 
one ftruck. his Colours, and falutcd it one after 
another ; to which this little Bark anfwer'd each 
Time, by a Difchrge of three fmaU Guns on 
Board. The Emperor afterwards landing, 
went into a Gallery adorned with Pavillions, 
when he was again faluted by a general Dif- 
charge of three thou&nd Guns. 

Tlie Emprefc few this fine Show from the 
Port, where ftie was under a Tent with the La- 
dies of her Court. In the Afternoon (he came 
alfo, with the Emperor, to fee the iJttU 
Grandfire, which was brought into the Har- 
bour of the Men of War. Upon which there 
Y 3 was 
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xyi^. W33 a great Feaft tiizt lafted till the next 

On the twenty-fourth their Imperial Majeftics 
went by Water to Peterjhoff^ convoyM by all the 
Flotilla, to the Number of a hundred and 
eight Veffcls. The Foreign Minifters, who 
failed from Petersburgb the fame Day, arrived 
there at Night, and the next Day the Emperor 
was fo.condefcending, as to oner himfelf to 
' ihew them Petcnboffy and all its Dependencies. 
From the Foot of the Afccnt on which the 
Houfe ftands, is a long Canal cut very deep 
into the Sea, fo that large Veffels can come 
up it : His Majclly went half Way the Length 
ot this Canal to meet the Foreign Minifters, 
and conduifted them into the Houfe, which is 
fiirnilhed after the Dutch Way, and adorned 
with Piftures. In one of the Apartments they 
faw 3 Cbinefe Folding Skreen, with double 
Leaves, adorned with abundance of Figures, 
a moft curious Piece of Workmanfhip i and 
in one of the Pavillions of the Galleries, a 
Chime of Glafs-Bells, which the Organift of 
St. Peler's Tower caufed to play a confiderablc 
Time. His Majefty then carried them along 
by the Bafon and Cafcades to Montplaijlr, 
which is a Houfe by the Sea-fide, on the Right 
of PeUrsboffy where he generally lodged j and 
from thence to Marli on the Left, where there 
are Water-Spouts, each of a Foot in Diameter, 
which throw the Water up near forty Foot; 
and the Houfe was encompalTed with Bafons 
and Filh-Ponds, forming a moft elegant and 
dclighcfol Profpedb. Here his Imperial Ma- 
jefty took Leave of the Foreign Minifters for 
the prefent, telling them, they were welcome 
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to make a fuller Obfervation of thofe Curiofi- 
ties, of which he had but given them a tran- 
fient View \ which when they had done, they 
wem, by the Emperor's Invitation, to dine at 
the Duke of Holfieitfi Table," where were pre- , 
fcnt the two Princes of HeJJe-Homburg. 

On the a6th, being the JJJumpiion of the 
Hrgin-Mary, their Imperial Majcfties gave a 
fplendid Feaft to the Nobility of the Court; 
there being two Tables, of feventy two Covers 
each -, at one of which fat the Czar and his 
Lords, and at the other the Czarina and her 
ladies. In the Evening his Majefty carried 
the foreign Minifters, in Coaches, to fee the 
great Refcrvotr which fupplled his Water- 
Works, and lies about two Werfts from Pe- 
ierjbofft where was a curious Water-Mill, builc 
by a Dutchman, Who was a very expert Me- 
chanick. After they had ken the Refervotr^ 
his Majefty carried ihcm to fee the Canal, from 
whence it was fupplled, and told them it was 
one and twenty Werfts in Length, that it wa? 
dug in two Months Time, and derived its 
Waters from the Conjundion of three little 
Brooks ; but that the cgmpleating this Work fo 
Toon, was owing to the natural Defcent of the 
Ground. They all returned again to the Mill 
and Refervoir, from whence his Majefty carried 
them to Peterjhoff yypon the Canal. 

On the 27th the Litlle-Grandftre was con- 
vey«l thither ; but the Wind blowing pretty 
hard, the Flotilla could not keep tt^ther, fo 
that the foreign Minifters did not return to 
Ptlershurgb till the 28th, when the Utlle-Grand- 
fire was likewifc conveyed thither. 

y 4 On 
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1723. On the loch of the next Month, being the 
(.•-v-vj Day of the Annivcrfary of the Peace with 
Sweden^ was held a grand Mafqiierade, in Vef- 
fels furrounding the Galliot that carried the Ut- 
tle Grandjirty which was put to Sea with all its 
Ornamenu, and his Majefty embarking there- 
on, conduced it himfelf, under the Difcharge 
of ail the Artillery, to the Place where it was to 
be laid up for Poftcrity. 

In the Beginning of the Month of Septemberi 
Ifmael Becky Ambaflador Plenipotentiary from 
the Scbab or King of Perfia, arrived at Pe- 
tersburgb. Upon Advice that he was come 
to Sleutelbourgy from the Monaftery oi Alexander 
Newski, his Imperial Majefty fent MelTieurs 
Pretaffteff znA Deviciack to compliment him in 
his Name^ the fame Day he atfo fent a Bne 
Yacht for the Ambaflador, with three other 
Veflels for hts Retiniie> and four Sloops to bring 
their Baggage. 
TtteRcctprion The next Day the Ambaflador, with the 
^'^^y^* Gentlemen aforcfaid, went aboard the Yacht, 
ibaJiador. j^j^^g faluted by the Difcharge of eleven Pieces 
of Onnon ; the commanding Officer and Sol- 
diers attending under Arms, and the Drums 
tyatingi the Ambaflador going down the Ri- 
ver Neva, failed through the whole Flotilla, 
which was ranged in Order before Petersburgb. 
' As he paflTed by the Foundery he was again fa- 
luted by one and twenty Pieces of Cannon, and 
when arrived before the Palace of Ambafladors, 
the thirteen Guns on board the Yacht were 
fired alio. Afterwards he went on board a 
Sloop with M. Protaffieff and M. Deviciack 
above-named, an Interpreter, and three other 
Perfons 
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Perfons of his Retinue, while four of the 
Sophi'% Officers went on board another Sloop, 
When the Ambaflador came to the firidge, 
hard by the Palace of Ambafladors, he landed 
there, and tnade his Entry in the following 
Order. 

I. Three of the Sepb^% Officers, with Staves 
in their Hands. 

II. The Ambaflador, accompanied by the 
Medieurs above-mentioned. 

Ill- One of the Ambaffador's Domeflicks, 
who carried his Sabre in a Wrapper of woollen 
Cloth. 

IV. The Ambaffador's Retinue. 

Before the Palace of Ambafiadws were thirty 
fix Soldiers under Arms, and the Drum beating. 

On the 5th of the Month the Ambaflador 
had his publiclc Audience, being conduced in 
the Manner following: 

M. Protaffieff went to take him up in the 
Czar's own Barge, followed by fifteen others 
for his Retinue. The Ambaflador went on 
board, together with his Interpreter, and the 
Secretary of the Embaflay j the latter carrying 
in both his Hands the SopbPs Letter, which was 
put in a Cafe of Per/ian Cloth of Silver. The 
Officers and the reft of the Retinue were in the 
other Sloops. 

When the Ambaflador came into the Yard 
of the Senate-Houfe, before the Hall of Au- 
dience, he found two Batallions drawn up in a 
Line, and under Arms. He was received at 
the Foot of the Stair-Cafe of the Senate-Houfe 
by M, Dafcbhff, Direaor-General of the Pofts ; 
at the Entrance of the Porch by Brigadier 
Leontiefj and at the Door of the Hall of Au- 
dience 
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dknce by M. Ufebuhf, a Major-Genenl and 
' Major of the Life-Guarda. 

Before the AmbaHador entered the Hall, 
he gave his Hanger and Slippers to his Do^ 
imfticks, who alfo left their Swires, Hatter, 
and Slippers without the Hall. 

The Ambaflador having taken the Letter 
from his Mailer the Sopbiy out of the Hands of 
his Secretary, entered the Hall, when he made 
his firft Obedience, and advancing near the 
Throne he rcpe&ted the lame Thrice, and made 
the fotlowiiig ^>ecch : 

Most Graciovs Lord. 
*• /L S the Sun gives Li^ to the whole 
" /X Earth, and as the Brightnefs and Ir- 
*' fluences of the Stars produce and ja^fcrve 
*' the Lives of all Creatures, fo all the Inhaln'

** Happinets which God has granted jrour 
" Majmy, isfuchas will not fumr any Per'

«' its Luftre, The Almighty has eftablilhed 
" your Majefty's Right and Crown, as he er-

** Government. His Majefty has fent me hi- ^yVV^ 

'* ther to renetir and confirm the perpetual

*' both Sides. 

The Ambaflador afterwards prefented to the 
Emperor the Letter of the S^i his Mafter, 
which his Imprial Majefty gave into the Hands 
of Count Gidofkiny his Chancellor, who laid it 
on the Table, and fpokc to the Ambaflador to 
approach nearer to the Throne, The Ambaf- 
fador coming forward on his Knees, kilTed the 
Border of the Emperor's Robe, who preient- 
ing his Hand to him to kifs, afked him after 
the Health of the Sopbt. To which he anfwered 
only by fliedding Tears, believing that the old 
Scbab Was dead, he having been confirmed in 
his CommilBon, on the Road, by the young 
Scbab Tabmas of Tabma/eb. The Chancellor 
told him, that the Miniftcr of his Imperial Ma- 
jefty would return him an Anfwer to the Let- 
ter he had prefented, and that he ftiould be re- 
galed at the Emperor's Table. Upttn which 
the Ambaflador retired backwards till he came 
to the Entrance of the Hall, where the Officers 
and the reft of his Train had remained during 
the Time of the Audience. He was recon- 
dufted to his Barge with the fame Ceremonies 
that were obfervcd in bringing him to bis Au- 
dience i and he' was afterwards moft magnifi- 
cently entertained at his Imperial Majelly's 
Table, the Honours of which were done by 
Count Jprakin. 

Some 
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Some few Days after, and when the Court 
I was in the midll of the Divcrfions of the grand 
Mafquerade, to which this Ambaflador was 
invited with Marks of Diftinftion, the Em- 
peror received the agreeable News of the Sur- 
Thettking render of .S<jjta, one of the moft important Pla- 
***"■ CCS on the Coafts of the Cafpian-Sea, for its Si- 

tuation, its Strength, and its Commerce, Ma- 
jor-General Matoufibkin having fcl fail from 
Ajlracan with nineteen Ships, on board which he 
had embarked with three thoufand Men, ar- 
rived on the 28rh of July before the City, aod^ 
after having weighed Anchor^ difpatched Mar 
jor Netfcbef with the following Letter to the 
Commandant or Governor; 

" ripHOUGH the Inhabitants of 5tf*B, 
*' X after having promifed Submiflion to 
*' his Imperial Majefty according to his Ma- 
" nifefto's, did afterwards ftiew their Back-

WHEREAS ior fev«ral Years p«fl: 
die Troubles and Commotioas rifen in 
die Kingdom ofPerfia, have beax carried to 
fuch a Height, th^ many Subje£b of that 
Country had the fioldnefi« not ooly to ratfe a 
Rebellion againft their lawful Sover^n, to 
the Ruin of that Kingdom, but atfo to treat 
barbaroufly and kill his Rtijian Maicfty's Sub- 
jeds, after having robbed them of their Effefts» 
.amoontiog to vaft Sums, which they carried in , 
and through the faid Country, relying on the 
antient Treaties, and tbe Amity fubfiumg be- 
tween the two Crowns : And whereas the So- 
.pfn then reigning was not in a Condition, by 
reafon of the Diltradions his Dominions were 
in, to make due Satis&Aion for the Infolen- 
des committed againft the ^v^nn Traders :- 
His Czariih Majefty, partly oat of Friendlhlp 
and AfFeflion towards the King of Perfta^ and 
partly to prevent that Evil from producing the 
utter Ruin of that Kingdom, and even reach- 
ing his own Frontiers, has been induced to bend 
his Arms againft thofe Rebels, and to retake 
from them feveral Places upon the Cafpian-Sea, 
which by Force and Violence they were poffef- 
fed of, and to garrifon them with his own For- 
ces } which enraged them to fuch a Degree, that 
they not only m4de themfelves Mafters of the 
Capital City of ^flAa», but even dcchioncd the 
King, and made him Prifoner with his whole 
Family, except the young Prince Hacbmafeb, 
who efcaped their Fury, and as true and lawful 
Heir 
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Heir of the Crown and Country of the Kong 
' his Father, is willing to renew and corroborate 
with the ftrongeft Ties, the former Friendftiip 
which fubfifted fo long between the two Mo- 
narchs ; and to fend hither with a Letter, his 
faithful and trueft Minifter .5*"^^ 5«*, with 
the Character of Ambaflador, in order, not on- 
ly to notify to us his lawftil Suaeflion to the 
Throne, but alfo to implore our Affiftancc 
agaitift the unaccountable Violence done to him 
by his rebellious Subjcfts. To which Purpofe, 
the faid MinUter has full Power, under his 
Maftcr's Great Seal, toconcludea folemn Trea- 
ty with us againft the Rebels. Whereupon, 
on the Part, and by fpecial Order of his Cia- 
rifh Majefty, his Minifters here under-written 
did enter into a Treaty with the Perfian Minif- 
tcr, and agreed upon the following Articles. 

I. His Ruffian Imperial Majefty hereby pro- 
mifes to his Per/tan Majefty King Tachmafeh, 
his fincerc Friendfliip and AflilVancc againft the 
Rebels j and ihat his Ptrfian Majefty may be 
entirely, re-eftabliflied in his Dominions, his 
Czarilh Majefty ingagcs himfclf to fend, as 
foon as polTible, a confiderable Body of Foot 
and Horfe to Perfia, to aft againft the Rebels. 

II. On the other Hand, the King of /'irr/ia 
yields for ever to his Imperial and Czarifli Ma- 
jefty, and the Ruffian Empire, the Cities of 
Derhent and fitfiff, with all the Countries bor- 
dering on the Cafpian-Sea ; as alfo the Provin- • 
cesofGii7fl«, Mazanderan, and jijiarabat, a\\ 
which are refigned to his Imperial Majefty for 
ever, to the end they may aftbrd Subfiftence to 
his Forces, without Incumbrance to his Perftait 
Majefty.

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III. But in as much as it is impmAicabk to 
to tranfpoit bjr Sea, into fuch remote Countries* * 
all the Horfa requiflte for the Cavalrr, Ar- 
tillery, Baggage, Ammunition, and ProTifi- 
ons s and the Terjian Plenipotentiary havine 
afTured chat mote than a fulHcient Number of 
Horfes wUI be found in the Countries andPlaces 
before-mentioned; his Czarilh Majelly will 
therefore give Orders to his Generals, to get as

Tifo, chat in cafe a fufEcient Number cannot 
be found, his Perfian Majefty Ihall be bound 
to hirnifli his C^arifh Majefty with as many as 
he Ihall want, at the Rate of twelve Roubles a 
Head; to find moreover Camels gratis^ for 
the Oirriage of the Baggage ; to provide for 
the Subfiftence of the Army, and to take pani- 
cular Care that the Forces, on their Marches, 
may be fufficiently fuppHcd with ^cead, Flelh, 
and Salt, on Condition that Ready Money be 
paid for the lame : But in Cafe the Price of 
thofe Provifions Ihould rife, during the March 
of thefe Forces, the Kii^ of /'^a will make 
good, out of hisownTreafury, the Surplus t 
and will immediately on the Return of his Mi- 
nifter, make all neccflary Preparations for fub- 
fifting the Ruffian Army. 

IV. A perpetual Fricndlhip and goodUn- 
derllanding between the two Potentates and 
Dominions are herewith eftablifhed ; by Vir- 
tue of which, the Subjcfts on both Sides may 
freely,, and without being molefted, pafs and 
repafs into each Dominion, fettle and trade

V. His Czarim Imperial Majefty promifc* 
to take for his own Enemies, all thofe that are 
Enemies to the Perfiatt Empire, and to aft 
againft: them for the Good and Intereft of the 
iuA Empire ; and that he will look upon thofe 
that are at. Amity with Perfta as bis own 
Friends j which the King of Perfia^ on his 
Part, folemnly promifcs to obfcrve likewife, 
with refpedl to his CzariQi Majcfty*s Enemies 
and Friends. 

In ConErmation of which, and that all dtat 
has been above ftipulated fhall be inviolably 
kept and obfervcd } I Ifmael Beck, Plenipo- 
tendary of the moft Uluftrious King of Perfta, 
have figned this Treaty with my own Hand, 
in the Name and on the Part of the King my 
Matter, by Virtue of the full Power given to 
me, under his Great Seal, and fubfcribed with 
his Sign Manual, (which I have confirmed 
upon Oath) and afterwards exchanged againfta 
like Inftrument, fealed with his Czarifh Ma- 
jefty's Great Seal, and figned by his Miniftcrs 
appointed for that Purpofe. Done at Peleri- 
hur^biht 11th oi Sejiiember, O.S.iyij.

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The Per/tan Ambaffador would have de- 
paned as foon as this important Af&ir was con- k 
eluded i but the Emperoraflbred him, it would 

give him much Plcafure if he would repole 
imfelf for fome Time, and take part in the 
Diverfions of the Seafon ; wherein Be behaved 
as a polite Gentleman* and ihewed himfelf to 
be of an agreeable Humour. The Czar or- 
dered his Navy, his AHenals, Magazines, 
and Country Houfes to be fhewn him i but he 
continued in Rs^ffia no longer than till the End 
of the Month. On the 25th he had his Audi- 
ence of Leave, with the lame Ceremonies as 
were obfervcd at his Entry. As foon as he 
approached the Throne, his Imperial Itjajelly 
gave the Chancellor the Letter, which he had 
wrote in Anfwer to that oftheJciai, and the 
Chancellor delivered it to the Ambaffador, 
charginghim,atthe fame Time,on the Part of his 
Czarifh Majefly, that he would aflbre the Scbaby 
his Mafter, of the entire Friendlhip of his Ma- 
jefty,andhis firm Refolution ofreligioufly main- 
taining the Treaty concluded between the two 
Empires. The Ambaffador having put the Let- 
ter on his Head, made the following Speech ; 
and after being permined to kifs the Emperor's 
Hand, crawling on his Knees, he withdrew ve- 
ry well latisfied with all the Honours he had 
received.

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that Court had Vie^s of taking Advantage of 
the Divifions that were in Perfta, by which it ( 
might make a more eafy Conqueft in that 
Country, The ^urk was very little pleafed 
to fee the Emperor ofRuffia enter into Engage- 
ments that would oblige him to oppofe his De- 
ligns, and thought it an oblique Declaration 
of War with him, to unite with the Schab 
1'acbmafeb. Captain Niepliefy the Ruffian Mi- 
nifter at ConJiantinopUy and the Marquis de 
Sonacy the French Ambaflador, immraiately 
^ve notice to the Emperor of the Difpofi- 
tions that appeared in the Divan to declareWar 
againft the Ruffiam : Upon whichhis Imperial 
Majefty communicated in Form to thcPor/i?,the 
Treaty he had made with the young Scbab, in- 
viting his Highnefs to accede to the fame j de- 
claring that he would religioudy obferve his 
Treaties with the Sublime Porie; and that he 
had no other View than toalfifl: a Prince in- 
fulted and perfecuted by a rebellious Subieft. 
This Declaration, to which the pacifick Vizier 
gavea good Turn, appeafed the Grand Signior, 
who was willing to lend an Ear (o the Propo- 
fitions of Monficur de Bonac.

cumftance % brought the Divan to confent to 
appoint Commiflaries to treat of a Conventi<»i 
between the two Empires, with regard to the 
Affairs of Perfta^ and the following Articles 
were agreed to. 

L r-T^o the End the Grand Signtor may 
f come off with Honour, with refpcft 
to his Enterprizes in Perfia, the Sopbi fhall be 
obliged CO fend a folcmn EmbalTy, to dcGre 
the Sultan to fee Bounds to his Conquefts, and 
to confent that the Emperor of Ruffla may ex» 
ecute the Treaty which he has of late concluded 
with him, excepcing fuch Articles as might be 
contrary to the Glory and the Interefts of the 
Perte; which, in Cafe there be fuch, Ihall be 
cither declared void, ex re>5tified. 

II. The Emperor of Ruffta (hall be allowed 
to keep whatever lies between the Mountains pf 
Caucafus and the Coafts of the Cajpian-Sea, to- 
gether with Derhnit Baku, Gbiian, Mafian, 
Ran, and Ferabat, as far as the River Offi or 
Onus, the Boundaries of the Kingdom of the 
Usbecks. 

III. He Ihall content htmlelf with the Me- 
ridional Coafts from Gbilan to the River 
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IV. A reafonable DiftriA will be allowed 
to the City Derhetit between the two Seas. 

V. The Limits between the two Empires 
Ihall be fixed between Samacbi and Baku. 

VI. Befides the Contjucfts the Porle has 
made, the Ottoman Kmpire ftall have the Pro- 
vinces of Ertvarif TauriSy and Casbiity as fu- as 
its antient Limits of IVan and Ar^ura. 

VII. As to the other Countries which the 
^orte lays claim to> Endeavours will beufed 
to fatisfy the Grand Signior, when a folemn 
Treaty Ihall be made, cfpecially if he favours 
the Emperor of Bjiffia in tne Article of Trade. 

This Treaty, and the other before- mentio- 
ned, not only con&rnfed his new Conquefts to 
the RjiJJian Emperor, but gave him the Prof- 
ped of having two large and rich Provinces on 
the Coafts of the Cajpian-Sea, as foon as the 
Repofe of Per/ia was fettled. There was one 
Way of putting a fpeedy End to the Troubles 
in that Country, which was to unite the Otto- 
man and Ruffian Forces to drive away Myrr- 
Magbmud i but it was noeafy Matter to engage 
the Turks to Join with Cbrijitans, to flied the 
Blood of Mujulmans, or cure the Jealoufy they 
had of the Ruffians growing too powerful on 
the Frontiers of Afia. However, his Imperial 
Majefty now law himfelf without any Enemies, 
and free from the Danger of having any Toon, 
fince the Projefts of the Porte againft Perjia 
were like to give her fufficient Employment 
for a Time: But the General, orHettmanoi 
the Coffacks being dead, it occafioned fome 
Difturbance in the Country lying between the

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People fcnt fome of ibeir Colonels to Peters- 
'' ^Kg^t ^ demand in a too^ Manner, a new 
Heitmatif and the Re-eftablifiimenc of many 
Privileges which they pretended they had been 
dqirived od but his Imperial Majefty foon 
quieted them, by giving them Prince GaJUcan 
for their Chief, whofe Valour and Fidelity be 
knew he might depend on.

nS Imperial Majefty having efta- 
I blilhed Peace on every Side of his ^ 
j wide-extended Empire, began to 
think of putting the Defign in Exe- 
cution, which he had long formed, of caufing 
his beloved Confott, the Emprefi Catharine j to 
be 
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1 724. be folemnly crowned in his antient City of 
0#-v^0 Mfcow 1 prqjaratory to which he publilbcd the 
following ProcUmuion : 

" '1517' E Peter, the Firft, Emperor and 
VV Autocrator of A^fcevy^ &c. be it 
known to all the Oeigy, Civil and Miliary 
Officers, and all others of the Ruffian Nadon, 
our good Subjects. 

No body is ignorant of the cftablifbed Cu- 
ftom which has been obferved conlhindy and 
perpetually in Chrifiendomy for the Princes to 
crown their Prtncelles, as is now actually, and 
has for feveral Ages paft been, the Praaice of 
the Emperors of the true Creek Religion, •oiz. 
the Emperor Bafilkuiy who caufed me Crowa 
to be fct on the Head of his Wife Zentbia \ the 
Emperor 'Jufiinian^ who did the fame for his 
' Spoufe Lujndfta; the Emperor Heraclius for 
MArtinea; the Emperor i« the Philofbpher, 
for his Wife Mtry-, befides many others, who 
have in like Manner caufed the Imperial Crown 
to be placed on the Heads of their Qinforts, 
whom it would be too tedious to mention here. 
'Tis alio well known how much we have 
expofcd our own Perfon, and faced the moft 
^parent Dangers, for the Sake of our Country, 
during the late War, for twenty one Years to- 
gether i which, by the Help of God, we have 
concluded, in a Manner fo hooourable and ad- 
vantageous, that Ruffia never obtained fuch a 
Peace, nor acquired fo much Glory as was 
gained by this War : The Emprels Catbaritiey 
our dearcfl Spoufe, was a great Help to iis in all 
thefe Dangers, not oply in thefaidWar, butjn 
other Expeditions, In which fhe accompanied 
u^ 
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vs voluntarily, and fervcd us with her Counfe), 
as much as was po0ible, notwitfaflanding the V 
Weaknels of her Sex ; particularly at the &ttle 
of Prutbf where our Army was reduced to 
twenty-tvo thoufand Metti while the Turh 
were twp hundred and twenty thouland ftrong. 
It was in this defperate Circumftance, above w. 
otheri, thft the fignalized her Zeal, by a Cou- 
rage fuperior to her Sex, as is known to the 
whole Army throughout the whole Empire. 
For thefe Caufes, and by Virtue of chat Power 
which God has given us, we are refolved to 
honour our Spoufe with the Imperial Crown, 
in Acknowledgment for all her Fatigues, which, 
(jod willing, ihall be performed this Winter at 
' Mofeow ; and we hereby give notice of it to all 
our loving SubjcA;, to whom our Imperial 
AHcftion is i^terable, i^c.*' 

^foft magnificent Preparations were made 
for this grand Ceremony, and his Majefty 
having invited the foreign Miniftcrs to Court 
on that Account, entered the Room where they 
were, accompanied by Count Golofskin, his Great- 
Chancellor, and Meflicurs Tolftoi and OJierman 
Counfellors of State j where, taking (us Place 
in an armed Chair, he fpoke to uem to the 
following EfFeft in the i?»/fi Language : 

** You know. Gentlemen, that I had refolved 
•' for fome Time to take a Journey to MofioWy 
** with the Emprels my Spouie, which has 
" been prevented by Illnefi i but it having 
** pleafcd God to reftore my Health, I am 
** now in a ConditicHi to undertake it, and am 
•' willing, before my Departure, to defire you, 
** Gentlemen, on my Part, ix> alTure your 
*» auguft 
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1724. " auguft Mafters of my Tcry finccre Friend- 
\yy>>J *' (hip, and that I will lofc no Opportunity 
*• of cultivating the fame with them. If any 
** one among you has any CbmrnilTion to exe- 
** cute, he may apply to my Chancellor. 1 do 
" not doubt but you have received Orders to 
** follow me to Mofiow j all neceflary Pre- 
'* parations arc made for your own Convey- 
*' ance thither, and that of your Domefticks." 
But this Journey was again deferred forfome 
Time, on Account of the Af&irs of Turky-, 
where Things ftill feemed unfettlcd, notwith- 
itanding the laft Treaty, and warlike Prepara- 
tions were ftill making on the Sides of the Don 
and the Prutb. However, the Rufian Em- 
peror never ceafing a Moment from the glori- 
ous Labour of improving the Minds and Man- 
ners of* his People, and making Eftablilhments 
for the future Happinefs and Glory of his 
The Ciar feo Country, drew up the /bllowing Plan of an 
/ VP^" ^P^' Academy of Sciences and the Belles-L^ltreSt^ 
V sdences. which he took from the Accounts he had re- 
ceived of Infticutions of the like -Kind in Eng- 
land, France^ and other Places. It confifted of 
eleven Articles. 

I. nn H E Academy is to be compofed of 
X twelve Members, one Secretary, and 
one Library- Keeper, four Interpreters, and 
twelve Pupils. 

II. The Sciences to be taught in this Aca- 
demy are divided into three Claflcs -y la the firft 
the Students will be inftrufled in all the Parts 
of Mathcmaticks j in the fecond they fhall ftudy 
Phyfick, and in the third all Sorts of polite 
Learning, 

lil. Every 
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III. Every one is to dive into thofe Sciences, 
and GO improve that in puticular which he has ^ 
made his peculiar Study. All the Members 
are to examine the Difcoveries that fhall be 
propofed to them, either by Order of the Em- 
peror, or by any other Man of Learning ; and 
they are to declare fincerely, whether they 
are new, uTcfiil, and really fuch for what they 
are given out. They are to make Excrafts 
out of the Books printed in Ruffia and abroad, 
which they (hall think proper for the Improve- 
ment of Sciences and Literature, which they 
are to put into the Hands of the Secretary, 

, with their Remarks upon every Subjeft. 

IV. And to the End that every one may 
reap the Benefit of other Mens Lnrnii^ and 
Remarks, all the Members are to meet once a 
Week in private, and three Times a Year in 
publick. 

V. Whereas by this Foundation the Em- 
peror has not only in .View to favour the 
Academy of Sciences, but alfo to make it 
ufefiil to the whole. Nation \ his Majefty's 
Pleafure is. That each Member of this Aca- 
demy Ihall write a Syftem of the Science he 
profeffes, and have a publick Lefture once 
a Day t they may alfo have private Leftures, 
and make their Advantage that way. 

VI. To fill up the Places that will become 
vacant, every Member is to have under Direc- 
tion. a Pupil who is already advanced in Lear- 
ning, and who flull have a Penfion allowed 
him for his Maintenance ; and it he makes 
confiderable ProgrefTes in the Science he hasap- 
plied himfclf 10, he is to fucceed his Tutor. 

VII. In 
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VII. In Return of fuch a Favour, the Pu- 
pils Ihalt be obliged to tesch the Begiuners the 
firft Elements, and to inftniS them fo &-, as 
they may in Time be capable of improving 
themfelves by the Lefturcs of the Members of 
the Academy, 

VIII. That Body flial] be immediately under 
the Emperor, who has taken it under his Pro- 
tedion ; and all thofe that are of that Body^ 
fhall not be liable to appear (without the Prefi- 
dent*s CtHifent) before any other Court of Juf- 
tice but their own. 

IX. The Library, the Chamber of Engines, 
the Cabinet of Anatomy, and thatof Medals* 
ihati be for their Ufe \ and the Money ret^i- 
lite for making Experiments, either in Pub- 
lick or in Private, will be fiirnilhcd them. 

X. Each Member (hall have a Year's Salary 
before-hand, to be paid out of the Fund 
of the Awdemy. They ihall have free 
t^gings, and fulficient Fuel i and thole that 
come m>m Abroad, IhaU have their travel- 
ling Charges defraytd. 

XI. They Ihall not be empowered to make 
any Laws but with the Confent of the whole 
Academy.

Before his Imperial Majefty's Departure 
from Petersburgb, he received the agreeable 
News from Stockholm., of his Minifter's being 
likely to conclude, in a IhortTime, a Treaty 
of Alliance with that Court, that would con- 
firm 
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firm that of Nitfiait, and was to clear up fome 1724. 
Difficulties in theformcrj to fettle Limits, and <«*"v->».> 
whatever concerned Commerce; and to gua- 
rantee the Titles and Rights of the Duke of 
HolftHn. Thb Treaty being accordingly, fi- 
niihed,- was figned by his Majefty on the 4th 
of March, the very Day he arrived at Oloniczy 
to drink the Waters of that Place before he 
went to Mofcowy where he and the Empre& 
arrived on the ift of Apily under a triple Dif- 
charge of all the Anillery. The Emperor 
found in that City a Turkip Aga with the Ne- 
phew of the Marqutls de Bohoc, who brought 
with them the Inftrument rf the Treaty we 
have before fpoken of. The Cham of the Cal- 
tnuck 'Tartan had Itkewtfe fent an Ambailador 
thither, and Myrr-Magbmud had contrived to 
have fome Tartan difguifed in the fame Place, 
who, if they had not been dtfcovered, might 
have difturbed the Solemnity of the Coronation, 
which was performed on the iSth of May, 
Her Imperial Majefty prepared hcrfelf for it 
for three Days, by r^ing and Prayer j and the 
People had Notice given them of the Time, on 
the i6th and 17th, by the Secretary of the Chan- 
cery, preceded by an Officer wi^ Drums and 
Trumpets. 

The Cathedral in which the Coronation was 
performed, was richly adorned, as far as com- 
ports with the Ritts of the Greek Churdi, 
which does not allow the Images of their Sainte q.^C^,en^ 
CO be covered with any Ornaments. It was il- ay of the Em- 
luminated with a great Number of Branches in preTt't Cain- 
Form of Crowns, and there wasa very large H^tio"- 
one in the' Middle, of line Silver, of fuch eic- 
traordinary WorkmanHiip, that it might pafs 
for 
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for one of the Curiofities of Europt. It wu 
full of Wax Candles, all gilt. The Steps of tbe 
Altar> and the Parement of the Church to the 
Throne> and to the Czarina's tiljial Seat, were 
cortred with rich Tapclh7 wrought with Gold, 
and the Archbilhops, iSe. fac on Benches oh 
vered with Crimfon Cloth. In the Middle of 
the Church was a Canopy of Crimfon Velvet, 
acbrned with the Arms of Riiffist viz. an £&-• 
gle Sable, with an Efcutcheon on its Breaft of 
St. George killing the Dr^on, and all round it 
was the Ribbon of the Order of St. Andrew, 
and on the two Sides were the Arms of Cafaa, 
j/ftracaHj Siberia^ i^e. The Canopy was em- 
broidered with Gold Rais'd-Work, with rich 
Fringes, Ribbons, Tufis, Gold Lace, ^c. 
and at the four Comers were line Pillars like 
Pyramids, covered with red and Gold Silk. 
Under this Canopy was the Throne, the Steps 
and Pavement of which were covered with 
Crimfon Velve^ There were two antique Elbow 
Chairs in it for their Imperial Majefties, which 
Rlitter*d with precious Smnes, and a loDg Ta- 
ble covered with Cloth of Gold, which hung 
to the Ground. Their ufual Seats in the Chun^ 
were lined infide and outfide with Cloth of 
Gold, and the Bottom was covered with red 
Velvet, trimmed with Gold. The Impoial 
PrincelTes, and the Dutcheflcsof JV/^it/rattmir; 
and Courland, and the Duke of Helfiein^ iaw 
the Ceremcmy from Places made for them near 
the Throne, adorned with Tapeftry and Cloth 
of Gold, with an Eagle of Gold embroidered, 
and fparkling with Jewels. The Generals, 
Gentlemen, (^c. made alfo a fine Appear- 
ance. 

At 
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At Nine o'CIock in the Morning, the 1724. 
Clergy met in the Church, and read theufiial (-.^~v^^o 
Prayers for the Profperity of both their Impje- 
■ rial Majefties, whom afterwards they went to 
attend in their FontiBcalibus, and johied in the 
Froceflion, which b^an about Ten, as follows. 

I. Half the Czar's Horfc Guards, and their 
Officers. 

II. The Czarina's Pages,, and their Gover- 
nor. 

III. The Grand Mafter of the Ceremonies, 
with his Mace. 

IV. The General Officers and Deputies of 
Provinces. 

V. The two great Heralds at Arms of the 
Empire, in Habits ofCrimfon, embroidered 
with Gold, with the Imperial Eagle wroi^ht 
upon them, and their Staves in their Hands. 

Vr. The Prince Galliczin and Count Ofter- 
many Privy CbunfcUors, carrying upon two 
Cu/hions the Imperial Mantle, which was of 
Cloth of Gold, lined with Ermin ; the Clafps 
of it adorned with a great Number of Jai^e 
Brilliants, and on the Mantle the Imperial Ea- 
gle was embroidered in Relievo. 

VII. Prince Dolgorukt, a Privy Counfellor, 
carrying upon a Culhion of Gold the Globe, 
which was of fine Gold, with a Crofs upon 
the Top of it, adorned with Diamonds, Ku- . 
bies, Saphires and Emeralds, and defcrves to ^.^ 
bcadmired, if it were only for being the Work- 
manfliip of Old Rome. 

VIII. Another Privy Counfellor, carrying 
upon a Cufhion the Scepter enamellM, and 
adorned with Diamonds and Rubies, with the 

A a Im- 
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Imperial Eagle at the End-> it being the lame 
Scepter ufed at the Coronation of the andenc 
Emperors of Ruffta. 

IX. General Count Bruce, carrying the 
Crown, which was covered all over with Bril- 
liants, fevcral of which were very large, be- 
fidcs fine Oriental Pearls, of an extraonJinary 
Sizr, and an even Water: Among other Pre- 
cious Stones of various Colours, all about the 
Crown, there was a true Oriental Ruby, of an 
uncommon Luftre, and as large as a Pigeon's 
£^, which is, without difpute, the ncheft 
that has yet been known. This fupply'd the 
Place ofthe Globe on the Top of the Crown^and 
the Crofs was all covered with Brilliants. 

X. Count Tolftoy, Grand Marflial, with his 
Staff in his Hand, on the Top of which was 
the Imperial Eagle of Mafllve Gold, and an 
Emerald as big as an Hen*s Egg. 

XI. The Czar, fupported by the Princes 
Menzikoffzn^ Repmn. 

XII. The Czarina, led by the Duke of //o/- 
_/?"'«, and attended by the High Admiral, 

Coant Jpraxin, and Count Go/o/jit;'« the Chan- 
cellor ; her Train being born by the Prinafs 
of Menzikoff, the Countefs of Golofskin, the 
Countcfs of Sraff, and the Princefsof 3ra- 
beikoy \ and on each Side of ihefe walked the 
Gentlemen of her Court. 

XIII. The Ladies of the firft Rank, with 
the other Court Ladies and Women of Quality. 

XIV. The Colonels, Officers, andthofeof 
the National Nobility fummoned to attend. 

XV. The other Half of the Horfe Guards 
clofed the March ; during which all the 
Bells of Mofitw ning, which was accompa- 
nied 
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nied with the Mufick of the Drums and 
Trumpets. 

When the R^alia came near the Gate of 
the Cathedral, all the Archbilliops and Clergy 
in their FonttBcalibus's went out to the Steps, 
and two of the Biftiops fprinkled the Orna- 
ments with Incenfe and Holy Water. Then 
the Clet^ marching before them into the 
Church, the Choir ftruck up that Pfalm, be- 
gining, Lard I will ftng of tby Mercy and of 
thy Rigbteekfnefs. Then the Duke of Helftetn 
having led the Czarina to the Throne, retired 
to his Place, and the Czar led her to her Seat, 
where they were attended by the Prince of 
Afenzikoff" ind Reptiirtt and the Counts ^ra*- 
in and Gokfskitiy and by the Ladies that bore 
the Czarina's Train, When their Majeftics 
were feaied, the Archbi/hops and the other 
Prelates (ate down likewife ; but the Gentle- 
men and Ladies in the Galleries ftood all die 
Time of the Ceremony. When they had fung 
the Anthem, the Czar flood up, and taking 
the Scepter from the Table, ordered the great 
Marfhal to call the Archbiftiops and the other 
Prelates, and enjoined them to proceed to the 
Coronation according to' the Kitual ; upon 
which the Archbilhops advanced towards the 
Czarina, and the Archbifliop of Novogrod 
made this fhort Addrefs to her. 

Orthodox and great Emprefs, mofi grati- 
ous Lady, may it pleafe your Majefly to repeat 
aloud the Creed {Atbanaftan) of Orthodox 
Faith in the Prefence of your loyal Suhje^s.

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The Czarina, aiRr having repeated the 
y Atbanaftan Creeds kneeled down upon a Cufli- 
ion, and recieved the Archbifhop's Benedi<Ai- 
on, who confccrated her with tht Sign of the 
Crofs, laid his Hands on her, and then tak- 
ing off his Mitre, recited the following Prayer. 

•* /^ Lord our God, thou King of Kings, 
*' V^ tt^ou Almighty Sovereign^ on whom 
*• all Powers depend, who by the Admini- 
*' ftration of thy Prophet Samuel^ didft here- 
" tofore chufc thy Servant David^ and anoin- 
" tcdfthim to be Kingof thy People, hearken 
*• to the Prayer which we thy unworthy Ser- 
" vants oflfer up unto thee at this Time ; look 
** down from thy Holy Dwelling-place on 
" high, and rendo- worthy of thy wCTed Unc- 
" tion our Orthodox and Great Emprefs 
*' Cathakine Alexowna, whom thou 
.*' haftchofe to be Sovereign Lady and Mif- 
'* trcfs over thy People, and whom thou haft 
*' redeemed by the precious Blood of thine on- 
*' ly Son : Inveft her with Power i crown her 
" with a precious Diadem -, grant her IcHig 
*' Life; put the Scepter of Salvation into her 
•* Hands ; place her upon the Throne ol Juf- 
*' tice J defend her with the Armour of the

As foon as this Prayer was ended, the Em- 
prefs ftood up, and the two Archbiftiopstook 
hold of the^ Coronation Mantle,' and gave it to 
the Emperor, who, without quitting the Scep- 
ter, put it upon the Emprefs : Then their 
Imperial Majefties kneeling down again, the 
Archbiftiop read this Prayer aloud. 

*' /^ God, the only King of human Race, 
** V^ thofe whom ihou haft chofc for tcm- 
*' poral Government, are with us now prof- 
*' irate before thy Throne. We all befeech 
'* thee, OLord, to continue them in thy Pro- 
*' tedlion •, ftrengthen their Empire ■, grant 
** them the Grace to do always what is wcll- 
■' pleafing to thee; make Righreoufnefs to 
" nourilh in their Days, and multiply their 
" Profperities, to the End that under their 
" happy Government we may live wifely and 
'* quietly, in the Praftice of Virtue and Piety.'* 

The Emprefs rifmg up, the Emperor took 
the Crown from the Ardibifhops, *nd placed 
it on her Head, but ftill kcpc the Scepter in 
his Hand. Then the Archbifhops pronoun- 
ced their Bcnediftion in thcfe Words, In the 
Name of the Father, of the Son, andiofAe HO' 
lyGboft, While the Czar was ftili ftanding 
with his Scepter in his Hand, the Archbilhop 
put the Imperial Globe into the Eraprefs's 
Hand, and then their Majefties ht down, and 
received the Compliments both of the Clergy 
and Laity, while the Choir fang the ufual An- 
A a 3 them 
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them for their profperous Rei^ ; after which 
' there was a general Salvo of a]l the Artiliery, 
and the Bclh of all the Churches were rung, as 
is dircAed in the Liturgy. 

This done, their Imperial Majefties being 
conduced frtHn the Throne with the fame Ce- 
remonies as they afcended, went up to the 
Foot of the Altar, and from thence to their 
iifual Seats. During the Liturgy the Emprets 
fometimes took off her Crown; which was 
committed to the Chai^ of the Secretary of 
the Cabinet. After the Prayers for the Com- 
munion were fung, the Czar led the Emprefs, 
who was dreffcd with the Crown and the Impe- 
rial Mantle, upon a Walk of red Velvet doub- 
led, and Tapeltry work'd with Gold, to the 
SanAuary, where fhe kneeled on a Cufliion 
embroidered with Gold. Two Bifhops car- 
ried the Holy Oil In fcparate Veffels, and an 
Archbiftiop anointed the Emprefs on the Fore- 
head, Breaft, and Hands, repeating at each 
ihefe Words, In (be Name of the Father, efthe 
Son, andofibe lIolyGhoft. Other Archbi/hops 
wiped her with Cotton,and put ic in a Cha6ng- 
Dilh upon the Altar. The Archdeacon, who 
.itttnded with the Holy Sacrament in a Pyx, 
faiJ aloud. Approach mtb Piety and Faith i 
upon which Ihe received the confecrated Bread 
from the Archbilhop, with a lidcwarm Wine. 
Two Arch-Pricfts of the Cathedral carried a 
Bafon of Gold. The Archimandrite (or Ab- 
bot^ of the Trinity Monaftery held a Gold 
Ewer full of Water, and two other Abbors 
held the Napkin for her Majefty to wipe her 
Hands. Which done, their Majefties retur- 
ned 
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ned to their Seats in the Church; and there 
was a fecond Salvo of the Cannon* &?c. 

At the Clofe of the Service, Tbeopbanesy 
Archbilhop of Plesltowt made an Harangue, 
in which he juft mentioned the rare Virtues 
with which Heaven had adorned the Emprels, 
and Ihewed how well fhe deferred that Crown 
which (he had now received from God and her 
Spoufe 1 and concluded with his Congratu- 
lations in the Name of the Sates of the 
Country. 

When this Office was over, the Duke of 
Holftein went to wait upon the Emprefs to the 
other Cathedral, to which (he walked much in 
the fame Order as (he came from the Palace, 
with the Crown and Mantle, and under a rich 
Canopy, fupported by fix Major-Generals on 
Poles of maflive Silver, on each of which were 
eight Eagles of Silver gilt, with Crowns, ^c. 
and Tufts of folid Gold hung to Gold Twift. 
The Scepter and Globe were carried before her, 
and her Train was held up again by the five 
Ladies. At her going out of the Church, the 
Kettle-Drums and Trumpets founded ; there 
was a third Salvo of the Cannon, i^c. and 
the Belts rung in all the Churches, while the 
joyful Shouts of the Multitude rent the Skies; 

Prince Metmkoff walked ju(t behind the 
Emprcis, fupported by the Prefident of the 
Chamber of the Finances and the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer, each carrying a Purfe of red 
Velvet embroidered with Gold, in which were 
Medals of Gold and Silver, which the Prince 
threw (Hit among the Populace, while the Enx- 
prefs walked to the other Cathedral. As foon 
as ibe came to ttw Door, an Archbilhop mec 
A a 4 and 
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17Z4. and walked before her with a Crucifix, while 

K.^^^/""^ the Litanies were finging, and the Emprds 

went and paid her Devotions at the Tomb of 

the Czarewitz Demetrius^ and thofe of the 

Czar's glorious Anceftois. 

From thence ihe went in a Coach drawn by 
eight Horlts to the Monaflery of fVefn^inki, 
the Place of Interment htxhe Ladies of the 
Imperial Blood. She was attended by, 

I. The Emperor's Horfe Guards in green 
Coats and red Waiftcoats, richly laced with 
Gold, and adorn'd on the Breaft and Arms 
widi the. Emperor's Cool of Arms in Embroi- 
dery. Their Cartouch Cafes were of Velvet, 
adorned with Cyphers embroidered with Gold. 
Their Grenado Pouchesand Belts d red Vel- 
vet laid with Gold ; their Buckles and Sword 
Hilts gilt i their Hats edgol with Gold Lace, 
and adorned with white Cockades -, their Hol- 
ders and Fiftol-Cnfes adorned with Cyphers in 
Gold, and with Lace and Fringe of tne fime ; 
and the Bits of the Bridles, as alfo the Breaft 
and Crupper Leathers of their Horfes, were 
covered with maflive Gold : Their Ketdc- 
Drums, which were of very fine Workman- 
fliip, were of Silver, with the Emperor's Arms, 
and imbofs'd Work in Gold and Silver. 

II. Twenty four Valets, marching four a 
Breaft on Foot ; their Coats green; fac*d with 
ral, their red VVaiftcoats fpread with Gold and 
Silver Lace, their Hats laced with Gold, and 
the Hilts of their Swords gilt. 

III. Twelve Pages in green Liveries, the 
Fjcings and Vcft of Cloth of Gold, with red 

Silk 
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Silk Stockings with Gold Clocks, and their 
Sword-Hilts of Silver gilt. ' 

IV. The Emprefs in a Coach drawn by 
eight Horfes, and four Footmen running before. 

V. Above fixieen Hey'dukcs marching on 
both fides the Coach, tho' at a proper Dtftance 
from the Chamberlains, and other Officers of 
the Court. Thefe had green Coats and red 
Waiftcoats, richly embroidered with Gold, the 
Emperor's Arms and Cyphcrs,the Sleeves fring'd 
with GoId,and mrned up with red Velvet : Their 
red Velvet Caps _wcrc edged with green Velvet, 
and adorned withGold Twift,and a Scar of Em- 
broidery of Gold, with a Tuft of an Apple of 
Silver. On the Side were two Silver Eagles 
of Goldfmith's Work, and two Herons of 
Silver, with a Plume of red and white Feathers 
behind. Inftead c^ a Belt they wore two Sil- 
ver Chains feftened to a Strip of red Velvet 
adorned with GoM Twift. The Hilts of their 
Sabres were largeand gilt : Their Boots, which 
were of Morocco Leather, were adorned with , 
Buttons and other Ornaments of Silver, made 
by Goldfmiths, and they had the fame even 
upon their Shoes. 

VI. Lieutcnant-General Lefly rode behind 
the Coach, with two Heralds at Arms, and 
threw Money to the People, which was carried 
by the proper Officers in Purfcs. 

VII. Sir Negroes drefs'd in black Velvet, 
edged with Gold. Inftead of Scarves and 
Bracelets they had Ornaments of red and white 
Feathers, and they had Plumes of the fame to 
their Turbans, which were faced with Mullln. 
Their Collara were of Silver marked with their 
Majellies Cypher. 

VIII. The 
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1724. VIII. The Counts ^^rtfjctn and Golafskin'm 
V-i'-v-N^ a Coach and Six, (with two Pages «i one 
adc, and two Blacks on the other) who con- 
ducted the EmprcTs to the Gate of the Monaf- 
tcry, where fhe was received by an Archbifhop 
carrying a Cmci^, and attended by all the 
Nuns, and her Train was held up 1^ five La- 
dies of the fccond Rank. 

After fhe had performed her Devotion at the 
Tombs of the Ladies of the Imperial Family 
in that Monaftery, fhc returned to the Impe- 
rial Palace, where the Duke of Holflein handed 
her out of the Coach, and had her to his Apart- 
ment where the Czar expefted her, while 
the Service was getting tcaAy in the Hall <£ 
Solemnities. 

This Hall for its Bignefs and Ornaments is 
one of the finefl in Europe^ and the Windows, 
being proportionably lai^e, make it very light. 
The Roof retts upon one fingle Pillar in the 
Middle. The Cornices and Pedeflals which 
arc of fin^ Work in Plaifler of Paris \ all 
the Wainfcot, which is of curious Workman- 
fhipand three Feet in Height, was hung with 
1' red Velvet and rich Cloth of Gold, flowered 

at CbinOy and the Floor was covered with Per- 
fian Carpets of an extraordinary Size andBeau- 
ty. A Place was made for the Imperial Prin- 
ceffcs, and the Dutchefs of MeckUfibourg and 
Courland to fee the Solemnity, which was hung 
with Cloth adorned with Gold Fringe, and 
Abundance of Ribbons. Round the Fillara 
Table was fetwith VelTelsofGoldand Silver, 
the Workmanfhip of Greek and Raman Anti- 
quity, and adorned with Pearls of the Eaft, 
and 
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and precious Ston«. The Table where their 1724. 
Imperial Majefties were to ear, was fet upon a '->»*v^>J 
raifed Floor fpread with red Velvet and Gold 
Lace, under a Canopy of the fame hung with 
Ribbons. The Table where the Duke of ife/- 
J?«« was to eat alone, was on the left. There 
was another beyond for Pcrfons of the firft 
Quality, and particularly for ihofe who affifted 
at the Coronation *, and there was a thin) on 
the fame Side for the chief fecular Prelates, who 
officiated likewife in that Ceremony. Over 
a^inft this there was one for the Ladies and 
Gentlewomen who had any Hand in it ; and 
there was a Theatre for the Mulick. 

When all Things were ready for their Pro- 
celTion into the Hall, they entered it in the fol- 
lowing Order. 

L The Mailers of the Ceremonies. 

II. The two great Cup Bearers, of whom 
the Count Jpraxin officiated, during the Feaft, 
as Carver. 

IIL The grtfat Steward, followed by the 
Grand Marllial. 

IV. The Czar and his two Supporters. 

V. The Czarina, led by the Duke ofHolJIein, 
and fupported as in the former Proceflion, the 
Train of the Imperial Mantle being borne by 
five Ladies of the firft Rank, 

VI. The chief Ladies of Quality, both of 
the Court and Empire, with the Czarina's 
Maids of Honour. 

VII. The other Perfons of Note rf both 
Sexes, Clergy and Laity, placed thcmfclves in 
two- Rows on both Sides, according to their 
Rank. 

When 
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When their Majeftics were under the CaiKK> 
' py, the BlefTing was craved, or rather given 
by an Archbiitup, and then the whole Com* 
pany took their proper Places. The Diflics 
were laid on by the Czar^s Licutenajit-Gcnerals, 
and ai often as he called for a frefh Courfe, the 
Grand Marftial gave the Word to the Maftcr 
of the Ceremonies to go out with the Officers 
and cive Orders for it; and as often as this 
was done, the Mailer of the Ceremonies was 
followed by the Officers in waiting, after 
whom went the chief Carver, and then the 
Grand Marlbal. And all from the firft to the 
■Jaft flood at the Hall Gateto receive the Difhcs, 
which they carried up in the following Order. 
I. The Grand Marlhal. a. The Great Stew- 
ard. 3. The chief Carver. 4. The Officers 
who carried the Service, each Dilh of which 
was guardwl by two Gentlemen of the Horfc 
Guards, with thetr Carbines ; and 5. The 
Mailer of the Ceremonies. 

The great Steward ranged the Difties, and 
took them off, and at every Time bent the 
Knee, and the others who waked on their Ma- 
jdlies with the Plates and Glaffes fervcd them 
on the Knee. They eat and drank out of 
Gold, and the Pyramids of Sweetmeats were; 
brought in Bafonsof Gold. The Duke of Hoi- 
fiein too was ferved by Officers of the firftRank. 
At the lame Time a Stage was ereAed before 
the Hall; where the Fountains ran with red 
and white Wines, and Oxen and all MantKrof 
Fowls were roafted for the Populace. 

Before the Court rofe from the Table, Prince 

MmziioffdJ&xWxAcdi great Medals, of Gold re-, 

prefenting the Coronation, to all the Perfonsot 

Diftinc- 
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Diftinftion who had afllfted in it; and then 1 724. 
their MUjcfties returned to their Apartments in ti>i»v'-s_» 
the fame Order as they came. 

This Solemnity over, his Imperial Ma^efty 
ftill purfued his ufual Endeavours to encourage 
the Commerce of his SubjeAs, and to advance 
them in Arts and Sciences ; for the Incrcale of 
the latter, he cauTed a ftrid Search to be made 
by his cxprefi Order, for all the antient Greek 
ManufcripCs, that had been hid for many Ages 
in the Grecian Convents, by Reafon of the 
great Ignorance of the Monks. It was found that 
many of thefe Grecian Maniifcripts had been fent 
to Peterihurgb by Means of the Houfe oiMeii- 
eis, from whence the late Great- Duke of Tuf- 
eany was deftwidcd, in whofe Country many 
-of the learned Greeks, who fled with their beft 
.Mandcripts, upon divers Occafions, from the 
Tyranny of the Turks., were well entertained, 
and enabled to go from thence to MofcoWt 
where, the Faith of the Greek Church was al- 
ways profefled. 

His Majefty made alfo feveral wife and ne- 
ceflary Regulations, and, as M. Fontenelle hys, 
DA RED to retrench the Churches and Monalleries The Oiar m- 
ihat were too rich. One of his Regulations trenches th« 
concerning Cloyfters conGfted of the following Monaftcnes. 
Hrads : i. That for the future, no more than 
fifty Monafteries for Men fliould be allowed 
throughout all Rjiffia. 2. That in each Cloy* 
fter or Monaftry the Number of Monks fhould 
not be above fifty, tho* it might be under. 
3. That no Monk under forty Years fliould be 
received into a Cloyfter, and that for each of 
them no more than one Rouble per Week 
fhould be allowed to fubfift uptm. . 4. That 
thofe 
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thofc Monks who were ac prcfcnc under ^tf 
Years Ihould immediately go out of ^e Cloy- 
fiera, and be employed in fome publick Afiairs. 
And as there were many hundred Cloyftcrs in 
Ri0a^ the Revenues of which amounted to 
feveral MiUioos of Roubles, they Ihould be 
appropriated to the Pvblick TREASi/B.r. 
i>riKt& AwM At the latter End of the Year his Majefty 
^'*TT' ^ invited the foreign Miniften, i^e. to the Cere- 
^J^*Qf^. mony of betrothing the Princefi ^«*j i'lf/rowwa 
pjK. to the Duke of Holftein *. The Emperor him- 

felf joining the illuftrioijs Pair, by exchanging 
the Rings, giving them a Kifs, and wifhing 
them a long Life ; after which the Archbilhop 
of Novogorod gave them his Blefling in a few 
Words, The. Ceremony was clofcd wkh the 
ioyful AcclamMions of the whole AffembJy, 
who cried out Vtvant^ and clapped their Hands. 
The betrothed Princefs prcfenicd afterwards a 
Glafs of Wine to both their Majefties, to the 
Duke her future Spoufe, and to the principal 
Lx»rds and I^adies, from whom fhe then re- 
ceived the Compliments of Congratulation, 
The Feaft prepared on this Occafion was pre- 
ceded by a curious Firework, and followed 
with a Ball. 

Two Days after the feveral CoHegcs in Bo- 
dies, waited upon his Royal Highnefs with 
their Compliments -, the foreign Minifters did 
the fame, and were afterwards entertained aC 
Dinner, tc^ether with the High-Admiral

magnificently fiirnifhcd for the Refidence of 
the Duke and his future Spoiife : But a fudden 
Damp was put to all this Joy by the Apprc- ^7^5' 
benTionsof the greateft Calamity that could be^ 
che Nation, I mean the Lofs of that great Prince, 
who was truly thcFatberofbis Country ^ for on the 
l6th of January, his Majefty was attended with 
a violent Cold, which brought on him a Fit of TheCzar&lb 
theCholick, aod that followed by a Stranguary, *'^' 
occafioned by an Abfcefs in the Neck of his 
Bladder ; He continued in great Mifery for a 
Week, without being once in Bed, when his 
Phyficians thought proper to break the Abfcefe 
with a Probe, which indeed brought out a 
great deal of Matter, and gave him much Eafe, 
with Hopes of Recovery ; but the Application 
being made too late, he fuffered mt^ violent 
Torture for four Days more, and then expired, Die*. 
viz. on the 28th oi January, 1725 ; giving alt 
the Tokens of a pcrfeft Rcugnation to the 
"Will of Heaven, and all along behaving with 
the fanie Courage and Pisty that accompanied 
all his Aftions. 

Even in the Extremity of thefe painful Dif- 
ordera, he laid out fome of his Time in pro- 
viding for the Safety and Wel&re of his People, 

" This Jag^jmihi was a great Pavouriie of (he Czar's, 
and, as a late Author lays, was a Mui of great Capacity, 
whom the Czar had Reafon to value for his good Services, 
and no one cofil*'* with Jufticc, complain of hun. 

which 
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which could be no Way better confirmed to 
f them than in (he Qwice he had made of a wor- 
thy Succeflbr \ and when he found his End ap- 
proaching, he gave Orders that the Oath fliould 
bcagain adminiftered, which was formerly taken 
in Behalf of his beloved and defcrving Emprefe 
Cathahine. 

M. de la Metraye relates the following re- 
markable Pal%e of his laft Sicknefi : " When 
*' the Senators and Bilhops who vifited him, 
** and mentioned the Obligations which the 
*• Ruffian Nation lay under to him, for ntifmg 
" it to fo a>nfidcrable a Figure, by reforming 
" offuch a Variety ofAbufes and bad Cuftoms, 
" and introducing fo many ufehj! Arts and 
" Sciences i he told them, that he had foi|;ot 
*• to reform one of the moft important Points. 
*• of ail, the Administhation of Justice; 
*' becaufe Law-Suits in Cbrifiendom laft for 
'* Years, and even Ages whether, with an in- 
** finite Expence j (whereas in Turkey they are 
" determined in a few Days, and with very 
" little Charge ;) and all this is occafioned by 
*' the tedious and litigious Pleadings of the 
*' Lawyers, who perplex human Laws in the 
*' fame Manner as too many Divines do the 
*' Law of God, inftead of explaining it. To 
*• remedy this, he determined, thatCaufes (as 
** among the Turks) ftiould be carried at firft 
** to the Tribunal of the Magiftrate, or ordi- 
" nary Judge; that Proofs in Writing, and 
" Witneffes (hould be produced, and the Cha- 
" rafters and Behaviour of the latter ihould be 
*' particularly examined, and fo an impartial 
." Judgment ihould be pronounced, all which 
" would be finiJhcd in a few Hours : But if 
*' the 
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** the Party condemned by that Courts fhouM 
*' think himfelf injured, that he might appeal ' 
** from this Sentence to the Senate, oc Synod, 
** and, even after a fecond Judgment againft 
** him, to the Sovereign himfelE 

**■ Thofe that were prefcnt applauding this 
" Scheme, he commanded an Order to be 
*' drawn up, which he Hgned and dated from 
** his Bed, and it was fent immediately to all. 
** the Courts of his Empire. This. Order li- 
" mitted the Determination of all Caufes to thc: 
^*' Term of eleven Days, and in Confequence 
' " of it, all the Suits then depending were de- 
*« cided before he clofed his Eyes, which was 
** on the twelfth Day from his being firft taken 
» ill."

in his Raid to Wohgda^ where heftay'dfome 
Days, to recover the Fatigue he had gone 
through, and wait for fair Weather. The 
Froft coming on again, the Ways were paffa- 
blc, and he purfucd his Journey toward 5a- 
china, and from thence to the City of the 
Great Ufiiga, where the Sucbina and the Irga 
uniting their Streams form the famous River 
of DmM, which Name means a double Ri- 
ver. 

He arrived next in the Country of the Syrt- The Syrms. 
nesj whofe Inhabitants fpeak a Language very 
dif- 
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different from the Ruffi*n^ tho* fomcwhac like 
' that which is fpoke in Zi^wmtf, as he was in- 
formed by Ibme of his Tnin, who were of 
that Country. They are of die Greek Giurch, 
and fubjeft to his Czarian Majefty, to whom 
they pay the cuftomary Duties, but have nei- 
ther Governor nor ff^aivoJe. Theyohufe their 
own Judges, and if any Queftion arifes tiiat 
they are unable to decide, they go to A&fcoWy 
where they have recourfe to the Preeaufi of 
Pefolih, or Office for fordgn Aflaira. They 
differ very little from the Rufftum in Stature, 
and wear the fame Drefs that was in Ufe 
among them, "till alter'd by the Ordere of 
VeterI. They are very ignorant, and have 
no Tradition among them concerning their own 
Jiiftory. They fubfiil chiefly by Agriculture, 
except a Part of them, upon the Banks of the 
River Zizol^ who have fome grey Furs to traf- 
6ck with. Thcy'tive very little inTowns,butfor 
the moll part, in Htde Villages and Hamlets, 
fcattered up and down in the Woods. The 
Country is about feventy long German Leagues 
in Length, and extends quite to Xti^orvij, but- 
ting upon a great Forcft, where M. Tsh-anti 
wasafecond Time taken with a violent Thaw, 
and heavy Rain, that in one Night's Time, 
(aiifed a Flood of Waters all round the 
Wood, which retarded him for four Days with- 
out being able to go backwards or forwards. 
At length, with great Difficulty, he got away, 
by throwing Bridges over the Rivers, and 
fai^tnd. other Helps *, and came to Kaigorod, a pretty 
confiderabte Fortrefs upon the Kama, on the 
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He would willingly have held on his Way 
quitt to SolHamskoiy the Capita! of the great i 
Perma, that he might hare gone by Land to 
^iberiat otct the Mountains offFerretur ■, but 
the Thaw continuing, he found it impraftica- 
ble ; therefore it being jufl at the Clofe of the 
"Winter Seafon, he rcfolved to ftay fomc Days, 
*tin the Kama ffiould become navigable ; pro- 
viding himfelf, in the mean time, with.every 
Thing necefl&ry for the Purfuit of his Jour- 
ney, as well as to defend himfelf againft the 
Free-booleis in thofe Parts, who had not long 
before, piUagai even the City of Kai^orod 
itfelf. 

On the a7th he arrived at Solikamskoi^ which » £. ^ 
is a !ai^ and rich City, where are many confi- * "" 
dcrable Merchants, and very fine Salt Works. 
They make large Quantities of Salt here, 
which they fend away ih large Veflcls built 
for that Purpofe, in each of which they load 
a hundred and twenty thouland Weight at a 
Time. 

On the 14th of Mivf., hcembarkedat5c/:- 
kamskoi, and crofling the little River of Vfolkat, 
half a League from this City, he entered the 
Kama again, and crolTed that River from 
Europe to Afia^ arriving in the Country of the 
fi^Tariarioi Siberia-, called Wogulskit which 
is indiBerenlly well peopled, and a mod plea- The ^^i!«li 
fant Country all along the Banks of the 5tf/a- f*^'^'- 
waia, having on it all Sorts of Flowers and 
odoriferous Herbs •, with prodigious Numbers 
of Deer, and all Sorts of Game. As the Tdr- 
tars A Wogul upon this River are Heathens, 
he had the Curtofity to go on Shore to talk 

with 
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with them, coDcernii^ their Belief and Man- 
_ ' ner of Life. 
TheirRdigi- xhcy arc robuft, with large Heads ; and 
*"' their Religion confifts of no more than making 

an Offering once a Year. To this Purpofe 
they aflemble in the Woods, and therc kill a 
Beaft of each kiad ■, tho' their chief Vidims 
are Horfes, and a Sort of Goats. They flay 
them, and then hanging them upon a Tree, 
^1 down before them, which is their only Wor- 
Jhtp. They eat the Ficfh together afterwards, 
and then return Home, They arc not able to 
give any Manner of Reafon for their Belief^ 
or Way of Worihip *, but think it is enough, 
that they received it from their Fathers. 
Strange People, who fay their Prayers but once 
a Year, and that to a dead Horie ! - 

M. hhroHty the A£r/r«virf Minifter, asked 
them if they had any Knowle^e of a God, 
and if they did not believe there was a fupreme 
Being in Heaven, who created all Things, and 
governs the World by his good Providence* 
and whogivcs Rain and fair Wcathei:? They 
anfwered, it was not unlikely, feeing the Sua 
and Moon, -which they worihipped, and the 
other Stars, were placed in the Firmament, and 
tliat there was doubtlefs a Power that ruled 
them : But they would by no means agree, that 
there was a Devil, becaufe he had never made 
himfelf known to them : Yet they do not deny 
the Refurre^ion of the Dead, but know no- 
thing of what is to become of them. When 
ThcirFuDc- anyone of them dies, theBody is depofited in 
nl*. the Ground, and covered with their mod pre- 

cious Ornaments, whether the Deceafed be 
Man or Woman : They ercA no Monuments 
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to the Dead, but they put Money by them, in 1692. 
proportion to their Circumftanccs when living, Lyvxj 
that they may want nothing neceflary for them 
at the E^y of Refurreftion. They make great 
Lamentations about the Bodies of their Dead \ 
nor muH: any Man marry a fecond Wife, 'till 
he has buried his firft a Year. When they 
happen to have a Dog die, that has been Jer- 
vicrable to them in Hunting, or any other 
Way } in honour of him, they ereft a little 
Wooden Hut, fix Feet high, upon four Pofts. 
vhcre they place him, and let him remain as 
long as it lalb. 

They may have -as many Wives as they can fieir Mani- 
maintain ; and when they want to marry, they 3^. 
buy their Wives of their Parents, and have 
fcarce any Ceremony at their Weddings : They 
only invite their ncareft Relations to be prefent, 
and having entertained them, the new-married 
Couple go to Bed without any more to do. 
When the Women draw near the Time of their 
Dehvery, they retire into a Wood, toaCabbin 
prepared for them on purpofe, where they lie 
in, and their Husbands are not to go near 
them for two Months. 

They live in fquare Wooden Huts, after the ^j^^jj. ^^^ 
Manner of the Ruffian Peafants j but ufe tuions. 
Hearths inftead of Stoves, and bum Wood. 
As Toon as the Wood is burnt to a Coal, they 
cover the Opening, where the Smoke went 
our, with a Piece of Ice, and by that Means 
retain all the Heat in the Room, without Ihut- 
tingoutthe Light, which ihines through the 
Ice at top. They ufe no Chairs, but have, in- 
ftead of them, Benches like Taylors Shop- 
Boards in En^landy upon which, like them too, 
they 
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thcf fit crofi Legg*d, and the iame lerve thetH 
i for Beds at Nigbc 

They fubfift by Hunting ; their chief Gams 
is Elks, which abound in this Country. They 
flioot them with Arrows, and dry their Fleih, 
which they cut in Slices or Slips, and hang it 
up in the Air in their Houfes \ and wtien it has 
been thoroughly wet, and is quib. putri^iedj 
they dry it a fecond Time, and then account it 
delicious Food. They have Snares and Traps 
to take the Elks, as well as by Ihooting tbem. 
Thefe tartan live all along the River Sufa* 
waia, quite to the Caftle of Utka ; and are un- 
der the Protcdion of the Czar, to whom they 
pay an annual Tribute, 

tj, M. Lhra/it, having quitted the Country of 

thefe Heathens, arrived on the firA of JurUt at 
the Fortrefs of Utka, uptm the Frontiers of the 
Tartars of Basktr and Uffimt i and from thence^ 

«. - ,. proceeded to Neujanskai, than between which 

'"J'" ■ pjjcjs a finer Country is hardly to be fecn, hill 

ofMcadows, Woods, Lakes, well cultivated 

Lands, abounding with every Thing, and well 

Tymin peopled with i2(#a»j. Upon the 21ft of June 

he arrived at Tumeen, which is alfo well peo- 
pled J three Fourths of the Inhabitants are Qirif- 
tians, and the reft Mahometan tartars. When 
the Envoy arrived here, he found the People 
in the Town, and all the Neighbourhood in a 
Confternation, on Account oF the Ceffacks and 
Calmuck tartars, who had juft then made an 
Invafion into Siberia, where they had plun- 
dered feveral Villages, and killed the Inhabi. 
tants, and now threatned thisTown, from whence 
they, were not above fifteen German Leagues 
diftant. But the Governor lent tor Troops 
from tobal, andfome other Flatxs, with which 
he 
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he purfued, and> killed a Number of the Tar- 1^92* 
taru The Mufiovite Mmifter dwughe it not iv^'-Nm' 
convenient to fuy here } but emborlced'On the 
Toiol with a new Set of Rowers and a Guard 
ofSoldieiT. 

, Upon the ift of July, he happily arrived at 
Tt^skyy a-ftroHg Place, where u a large ftone 
Mbnafloy with Powers fo high, that it might 
be well miflaken for a Fortrcfe. This City 
fiands upon a Hill at the Conflux of the Tobct 
and the /r/fr. The Foot oF the Hill, and the 
Shore of the J^iisy are inhabited by Tartars^ 
and Maboruetan Bucbarians, who carry on a 
great Trade with the Calmucksy upon the Ri- 
ver, and even go as &r as Cbina^ ay the Lake 
yamasebowa. 

Tobolsk^ is the Capital of Siberia, and iti 
Jurisdiiftion reaches as far Southward as Ba- 
rabu 1 from Wergotur to the River Oby, to the 
Eaftward of the Samoieds ; to the Northward 
quite to the Country of the Ofiacki^ and 
Weltward as far as l^, and the River Su/a- 
waia. We have already defcribed Siberia^ and 
related how it became fubjed: to Mufcovy. 

Ml Tsbrant having provided himfelf with 
every Thing necdTary, and particularly with 
a good Guard, departed from Toboishj and fell 
down the /r/«, upon the Shores of which are 
feveial Villages, inhabitcdby Tartars and O/li- 
acks 1 he arrived at Samoroskoi-jamy where he 
changed his Rowers, and raifed Mafts in the Samn$U- 
larger Veffels to be able to fct lail up the Oby, jam. 
when the Wind Jhould be favourable^ the 
Irttj iaiWng into this River by feveral Openings 
not far from Sameroskoi-jam.

The 
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The Water of the Inis is white and light, 
atid comes from the Mountains in the Country 
of the Calmucks. This River runs from the 
South to the NorthEaft, and pafles through 
the two Lakes of Kebak and Su/an. To the. 
South>Ea(I;, it is bordered by lofty Mountains, 
which are crowned with Cedars, and the Land 
on the other Side, to the North- Weft, is low, 
and full of Padure Grounds, where are great 
Wack Bears, Wolves, Foxes, red and grey ; 
and t^KHi the Banks of the River iCa/tmkat 
which difcharges itfelf into the C%, not &r 
from Samcroskei-jam, are the fineft grey Furs 
of all Siberia, excepting thofe in the Woods of 
Heclkei fFellok. 

The Inhabitants in this Country are for the 
moft part Rkjfians, in the Pay of his Czarian 
Majefty, and are obliged to furnilhthe^cmwif^i 
fent hither, and all thofe who travel into Sibe- 
ria, upon the Prince's BuTinefs, with Carri^^ 
and Guides, as well to go by Water in the 
Summer as upon the Ice in the Winter, as far 
as the Qty of Surgant, upon (he Oby, M rca- 
fonable Rates. Tluy keepa great Number of 
Dogs to draw their SJedges in the Winter, noC 
being able to ufe Horfcs, on Account of the 
Depth of the Snow, which is fometimes a Fa- 
thom deep upon the Oby. 

They put two of thefe Dogs to a very light 
Sledflje, upon which they may load two or tlirce 
hunor^ Weight, and neither the Dc^ nor the 
Sledge make the lead ImprefHon upon the 
Snow, 

Upon the aoth o^July, M. Isbrant departed 

from Samoroskoi-jamy and with two Velfcis 

went down the principal Branch of the Irtis, 

towards 
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towards the Ohy^ where he arrived the next 1692. 
Day ■, and upon the 6th bfj^uguji, came to t-^-vN^ 
Surgta, which ftands upon the Eaft Sidcof^"^"'- 
this River. In thefc Parts, up the Country 
to the E^ftward, going up the Ohy, from Sar- 

fut, quits to the Qty of Narutn, are very fine 
abks, -as well of a pale Brown as Black '; alfo 
the fincftErmins ofaI15iimi), and even of all 
Rufia i .and black Foxes of unfpeakable Beau- 
ty ; the fineft of which are fei a part for his 
Czarian Majefty, and are fbmetimes valued ac 
two or three hundred Roubles a Piece : Somfi 
of them exceed the choiccft Sables of Dauria. 

Having been fome time mounting the Oby^ 
fometimes by the Help of the Sail, fometimes 
by the flow Labour of the Tow-Line, Mi 
/j*rfl»/crofled the Mouth of the River l^a^a, 
which &1]3 down from the Mountains of Tru- 
•atiy and empties itfelf into the 0^^, to the 
l^orth-Weft, below Naruirty a ■ fmall Cityj 
where he arrived on the 24th of^ugu/I, This 
City ftands on the River Side, in a fine Coun- 
try, and is defended by a Citadel with a good 
Garrifon ofCoJfatki. 

The Banks of the Oby are Inhabited by a 
People called OJtiacks, who worfhip Idols 1 tho* The Ofiiaeb. 
at the fame Time, they acknowie^ there is 
a God in Heaven, but pay him no Adoration* 
They have Idols of Wood, and Idols of Earth, 
in human Form, which they fathion with their 
own Hands, and which, fuch of them as can 
afford it, clothe in Silk, after the Manner of 
Ruffian Habits. Thefe Idols ftand in their Their Religi- 
Cabbins, which are of the Bark of Trees, on- 
fewed together with the Guts of Deer, and 
have, on one Side of them. Bundles of Hair, 
C c 2 and 
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and a little Bucket full of a Soitof Brodi, of 
which they give them fome ctctv Day, ia a 
Spoon made on Furpole, aod which always 
runs down the Comers of their Mouths, and 
fiukei them very nafty. When ihey wor- 
fhip their Idols, or pray to them, theyftaod 
upright, and make ftrange Motiwis with the 
Head, without bowing the Body ac all, aod 
keep a Noife like thofc who call Dogi. They 
have neither Temples nor Priefts. 

The OJliach marry as many Wives as diey 
Their Muri- ^^ maintain, and nuke no Scrapie to wed 
gpt. with their neareft Relations. When one of 

them b jealous of his Wife, he cuts Ibnie Hair 
from the fietly ofaBcar, and carries it to the 
Perfon he fufpetfts to be great with her ; if he 
u innocent, he accepts it; but when he is^il- 
ty, he fully owns it, and comes to an amica- 
ble Agreement with the Husband for the Price 
of his Wife : Nor dare they a£t otherwife, 
perfuaded that if a Man IbeiUd piefiimc to ac- 
cept the Hair when he is guihy, the Bcar&om 
whom itwascut, would devour him intbrce 
Days time. When their Friends and Relad- 
ons die, they lament about the Body for fome 
Days, without ceaTing, with their Heads ca> 
vered up, and on their Knees, without feeing 
any Body ■, and then they carry it to the Grave 
upon Pdks.They are very poor, and hi Summer 
live in miferablc Huts ■, but they might cafily 
better their Condition, the Country about the 
Oby affording Plenty of Furs, and the Riva* 
being ftorcd with Fifli, efpecially Sturgeon, 
twenty of which of the lar^ Size, they will 
fell for about Three-pennyworth of Tobacco : 
But tbry arc too lazy to work, and ledc only 
for 
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iac what may fervc for a miferable Subfiftence 
in ri»e Wiuter, < 

They hardJy cat any thing but Fifli, when 
they travel, and efpccially when they are fifli- 
ing. They are of a middling Stature, with 
aair either &ir or red, and broad fiat Faces 
andNofes. Tbey are not at all itlclined to 
War, and know nothing of the Ufc o* A rms ; 
tho* tlieyhave both'Bows and Arrows for Hunt- 
ing, but are not at all dexterous with them. _^_^^ 
They cover themfclves with the Skins of cer- 
tain Filh, and particularly with that of the 
Sturgeon, and have no Manner of Linnen. 
Their Stockings and Shoes are all of a Piece, 
and over all they wearafliort Kind ofloofc 
Watftcoat, to which is faftened a Kind of Cap, 
tliat they pull over their Heads when it rains. 
Their Shoes which are alfo of Filh-skin, arc 
not Water-Proof, fo that they are always wet 
Ihod. They undergo all the Rigours of a 
moft dreadful Cold upon the Water, without 
any feeming Patn,' and clothed no otherwife 
than above-mentioned, except the Winter prove 
Teryhard indeed, and then they put on two 
loofe Waiftcoaa : But when this happens, it is 
a Kind of ^ra with them, and they will ask 
one another if they remember the Winter when 
they wore two Waiftcoats ? They wear but one 
when they hunt in the Winter, and never cover 
their Breafb, thinking, they fhall fufliciently 
heat themfdvcs, with running up and down on 
the Snow, with their Sledge Shoes. When 
they happen to be overtaken'withan extraor- '• 

dinary Froft, that they are unable to withlland,. 
they ftrip themfelvesasfaft as they can,and bury 
themfelves deep in the Snow, th^ they may die 
Cc 3 the 
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the fooner, and with Ids Pain. The Women 
.' are dreiTcd much after the lame Falhion with 
the Men. 

Their chief Direrflon b hunting the Bear, 
upon which they go io Companies* but no 
otherwife armed than with a Sort of Iharp 
Knife, made f^ to the End of a Staf, about 
fix Feet long. When they have killed a Bear, 
they cut off his Head, and hanging it up to a 
Tree, they run about it, and feem to pay ic 
great Honours. 
Their Princes. They have petty Princes anwng them, one 
of which came on board to foe M. Isbrant. ■ 
This Man was appointed over fome hundred 
Cabbins, and gathered the Tribute thefe Peo- 
ple are obliged to pay his Czarian Majefty's 
fyaiv.odcs. He came with ail his Train-, 
brought him a Prefent offrcIhFilh, and re- 
turned highly pleafed with an Exchange of 
Brandy and Tobacco. He came a fecond 
Time, and invited M. Isbrant to his Palace, 
who, out oi Curiofity, accepting his Invitation, 
and going thither, was received by the PritKC 
,himlclf, 9nd conduced into his Houfe, which 
was made ofthe Barks of Trees, like theothec 
Cabbins, but not extremely well fewedtt^r 
ther. The Mufcevite Minifter here fawfour 
of the Prince's Wives, the youngcft of which 
had on a red Cloth Petticoat, with a greatdeal- 
of Coral and Glafs about her Neck and Waill, 
as alfo in the TreiTcs of her Hair, which hung 
down on each Side, and upon her Shoulders : 
She had great Rings or Buckles in her Ears, 
Jrom whence hung Strings of Coral Seads._ 
Tlicfe Ladies, each of them offered him a 
little Tub, made of Bark, full of dryM Fifh,

»nd the youngeft a Tub of Sturgeon, yellow as 
Gold itfelf : He, in return, regaled them with K 
Brandy and Tobacco, which are great Delica- 
cies with them. This Cabbin had no other Fur- 
niture than fome Cradles, and Trunks made of 
Bark, in which were their Beds, full of Wood- TheForaihire 
Duft, as foft as Down itfelf. The Cradles ^f^^C***^ 
were at the End of the Cabbin, fiiU of naked "^ 
Children, and the Fire was in the Midft. 
There were no Kitchen Utenfils, fave one 
Copper Kettle, and fome others of Bark, 
which they can never ufe, but when there is no 
Flame. 

When thefe People fmoke, to which both 
Men and Women are very much adiitcd, they 
take a Mouthhil of Wato*, and fwallow the 
Smoke of the Tobacco with it. This has fuch 
an Effi^ upon them, that they iall down, and 
lie upon the Ground for fome time infenflble, 
with their Eyes open^nd foaming at the Mouth, 
like thofe in the Falling-Sicknefs ; fome ^ 
them even die in this Condition ; fometimes 
they ^U inn> the River, or into the Fire, and 
there come to a miferable End ; and fometimes. 
they are quin fullbcated to Death with this 
Smoke. 

They fell into great PafEpns, if any mention 
is made of their Relations ■, nor can they bear to 
hear them named, tho' they have been dead 
for a long time. They are abfoluic Strangers 
to every thing that has pafled in the World be- 
fore their own Time, and know not how either 
to read or write. They apply themfclvcs 
not at all to the Culture of the Earth, tho* they 
^t very fond of Bread. 

Cc 4 Their 
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1692. Their Boats are made of the Baik of Trees, 
' ~ f and the Timber and Fnune-Woric wkhm tk 
very (^ht Pieces of Wood. They are two or 
three I^thotn in Leogth, and not above an 
Ell broad ; and yet they make a Shift to live 
out in very bad Weather. la Winter (hde 
OJiiacks live under Ground, with a Hole at 
the Top of their Caves for the Sawke to ao 
out. When it Ihows whilft they fleepbythe 
Fire, and they find one Half of their Body 
«over.d with Snow, when they wake, they 
tarn thertifelves with that next the Fire^ and 
feel no Inconvenience by it. So much for the 
OJHacks. 

M. lirant now left the O^, and arrived on 
t)Vtl^oi September^ at the Town (3II Keetskm* 
en the Keta, which /alls North- Weft into tlie 
Oby. On me 28 th he caoK to the Mooaftcry 
of St. Sergius %' on the 3d of Od^ker^ to the 
Village of H^orozeikiat and on the 7th happily 
arrivra at Makefskai, a^ many looonvenien- 
ces on the £!/a, and fuffering greatly from the 
Want of Provifions. He reJolved now to e»- 
pofe himfelf no longer tq the Perib of the Wa-! 
ter, but to perform the reft of his |ouraey by 
Land. Having travelled fifteen Leagues, 
upon the lath c^O^sivr, he came tojetiizti' 
koiy where he ftay*d fomc Time, topcpofchinv- 
felf, and to wait for the Winter Sealon being 
fettled, that he might continue his Journey in a 
Sledge. In the mean time he made Prepara- 
tions for every thing he wanted, and had Lei- 
fure eno'jgh to examine what was remarkable 
in the City, It takes its Name from the Ri- 
ver Jsmfia^ which arifing from the South, crof- 
fes the Kalmuc Mountains, and holds 00 almoft 
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in a (brtit Line to the Northward, 'till it dif- 
C!n^K^;aes itfelf into the Icy-Sta of Tartary. < 
The City t^fsnizeskoi a indifferently large, 
well fortified, and welt peopled. There is 
^reac Plenty of CcM-n, Butcher's Meat, and 
Poultry, Its Jurifdiftion extends over a SreaC 
Ntimba of the Heathen TMngutei^ who inha- 
bit along the Janji* and the frnptika. They 
fay their Tribute to the Czar in ajl Sorts of v 
urs. The Cold is fo intcnfe here, that the 
Fruit Trees bear no Fruit. 

The Envoy departing from 7^z^i>(0f, ar- 
rived, on the aorh of January 1603, at die 
Xi^^jtAoS Ribtmy which Ibinds in the Middle of 
the' River THitgutia, and abounds in FiJfa, 
efpcciaJly Pike and Sturgeon, ofan extraordi- 
nary Size. It ii almoft wholly inhabited by 
Ruffians. Upon the a«h he arrived at Kins- 
km, upon the River litiit which riles to the 
South'South-Weft, and dilcharges itfelf into 
the Tut^skay North-North-Weft. At fonw 
Days Journey from hence, is the great Cata- 
nia or Fail of Water of Sbamanska. The ,, . . 
Fall of this Torrent is half a League in Extent i*"'*'^' 
the Sides are Hills of Rock, and all the Bot- 
tom is Rock : It is terrible to behold, and 
tnakci a moft fri^itfiil Noife as it falls among 
fheRocks, fwne of which appear above Water, 
^nd fome are concealed under it. When the 
Air is ftill, it may be beard at the Difbuics 
of three • German Leaguei. 

The Veffels wherewith they navigate op this 
Traxent, are often fix or fevcn Days in getting 
l^> altho' they are (piite light, and drawn up

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by Capftons, Wtndlalles, Anchors, and Men*. 
Somenmes ic happens that they work & whole 
Day, in Places where the Water, is low, and 
the Rocks ate hjgh, and do not g^in the Lengdi 
of the Veflel', which i$ all that Time in great 
Danger. 

They unUde thefe Veflels to go. down, as 
Well as to go up the Torrent, and carry the 
Goods by Land, till they have paflod tlK. 
Danger. The Fall is To precipitate, that tbcy 
are uldom above twelve Minutes in going 
down. There are but few of the Ruffians or 
the Tungufis who ve quite dexterous at this Na- 
vigation, tho' they are provided with a Rudder 
both fore and aft, and tho' they have Oars fliip- 
ped on ciach Side. The Stecrfman direfts the 
Men at the Oars with the Motion of a Hand- 
kerchief, the Noife being fo rade and boifta^. 
ous, as to drown the Sound of the Voice ; and 
befides this, they take care to have their VedeL. 
clofe covered up, to prevent their (hipping the 
Water that goes over them. However, there 
happens every Year fomc lad Accident or other 
for want of skilful Pilots, who run upon the 
Rocks, in which Cafe there is no Refouroe, and 
they are either fwallowed up by the fiirious. 
^ Torrent, or inevitably dafiied to Pieces againft 
the Rocks : Nor is it eafy to recover the dead 
Bodies of thofe fo loft ; tho* on the Shore arc. 
many Crofies ercfted at the Places where fuch, 
Wrecks have happened, and where the People 
have been buried^ 
Some Leagues from hence are Numbers of 
The fwgwf/., 'jitnguies, who are Heathens, robuft, and weU 
made of Body. They wear <heir long black 
Hair, knotted behind, which falls down upon 
tfaei^. 
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their Backs like a Horfe's Tail ; their Face is 
generally broad, but their Nofe is not flat, and < 
they have little Eyes like the Calmucks. Both 
Men and Women go naked in the Summer, 
excepting a Leather about their Middle, fome- 
what like a Fringe. The Women wear their 
Hair drcffed up with Coral, to which they 
hang little Iron Figures. Upon their left Arm 
they carry a fort of Pot full of fmoking Wood, 
which keeps the Flies from biting them. Thefe 
Infects fwarm fo much upon the River Tun- 
guska, that a Man is obliged to cover over his 
Face and his Hands j but thcfe Pagans are fo 
ufed to them, that they hardly feel them. They 
ftain their Forehead, Checks, and Chin, with 
Thread ftcep'd in black Grcaft, which leaving 
a Mark behind it, they think i$ extremely beau- 
tiful. 

In Winter they wear undrefled Skins of the TbeirWInter 
Rein-Deer, adorning the fore Part with Horfe- Garb- 
Hair, and the Bottom- with Dc^-skins. They 
ufe neither Linnen nor Woollen ; but make 
thcmfclvcs a kind of Ribbon or Thread of 
Fi(h-skin, Upon their Heads alfo they wear 
the Skin of the Rein- Deer with the Horns on, 
and particularly when they are about' to hunt 
that Creature, whom by that Means they gee 
near, gliding along upon the Grafs, till they 
are within Reach, when they feldom (aM to di- 
fpatch him with their Arrows. They have 
Boats made of the Bark of Trees fewn together, 
big enough to hold feven or eight Perfons ; 
tbey are bng and narrow, and without Benches ; 
they row upon their Knees with a Paddle or 
Oar, which they hold by the Middle, and han- 
dle very dcxterouOy, 

Their 
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Their Cabbini, irhich uc mad« of the Si«i1k. 
of Birch, are, oa the OutfidCi adorned wkh 
TaiU and Maite» t^ Horfcs, with their Bom 
aod Arrows, and nx^ of them with the dead 
Bodies of Puppia hung about them. Tbejr 
feed upon Fiih in Summer, and thty hunt ia 
Winter, during which Ticoc the^ fled i^ton 
Deer of feveral Sorts. 

When they would divert thetnftlrcs, they 
form t Ring, while one is in the Middle of them 
with a Stick in his Hand, with which he en- 
deavours to firikc the Legs of the reft as they 
run round him -, and they fo artfijlly avoid the 
Blow, that it is but Icldom any one of them is 
ftmck I but when he ii, they imrocdiaiely duck 
him in the River. 

They place the Bodies <^ thetr Dead (brk 
naked under a Tree, and there leave them to 
rot -, after whidi they bury their Boi^ in the 
Ground. 

They have no Friefts ; but they have all of 
them wooden Idob in their Cabbins. Thefe 
Idols are about half an £11 in Length, and of 
human Shape, which they pretend to feed with 
the beft of what they have, like the C^iacks, 
and with as Httle Cleanlineft. 

Upon the firft of February the Envoy ar- 
rived at the Fortrefs of Buratshit upon the Ri- 
ver Jngardt which falls into the Lake of Bai- 
kai, and is well iohatuted by a People that are 
Heathens, called Buratts* 

Up(») the ijth he arrived zx Bulaganskoi \ 
where alfo the Vales and low Countries are 
inhabited by the Bnr^es, a People rich in Cat- 
tie. Their Cabbins are low, made of Wood, 
and covered witnEarth % they light their Fir? 
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in die Middle^ and die Smoke goes out of a 
Hole on the Top of th^ Buildiiw. They have i 
no Notion of Agrtculiure, or afFniit>Grounds 
or Gardens i and thetr Vill^es are, for the 
moft Part, on the Sides of Rivers, wheiux 
they are not ufed t« lemore like the Tungtaesy 
and othor of the Heathens. On one Side of 
their Doors they have Stakes planted in the 
Ground, upon which they impaJe Goats or 
Sheep, and ^iften thereto alJb the Skins of 
Horfes. 

In the Spring they meet together in great Their Maimer 
Numbers on Horieback, to bunt the Stag, the of Hunting. 
Rein-Deo*, and other wild Beafts, which they 
€a\)j^avx When they have Siglu of them at a 
Diftance, they divide themfelves into Tro<^, 
and fuiTound them } then they drive them to- 
gether into a dofe £ody by D^rees, and in- 
this Manner frequently hedge in fome hundreds 
of them, which they flioot with their Arrows, 
when they are within Reach ; fo that few of 
them e^pe, every Spwtfman being provided 
with thirty Arrows. The Coantry fwarms 
with FaUow-Deer, and wild Sheep, which 
upon the Mountains iU'e met with by thou- 
fands. 

The Pe(q)le have no Notion of Money in 
Coin ; but if you want Oxen or Camels, to , 

travel with to Cbifu, they will truck with you 
for pale Sables, Pewter of Copper Bafons, red 
Goths of HamhHrgt Otter-skins, Silks of P/r- 
_fia of all Colours, and Gold and Silver in In- 
gots. In this Manner you may buy an Ox, 
which drefled woald weigh from eight hundred 
to a thoufand Pounds, for Ac Value of four 
w five Roubles i and a CanKi for the Value of 
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ten or a dozen. The Inhabitants of this Coon^ 
; VTfs as well Men as Women, are- tpbuft and 
large of Stature ■■, have a Face handfome enoi^ 
in their Way, and fomewliat refembling the 
Tb«rIW)it. Tartars of China. In Winttr-time both the 
one and the other wear Gowns of Sheep-skins* 
with a great Girdle, and a Cap, called A^U- 
fbaveity which comes over their Eats; ^nd in 
Summer they wear Gowns of an ugly Sort of 
red Cloth. They arc ncVer ffalhed but upon 
the Day that they come into the World ; they 
never pare their Nails, and have fcarcc the 
Appearance of human Creaturcsi , ■ , . , 

The Men wear a fieard under their Chioi 
but pluck out all the reft-, the Seams of their 
Clothes are adorned with Fursj their Caps arc 
of Fox-skins ; their Gowns of a blue Cotton 
Stuff, plaited in the Middle, and dieir Boots 
arc of Skins with their Hair outcrmoft. The 
Women wear Coral Rings, and Pieces of Mo- 
ney in the Trefles of their Hair i and the Hair 
of the Girls or Maidens is in Snakes, that they 
look like Furies. 

, The other Women have their Hair felling 
down on each. Side, and adorned with all Sorts 
of Figures in Pewter : When they die, tbey 
bury them with their beft CbthcS, aiid a Bow 
.and Arrows. 
*,, . _ ,. Their only Worfliip is to make certain 
Their i- j^QtJp^g ^^ tj,g. Head, at particular Times <rf" 
the Year, to the Goats and Sheep that are im"- 
paled at their Doors. They pay the fame Ho- 
nour to the Sun and Moon, but upon their 
Knees, with their Hands joined t<^ther, tho^ 
without faying a Word, or ufing any Soit di 
verbal Invocation. They have Fricfb, whom 
they 
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'diey put to Death whenever they picafc, and 
then ^wry them with Money and Clothes, " 
that they may go before and pray for them. 

When they are under a Neceffity of taking 
an Oath among themfelvcs, they repair to the 
Lake of Baikal^ upon a high Mountain, which 
is lacred with them, and which they can reach 
in two Days Journey : They are perfuaded that 
they Ihould never come down again alive, if 
they take a falfe Oath. ' This Mountain has, 
for a great Number of YearS) been in high 
Veneration with them, and they make frequent 
Offerings of Catdc thereon. 

The Envoy, M. Itbranty having made fome 
Stay among ehefe People, went to ^tkutskoi, Jthuihi. 
upon the River Angara^ which rtfes from the 
Lake of Baikal, about eight Leagues off". 
This Town is flanked with good Towers ; its 
Suburbs are very large s and Corn, Salt, 
Butcher's Meat, and Fifh, are fo cheap there, 
that they do not give above fcven Pence for an 
hundred Weight of Barley. The Country about 
is very fertile, and abounds in Grain as far as 
U^ergolenskeiy which is only fome Leagues di- 
ftant. The Ruffians in thefe Parts have fome 
hundred Villages, and are very careful to cul- 
tivate the Land. 

M. hbrant having refted himfelf fome Time 
atjekutskoi, depK-tcd, on the Firfl of Aiiiy, in 
a Sledge, and croflcd the Country to the I^ke 
e( Baikal, where he arrived upon the joth, and "the Lake of 
found it flill frozen over. This Lake is about SMia/. 
fix German Leagues in Brcadrh, and forty in 
Length, and the Ice upon it two Dutch Ells 
in Thicknefs : It is very dangerous when it 
happens to fnow, and the Wind is high at the 
fame 
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1693. £bk Time ; Cair imift pavtiicukrl^ be aketi' 
' tfaae ttw Hocfes be weU ihod Km- the Piapofc, 
bccaafe the Ice is vny ^each and fltppery, and' 
bccaufethe Snow>i» alwap dmcn off fram ic by 
the Wind. Thcrr are in it grat Holes, very 
dnagerous im Travsllers, when the Wind is 
lugfay and the Horles are not properly ffaod, 
and. into which' chcy arfr Jrequenriy forced. 
The Ice fomedines cracks here with a Noile 
like Thunder ; buo never is long before it 
jodniaad knits together again^ 

The Camels and Oxen uted in the Journey 
to C&ina, muft crols this Lake as- they gv 
iroBa.Je)(Ut%Mt and riut they may be able fo 
to do, the former have BocAs put on them, 
which are Ihod for the Ice, and very fliarp 
Irons are put upon the Hool^ of the other, 
without which they would 'not be able xa fland 
upon this fmooth. Hippery Surlace. The Wa- 
ter of this Lake is very fwect, tho* at a Diftancc 
it appears as green and clear as the Ocean. 
In the Breaks of the Ice it has Numbers of 
Seals, which: are black ; whereas thofe in the 
A^i/r->?Atare of a mixed Colour. This Lake- 
is liill of Filh, and particiilarly fwanns widi 
Sturgpon and Pike^ fome of which are of fuch 
Size, as to weigh two hundred German Weight.- 
The only River that goes out of this Lake is 
the Jhgara^ which runs to the North-Nbtth* 
Weft } but there are feveral that fell uito it, 
the Chief of which is the Siliiiga, which rifes to' 
the Southward, in the Country of the MhngaUs % 
bcfids fome Brooksand Rills that ^11 into- it 
from the Rocks ; nor is it without fome-IQands. 
le Borders, and the Country round aboutj are 
inhabited. hjSarates, Mfi/igaUij axid' Onkotes, 
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and produce very fine black Sables ; befides 
that uiey here fometimes take a Creature called t 
Kaherdiner. 

It is panicularly obfervable, with r^rd to tIk SoperlU- 
this Lake, that when you are near it, on the tion of the 
Sidt of the Monaftery of St. Nicbdasy which P«>ple«m- 
ftandi in the Place where the Angara goes outj^"^ 
of the Lake, the Inhabitants are very fcnipu- 
loufly cautious in advlfing all Travellers that 
are to crofi it, by no Means to call it by the 
"Name o( Ofer or Still-water, but a lake j left 
they pcrilh by the Violence of a Storm, as 
many have before them, who have been fo in- 
difcreet as to call it 0/er ; a Caution which ap- 
peared fo ridiculous to the Envoy, that he cal- 
led it fo as he went over it, without any Fear 
t>f what the Inhabitants lud fo predidively 
threatmed him with; and it happened, that 
m the Midft of very fine Weather he came to 
the Caftle of Katama^ the firft Fortrels in the 
Province of Dauria. • 

ITie next Day he departed from thence, and 
arrived at the great Burgh of Ilmskoi, or of Belfoi 
Sair^a, moft of whofe Inhabitants are Ruffians^ 
who in Winter hunt Sables i the ProduA ofthe 
Earth affording them no more than a bare Sub- 
liftence, becaufe the Country is encumbered 
with barren Hills. 

Upon the 14th of May he arrived at the 
Caftle of Taxzintkoi, where was a good Garri- 
fon ofCoffacks to make Head againft the Incur- 
fions of the MeagaUs, who inhabit upon the 
Frontiers of that Country. Upon the 19th he 
arrived at Udimhi, a Town feated upon a high UJmid-. 
Hill, upon the Foot of which moft of the In- 
habitants take up their Abode, under the

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Cannon of that Fortrds, along the River Via, 
which I^Ie into the JGlii^a, a Quarter of a 
League below the Town, in which there is 
alfo a good Garrifon of Ruffian Coffiuks Xa watch 
the Motion of the Mn^ales. 

This Town, which is the Kejr of the 
Province of Dauria^ is Tery much expofed, 
even in the Summer Time, to the Ravages of 
the MoMgaUst who often cany off* Horfes as 
they feed in the Meadows. The Land, which 
is ttiere very mountainous, is fit for oo Sort ttf 
Tillaffc, ttio' it abounds in Cabbages, Carrots, 
Turnips, and fuch-like vegetable Produd;i(His ; 
but no Trees have as yet been planted there. 

The River of Uda produces little or no Fifli, 
except Pike and Roach i but every Day in the 
Month of 7»/v, there are prod^ious Shoah of 
a certain Sore of Filh which they call Omuliy 
and which fwim up this River from the Lake 
of Baikal. Thefe Omuli are Of the Size of a 
Herring^ and hardly ever appear beyond this 
Town, at the Foot of a crumbled Hill, where 
they ftay only for a tew Days, and then fwim 
back again ro the Lake. They take great 
Quantities of them, by only throwing Sacks 
into the River, and thefe Sacks are fm]uently 
as full as they can hold. The Envoy was 
forced to ftay here fome Time for Camels and 
Horfes -y then went by Land to the River O»0, 
which comes from the North- North- Weft, and 
. falls into the Uda. 

Upon the 29th of Mty he reached the Ri- 
ver Kurba^ whofe Source is to the North- 
Norrh-Wdt, and in like Manner difchargcs 
itfclf into the Uda. He skirted this River to- 
wards its Spring, till he had got to the Middle 
pf 
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df ic: He was frequently obliged to leave it 1693. 
at Ibme DifUnce, but never loft Sight of it. V/VN-/ 

Upon the 29th he arrived at Jarauna,, and Jm-mM. 
was ravilhed to meet with Towns again, after 
having crofled a defart Country full of high 
Rocks; an irkfome Journey, during which oe 
faw no Soul from the Time he Ic^ UdinskeL, 
This Fortreis is provided with a good Garrifon 
of Coffacks ; and here alfo are many Ruffians^ 
who fubfift by the Sale of Sables. The Konni l^x Pwp^ '^ 
Tunguft, the Heathens who inhabit along the ^ ^^o""^' 
Rivers of Tun^iki and Angara, fpread all over 
this Country, and fpcak a Language peculiar 
xo themfelves. When they die they are buried 
with their Clothes, and their Arrows, and 
Stones are put over their Graves ; then they 
plant a Staxe, to which the bed Horfe of the 
Deccafcd is tied, and there facriHced. They 
live by the Sale of Sable Furs, which are pcr- 
feftly Bne in this Country, and of an admira> 
ble Black. Here alfo are fine Luxes, and a 
Sort of Squirrels of a black Grey, which the 
Cinnefe were formerly wont to carry off with 
them. To the North of this Fortrefs arc three 
fmall Lakes, not far from each other, which 
together, arc two Leagues in Circumference, 
and abound with Pike, Carp, Ferch, and the 
like. From hence are two Ways, which lead 
to Zitinskoi or Plabitfiba, The Envoy fent Part 
of his Servants by one of them, and took the 
other himfelf, with a Train of fourteen Fol- 
lowers, to Telimia, in which Fortrefs arc Num- TeSmia. 
hers of Ruffianty who, in the Winter-Seafon, 
take Sables, equal to the very Bncft in all 
Siberia^ or the Province of Ddurij. 

. Here 
Dd a 
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Here he paffed a Night i and a Kneez^ 'of 
I prince of the Tungufes^ called Liltulkay came 
to fee him. This Lord had his Hair done up 
with Leather, and fo very long that it went 
three times nHind about his Shoulders ; and 
when let loofe, mcafured four Dutch Ells in 
Length. He had a Son with him but of fix 
Years old, whofe Hair, which hung on his 
Shoulders, was an £11 in Length. Thele 
TuHFtiJis live in great Numbers upon the Hills 
and Mountains of this Country, and are gene- 
rally rich, which proceeds from their targe 
Dealings in Sables. 

For two Days together they went over Sto- 
ney ^4ountains, very lofty, to the North-Weft 
and South-Eaft. The Ri«r JCmmAj, which 
afterwards aflTumes the Name of ^//m, titea 
there to the Northward ; runs away to the 
NcMth-Eall, and falls into the Lfna^ and from 
thence into the Icy or Northern Sea. The 
Zitta commences from the other Side of the 
Mountains, half a Le^e from thence, and 
falls into the Ingodda, or Amur, and from thence 
into the Eaftcm Ocean. 

Upon the 15th erf June-, M. /j^raa^ arrived 
at Plodbit/cba, as the Caravan with his Servants 
did the Day before, having fuffered greatly in 
the Way from the Tuttgu/eSy who had fet fire 
to the dry Grafs ; fo that the Cattle being in 
want of Forage, they had been obliged to go 
into the Mountains for it at the Diftaace of a 
League. 

He was forced to ftay Tome Days at Plodbitp- 

<ba, upon the Zilfa, to reft him a tittle, and to 

Ret ready fome Rafts, by which he was to fait 

oown toe Rivers Ingodda and Scbilka to Ner-

zinskoi i for the Waters were io low, that 
there was no fuch thing as going in Boats, ' 
nor was it quite fafe to go upon Rafts in the 
rocky Places, where two of them were broke : 
They were laden with Part of the Envoy's 
Equipage i but with fome Trouble it was all 
faved. 

When every thing was ready, hefent his 
Camels and other Bealls of Burthen beforehim, 
towards Merztmkoiy by the Way of the Moun- 
tains, and following them himfelf, reached the 
River 0»o« upon the iprh. • This River riles 
from the Fens of Mongol., and to the Norih- 
Eait throws itfelf into the Ingodda, where ha- 
ving united their Streams, they go away toge- 
ther by the Name of Scbilka. Their Waters 
are very white, and their Borders are inhabited 
by fevcral Hrards of the Mongales, who com- 
mit frequent Ravages on the other Side of the 
Scbilka, quite to Merzimkoi. But they are not 
always attended with the befi Luck upon thefe 
OccaiQons -, they art not feldom repulfed, and 
whenanyof them happen to be taken, they are 
furetobe executed as common Robbers. The 
Rjtffian Coffacks alfo fcour the Country all along 
tJie Oxwr, to take Vengeance on them, and 
fpare not one that comes in their Way. 

Upon the aoth, he happily arrived at Ner- tftnsmM. 
zinskoi, a Town upon the Nerza, which comes 
from the North- North- Elaft, and difchai^es it- 
felf into the Scbilka, a Quarter of a League 
from this Fortrcls, whofe Works are not bad, 
and provided with a great Number of Brafs Ar- 
tillery, as well as with a good Garifon of Dau- 
rian Coffacksy who ferve bcxh on Foot and on 
Horfcback. This Place, though furroundcd 
D d 3 with 
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with high Hills, does not want forGrafi 
J Grounds to feed its Camels, Horfes, and other 
Cattle. And here and there, upon the Hilts, 
are Patches of Land fit for Tillage, and for the 
Frodudion of fuch Thiiig;i as the InhaUtants 
ftand in need of. 

Four or five Leagues upon thcScinlkat above 
this Town, and ten Leagues below it, are fe- 
vera] Ruffian Gentlemen, and fbme Cejfacks 
who fubfift by Tillage, Grazing, and Filhing. 
The Places about thb Town and Hill produce 
all Sorts of Flowers and Plants \ Balhrd Rheu- 
barb, or JSu/vfl/iVa, of extraordinary Size; fine 
white and yellow Lillies \ red and white Pio- : 
nies of a charming Scent, and of feveral Sores; 
Rofemary, Thyme, Sweet Majoram, Laven- 
der, bcfides many odOTlferous Plants unknown 
in Europe i but they have no Sort of Fruit 
here except Goofcberries. The Heathens, 
who have a long time been in this Country, and 
who are under the Dominion of the Czxr of 
Mtifcovyt are of two S<»'ts \ the Kanm Tunrujiy 
and the OUnm Tumttji. The iirft are obliged 
to appear on Horfeback at the firft Orders of 
the fVaivodty or Governor of Nerzirtskoif or 
when the Borders are infeftcd by the Tartars % 
and the Ohnmare obliged to ferve on Foot, 
and armed In the Town, when Occafion requires. 
The Chief o* the Koial Touguji^ when M. 
Isbrant was there , was a Knez , called 
TYxCkxfof Paul PelrowitzGantimury or, in their Lan- 
the KmmTwi- guage Catitana Gantimur. He was pretty fax 
I'-fi- advanced in Years, and of the Country ofNieu- 

beu, where he had been a Tai/cba, under the 
Dominion of the King of China i but Jailing 
into Difgrace widi that Prince, who depoftd 
nim. 
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him, he removed into Djwnu, with his Hoards 
or Va0als, and embracing the Chriftian Faith < 
of the Greek Church, threw himfelf under the 
Proteftion of the Czar. This Prince could 
bring three thoufand Men into the Field in 
twenty^four Hours Time, all well mounted^ 
and good Soldiers, provided with Bows and 
Arrows. It often happens that a Score or two 
of thcfe People Ihall drive three or four hundred 
of the Mongale Tartars before them. Thofe 
who live near the Town fubfift by Cattle j but 
thole who live near the Sebilka and Amur hunt 
for Sables, which are here of exquifite Beauty, 
and very black. 

They live in Cabbins, which they call Juries, yj,^ Habita- 
the Infide of which are Poles joined or framed t-om. 
together, and which they can ealily remove 
from Place to Place, as they are often obliged 
to do. When thefe Poles are erei^ed, they 
cover them over with Skins, except where the 
Smoke is to go out at Top j and their Fire- 
places, round which they fit upon Turf, are ia 
the Middle of the Cabbin. 

Their Worffaip is the fame with that of the 
Inhabitants of Dauria, 6rom whom they pre- 
tend to bedefcended, and differs in no Point 
from that of Tarlary, quite to the Frontiers of 
the Mongdes. The Women are here robuft, Drefi ud 
with broad Faces, like the Men ; arc, when they A™" '^^ 
are «n Horfeback, armed like them with ""*"* 
Bow and Arrow, which they ufe with great 
Dexterity, even when young Maidens. Nor 
does their Drefs diifer from that of the Meo.~ 
Water is their common Drink ; but thofe who 
have wherc-withat drink Tea, which they call 
Kara*tzjt or Black-Tea, becaufe it tindhires 
Dd 4 the 
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the Water with Black inftead of Green. They 
boll it in Mares Milk, and a little Water, to 
which they add fome Greafe or Butter. Thejr 
have alfo a Kind of diftillcd Liquor, which 
they call Kumien or Arak, extraded from 
Marcs Milk, and ftir it every Hour for one 
Night, and then having put it in an eanbm 
Pot well covered, and luted with Paftc, drllil 
it over a Fire. This is to be twice repeated 
before the Liquor is fit to drink, and uien it 
becomes as ftrong and as clear as a Malt Spi- 
rit, and fuddles as eafily. It is to be obfcrved 
of the Cows c^ Siberia., Dauria, and generally 
fpeaking of all Tartary, that they will not 
fufFcr thcmfclves to be milked while they have 
Calves at the Dug, and that they oeafe to give 
Milk as foon as they are out of their Sight. 
Hence it is that they arc under a Neccffity of 
ufing Mares Milk, which is much latter and 
foftcr than that of the Cow. 

Thcfe Heathens hunt in the Spring Time* 
and lay in their Store of Venifon after the 
Manner of the Burates, drying it as they 
do in the Sun. Their Bread they make of the 
dried Roots of yellow Lillics, which they call 
Sarana, and which they apply to Several other 
Ufes. They are very adroit at (hooting Filh 
in the Water, with their Arrows, tho* at the 
Diftance of fifteen or fixteen Fathom. As their 
Arrows are heavy, they are fit to kill nothing 
but Pike and Trout, which fwim in clear 
Water towards the Banks, and upon the Gravel, 
and thcfe they fplit in two as if they had done 
it with a Cleaver, the Points of their Arrows 
being three Fingers broad. 

When 
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When thefe People arc under a Ncceflity to 
take an Oath to pui^ themfelves of any < 
Crime, they open the Vein of a Dog on 
the Left Side, from whence the Perfon that 
would clear himfclf fucks the Blood, till the 
Creature falls down dead by the emptying his 
Blood- Veffels. The Envoy law an Example 
of this at Nerzinskoi^ where one of the Tu/igutes 
had accufed another of having bewitched fome 
of his Companions, who were dead by his 
Fradices upon them ; but the Party accufed 
acquitted himfelf by fubmitting to the fore- 
mentioned Trial, and his Accufer was puniihed 
in his Stead. 

M. Isbrant ftaid fome Weeks at Nerxinskei, 
to provide himfelf with Camels, Horfes, Oxen, 
and every Thing elfe necellary for the Conti-* 
nuation of his Journey, and departed from 
thence upon the iSth of July. Upon the 

fd of jfugufi he arrived at Arganskoiy the laft 
ortrels belonging to their Czarian Majefties 
on that Side. It ftands upon the River Jr- 
gun ; which rifing to the South-Eaftward, ^Us 
into the Amur^ and ferves for a common 
Bqundary between the Dominions of Mufiovy 
and thofe of the King of Cbim.
